The  index  to  this  edition  of  the  Consolidated  Laws  of  the 
State  of  Kew  York,  as  stated  in  the  Preface  (Vol.  I,  p,  xix), 
-was  prepared  under  the  editorial  supervision  of  Mr.  De  Witt  C. 
Blashfield.  Its  purpose  is  to  enable  the  searcher  to  find  what  he 
may  be  looking  for  in^  the  easiest  way  and  in  the  shortest  time. 

The  fifty-nine  Consolidated  Laws,  as  well  as  the  Public  Service 
Commissions  Law  and  the  Railroad  Law,  having  been  alpha- 
betically arranged  in  their  compilation,  general  information  regard- 
ing any  one  of  these  Laws  may  be  obtained  by  locating  the  same 
in  its  alphabetic  place,  and  ascertaining  its  contents  as  indicated 
by  the  article  and  section  headings  thereof.  When,  however, 
171  formation  in  detail  is  desired,  the  Index  should  always  be  con- 
sulted as  the  better  and  quicker  method.  It  has  been  aptly  said 
that  law  books  "  are  books  which  are  not  generally  read  in  course, 
as  a  story  or  history;  but  those  who  use  them  are  generally  in 
search  of  statements  upon  some  particular  topic  of  the  law,  and 
naturally  turn  to  the  index  to  find  on  what  page  this  topic  is 
treated.  There  may  be  one  or  more  words  which  are  the  index 
words  for  that  topic.  *  *  *  In  other  words,  every  topic  of 
the  law  is  properly  referred  to  by  certain  words  which  should  be 
used  in  the  index ;  and  a  multitude  of  words  which  are  not  index 
words  for  that  topic  should  not  be  used, —  for  these  obscure  the 
proper  references."     (21  American  Law  Review  125.) 

The  "  index  words  "  or  titles  for  this  Index  have  been  selected 
with  such  care,  it  is  hoped,  as  not  to  subject  them  to  criticism  as 
being  too  numerous,  and  yet  to  be  sufficient  in  scope,  phraseology 
and  number  to  satisfy  the  idiosjiicracies  of  the  most  exacting 
examiner.  These  titles  have  been  arranged  alphal)etically  from 
"Abandonment  "  to  "  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations." 

The  catch-line  references  to  pages  appear  under  the  several 
titles  in  logical  order,  rather  than  in  strictly  alphabetic  sequence. 

Throughout  the  entire  Index  cross-references  will  be  found 
referring  from  one  title  to  another. 

For  the  purpose  of  speed  in  search,  some  of  the  larger  topics 
classified  under  such  titles  as  "Actions,"  "  Banks  and  Banking," 
"  Corporations,"  "  I^egotiable  Instruments,"  "  Railroads,"  etc., 
have  been  subdivided  by  the  use  of  appropriate  subheadings. 

The  five  volumes  containing  the  Consolidated  Laws  have  been 
numbered  consecutively  and  not  by  a  new  paging  for  each  volume 
and  the  references  to  pages  in  the  Index  are  to  be  thus  under- 
stood.

Consolidators'  Notes 


KOTE 

The  Board  of  Statutory  Consolidation  included  in  its  report  to 
the  Legislature  the  notes  made  by  the  consolidators  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Consolidated  Laws,  These  notes  are  here  presented 
in  full  except  the  notes  to  the  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Law,  High- 
way Law  and  Military  Law,  which  laws  were  prepared  under  the 
direction  of  the  Legislature  independent  of  the  work  of  the  board 
and  enacted  during  the  session  of  1908 ;  these  laws  were  re-enacted 
as  Consolidated  Laws  but  the  notes  of  the  consolidators  have  no 
direct  application  to  them.  No  notes  to  the  Public  Service  Com- 
missions Law  or  Railroad  Law  are  furnished  for  the  reason  that 
these  laws,  though  passed  by  the  Legislature,  failed  to  receive 
executive  approval.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  notes 
were  prepared  in  1907  to  accompany  the  report  of  the  board  to 
the  Legislature  which  bears  date  June  26,  1907,  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  disposition  of  the  statutes  of  1908  or  the  changes  neces- 
sarily following  by  reason  of  their  incorporation  in  the  text  of  the 
Consolidated  Laws  are  not  explained  in  the  notes.  Since  the  report 
of  the  board  was  submitted  many  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
arrangement  of  sections  of  the  laws ;  the  notes  have  been  carefully 
checked  and  corrected  so  that  the  references  contained  therein  are 
to  the  sections  of  the  Consolidated  Laws  as  they  now  exist.  These 
notes  were  numbered  consecutively  and  referred  to  corresponding 
note  numbers  entered  on  the  margin  of  each  law  where  changes 
were  m'ade,  and  while  the  note  numbers  are  here  retained  they  are 
only  useful  when  used  in  conection  with  the  report  of  the  board. 
The  numbers  of  the  sections  of  the  Consolidated  Laws  or  the  stat- 
ute to  which  the  notes  relate  follow  these  note  numbers  and  the 
notes  can,  therefore,  be  used  independent  of  the  report.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 

Scope  of  TtSL'w.  The  consideration  and  examination  of  all 
general  statutes  relating  to  dairy  products;  diseases  of  domestic 
animals;  bees;  vinegar;  sugar  beet  culture;  state  fairs;  sale, 
adulteration  or  misbrandiJig  of  food  and  food  products;  fertiliz- 
ers; agricultural  statistics  and  all  other  subjects  of  a  kindred 
nature  is  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  work. 

Historical  Note.  The  first  general  act  passed  to  improve 
the  agriculture  of  this  state  was  L.  1819,  Ch.  107. 

Prior  to  this  several  independent  statutes  were  enacted  offering 
a  bounty  for  certain  agricultural  products. 

The  next  general  act  was  L.  1841,  Ch.  169,  and  by  L.  1862, 
Ch.  293,  provision  was  made  for  the  collection  of  agricultural 
statistics. 

The  first  legislation  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  milk  and  to 
prevent  the  traffic  in  impure  and  unwholesome  milk  was  L.  1862, 
Ch.  467. 

L.  1877,  Ch.  415,  wa&  commonly  known  as  the  "  oleomar- 
garine "  law. 

L.  1884,  Ch.  202,  provided  generally  to  prevent  the  deception 
of  dairy  products  and  also  for  the  appointment  of  a  dairy  com- 
missioner and  was  afterward  supplemented  by  L.  1885,  Ch.  183. 

Substantially  all  the  laws  pertaining  to  this  subject,  then  ex- 
isting, were  revised  by  L.  1893,  Ch.  338,  being  chapter  thirty- 
three  of  the  general  laws  and  known  as  the  Agricultural  Law. 

As  originally  enacted  it  contained  five  articles. 

The  original  Article  4  was  amended  and  a  new  Article  4,  re- 
lating to  diseases  of  domestic  animals,  enacted  by  L.  1901,  Ch. 
321. 

Article  5,  relating  to  sugar  beet  culture,  was  added  by  L.  1897, 
Ch.  500. 

Original  Article  5,  relating  to  miscellaneous  provisions,  was 
made  Article  6  by  L.  1897,  Ch.  500. 

Article  7,  formerly  Article  6,  relating  to  laws  repealed,  was 
added  by  L.  1895,  Ch.  395. 

Article  8,  relating  to  the  prevention  of  fraud  in  the  sale  of 
paris  green,  was  added  by  L.  1898,  Ch.  113. 

Article  9,  relating  to  the  sale  and  analysis  of  concentrated 
commercial  feeding  stuffs,  was  added  by  L.  1899,  Ch.  510. 
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Article  10,  relating  to  state  fairs,  was  added  by  L.  1900, 
Ch.  346. 

Article  11,  relating  to  the  sale  or  misbranding  of  food  and  food 
products,  was  added  by  L.  1903,  Ch.  524. 

Article  12,  relating  to  the  sale  and  analysis  of  commercial  fer- 
tilizers, was  added  by  L.  1904,  Ch.  567. 

Article  13,  relating  to  evaporated  apples,  was  added  by  L.  190  i, 
Ch.  391. 

Article  14,  relating  to  agricultural  statistics,  was  added  by  L. 
1905,  Ch.  243. 

Article  15,  relating  to  turpentine,  linseed  and  flaxseed  oil,  was 
added  by  L.  1906,  Ch.  584. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  many  important  legis- 
lative additions  were  made  to  the  original  act  and  in  the  same 
connection  it  is  not  inappropriate  to  say  that  numerous  amend- 
ments were  made  to  sections  of  the  law. 

In  the  preliminary  work  of  the  consolidation  of  this  law  it  was 
necessary  to  examine  all  the  general  statutes  classified  to  this 
subject  from  the  year  1785  to  the  present  time. 

Such  laws  as  were  temporary  or  obsolete  have  been  recom- 
mended for  repeal  by  a  Schedule  of  Repeals;  also  acts  amenda- 
tory of  acts  heretofore  repealed,  not  expressly  repealed,  which 
were  superseded  or  abrogated  by  L.  1893,  Ch.  338. 

All  the  independent  statutes  classified  to  this  subject  have  been 
consolidated  herein,  and  these,  in  connection  with  L.  1893,  Ch. 
338,  with  the  amendments  to  date,  constitute  Agricultural  Law. 

The  laws  consolidated  herein  are  also  recommended  for  repeal 
by  said  Schedule  of  Kepcals. 

In  the  consolidation  of  this  law  an  examination  of  upwards 
of  two  hundred  and  tweuty-five  general  statutes  has  been  made 
and  the  Schedule  of  Kepeals  is  all  new  matter.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 

Scope  of  the  laiv.  In  Banking  Law  are  brought  together  the 
statutory  provisions  relating  to  the  organization  and  conduct  of 
the  various  financial  institutions  which  are  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  Banking  Department,  including  the  powers  and 
duties  appertaining  to  that  supervision.  A  new  article  [10]  has 
been  added  to  "  old  "  Banking  Law,  covering  statutory  provisions 
relating  to  personal  loan  associations.  The  schedule  of  repeals 
annexed  to  "  old  "  Banking  Law  contained  thirty-nine  repeals,  the 
earliest  statute  therein  being  L.  1835,  Ch.  262;  Banking  Law,  as 
consolidated,  contains  in  its  repealing  schedule  270  statutes,  the 
earliest  being  L.  1782,  Ch.  35. 

Historical  note.  The  early  policy  of  the  State  regarding 
the  granting  of  the  banking  privilege  is  shown  by  L.  1782,  Ch. 
35.  Amonc:  the  financial  measures  advanced  for  the  solution  of 
the  financial  problems  produced  by  the  Revolutionary  War  was 
the  suggestion  of  Robert  Morris  for  the  establishing  of  a  national 
bank.  This  was  approved  by  Congress  on  May  26,  1781,  and  in 
April  of  the  following  year  the  Legislature  of  New  York,  by  L. 
1782,  Ch.  35,  incorporated  the  Bank  of  North  America,  that 
being  the  title  under  which  the  national  bank  was  known.     The 
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act  of  incorporation  provided,  "that  no  other  bank,  public  or 
private,  shall  be  established  within  this  State  during  the  present 
war  with  Great  Britain." 

The  first  state  bank  incorporated  was  the  bank  of  New  York,  L* 
1791,  Ch.  37.  There  being  no  general  statute  authorizing  the 
incorporation  of  banks,  all  the  bank  charters,  until  1838,  were 
granted  by  special  legislation.  The  Legislature  reflecting  the 
conservative  attitude  of  the  people  in  relation  to  the  creation  of 
banks  was  slow  to  grant  charters,  and  as  a  result  a  number  of 
associations  were  formed  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  banking.  These  associations,  somewhat  in  thd  nature  of 
partnerships,  increased  in  importance  and  number  until  by  L. 
1804,  Ch.  117,  known  as  "  The  Restraining  Act,"  it  was  made 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  become  a  member  of,  or  subscribe 
to,  "  any  association,  institution  or  company  or  proprietor  of 
any  bank  or  fund  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  notes,  receiving 
deposits,  making  discounts  or  transacting  any  other  business 
which  incorporated  banks  may  or  do  transact."  Following 
this  act  and  in  the  line  of  restrictive  legislation  was  L.  1807, 
Ch.  173,  which  prohibited  the  issuing  of  bank  notes  for  an 
amount  less  than  one  dollar.  These  prohibitions  were  car- 
ried into  the  revision  of  Van  Ness  and  Woodworth,  known  as 
the  Revised  Laws  [1813],  Ch.  71.  In  1815  [Ch.  32],  the 
prohibition  against  issuing  bank  notes  of  less  than  the  nomi- 
nal value  of  one  dollar  was  suspended  until  the  end  of  tho 
next  session  of  the  Legislature.  This  action  was  the  result  of  the 
suspension  of  specie  payments  owing  to  the  War  of  1812.  The 
last-cited  statute  was  continued  in  effect  until  May  1,  1817,  by 
L.  1816,  Ch.  223. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  prohibition  contained  in  the  "  restrain- 
ing act"  [L.  1804,  Ch.  117],  extended  to  associations,  institu- 
tions and  companies,  and  did  not  affect  individuals.  The  sus- 
pension of  the  statute  prohibiting  the  issue  of  bank  notes  of  a  less 
nominal  value  than  one  dollar  and  the  suspension  of  specie  pay- 
ments presented  an  opportunity  for  individuals  to  embark  in  a 
banking  business  and  to  issue  notes  for  fractional  parts  of  a  dollar, 
The  opportunity  for  "  high  finance  "  thus  afforded  was  seized  by 
many  in  financial  distress,  and  individuals  went  into  the  banking 
business  in  order  to  meet  their  pressing  financial  obligations  by 
payments  in  fractional  currency  issued  by  themselves. 

This  condition  continued  until  1818  when  Governor  Clinton 
brought  the  matter  before  the  Legislature  of  that  year,  recommend- 
ing legislative  action  which  would  prevent  the  over-issue  of  paper 
currency.  Following  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Governor, 
L.  1818,  Ch.  236,  was  passed.    This  statute  made  it  unlawful  for 
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^^  any  perscm,  association  cf  persons,  or  body  corporate  to  keep  any 
office  of  deposit  for  the  purpose  of  discounting  promissory  notes 
or  for  carrying  on  any  kind  of  banking  business  or  operations 
which  incorporated  banks  are  authorized  by  law  to  carry  on,  or  is- 
sue any  bills  or  promissory  notes  as  private  bankers,  unless 
specially  authorized  by  law."  The  issue  of  paper  currency  being 
checked  and  '^  private  "  banking  inhibited,  the  next  problem  for 
legislative  action  was  the  issue  of  bank  bills  payable  otherwise 
than  in  money.  This  was  met  by  the  enactment  of  L.  1824,  Ch. 
240  (2d  meeting).  The  preamble  cf  the  act  expresses  the  condition 
then  existing,  "  Whereas,  it  hath  of  late  become  a  practice  with 
certain  institutions  to  issue  bills  or  notes,  payable  in  bills,  notes 
or  drafts,  or  otherwise  than  in  money,  whereby  many  unsuspecting 
persons  are  liable  to  be  deceived  and  defrauded :  Wherefore,  for 
the  prevention  of  such  practice  "  it  was  made  imlawful  to  issue 
or  circulate  any  bank  bill  which  was  made  payable  otherwise  than 
in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States. 

The  statutes  above  cited  prohibiting  unauthorized  banking,  the 
issue  of  bills  of  a  nominal  value  less  than  one  dollar,  and  the 
issue  of  bills  payable  otherwise  than  in  money,  were  revised  in 
Revised  Statutes,  Part  1,  Ch.  20,  Tit.  20. 

Li  1829  the  subject  of  providing  for  the  more  adequate  security 
of  the  creditors  of  the  banks  came  before  the  Legislature,  and  on 
April  2  an  act  was  passed  [L.  1829,  Ch.  94]  to  create  a  fund 
for  the  benefit  of  creditors  of  certain  moneyed  corporations.  The 
provisions  of  this  act  required  that  each  monied  corporation 
should,  before  January  1  in  each  year,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  1  per  cent  on  the  paid-in 
capital  stock  of  the  corporation.  The  payments  were  to  be  con- 
tinued until  3  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  stock  should  be  paid  in. 
This  fund,  known  as  the  "  Bank  Fund  "  was  to  remain  in  the 
State  Treasury  "  to  be  inviolably  appropriated  and  applied  to  the 
payment  of  such  portions  of  the  debts,  exclusive  of  the  capital 
stock,  of  any  of  the  said  corporations  which  shall  become  insolvent, 
as  shall  remain  unpaid,  after  applying  the  property  and  effects  of 
such  insolvent  corporation."  The  statute  provided  for  the  super- 
vision of  the  affairs  of  moneyed  corporations  by  three  "  Bank 
Commissioners,"  one  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  two  selected 
by  the  corporations  contributing  to  the  "  Bank  Fund."  A  further 
provision  was  made  that  no  bank  note  or  bill  should  be  issued  un- 
less the  same  was  made  payable  on  demand  without  interest.  The 
corporations  contributing  to  the  "  Bank  Fund  "  were  known  as 
"  Safety  Fund  Banks." 

In  the  following  year  [L.  1830,  Ch.  243]  the  place  of  payment 
of  bank  notes  and  bills  was  made  definite  by  providing  tiiat  they 
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ahonld  be  deemed  payable  at  the  banking-liCHise  of  the  institution 
issuing  them^  any  law  or  custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstandiag. 
In  the  same  year  [L.  1830,  Ch.  295]  it  was  made  unlawful  to 
pass,  circulate  or  receive  any  bank  note,  bill  or  promissory  note, 
under  the  denomination  of  fivo  dollars,  issued  by  a  bank  not  char- 
tered by  the  laws  of  New  York. 

A  further  restriction  on  the  issue  and  circulation  of  bank  bills 
was  made  by  L.  1835^  Ch.  46.  By  this  statute  it  was  made  un- 
lawful to  circulate  or  offer  in  payment  any  bank  bill  of  a  denomi- 
nation  of  less  than  two  dollars,  after  September  1,  1835 ;  or  of  a 
denomination  less  than  three  dollars  after  March  1,  1836;  or  of 
a  denomination  less  than  five  dollars,  or  of  between  five  and  ten 
dollars  after  September  1,  1836. 

The  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  [Pt.  1,  Ch.  20,  Tit.  20] 
so  far  as  they  prohibited  a  person  or  association  of  persons  from 
keepiflg  <^ce8  for  receiving  deposits  or  disoounting  notes  were 
repealed  by  L.  1837,  Ch.  20.  This  statute  also  prohibited  in- 
corporated banks  and  their  oflBcers  from  being  interested  in  such 
associations. 

By  L.  1837,  Ch.  74,  the  mode  of  appointing  bank  commissioners 
was  changed  and  the  power  of  appointment  placed  entirely  with 
the  Governor. 

In  the  same  year  ^^  an  act  to  regulate  the  distribution  of  bank 
stock"  [L.  1837,  Ch.  235]  was  passed. 

By  L.  1837,  Ch.  450,  the  provisions  of  law  then  in  force  re- 
quiring or  authorizing  proceedings  against  any  bank  in  the  State 
with  a  view  to  forfeit  its  charter  or  wind  up  its  concerns,  or  which 
required  a  bank  to  suspend  operations  in  consequence  of  refusing 
to  pay  its  notes,  were  suspended  for  one  year.  This  statute  also 
limited  the  amount  of  biUs  which  the  b^  might  issue.  The 
act  applied  only  to  banks  known  as  '^  Safety  Fund  Banks,'' and 
such  banks  as  came  under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  1829 
[Ch.  94]. 

In  1838  [L.  1838,  Ch.  51]  an  act  relating  to  small  bills  was 
passed,  repealing  L.  1835,  Ch.  46  and  substituting  provisions 
which  limited  the  issiae  of  small  bills  by  banks  and  prohibited 
the  purchase  or  discount  of  bank  bills  issued  by  any  banking 
corporation  not  chartered  by  the  laws  of  New  York. 

In  the  same  year  an  act  to  authorize  the  business  of  banking 
[L.  1838,  Ch.  260]  was  passed,  providing  for  the  issue  of  bank 
notes  by  the  Comptroller  to  the  various  banks  and  prescribing 
means  whereby  baidcs  might  be  authorized  and  incorporated.  This 
statute  was  the  parent  of  the  present  Banking  Law  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  banks  of  deposit  and  discount,  and  comes  down  in 
amendment  to  the  enactment  of  L.  1892,  Ch.  689  [Banking  Law]. 
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The  office  of  bank  commissioner  was  abolished  by  L.  1843,  Ch, 
218,  and  the  Comptroller  was  authorized  to  appoint  special  agents 
to  make  bank  examinations. 

Savings  banks  were  created  by  special  statutes  until  L.  1869, 
Ch.  213,  an  act  to  regulate  and  restrict  the  organization  of  sav- 
ings banks  and  institutions  for  savings,  which  prescribed  the 
mode  of  procedure  to  be  taken  in  the  organization  of  the  bank, 
but  requiring  the  legislative  sanction  to  the  incorporation.  In 
1876  an  act  to  conform  the  charters  of  all  savings  banks  to  a  uni- 
formity of  powers,  rights  and  liabilities,  and  to  provide  for  the 
organization  of  savings  banks,  for  their  supervision  and  for  the 
administration  of  their  alBFairs,  was  passed  [L.  1875,  Ch.  371]. 
This  statute  as  amended  was  included  in  L.  1892,  Ch.  689  [Bank- 
ing Law]. 

The  organization,  incorporation  and  supervision  of  trust  com- 
panies was  provided  for  by  L.  1887,  Ch.  546,  which,  changed  by 
subsequent  amendments,  became  a  part  of  L.  1892,  Ch.  689 
[JJanking  Law], 

The  incorporation  of  co-operative  savings  and  loan  associations 
was  first  provided  for  by  L.  1851,  Ch.  122,  which  authorized  the 
formation  of  building,  mutual  loan  and  accumulating  fimd  as- 
sociations. The  object  of  these  associations  was  the  accumulation 
of  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  real  estate,  the  erection 
•  of  buildings,  or  the  making  of  other  improvements  on  lands,  or 
to  pay  off  incumbrances  thereon,  or  to  aid  its  members  in  acquir- 
ing real  estate,  making  improvements  thereon  and  removing  in- 
cumbrances therefrom ;  and  for  the  further  purpose  of  accumulat- 
ing a  fund  to  be  returned  to  its  members,  who  do  not  obtain  ad- 
vances as  above  mentioned,  when  the  funds  of  the  association 
should  amount  to  a  specified  sum  per  share.  This  statute  con- 
tinued as  the  authority  for  incorporation  until  the  enactment  of 
L.  1887,  Ch.  566,  which  provided  for  the  incorporation  of  associa- 
tions to  bo  known  as  co-operative  savings  and  loan  associations,  the 
object  of  which  was  to  encourage  industry,  frugality,  home  build- 
ing and  saving  among  its  members ;  the  accumulation  of  savings, 
the  loaning  of  such  accumulations  to  its  members,  and  the  repay- 
ment to  each  member  of  his  savings  when  they  had  accumulated  to 
a  certain  sum,  or  at  any  time  when  he  shall  desire  the  same  or  the 
association  shall  desire  to  repay  the  same.  This  statute  further 
provided  that  associations  formed  under  the  authority  of  L.  1861, 
Oh.  122,  might  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  1887  act  by  filing 
the  certificate  required  by  the  last-mentioned  statute.  The  stat- 
utes cited,  with  the  amendments  thereto,  were  incorporated  in  L. 
1802,  Ch.  6S9  [Banking  Law],  as  article  5,  Building  and  Mutual 
Loan  Corporations  and  article  6,  Co-operative  Loan  Associations. 
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These  articles  were  consolidated  by  L.  1894,  Ch.  705,  under  the 
title  of  Co-operative  Savings  and  Loan  Associations. 

In  the  same  line  of  statutes  will  be  found  the  descent  of  the 
provisions  of  Banking  Law  relating  to  building  and  lot  associa- 
tions. 

Safe  deposit  companies  were  brought  under  a  general  statute  by 
L.  1875,  Ch.  613,  which  provided  for  their  incorporation. 

The  organization  and  incprporation  of  personal  loan  associa- 
tions is  provided  for  by  L.  1895,  Ch.  326,  and  acts  amendatory 
thereto. 

Mortgage  and  investment  companies  were  unprovided  for  in  re-

NOTES   TO   SCHEDTJIiE   OF  BEPEAXS 

When  a  statute  has  been  specifically  repealed,  that  statute  and 
the  repealing  statute  are  given  without  an  explanatory  note. 

60.  L.  1782^  Ch.  35.  The  Bank  of  North  America  was 
incorporated  by  act  of  Congress  in  December,  1781.  By  resolu- 
tion congress  recommended  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states 
to  pass  such  laws  as  they  deemed  necessary  to  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  that  bank.  The  legislature  of  Kew  York  passed  the 
statute  cited,  making  said  bank  a  body  corporate  in  this  state. 
The  original  bank  is  yet  in  operation  in  Philadelphia,  but  this  act 
is  obsolete  now  so  far  as  its  general  provisions  are  concerned  and 
should  be  repealed.  So  much  of  the  act  as  relates  to  forgery, 
counterfeiting  and  its  punishment  was  repealed  by  L.  1788,  Ch. 
20,  §  5,  but  it  is  thought  better  to  include  the  entire  law  for 
repeal  in  the  schedule. 

51.  I«.  1804,  Ch.  117.  Prohibited  persons  from  subscrib- 
ing to  or  being  members  of  unincorporated  banking  institutions* 

52.  L.  1807,  Ch.  173.  Prohibited  issuing  bank  biUs  of  a 
less  denomination  than  one  dollar. 
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L.  1804,  Ch.  117,  and  L.  1807,  Ch.  173,  were  reviaed  in  2  E.  L., 
Ch.  71,  p.  234.

Eelates  to  the  manner  of  appointing 
bank  commissioners.  OflSce  of  bank  commissioner  abolished  by 
L,  1843,  Ch.  218,  §  6. 

62.  Ii.  1837,  Gil.  235.  This  statute  provided  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  commissioners  to  sell  the  stock  of  corporations  hav- 
ing banking  powers  "  which  shall  hereafter  ^'  be  created.  Pre- 
scribes minutely  how  the  stock  shall  be  sold.  It  is  a  matter  of 
history  that  the  year  1837  was  a  period  of  financial  panic  which 
was  largely  due  to,  so-called,  "  wild  cat "  banking.  The  peculiar 
provisions  of  the  statute  cited  indicate  Uiat  the  probable  intention 
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of  it  was  to  prevent  the  organization  of  banks  wherein  the  stock 
did  not  represent  paid-in  capital.  No  repeal,  in  terms,  appears; 
aor  are  any  of  its  provisions  carried  into  the  "  Banking  Law," 
L.  1838,  Ch-  260.  They  do  not  appear  in  any  of  the  subsequent 
"  Banking  Laws."  It  may  be  regarded  as  superseded,  and,  as 
its  provisions  would  not  apply  now,  it  is  recommended  for  repeal. 

63.  L.  1837,  Cak.  474.  This  statute  construes  L.  1837,

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 

Scope  of  lav.  The  Canal  Law  is  the  result  of  an  examina- 
tion of  the  various  general  statutes  upon  the  subject  of  the  canab 
of  the  State,  beginning  with  L.  1817,  Ch.  262,  "An  act  respect- 
ing navigable  communication  between  the  great  western  and 
northern  lakes  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean,"  and  ending  with  the  see 
sion  of  1907. 

The  scope  of  the  Canal  Law  is  given  by  the  context  of  article  2. 
section  2,  which  applies  the  law  to  the  canals  known  as  the  Erie. 
Champlain,  Cayuga  and  Seneca,  Oswego,  Black  Eiver  canal  and 
Erie  canal  feeder,  and  the  side  cuts  belonging  to  the  State  o:ci 
nected  with  said  canals.  The  intention  of  the  board  has  been  to 
embody  in  the  consolidation  all  the  live  provisions  of  statutes 
which  relate  to  the  subject  above  defined,  and  to  eliminate,  by  a 
comprehensive  schedule  of  repeals,  all  the  dead  and  inactive  gen- 
eral statutes  which  applied  to  the  topic  of  canals  coming  within 
the  quoted  definition.     The  so-called  Barge  Canal  acts  have  not 
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been  included  in  Canal  Law,  as  those  statutes  do  not  apply  to  the 
canals  named  in  article  2,  section  2  of  that  law. 

Historical  note.     Legislation  on  the  subject  of  the  canals 

has  been  prolific,  the  progress  of  time  and  the  improvement 
in  methods  having  introduced  many  changes  in  the  system  of 
administration.  Its  beginning  was  a  private  corporate  enterprise 
with  conditional  State  aid,  by  L.  1792,  Ch.  40,  which  incorpo- 
rated the  Xorthem  Inland  Lock  Navigation  Company  and  the 
Western  Inland  Lock  Navigation  Company.  The  growth  of  the 
State  demanding  greater  facilities  in  inland  water  communica- 
tion, by  L.  1811,  Ch.  288,  a  commission  was  appointed  and  au- 
thorized to  seek  the  co-operation  of  Congress  and  the  L^slatnre 
of  any  State;  to  make  application  for  grants  and  cessions  from 
owners  of  land;  to  ascertain  whether  loans  could  be  procured  on 
the  credit  of  the  State,  and  the  terms  on  which  the  Western 
Inland  Lock  Navigation  Company  would  surrender  their  rights 
and  interests  to  the  State.  This,  which  is  probably  the  earliest 
movement  in  this  State  along  the  lines  of  municipal  ownership, 
was  followed  by  L.  1812,  Ch.  231,  authorizing  the  commissioners 
named  in  the  statute  of  1811  to  purchase  the  interests,  rights 
and  estate  of  the  Western  Inland  Lock  Navigation  Company,  and 
take  the  charge  and  management  of  the  same;  to  procure  volun- 
tary cessions  of  land  and  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  not  more  thau 
$5,000,000  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State. 

By  L.  1816,  Ch.  237,  the  statutes  of  1811  and  1812,  above  cited, 
were  repealed  and  a  new  commission  appointed  clothed  with  the 
requisite  powers  to  prosecute  the  undertaking. 

In  1817  [L.  1817,  Ch.  262]  the  canal  fund  was  constituted 
and  its  management  placed  in  "  the  commissioners  of  the  canal 
fund,  consisting  of  the  lieutenant  governor,  the  surveyor  general, 
secretary  and  treasurer/'  The  powers  of  the  commissioners  under 
L.  1816,  Ch.  237,  were  continued  under  the  name  of  "  the  canal 
commissioners,"  and  they  were  directed  to  commence  the  making 
of  the  canals  by  opening  communication  between  the  Mohawk  and 
Seneca  rivers,  and  between  Lake  Champlain  and  the  Hudson 

river. 

The  Revised  Statutes  [L.  1827-1828]  revised  the  active  legisla- 
tion relating  to  the  canals,  and  that  revision  is  the  foundation  for 
subsequent  "  revisions." 

lu  the  consolidation  of  this  law  an  examination  of  upward  of 
250  general  statutes  has  been  made,  and  the  schedule  of  repeals 
has  been  extended  to  cover  271  instances  of  dead  general  statutes 
as  against  eighty-eight  repeals  contained  in  the  schedule  of  repeal* 
of  the  "  old  "  Canal  Law. 
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!•  §  4.  The  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  concurrent  reso- 
lution, Feb.  4,  1876,  which  created  the  oflSce  of  superintendent 
of  public  works,  abolished  the  office  of  canal  commissioner,  from 
and  after  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  the  superintendent 
of  public  works.  The  Constitution  of  1895,  Art.  6,  §  3,  pro- 
vides that  the  superintendent  of  public  works  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  former  canal  commissioners  and  board  of  canal 
commissioners. 

The  various  statutes  enacted  prior  to  the  R.  S., 
which  related  to  the  lease  of  surplus  water,  were  revised  in  K.  S., 
Pt.

On  April  25,  1831,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  by 
the  Senate:  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  do  concur  with  the  As- 
sembly in  said  resolution,  with  an  amendment  by  adding  thereto 
the  words  following,  to  wit :  "  Except  the  surplus  water  at  Black 
Rock,  and  at  the  Troy  dam." 

This  concurrent  resolution  suspended  the  leasing  of  surplus 
water  under  the  provisions  of  R  S.,  Pt.  1,  Ch.  2,  Tit.  9,  Art.  6. 

L.  1840,  Ch.  292,  "  an  act  relating  to  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  canal  board,"  is  in  substance  the  same  as  1894,  Ch.  338,  §  11. 

The  concurrent  resolution  of  April  25,  1831,  had  reference  to 
the  leasing  of  surplus  water  under  the  provisions  of  R.  S.,  Pt.  1, 
Ch.  9,  Tit.  9,  Art.  6.  The  Canal  Law,  which,  in  substance, 
re-ena(;t:ed  L.  1840,  Ch.  292,  also,  in  terms,  repealed  R.  S.,  Pt.  1, 
Ch.  9,  Tit.  9,  Art.  6,  and  L.  1840,  Ch.  292.  There  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  reason  w^hy  a  concurrent  resolution  of  the  Legis- 
lature, passed  in  1831,  and  which  suspended  the  action  of  a  statute 
which  went  into  effect  the  year  previous  [and  which  last-named 
statute  has  been  specifically  repealed]  should  be  carried  into  and 
made  a  part  of  the  present  canal  law,  especially  as  the  present 
canal  law  does  provide  for  the  use  and  lease  of  surplus  water.

Former  §  350  of  the  Code  is  recommended  for  repeal  in  the  Judi- 
ciary Law  and  County  Law. 

3.  §  801a.  This  section  is  consolidated  in  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  since  it  deals  entirely  with  practice  and  has  no  place 
in  the  Partnership  Law.  L.  1880,  Ch.  561,  §§  1-4,  were  incor- 
porated in  and  repealed  by  the  Partnership  Law  enacted  in  1897. 
When  L.  1880,  Ch.  561,  was  incorporated  in  the  Partnership  Law 
the  section  consolidated  in  the  text  was  left  unrepealed  in  the 
session  laws  probably  because  it  contained  practice  matter.  It 
is  now  placed  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  with  a  proper  refer- 
ence to  §§  20  and  21  of  the  Partnership  Law  where  the  remainder 
of  the  statute  is  to  be  found.

2, 
which  relates  to  the  method  of  designating,  by  a  foreign  corpo- 
ration, a  person  upon  whom  to  serve  a  summons  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  General  Corporation  Law,  and  the  portion  of  said 

'subdivision  here  consolidated  is  an  evidence  provision  and  should 
be  with  similar  provisions  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.    There 
were  provisions  relating  to  the  designation  by  a  foreign  corpora- 
tion of  a  person  upon  whom  to  make  service,  both  in  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  (§  432)  and  in  the  General  Corporation  Law 
(§  16).     These  provisions  were  not  entirely  harmonious  and  in 
the  text  by  the  insertion  of  the  new  section  in  the  Code,  of  Civil 
Procedure,  to  wit:     Section  931a,  and  by  amending  §  432  of 
the   Code   of  Civil   Procedure  these   provisions  have  been   har- 
monized.    The  substantive  matter  in  both  §§  432  and  16  relating 
to  the  actual  designation  of  a  person  upon  whom  to  make  service 
has  been  consolidated  in  the  General  Corporation  Law  (§  16), 
while  the  practice  provisions  relating  to  the  service  of  papers  upon 
a  foreign  corporation  have  been  brought  together  in  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure.

2)  provides  that  the  designation  "must  specify  a 
place  within  the  state  as  the  office  or  residence  of  the  person 
designated,"  and  does  not  require  that  the  place  should  be  the 
same  as  the  location  of  the  principal  place  of  business  of  the  cor- 
poration.    The  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  (§  432,  subd.  2)   pro- 
vides that  a  person  designated  may  from  time  to  time  "  change 
the  place  specified  as  his  office  or  residence  to  some  other  place 
within  the  state  bv  a  writing  executed  bv  him  and  file  in  like 
manner,"  while  the  General  Corporation  Law  (§  16)   provides 
that  if  the  person  designated  "  removes  from  the  place  where  the 
corporation  has  its  principal  place  of  business  within  the  state  " 
and  the  corporation  does  not  within  thirty  days  after  such  re- 
moval designate  another  person  upon  whom  process  may  be  served 
within  the  state  the  secretary  of  state  may  revoke  the  authority 
of  the  corporation  to  do  business  within  the  state  and  process 
may  be  served  upon  the  secretary  of  state.     The  General  Corpo- 
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ration  Law  (§16)  provides  for  a  case  wiere  a  person  designated 
dies  or  removefi  from  the  place  where  the  corporation  has  it.s 
principal  place  of  business  within  the  state,  while  the  Code 
(§  432,  subi  3)  providjes  for  a  case  where  the  designation  "  is 
not  in  force."

The  matter 
embraced  in  the  section  is  that  contained  in  L.  1880,  Ch.  423,  as 
amended  by  L.  1885,  Ch.  267,  §  2.  The  statute  of  1880  amended 
E.  S.,  Pt.  2,  Ch.  6,  Tit.  2,  §  22,  by  changing  the  reference  to  the 
court  of  chancery  to  the  supreme  court  and  adding  certain  new 
matter.  This  statute  seems  to  be  alive,  since  the  amendment  was 
passed  subsequent  to  but  at  the  same  session  as  the  Code  of  1880, 
and  was  subsequently  recognized  and  amended  bv  the  Legislature 
by  L.  1885,  Ch.  267^,  §  2. 

Throop  in  his  note  to  §  2345  says  with  reference  to  the  amend- 
ment made  by  Ch.  423 :  "  It  is  supposed  that  this  amendment 
fell  with  the  repeal  of  this  section  of  the  revised  statutes  which 
took  effect  September  1,  1880,"  and  in  a  later  edition  says  that 
Ch.  423  is  substantially  embodied  in  the  amendment  of  Code, 
§  2346,  made  by  L.  1882,  Ch.  399,  which  is  the  last  sentence  of 
§  2346  of  the  present  Code.  There  is  some  variation  and  it  has 
been  deemed  best  to  preserve  the  provision  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
as  consolidated  in  the  text. 

In  connection  with  this  section  see  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
chapter  17,  title  7,  relating  to  the  disposition  of  the  real  property 
of  an  infant,  lunatic,  idiot  or  habitual  drunkard. 

Section  22  of  the  Revised  Statutes  incorporated  provides  that 
the  court  of  chancery  (changed  by  the  amendment  of  1880  to 
supreme  court)  "  shall  have  authority  to  decree  and  compel  the 
specific  performance  of  any  bargain,  contract  or  agreement  which 
may  have  been  made  by  any  lunatic  or  other  person  specified  in 
the  first  section  of  this  title."  The  first  section  referred  to  pro- 
vides that  the  chancellor  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  "  all 
idiots,  lunatics  and  persons  of  unsound  mind  and  persons  who 
shall  be  incapable  of  conducting  their  own  affairs  in  consequence 
of  habitual  drunkenness."  Idiots,  lunatics  and  habitual  drunk- 
ards are  expressly  mentioned  in  the  section  as  incorporated  in  the 
text  which  is  sufficient  to  cover  other  persons  of  unsound  mind, 
since  the  General  Construction  Law, '§  28  (Statutory  Construc- 
tion Law,  §  7)  defines  lunatic  as  follows:  "The  terms  lunatic 
and  lunacy  include  every  kind  of  unsoimdness  of  mind  except 
idiocy." 

16.  §  2408a.  This  section  contains  the  whole  of  L.  1902, 
Ch.  223,     The  second  section  relates  to  the  time  when  the  statute 
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shall  take  effect.  The  statute  has  reference  to  foreclosure  of 
mortgages  by  advertisement  and  properly  belongs  in  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  where  that  proceeding  is  now  contained. 

17.  §  2481,  subd.  12.  The  provisions  of  L.  1884,  Ch.  309, 
as  amended  by  L.  1900,  Ch.  309,  seem  not  to  be  included  among 
the  powers  of  a  surrogate  as  defined  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure. Hence  the  insertion  of  §.  1.  Section  2  is  a  validating 
provision  applicable  to  acts  done  prior  to  1884  and  has  been 
treated  as  special  and  left  unrepealed. 

18.  §  2509,  snbd.  7.  This  subdivision  is  part  of  L.  1889, 
Ch.  330,  as  amended  by  L.  1895,  Ch.  644.  Section  1  of  the 
statute  is  in  the  County  Law  (§  168)  and  §  2  has  been  incorpo- 
rated as  a  part  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  as  §  3306a.  It  is 
a  matter  that  relates  to  the  surrogate  court  and  therefore  has  been 
placed  in  chapter  18  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  where  the 
practice  in  such  courts  is  found.  The  statute  should  not  be  allowed 
to  exist  as  an  independent  statute  but  should  be  consolidated  as 
a  part  of  the  surrogate  court  provisions  in  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure. 

19.  §  2513a.  This  section  is  the  portion  of  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  §  360,  not  embraced  in  Judiciary  Law,  §§  198,  382- 
385.  The  section  would  be  out  of  place  under  title  5  of  chapter 
3  of  the  Code,  entitled  "  Coimty  Courts,"  and  henc^  it  has  been 
transferred  to  chapter  18,  which  relates  to  surrogate  courts. 
The  surrogate  court  practice,  while  mainly  found  in  chapter  18 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  is  by  no  means  all  contained  in 
that  chapter.  Other  sections  of  the  Code  are  incorporated  by 
reference  and  other  sections  are  by  their  terms  made  applicable. 
In  cases  where  a  part  of  a  section  was  removed  to  the  Judiciary 
or  other  consolidated  law  and  the  remainder  of  the  section  related 
to  surrogate  courts  alone,  the  part  remaining  has  been  placed  in 
its  appropriate  chapter  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating 
to  surrogate  courts  instead  of  being  allowed  to  remain  isolated 
in  another  part  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  This  statement 
applies  to  §  2513a  found  in  the  text  and  generally  to  other  similar 
cases. 

20.  §  3306a.  The  underscored  matter  inserted  in  this  section 
is  necessitated  by  the  omission  of  the  word  "  such  "  and  the  in- 
corporation of  L.  1889,  Ch.  330,  §  2,  as  an  independent  section  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  provision  incorporated  in  the 
text  is  a  part  of  the  statute,  a  portion  of  which  has  been  con- 
solidated in  the  surrogate  court  practice  as  subd.  7  of  §  2509. 

21.  §  3331a.  The  new  words  inserted  in  this  statute  are 
made  necessary  upon  the  consolidation  of  the  statute  into  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  because  it  applies  to  "  all  jurors,"  and 
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§  3332  of  chapter  15,  title  5,  excludes  from  the  application  of  the 
title  services  rendered  in  a  criminal  action  or  special  proceeding 
in  a  court  or  before  an  officer  "  except  as  otherwise  expressly  pre- 
scribed therein."  The  inserted  words  leave  the  statute  to  apply  as 
broadly  as  its  language  imports  and  prevents  the  limitation  of 
the  consolidation  to  civil  actions  and  proceedings. 

25.  Article  8,  §  2705.  This  statute  (L.  1894,  Oh.  731) 
exists  as  an  independent  statute  apart  from  the  Code  of  Givil  Pro- 
cedure. It  relates  to  the  probate  in  this  country  of  foreign  wills 
and  should  find  a  place  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  It  has 
been  made  a  separate  article  rather  than  a  section  of  chapter  18, 
title  3,  art.  7  of  the  Code  relating  to  "  Foreign  Wills ;  ancillary 
letters,''  because  it  provides  a  proceeding  of  its  own  which  differs 
from  that  provided  in  that  article  for  probating  a  foreign  will. 
Whether  or  not  the  provisions  of  that  article  apply  in  any  respect 
to  probate  and  letters  testamentary  under  this  statute  is  a  matter 
for  judicial  construction  which  will  not  be  anticipated  if  the 
statute  is  made  a  separate  article.  The  courts  can  then  say  to 
what  extent  the  provisions  of  article  7  apply  to  the  provisions  of 
the  new  article  and  their  relation  will  be  the  same  as  if  the  new 
article  had  remained  an  independent  statute.  If  the  statute  was 
made  a  section  in  article  7  the  present  relationship  would  be  dis- 
turbed and  judicial  judgment  would  be  anticipated,  for  throughout 
article  7  reference  is  had  to  conditions  and  proceedings  pre- 
scribed therein.  Section  2702  of  article  7  provides  that  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  18  relating  to  the  rights,  powers,  duties  and 
liabilities  of  an  executor  or  administrator  apply  to  a  person  tc 
whom  ancillary  letters  are  granted  "  as  prescribed  in  this  article," 
etc. 

26.  §  1.  The  reference  in  this  section  to  "  the  next  two  ''  sec- 
tions has  been  changed  to  sections  "  two  and  three  of  the  judi- 
ciary law"  because  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  2,  3,  are  now 
contained  in  Judiciary  Law,  §§  2,  3. 

27.  §  34.  The  bracketed  matter  in  this  section  has  been  re- 
moved to  other  consolidated  laws,  as  indicated  by  the  footnote. 
Some  alterations  in  phraseology  were  made  necessary  in  the  por- 
tion of  the  section  retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  Such 
changes  are  indicated  by  brackets  and  underscoring  and  are  not 
intended  to  change  the  present  law  in  any  way.  The  provisions 
removed  from  this  section  relate  to  the  adjournment  of  a  term  of 
court  which  is  something  apart  from  the  actual  trial  of  a  cause 
and  to  the  drawing  and  notifying  of  jurors  for  an  adjourned  term 
which  precedes  the  actual  drawing  of  the  jury  for  the  trial  of  a 
cause. 

28.  §  41.  The  bracketed  matter  has  been  removed  to  the 
Judiciary  Law  (§  10).     The  provision  thus  removed  from  the 
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Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relates  to  the  adjournment  of  a  term 
of  a  court  of  record  because  of  certain  conditions,  such  adjourn- 
ment resting  in  the  discretion  of' the  court.  The  provision  that 
has  been  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
has  been  retained  because  it  is  a  matter  of  practice.  The  words 
"  of  record "  have  been  inserted  in  the  portion  of  the  section 
retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  because  the  preceding 
portion  of  the  section  which  has  been  removed  to  the  Judiciary 
Law  (§  10)  made  the  section  applicable  to  a  court  of  record. 

29.  §  60.  The  part  bracketed  has  been  removed  to  the  Judi- 
ciary Law  (§  470),  because  it  relates  to  the  right  of  an  attorney 
and  counselor  to  practice  in  the  courts  of  record  of  the  state 
although  a  resident  of  an  adjoining  state.  The  balance  of  the 
section  which  has  been  retained  relates  to  the  service  of  a  paper 
upon  him  which  is  a  practice  provision  and  therefore  has  been 
retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  underscored  words 
in  the  portion  retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  are  made 
necessary  by  reason  of  the  removal  of  the  first  portion  of  the 
section  and  are  merely  a  repetition  of  the  necessary  part  of  the 
portion  of  the  section  removed, 

30.  §  110.  Section  110  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  refers 
to  the  "  next  two  sections."  Of  these  two  sections,  §  111  remains 
in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  §  112  has  become  §  240,  subd. 
19,  of  the  County  Law.    Hence  the  change  made  in  this  section. 

31.  §  127.  Section  127  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  con- 
tains in  its  first  sentence  substantive  matter  and  in  its  second 
sentence  practice  matter.  The  first  portion  of  the  section  which 
has  been  bracketed  in  the  text  relates  to  the  removal  of  a  sick 
prisoner  from  a  jail  to  a  hospital  and  has  no  connection  with  an 
action.  It  has,  therefore,  been  placed  in  the  Prison  Law  (§  365). 
The  last  sentence  relates  to  the  issuance  of  an  execution  where  a 
prisoner  escapes  while  going  to,  remaining  at,  or  returning  from 
a  hospital  to  which  he  has  been  ordered  removed.  It  is,  therefore, 
a  practice  provision  and  has  for  that  reason  been  retained  as  a  part 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

32.  §§  138,  140,  141.  Sections  138-142  of  article  3,  title  2, 
chapter  2  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  have  been  retained  in 
the  Code  because  containing  matter  in  the  nature  of  procedure. 
Sections  138,  140,  141  are  amended  in  the  text  merely  to  correct 
references  made  necessary  by  the  removal  of  certain  substantive 
provisions  from  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  to  consolidated  laws. 

33.  §  220.  The  first  portion  of  this  section  down  to  and  in- 
cluding the  sentence  "  whenever  the  appellate  division,"  etc.,  has 
been  placed  in  the  Judiciary  Law  as  well  as  the  last  two  sen- 
tences beginning  "  It  shall  have  power  to  appoint,"  etc.    The  two 
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sentences  in  the  middle  of  the  section  beginning  "  No  justices  of 
the  appellate  division,"  etc.,  have  been  retained  in  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure.  The  first  part  of  the  section  which  has  been 
consolidated  in  the  Judiciary  Law  relates  to  the  makeup  of  the 
appellate  division,  the  number  that  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
how  many  justices  shall  sit  in  any  case,  the  designation  of  jus- 
tices of  the  appellate  division  by  the  governor,  the  terms  of 
office  of  the  justices,  the  filling  of  vacancies,  residence  of  the  jus- 
tices and  matters  which  do  not  relate  to  the  conduct  of  an  action 
or  an  appeal  therein.  They  are  provisions  in  which  the  justices 
of  the  appellate  division  are  chiefly  interested  and  as  such  have 
been  consolidated  in  the  Judiciary  Law.  The  last  portion  of 
the  section  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a  reporter  and  the  loca- 
tion of  the  appellate  division  in  each  department,  which  are  mat- 
ters that  may  be  appropriately  placed  in  the  Judiciary  Law. 
The  portion  retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  applies  to 
the  powers  of  the  justices  of  the  appellate  division  and  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  appellate  division,  which  provisions  have 
been  retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  as  bearing  so  closely 
upon  practice  as  to  be  more  appropriately  placed  in  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  than  in  the  Judiciary  Law. 

34.  §229.  This  section  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
(§  229)  is  amended  because  of  the  removal  to  the  Judiciary 
Law  of  the  first  sentence,  which  provides  that  "A  special  term  or 
a  trial  term  of  the  supreme  court  must  be  held  by  one  judge." 
This  is  not  a  practice  provision  and  therefore  has  been  placed 
in  the  Judiciary  Law. 

35.  §  235.  The  last  sentence  of  this  section  provides  that  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  eighth  judicial  district  may 
adopt  and  amend  rules  and  regulations  for  making  calendars  of 
cases  and  has  been  removed  to  the  Judiciary  Law  where  similar 
matters  applicable  in  other  cases  have  been  consolidated.  The 
first  two  sentences  of  the  section  relate  to  the  power  of  a  justice 
of  the  supreme  court  to  hold  a  special  term,  to  act  upon  any  busi- 
ness except  where  he  is  disqualified  and  to  the  transaction  of 
judicial  business  out  of  court.  These  are  all  matters  relating 
to  the  general  subject  of  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  courts 
and  like  such  matters  elsewhere  found  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure have  been  retained  in  the  Code,  as  closely  related  to  the 
actual  conduct  of  an  action  in  court. 

36.  §  239.  The  last  sentence  has  been  bracketed  and  removed 
as  substantive  matter  to  the  Judiciary  Law.  It  relates  to  the 
attendance  upon  the  court  of  certain  officers,  such  as  clerks, 
sheriffs,  criers  and  constables.  The  remainder  of  the  section 
relating  to  the  adjournment  of  a  special  term  and  the  trial  of  a 
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case  upon  the  calendar  of  a  term  which  has  been  adjourned,  has 
been  retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  because  associated 
with  the  practice  in  a  cause. 

37.  §  269.  Section  66  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
bracketed  in  this  section  relates  to  the  compensation  of  attorneys 
and  counselors  and  their  lien  in  actions  and  special  proceedings 
and  has  been  consolidated  in  the  Judiciary  Law  under  article  15, 
relating  to  attorneys  and  counselors.  These  provisions  are  purely 
substantive.  The  change,  therefore,  made  in  this  section  in  the 
text  is  merely  one  of  reference. 

37a.  §  274.  The  new  matter  inserted  in  this  section  is 
L.  1884,  Ch.  336,  §  3.  Section  3  is  an  express  provision  relating 
to  allowances  for  expense  of  abstracts  of  title  in  certain  awards 
by  the  Coart  of  Claims  and  is  therefore  preserved.  Section  274 
of  the  Code  which  prohibits  the  allowance  of  disbursements  in  an 
action  in  the  Court  of  Claims  might  be  construed  to  refer  only 
to  disbursements  in  the  course  of  action.  Section  3  is  preserved  to 
meet  cases  where  abstracts  are  required  as  a  necessary  expense 
incident  to  the  appraisment  of  the  damages.  The  section  con- 
solidated was  passed  in  1884.  The  Code  section  was  originilly 
enacted  in  1883  and  subsequently  re-enacted  verbatim  in  the  Code, 
so  that  the  1884  act  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  superseded  by  the 
Code  section  but  on  the  contrary  is  still  in  existence. 

38.  §  323.  Section  17  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
bracketed  in  this  section  relates  to  the  convention  of  justices  of 
the  appellate  division  and  to  the  adoption  of  general  rules  of 
practice  by  such  convention.  These  matters  are  entirely  apart 
from  the  conduct  of  a  cause  through  the  courts  and  have,  therefore, 
been  consolidated  in  the  Judiciary  Law  in  §§  93  and  94.  The 
distribution  of  §  17  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  to  the  Judi- 
ciary Law  has  made  necessary  the  change  in  reference. 

3iSa.  §  340,  snbd.  1.  Section  1737  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  has  been  consolidated  in  §  206  of  the  Lien  Law.  Section 
1737  as  well  as  other  sections  in  the  article  of  which  it  forms  a 
part,  relate  to  an  action  to  foreclose  a  lien  upon  a  chattel  and 
have  been  consolidated  in  the  Lien  Law.  Hence  the  change  of 
reference. 

30.  §  355.  The  first  sentence  is  the  only  portion  of  §  355 
of  the  Code  retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  It  provides 
that  the  court  shall  be  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  "  for 
which  notice  is  not  required  to  be  given  to  an  adverse  party 
except  where  it  is  specially  prescribed  by  law  that  the  business 
must  be  done  at  a  stated  term."  This  language  embraces  a  mat- 
ter of  practice  and  for  that  reason  has  been  retained  in  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure.    The  remainder  of  the  section  relates  to  such 
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matters  as  the  appointment  of  times  and  places  for  holding  t^smiB 
of  court,  continuance  of  terms  appointed,  changing  the  day  ap- 
pointed, appointing  one  or  more  additional  terms,  dispensing  with 
the  holding  of  terms  and  adjournment  of  terms  to  other  places 
within  the  county.  These  are  provisions  that  are  outside  of  the 
practice  in  an  action  and  relate  to  the  organization  of  the  ma- 
chinery for  hearing  causes  rather  than  to  the  conduct  of  causes 
themselves,  and  have  been  consolidated,  therefore^  in  the  Judi- 
ciary Law  (§§  190,  191). 

40.  §432.    See  Note  5. 

41.  §  450.  The  substantive  provision  cantained  in  this  sec- 
tion providing  that  recoveries  in  actions  or  special  proceedings 
for  damages  to  the  person,  estate  or  character  of  a  married  woman 
shall  be  her  separate  estate,  has  been  removed  to  the  Domestic 
Relations  Law,  where  similar  substantive  matter  relating  to  mar- 
ried women  is  foimd. 

42.  §  484,  subd.  10.  The  reference  in  this  section  to  the 
"  fisheries,  game  and  forest  law  ''  has  been  changed  to  the  "  forest, 
fish  and  game  law  "  which  is  the  name  by  which  that  law  is  now 
known. 

43.  §  716.  This  section  of  the  Code  of  Ci^dl  Procedure  is 
found  in  article  1,  title  4,  chapter  7,  under  the  head  "  Heceivers  " 
and  applies  not  only  to  a  receiver  appointed  for  the  voluntary 
dissolution  of  a  corporation  but  to  a  "  receiver  appointed  by  or 
pursuant  to  an  order  or  a  judgment  in  an  action  in  the  supreme 
court  or  in  a  county  court  or  in  a  special  proceeding.''  As  the 
proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation  have 
been  transferred  to  the  General  Corporation  Law  (Art.  9)  as 
well  as  other  provisions  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating 
to  the  dissolution  and  annulment  of  a  corporation,  this  section 
has  been  consolidated  in  article  11  of  the  General  Corporation 
Law,  relating  to  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  receivers 
of  corporations  in  such  a  form  as  to  give  it  the  application  in- 
tended by  the  section.  Receivers  may  be  appointed,  however,  in 
other  actions  and  proceedings  than  those  taken  to  dissolve  or  annul 
a  corporation,  and  therefore  it  becomes  necessary  to  retain  tine 
section  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  It  has,  therefore,  been 
amended  and  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Ptooedure 
applicable  to  receivers  appointed  "  in  an  action  in  the  supreme 
court  or  a  county  court  or  a  special  proceeding." 

44.  §  746.  The  portion  of  this  section  relating  to  the  rate  of 
interest  that  shall  be  paid  by  depositaries  of  funds  or  money 
paid  into  court  and  the  requirement  that  they  shall  give  a  bond 
being  substantive  in  character  has  been  consolidated  in  the  Bank- 
ing Law  (§  44).    The  remainder  of  the  section  providing  where 
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funds  or  moneys  paid  into  court  shall  be  deposited  has  been 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  Code  as  practice  matter, 

45.  §  752.  This  section  relates  to  the  accounts  that  shall  be 
kept  by  the  depositary  of  funds  or  money  paid  into  court.  The 
last  sentence  of  the  section  making  the  section  applicable  to  banks 
and  trust  companies  has  been  consolidated  in  the  Banking  Law 
(§  4:S).  The  distribution  of  the  remainder  of  the  section  has  not 
been  attempted  on  account  of  its  wide  application  and  it  has  been 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  Code  as  the  most  ccmvenient  and  prac- 
tical assignment. 

46»  §  80S«  The  words  "  except  the  last  section  "  have  been 
inserted  in  this  section  so  that  the  limitation  of  §  802  will  not 
apply  to  a  new  section  (§  801a)  inserted  by  this  act. 

47.  §  861.  The  "  last ''  section  referred  to  in  §  861  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  been  consolidated  in  the  Civil  Rights 
Law  as  §  25.  It  relates  to  the  privilege  from  arrest  of  a  witness 
and  being  substantive  in  character  has  been  assigned  to  the  Civil 
Rights  Law  (§  25).  This  assignment  has  made  necessary  the 
change  of  reference  found  in  the  text. 

48.  §  862.  The  change  made  in  this  section  has  been  made 
for  the  same  reason  stated  in  the  preceding  note. 

49.  §§  870,  871,  885*  The  words  "  Other  than  a  court 
specified  in  subdivisions  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth  or  nine- 
teenth of  section  two  of  this  act  "  have  been  omitted  from  §§  870, 
871  and  885  because  all  of  the  courts  mentioned  in  the  exception 
have  been  abolished  and  new  courts  created  in  their  stead.  In 
the  first  place  subds.  16,  17,  18  and  19  are  erroneous  refer- 
ences, since  those  subdivisions  were  changed  to  subds.  10,  11, 
12  and  13  by  L.  1895,  Ch.  946,  amending  §  2  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure.

In  no  instance  were  existing  laws  made  appli- 
cable to  the  new  courts  except  in  the  case  of  the  city  of  Albany, 
where  the  existing  statutes  were  made  applicable  to  the  new  court. 
In  no  case,  however,  was  the  new  court  denominated  a  court  of 
record,  so  that  none  of  them  would  come  within  the  courts  re- 
ferred to  in  §§  870,  871  and  885  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 
It  would  be  erroneous,  therefore,  to  continue  a  reference  in  these 
sections  of  the  Code  to  these  courts  formerly  existing  in  Hudson, 
Utica^  Oswego  and  Albany  since  they  no  longer  exist  and  a  change 
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in  the  reference  to  the  new  courts  would  be  unjustified,  as  the  new 
courts  are  not  courts  of  record  and  existing  laws  are  not  made 
applicable  except  in  one  instance* 

80.  §  961.  This  section  relates  to  the  searching  of  files  by 
certain  public  officers  and  the  making  of  transcripts  therefrom. 
It  is  all  substantive  and  has  been  distributed  as  indicated  in  the 
footnote.  The  portion  retained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
relates  to  the  surr(^ate  and  has  been  allowed  to  remain  because 
the  Code  by  chapter  18  attempts  to  provide  for  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  surrogate  and  the  practice  in  his  court,  the  pro- 
visions of  which  chapter  have  been  preserved  substantially  intact. 

51.  §  977.  There  has  been  removed  from  this  section  the 
provision  with  reference  to  the  making  of  calendars.  Similar 
matter  in  other  parts  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  been 
distributed  to  the  Judiciary  Law,  and  in  order  that  the  provisions 
relating  to  the  making  of  calendars  may  be  together,  this  provision 
has  been  inserted  in  the  Judiciary  Law.  The  balance  of  the  sec- 
tion relates  to  the  service  of  notices  of  trial  and  notes  of  issue 
and  being  practice  matter  has  been  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure. 

52.  §  1007.  The  part  of  this  section  which  has  been  removed 
relates  to  the  apportionment  of  the  salaries  of  stenographers  and 
is,  therefore,  substantive  and  has  no  place  in  a  practice  act.  The 
remainder  of  the  section  provides  that  the  notes  of  the  official 
stenographer  may  be  treated  as  the  minutes  of  the  judge  upon 
the  trial  and  has  been  allowed  to  remain  as  procedure  matter. 

53.  §  1055.  The  portion  of  this  section  removed  relates  to 
the  notification  of  persons  for  jury  service  and  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  conduct  of  a  case  in  court,  and  has  been  removed  as 
not  strictly  practice.  The  amendments  made  to  the  portion  of 
the  section  remaining  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  have  been 
made  necessary  by  reason  of  the  elimination  of  matter  from  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  do  not  embrace  any  new  law. 

54.  §  1171.  Changes  made  in  this  section  of  the  Code  were 
made  necessary  by  reason  of  the  elimination  of  certain  provisions 
from  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  their  insertion  in  the 
Judiciary  Law.     The  changes  are  merely  changes  of  reference. 

55.  §  1174.  The  change  in  the  reference  in  this  section  from 
§  1Q48  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  to  §  536  of  the  Judiciary 
Law  was  made  necessary  by  reason  of  the  incorporation  of 
§  1048  in  the  Judiciary  Law.  Section  1048  relates  to  the  notifi- 
cation of  jurors  by  the  sheriff  and  his  return.  This  section  forms 
a  part  of  the  article  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to 
the  mode  of  selecting,  drawing  and  procuring  the  attendance  of 
trial  jurors  in  ordinary  cases  (Ch,  10,  Tit.  3,  Art.  2),  all  of  which 
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provisions,  with  a  single  exception,  have  been  removed  to  the 
Judiciary  Law  as  matters  which  precede  the  conduct  of  a  cause 
through  the  courts.  They  are  substantive  provisions,  providing 
generally  the  machinery  which  must  be  set  in  motion  before  a 
cause  can  be  disposed  of  in  the  courts.  Hence  the  change  in 
reference. 

56.  §  1190.  The  substantive  matter  *^An  alien  is  not  entitled 
to  a  jury  composed  in  part  of  aliens  in  an  action  or  special  pro- 
ceeding civil  or  criminal,"  has  been  placed  in  the  Civil  Rights 
Law  (§  12),  and  the  section  of  the  Code  in  which  the  provision 
is  found  has  been  amended  accordingly. 

57.  §  1273.  The  first  sentence  in  this  section  is  clearly  prac 
tice  while  the  last  sentence  that  "  a  married  woman  may  confess 
such  a  judgment "  is  substantive  in  character  and  has  been  placed 
in  the  Domestic  Relations  Law  (§  51). 

58.  §  1773.  The  change  in  reference  in  this  section  was 
made  necessary  by  reason  of  the  removal  of  title  3,  chapter  17  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  to  the  Judiciary  Law  (Art.  19). 
Article  3  of  chapter  17  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relates  to 
proceedings  to  punish  a  contempt  of  court  other  than  a  criminal 
contempt,  and  has  been  removed  from  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure and  placed  in  the  Judiciary  Law,  because  substantive  in 
character  and  something  apart  from  the  conduct  of  a  cause 
through  the  courts. 

59.  §  1809.  This  section  relates  to  corporations  and  joint- 
stock  associations.  The  whole  section  is  practice,  but  as  the 
actions  and  proceedings  relating  to  corporations  have  been  con- 
solidated in  the  General  Corporation  Law  it  has  been  deemed  best 
to  incorporate  in  the  General  Corporation  Law  the  provisions  of 
this  section  relating  to  corporations.  The  section,  therefore,  so  far 
as  it  applies  to  a  corporation  will  be  found  in  that  law  (§  305) 
under  an  article  relating  to  "  Provisions  applicable  to  two  or 
more  of  the  foregoing  proceedings  or  actions."  The  remainder  of 
the  section  has  not  been  distributed  to  the  Joint-Stock  Association 
Law  because  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  consolidate  any  practice 
relating  to  actions  or  proceedings  affecting  joint-stock  associations 
in  that  law. 

60.  §  1812.  The  treatment  given  §  1809  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  has  been  given  §§  1810,  1811,  1812  and  1813,  and 
for  the  same  reason  stated  in  the  note  to  §  1809.  The  changes 
in  this  section  noted  in  the  text  are  made  necessary  by  reason  of 
the  removal  to  the  General  Corporation  Law  of  the  provisions  of 
the  section  relating  to  corporations. 

61.  §  1813.  The  bracketing  of  the  words  "corporations  or" 
has  been  made  necessary  by  reason  of  the  consolidation  of  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  section  relating  to  corporations  in  the  General 
Corporation  Law  (§  309). 

62.  §  1844.  The  "  last  section ''  referred  to  in  §  1844  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  been  consolidated  in  §  101  of  the 
Decedent  Estate  Lav7.  Hence  the  change  in  reference.  The  "  last 
section "  referred  to  is  a  substantive  provision  relating  to  the 
liabnitj  of  heirs  and  devisees,  and  as  such  has  been  assigned  ap- 
propriately to  the  Decedent  Estate  Law,  where  similar  substan- 
tive provisions  are  found. 

63.  §  1846.  Changes  in  this  section  were  made  necessary  by 
the  removal  of  certain  provisions  to  the  Decedent  Estate  Law. 
Section  101  referred  to  in  this  section  relates  to  the  liability  of 
heirs  and  devisees  for  the  debts  of  a  decedent. 

64.  §  1855.  The  changes  in  this  section  are  changes  of  refer- 
ence, made  necessary  by  the  removal  of  §  1843  from  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  to  the  Decedent  Estate  Law  (§  101),  The  pro- 
vision of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  thus  removed  relates  to  the 
liability  of  heirs  and  devisees  for  the  debts  of  a  decedent, 

65.  §  1948.  Section  1797  and  the  remaining  sections  in  the 
article  of  which  it  forms  a  part  relate  to  an  action  by  the  people 
to  annul  a  corporation,  all  of  which  provisions  have  been  con- 
solidated in  the  General  Corporation  Law.  Section  1798  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  become  §  131  of  the  General  Corpo- 
ration Law.    Hence  the  change  in  reference. 

66.  §  1966.  This  section  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney  to  bring  an 
action  to  recover  the  penalty  of  a  forfeited  recognizance,  has  been 
consolidated  in  the  County  Law  (§  201).  The  amendment  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  noted  in  the  text  was  made  necessary 
by  this  consolidation. 

67.  §  2032,  subd.  3.  Section  8  of  the  Code  of  CivU  Pro- 
cedure provides  for  a  case  in  which  a  court  of  record  has  power 
to  punish  for  a  criminal  contempt  and  has  been  removed  to  the 
Judiciary  Law  (§  750).  The  change  in  the  text  accordingly 
has  been  made. 

68.  §§  2412-2415.  Title  10  of  chapter  17  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  relates  to  proceedings  to  change  the  name  ^f  an 
individual  or  corporation.  The  part  of  this  title  that  relates  to 
the  change  of  name  of  a  corporation  has  been  consolidated  in  the 
General  Corporation  Law.  It  became  necessary,  therefore,  to 
amend  the  sections  in  this  title  so  as  to  leave  intact  in  the  Code 
of  Civil  PrtKjedure  the  proceedings  relating  to  the  change  of  the 
name  of  an  individual.     Hence  the  amendment  to  these  sections. 

69.  §  2507.  The  new  matter  inserted  in  this  section  is  taken 
irom  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  §  27.     The  remainder  of  §  27 
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has  been  placed  in  Judiciary  Law,  §§  28,  158,  194.  The  matter 
inserted  in  §  2507  would  be  out  of  place  in  the  first  chapter  of  the 
Code  but  falls  appropriately  in  §  2507. 

70.  §  2512*  The  first  sentence  of  this  section  is  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  §  2512.  The  remainder  is  from  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure, §§  95-97.  The  bracketed  portions  of  §§  96-97  are  in- 
corporated in  Judiciary  Law  as  follows:  Section  95,  in  §§  168, 
200;  section  96,  in  §§  231,  349,  351,  354;  section  97,  in  §§  160, 
170,  201,  231-233,  279,  403,  405.  It  was  deemed  best  to  re- 
move the  portion  of  §§  95-97  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
which  is  not  included  in  the  Judiciary  Law  from  the  first  chapter 
of  the  Code  to  chapter^  18  with  similar  matter. 

72.  8  2537.  The  changes  in  this  section  are  merely  changes 
of  reference.  Section  774  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relates 
to  the  supervision  of  court  funds  by  the  comptroller  of  the  state 
and  is  substantive  in  character. 

73.  §  2634.  The  first  sentence  of  this  section  relating  to  the 
indexing  of  wills  by  coimty  clerks  and  registrars  has  been  con- 
solidated in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law  as  substantive  matter.  The 
last  sentence  has  been  retained  because  it  provides  for  the  fees  of 
an  executor  or  administrator  with  the  will  annexed,  who  causes 
the  record  mentioned  to  be  made.  The  changes  made  in  this 
section  are  to  correct  references. 

74.  §  2660.  The  bracketed  part  of  this  section  has  been 
placed  in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law  (§  103).  The  removed  por- 
tion is  substantive  matter  relating  to  the  liability  of  a  husband 
for  the  debts  of  his  deceased  wife,  his  liability  as  administrator 
for  the  debts  of  his  wife  and  the  disposition  of  unadministered 
assets  of  his  wife  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

75.  §  2695.  It  was  necessary  to  amend  this  section  because 
the  section  in  the  article  of  the  Code  referred  to  prescribing 
the  manner  of  authenticating  papers  was  consolidated  in  the  De- 
cedent Estate  Law  (§  45). 

76.  §  2696.  A  change  in  the  reference  was  made  necessary 
because  §  2704,  prescribing  the  manner  of  authenticating  papers 
of  another  state  or  country  to  be  used  in  this  state  was  consoli- 
dated in  §  45  of  the  Decedent  Estate  Law. 

77.  §  2733.  The  fir^t  part  of  this  section,  relating  to  advance- 
ments, has  been  consolidated  in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law  as  §  99. 
The  latter  part  being  practice  has  been  retained  in  the  Code  of 
Civil  Pi'ooedure. 

78.  §  2746.  Section  744  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has 
been  incorporated  in  the  State  Finance  Law  as  subdivision  4  of 
§  8,  except  the  last  clause,  relating  to  the  fees  of  county  clerks, 
which  is  consolidated  in  County  Law  as  §  240,  subd.  22,  and 
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thus  the  change  in  reference  becomes  necessary.  Section  744  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  related  to  the  supervision  of  court 
funds  by  the  state  comptroller.  The  portion  bracketed  at  the  end 
of  this  section  has  been  taken  care  of  in  appropriate  schedules  of 
repeals. 

79.  §  2838,  subd.  1.  The  provision  in  the  article  men- 
tioned in  this  subdivision  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  been 
consolidated  in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law.  It  relates  to  the  authen- 
tication of  papers  from  another  state  or  foreign  country  for  use 
in  this  state.  The  changes  in  reference,  therefore,  became 
necessary. 

80.  §  2863.  Subdivision  3  of  this  scQtion  contains  a  refer- 
ence to  certain  sections  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  Two 
of  these  sections,  to  wit:  §§  1843  and  1868  have  been  placed  in 
the  Decedent  Estate  Law.  Section  1868  relates  to  the  liability 
of  legatees  or  devisees  to  a  child  born  after  the  making  of  a  will 
who  is  entitled  to  succeed  to  a  part  of  the  real  or  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  testator,  and  their  liability  to  the  subscribing  witness 
to  a  will  who  is  entitled  to  succeed  to  a  share  of  such  property. 
This  is  substantive  in  character  and  for  that  reason  has  been 
placed  in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law  (§  28)  and  taken  from  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  Section  1843  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  relates  to  the  liability  of  heirs  and  devisees  for  the 
debts  of  the  decedent  and  is  substantive  in  character,  and  has  been 
placed  in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law  as  §  101.  The  reference, 
therefore,  in  subdivision  3  of  §  2833  has  been  changed  to  corre- 
spond to  this  treatment  of  §§  1843  and  1868  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure.

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85.  §  3158,  Sections  104  and  105  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure have  been  incorporated  as  §§  400  and  401  of  the  Judi- 
ciary Law.  They  relate  to  the  authority  of  the  sheriff  to  com- 
mand the  power  of  the  county  to  overcome  resistance  and  the 
certification  of  the  names  of  those  who  resist  his  authority. 

86.  §  3253.  The  change  made  in  this  section  merely  sub- 
stitutes the  title  of  the  general  law  for  the  statute  mentioned  in 
the  section. 

,     87.   §  3320.   The  change  in  this  section  is  one  of  reference 
merely. 

88.  §  3343,  snbd.  14.  The  reference  in  this  subdivision  has 
been  changed  from  "  sixteenth  "  to  "  fif teeenth  "  to  correct  an 
obvious  error  in  the  present  Code.  Chapter  16  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  contains  but  two  titles.  Article  1  of  title  4  of 
chapter  15  is  entitled  "  Judgment  Creditor's  Action ''  and  the 
definition  contained  in  §  3343,  subd.  14,  is  of  a  "judgment 
creditor's  action." 

89.  §  3347,  snbd.  1.  Section  122  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure has  been  consolidated  as  §  347  of  the  Prison  Law  and  has 
been  made  to  apply  to  civil  and  criminal  prisoners  in  accordance?

The  indication  that  the  Legislature  regarded  them  as  operative  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  L.  1886,  Ch.  593,  repealed  all  of  Pt.  4,  Ch. 
2,  Tit.  6  of  the  Revised  Statutes  except,  among  others,  §§  1-3,  in- 
clusive. There  is  a  proceeding  in  the  Code  of  Criminal  Pro- 
cedure [Ch.  2]  for  requiring  security  to  keep  the  peace,  and  §  99 
of  that  proceeding  provides  that  "  security  to  keep  the  peace  or 
be  on  good  behavior  can  not  be  required  except  a-s  prescribed  in 
this  chapter,"  but  the  tliree  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes  in- 
corporated in  the  text  are  not  in  the  nature  of  a  proceeding  to  re- 
quire security  to  keep  the  peace  but  confer  upon  a  court  of  crim- 
inal jurisdiction  the  power  when  sentencing  any  person  convicted 
of  a  criminal  offense  not  punishable  with  death  or  imprisonment 
in  a  state  prison  to  require  him  to  give  security  to  keep  the  peace. 
It  is  not  a  proceeding  whereby  one  individual  may  require  another 
to  give  security  to  keep  the  peace,  but  a  provision  conferring  cer- 
tain powers  upon  the  court  with  reference  to  requiring  security  to 
keep  the  peace.  Section  99  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure 
has  been  under  construction  in  64  How.  Pr.  285,  where  the  court 
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held  that  the  section  related  only  to  crimes  covered  by  the  chapter 
which  are  crimes  against  the  "  person  or  property  of  another '' 
[§  84].  Sections  1-3,  inclusive,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  have 
therefore  been  consolidated  in  the  text. 

4.  L.  1861,  Ch.  333,  §  2.  This  section  relates  to  the  filing 
of  a  recognizance  and  the  papers  upon  which  the  recognizance  is 
founded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  at  which  the  party 
is  recognized  to  appear.  It  relates  to  recognizances  taken  "  by  any 
court,  or  by  any  magistrate,  coroner  or  other  officer,  to  appear  or 
answer  at  any  court."    The  section  has  not  been  repealed. 

4-a.  R,  S.,  Pt.  3,  Ch.  1,  Tit.  4,  §§  37-39.  Relating  to  the 
issuing  of  a  precept  by  the  district  attorney  to  the  sheriff  direct- 
ing him  to  notify  jurors  to  attend  term  of  court ;  to  produce  pris- 
oners and  make  proclamation  notifying  parties  to  appear.  This 
matter  remaining  unrepealed  and  not  amended  is  consolidated  in 
Code  of  Criminal  Procedure. 

4-b.  L.  1892,  Ch.  686,  §  98.  This  section  relates  to  the 
discharge  of  persons  not  indicted  and  more  properly  belongs  in 
the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  than  in  the  County  Law.  It 
has  therefore  been  added  to  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  as 
§  222-d. 

5.  R.  S.,  Pt.  4,  Ch.  2,  Tit.  4,  §§  1,  3-6,  8-22.  Relating 
to  grand  jury  lists  and  drawing  grand  juries.  Of  the  sections 
named,  the  following  have  been  amended:  Section  1,  by  L.  1896, 
Ch.  574,  §  1;  §  3,  by  L.  1890,  Ch.  156,  §  1;  §  5,  by  L.  1896, 
Ch.  34,  §  1 ;  §  6,  by  L.  1880,  Ch.  122,  §  1 ;  §  10,  by  L.  1896, 
Ch.  574,  §  1.  The  provisions  above  cited  apply  to  all  the  coun- 
ties of  the  state,  except  New  York  county,  and  except  where 
different  provisions  are  contained  in  special  laws  affecting  special 
counties.  Section  229  Code  Criminal  Procedure  states,  "  The 
mode  of  selecting  grand  jurors  is  prescribed  by  special  statutes." 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  was  pre- 
pared by  the  commissioners  who  prepared  the  Code  of  Pro- 
cedure of  1848  and  1849,  and  was  first  reported  to  the  legis- 
lature of  1849.  No  attempt  was  made  at  consolidation,  in  the 
sense  now  implied  by  that  term,  it  being  a  revision  of  the  statutes 
which  were  strictly  applicable  to  criminal  procedure.  The  term 
'*  special  statutes  "  used  in  Code  Criminal  Procedure,  §  229,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  used  ns  meaning  statutes  upon  the  special  sub- 
ject of  grand  jurors,  and  not  in  the  sense  of  special  statutes  ai? 
they  are  now  regarded. 

Section  229-a.  The  underscored  words  inserted  in  this  section 
are  intended  to  avoid  any  conflict  between  these  provisions  and 
existing  special  statutes.  The  words  "city  and"  have  been 
bracketed,  inasmuch  as  the  bounds  of  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York  are  now  no  longer  coterminous. 
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Section  229-f.  At  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  consolidated  in  §  229-f,  there  were  a  first 
judge  and  four-  county  judges  in  each  county,  excepting  in  the 
county  of  New  York.  The  Constitution  of  1846,  Art.  6,  §  14, 
reduced  the  number  to  one,  and  this  provision  is  the  rule  at  pres- 
ent. The  bracketing  and  underscoring  show  the  changes  required 
to  conform  the  text  to  the  above  stated  facts. 

Section  229-h.  The  provisions  relating  to  the  city  of  New  York 
are  bracketed  for  omission  because  covered  by  L.  1882,  Ch.  410, 
§  1648,  the  New  York  Consolidation  Act,  and  statutes  amendatory 
thereto. 

Section  229-p.  Word  "petit"  changed  to  "trial,"  to  con- 
form to  the  present  nomenclature. 

Section  2'29-r.  Changes  shown  by  bracketing  and  underscoring 
made  for  the  reasops  shown  in  note  to  §  229-f. 

6.  R.  S.,  Pt.  4,  Ch.  2,  Tit.  4,  Art.  2;  §  42.  Eelating 
to  indictments.  The  word  "  quashed  "  has  been  bracketed  and 
the  term  "  set  aside  "  inserted  as  new  matter.  This  has  been  done 
to  conform  to  phraseology  of  Code  Criminal  Procedure,  Pt.  4, 
Ch.  5,  wherein  the  words  "  set  aside  "  are  used  in  place  of  the 
term  "  quashed." 

7.  If.  1847,  Gb.  400,  §§  157,  15&  These  sections 
while  approximating  to  the  provisions  of  Code  Criminal  Pro- 
cedure, §§  297,  298,  are  wider  in  scope  and  application.  Section 
158  is  used  as  authority  in  New  York  county  and  the  adjoining 
counties.  Those  sections  have  therefore  been  consolidated  in 
Code  Criminal  Procedun?. 

7-a.  L.  1875,  Gli.  352.  This  statute  amended  L.  1872, 
Ch.  181,  §  6.  L.  1872,  Ch.  181,  was  repealed  by  L.  1886,  Ch. 
593,  but  the  amendatory  act  was  left  unrepealed.  The  substance 
of  L.  1872,  Ch.  181,  is  contained  in  Penal  Law,  Article  6,  and  a 
reference  has  been  made  in  this  section  to  prosecutions  under  that 
article. 

8.  R.  S.,  Pt.  4,,  Ck.  2,  Tit.  0,  ikrt.  1,  §  10.  As  to  courts 
of  special  sessions  and  police  courts  the  certificate  of  conviction 
is  provided  for  and  covered  by  Code  Criminal  Procedure  §  724; 
in  courts  of  special  sessions  in  city  of  New  York,  by  §  748,  as  to 
fugitives  from  justice  by  §  829.  However,  in  a  matter  wherein 
"  it  shall  appear  by  the  certificate  of  the  clerk,  or  otherwise, 
that  no  record  of  the  judgment  on  such  conviction,  has  been 
signed  and  filed,"  the  statute  first  above  cited  is  wider  in  scope 
than  §§  724,  748  and  829  of  the  Code  Criminal  Procedure. 

8-a.  R.  S.,  Pt.  4,  Ch.  3,  Tit.  2,  &  70i,  as  amended  by 
L.  1889,  Ch.  382,  §  1.  This  section  relates  to  the  examination 
of  convicts  before  sentence  and  relating  so  closely  to  practice  in 
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-criminal  cases  has  been  added  to  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure 
as  §  4&o-a. 

9.  Jj.  18S7,  Ch.  711,  §  7.  Part  of  an  act  to  revise,  con- 
solidate and  amend  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  New  York 
state  reformatory  at  Elmira.  Words,  ^'  the  said "  bracketed, 
and  "  a  "  inserted.  At  the  time  this  statute  was  passed  the  Elmira 
reformatory  was  the  only  reformatory  in  the  state.  In  1892 
[Ch.  336]  the  Eastern  reformatory  was  established  and  by  L. 
1906,  Ch.  684,  the  two  institutions  were  brought  under  one  board 
of  managers  and  by  §  3  "  all  existing  laws  relating  to  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  said  Xew  York  state  reformatory  at 
Elmira  and  the  transfer  and  parole  of  prisoners  therein,  are 
hereby  made  applicable  to  the  management  and  control  of  the 
Eastern  New  York  reformatory  at  Napanoch  and  the  transfer 
and  parole  of  prisoners  therein.'^  Prisoners  are  sentenced  to 
reformatories  for  indeterminate  terms,  and  provisions  are  made' 
in  the  Prison  Law  for  the  parole  and  discharge  of  prisoners 
resting  in  the  discretion  of  the  state  board  of  managers.  The 
record  which  court  clerks  are  required  to  furnish  by  L.  1887, 
Ch.  711,  §  7,  appears  to  be  a  law  relating  to  the  management 
and  control  of  the  Elmira  reformatory  and  to  be  extended  by 
L.  1906,  Ch.  684,  §  3,  to  the  Eastern  reformatory. 

10*  Lu  1S60,  Ch.  135.  This  statute  appears  to  be  more 
honored  in  breach  than  in  observance.  Of  the  sixty-one  district 
attornevs  in  the  state,  thirteen  have  advised  the  board  that  the 
provisions  are  followed;  in  fortv-eight  it  is  not  followed. 

11.  L.  1874,  Ch..  446,  Tit.  1,  Art.  2,  §  21,  as  amended 
by  L.  1876,  Ch,  267,  §  1.  Changes  shown  by  bracketing  and 
underscoring  made  necessary  by  th«  abolition  of  courts  of  oyer 
and  terminer  by  the  CoJistitntion  of  1894,  Art.  6,  §  6,  and  the 
change  from  state  commissioner  in  lunacy,  to  state  commission 
in  lunacy  because  of  a  like  change  in  the  Insanity  Law.  The 
designation  of  "  the  state  lunatic  asylum  "  has  been  changed  to 
'*  a  state  hospital  for  icsane  convicts  or  insane  criminals "  to 
accord  with  the  provisions  of  Insanity  Law,  Arts.  5  and  6. 

Una.  L.  1845,  Ch.  180,  §  10.  This  section  provides  that 
whenever  the  trial  of  an  indictment  shall  be  postponed  the  district 
attorney  shall  cause  all  material  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the 
people  "  to  be  recognized  "  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  to 
which  the  trial  has  been  postponed.  The  provision  has  not  been 
repealed.  Section  618-b  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  pro- 
vides that  whenever  a  judge  is  satisfied  that  a  person  is  a  material 
witness  for  the  people  in  a  ci'iminal  action  he  may  after  an  op- 
portunity has  been  .given  lo  the  person  to  appear  and  be  heard  in 
opposition  thereto,  order  the  person  to  enter  into  a  written  under- 
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taking  to  appear  and  testify.  This  section  was  added  to  the  Code 
of  Criminal  Procedure  by  L.  1904,  Ch.  437.  A  distinction  be- 
tween the  two  provisions  seems  apparent.  The  witnesses  men- 
tioned in  L.  1845,  Ch.  180,  §  19,  are  witnesses  who  have  already 
appeared  and  whom  the  interests  of  the  people  require  to  be 
made  to  appear  at  the  postponed  term.  Section  618-b  appears  to 
apply  to  witnesses  who  have  not  yet  appeared  in  the  action  but 
whom  the  prosecution  deems  necessary  and  material  and  provides 
a  method  for  compelling  the  attendance  of  witnesses  in  the  first 
instance. 

11-b.  L.  1845,  Ch.  180,  §  18.  This  section  relates  to  sub- 
poenas in  criminal  cases  and  has  not  been  repealed.  Xo  subse- 
quent statute  is  found  which  contains  the  subject-matter  of  this 
section  and  it  has  therefore  been  consolidated. 

ll-c.  L.  1836,  Ch.  506,  §  4.  This  statute  has  not  been 
repealed.  It  is  an  additional  provision  to  those  contained  in  the 
Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  relating  to  the  service  of  subpoenas 
in  criminal  cases.    See  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  §§  614,  615. 

ll-d.  L.  1845,  Ch.  180,  §  20.  This  section  provides  for 
the  punishment  of  a  witness  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  a  criminal 
prosecution  who  had  been  recognized  to  appear  and  defaults.  It 
has  not  been  repealed.  Section  1966  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure gives  a  right  of  action  to  a  district  attorney  to  recover  the 
penalty  of  a  forfeited  recognizance  to  the  people.  It  does  not 
appear  that  §  20  is  covered  by  this  section  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  but  on  the  contrary  the  right  of  action  given  in  Code 
§  196(5  is  in  addition  to  the  attachment  provided  for  in  the  section 
of  the  1845  act.  See  the  last  sentence  of  §  20,  which  reads  as 
follows:  "The  issuing  of  an  attachment  against  a  witness  pur- 
suant to  this  section,  shall  not  be  a  bar  to  the  prosecution  of  his 
recognizance."  There  are  two  methods  of  procedure,  one  is  a 
punishment  of  the  witness  for  failure  to  appear  and  the  other  the 
prosecution  of  the  penalty  of  the  recognizance  in  a  civil  action. 

12.  In  the  last  part  of  the  last  sentence,  §  740-a  has  been  made 
to  read,  "  for  services  when  associated  with  another  justice  of 
the  peace  or  in  cases  of  bastardy  *  *  *."

Relates  to  search 
warrant  authorizing  a  search  for  dairy  products,  imitations  and 
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substitutes  thereof.  Laws  1803,  Ch.  332  add«  articles  6  and  7 
to  chapter  43  (probably  an  error  for  Ch.  33)  of  the  General  Laws. 
Section  126  of  L.  1893,  Ch.  332  contains  a  schedule  of  repeals. 
It  repeals  L.  1886,  Ch.  183,  except  §  26.  Section  26  was  added 
to  L.  1885,  Ch.  183,  by  L.  1887,  Ch.  583,  §  1.  Laws  1893,  Ch. 
332  repeals  L.  1887,  Ch.  583.  Laws  1895,  Ch.  398,  §  7,  amends 
the  Agricultural  Law,  [Ch.  33,  General  Laws],  by  adding  Article 
6,  consisting  of  §§  100,  101.  Section  100  is  a  repeal  and  repeals 
L.  1885,  Ch.  183,  except  §  26,  and  L.  1887,  Ch.  583.  It  is 
contended  by  the  department  of  agriculture  that  the  intent  was 
not  to  repeal  L.  1885,  Ch.  183,  §  26,  added  by  L.  1887,  Ch.  583, 
§  1,  and  that  the  same  is  still  in  existence.  The  changes  shown 
by  underscoring  have  been  made  so  that  the  reading  will  cor- 
rcsppond  with  the  present  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Law. 

13-a.  R.  S.,  Ft.  4,  Ch.  2,  Tit.  6,  §§  8,  9.  The  section's  in- 
corporated in  the  text  appear  to  be  alive.  They  have  not  been 
expressly  repealed.  They  have  not  been  superseded  by  any  later 
enactments  and  are  not  in  conflict  with  any  existing  statute.  They 
were  omitted  from  repeal  by  L.  1886,  Ch.  593,  which  was  an  act 
cleaning  up  the  statutes  incorporated  in  or  superseded  by  the  Code 
of  Criminal  Procedure  and  were  thus  preserved.  There  are  pro- 
visions requiring  certificates  of  conviction  to  be  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  state  (Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  §§  941,  942,  943), 
and  in  such  cases  at  least  the  two  sections  incorporated  in  the  text 
will  apply,

time  to  time  and  at  all  times  freely  have  and  fully  enjoy 
his  or  their  Judgments  or  Consciencyes  in  matters  of  Reli- 
gion throughout  all  the  province,  they  behaveing  themselves 
peaceably  and  quietly  and  not  useing  this  Liberty  to  Lycen- 
tiousnesse  nor  to  the  Civill  Injury  or  outward  disturbance 
of  others." 
6.  Declaration  of  Rights   ("William  &  Mary,   Ch.   2,   1689), 
which  became  the  English  Bill  of  Hights,  was  enacted  as  chapter 
2,  passed  at  the  second  session  of  Parliament,  1689,  and  contained 
the  following  provisions : 

^^  That  it  is  the  right  of  the  subjects  to  petition  the  King, 
and  all  commitments  and  prosecutions  for  such  petitioning 
are  illegal." 

^^  That  the  subjects  which  are  Protestants  may  have  arms 
for  their  defense  suitable  to  their  conditions^  and  as  allowed 
by  law.*' 
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"  That  the  freedom  of  speech,  and  debates  or  proceedings 
in  Parliament,  ought  not  to  be  impeached  or  questioned  in 
any  court  or  place  out  of  parliament/^ 

^^  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted/' 

"  That  jurors  ought  to  be  duly  impaneled  and  returned, 
and  jurors  which  pass  upon  men  in  trials  for  high  treason 
ought  to  be  freeholders/' 

7.  Act  of  Settlement  (12  &  13  Wm,  III,  Ch.  2,  1700),  which 
closes  with  the  following  paragraph : 

^^And  whereas  the  Laws  of  England  are  the  birthright  of 
the  people  thereof,  and  all  the  Kings  and  Queens,  who  shall 
ascend  the  Throne  of  this  realm,  ought  to  administer  the 
Government  of  the  same  according  to  the  said  laws,  and  all 
their  officers  and  ministers  ought  to  serve  them  respectively 
according  to  the  same:  The  said  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tem- 
poral, and  Commons,  do  therefore  further  humbly  pray,  That 
all  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  realm  for  securing  the 
established  religion,  and  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people 
thereof,  and  all  other  Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  same  now 
in  force,  may  be  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  the  same  are 
by  his  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  ratified  and  confirmed  accordingly." 

8.  New  York  Constitution  of  1777,  of  which  Mr.  Lincobi  says: 

"  The  resolution  of  the  Provincial  Convention  adopted 
on  the  1st  of  August,  1776,  providing  for  a  committee  to 
^  report  a  plan  for  instituting  and  framing  a  form  of  govern- 
ment,' also  directed  the  committee  to  prepare  a  Bill  of 
Rights,  *  ascertaining  and  declaring  the  essential  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  good  people  of  this  state,  as  a  foundation 
for  such  form  of  government/  A  Bill  of  Eights  was  not 
reported  by  the  committee  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution,  nor 
was  such  a  declaration  of  principles  adopted  by  the  conven- 
tion. The  committee  did,  however,  include  in  the  proposed 
Constitution  a  few  propositions  which  fairly  belong  in  a 
Bill  of  Rights ;  namely,  the  provision  that  the  people  are  the 
source  of  all  authority;  the  provision  against  disfranchise- 
ment, or  depriving  any  citizen  of  his  rights  or  privileges, 
*  unless  by  the  law  of  the  land,  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers  ' ; 
religious  toleration,  preserving  trial  by  jury,  and  prohibiting 
acts  of  attainder.  But  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Consti- 
tution, by  article  35  continued  in  force,  subject  to  alteration 
by  the  legislature,  *  such  parts  of  the  common  law  of  England, 
statute  law  of  England  and  Great  Britain,  and  the  acts  of 
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the  legislature  of  the  colony  of  New  York,  as  together  did 
form  the  law  of  the  said  colony  on  the  19th  day  of  April, 
1775.'     This  actually  continued  the  English  Bill  of  Eights 
as  a  part  of  the  law  of  New  York." 
[Lincoln's  Constitutional  History  of  New  York,  Vol.  1,  p.  727.] 

9.  New  York  Bill  of  Rights  (L.  1787,  Ch.  1)  which  was  con- 
tinued in  the  revisions  of  1801,  1813  and  1828,  with  reference  to 
which  Mr.  Lincoln  says: 

"  The  Bill  of  Rights  contained  in  the  revised  statutes  is 
still  a  part  of  the  law  of  New  York,  and  many  of  its  pro- 
visions are  also  in  the  Constitution.  The  Bill  of  Rights  in 
its  original  form  continued  in  force  more  than  forty  years, 
and  was  deemed  of  great  value  and  significance  by  the  states- 
men of  that  period.  Several  of  its  most  important  features 
were  included  in  the  Constitution  of  1821,  and  have  since 
remained  a  part  of  our  fundamental  law." 
[Lincoln's  Constitutional  History  of  New  York,  Vol.  1,  p.  728.] 

10.  Amendments  of  the  United  States  Constitution  (1789), 
which  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

"  1.  Freedom  of  religious  profession  and  worship.

"  3.  Right  of  petition. 

"  4.  Right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms.

"  10.  Trial  by  jury  is  preserved  in  civil  cases  where  the 
amount  in  controversy  exceeds  $20. 

"  11.  A  person  accused  of  crime: 

"  a.  Shall  not  be  compelled  to  be  a  witness  against  himself. 

"  b.  Is  entitled  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial 
jury  of  the  state  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have 
been  committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously 
ascertained  by  law. 

'^c.  Must  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the 
accusation. 

^^  d.  Must  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him. 
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'^  e.  MuBt  have  ccdnpulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses 
in  his  favor. 

'^  f .  Is  entitled  to  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defense. 
'^  12.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required. 
'^  13.  Excessive  fines  shall  not  be  imposed. 
'^  14.  Cruel  and  unusual  punishments  shall  not  be  inflieted. 
'^  15.  No  person  shall  ^  be  subject^  for  the  same  offense,  to 
be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb.' 
"  16.  Rights  not  enumerated,  preserved." 
[Lincoln's  Constitutional  History  of  New  York,  Vol.  1,  p.  732.] 

11.  Bevised  Acts  of  1801,  which  re-enacted  substantially  the 
Bill  of  Rights  Act  of  1787. 

12.  Revised  Laws  of  1813  (R.  L.  1813,  Ch.  1),  which  reaf- 
firmed the  principles  contained  in  the  Bill  of  Rights  of  1787  and 
1801. 

13.  New  York  State  Constitution  of  1821,  which  contained 
provisions  on  the  following  subjects : 

1.  Citizens  not  to  be  disfranchised. 

2.  Trial  by  jury  preserved. 

3.  Creation  of  new  courts  limited. 

4.  Religious  toleration. 
6.  Writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

6.  Indictment  necessary   in  prosecutions  for  capital  or 
otherwise  inf amouB  crimes. 

7.  Accused  may  have  counsel. 

8.  No  person  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy. 

9.  Accused  person  not  compelled  to  be  a  witness  against 
himself. 

10.  No  person  to  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property 
without  due  process  of  law. 

11.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use 
without  just  compensation. 

12.  Freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press. 

13.  Truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  in  libel  cases. 

14.  Revised  Statutes  of  1828,  which  contained  a  chapter  on 
the  subject  usually  known  as  the  "  Bill  of  Rights." 

15.  New  York  State  Constitution  of  1846,  which  reaffirmed 
former  principles  on  the  subject,  leaving  some  to  be  expressed  by 
statute. 

16.  New  York  State  Constitution  of  1894,  which  reaffirmed 
the  principles  on  the  subject,  leaving,  however,  some,  to  be  ex- 
pressed by  statute. 

As  heretofore  stated,  not  all  of  the  principles  usually  stated 
in  Bills  of  Rights  are  to  be  found  in  the  proposed  Civil  Rights 
Law  for  the  reason  that  many  of  them  have  been  incorporated  in 
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the  Constitution  and  some  are  included  in  other  Consolidated 
Laws,   and  it  has  been  deemed  inexpedient  to  disturb  them. 
Among  such  are  the  following: 

Persons  Not  to  be  Disfranchised.  No  member  of  this  state 
shall  be  disfranchised,  or  deprived  of  any  of  the  rights  or  privi- 
leges secured  to  any  citizen  thereof,  unless  by  the  law  of  the  land, 
or  the  judgment  of  his  peers.

Trial  by  Jury.  The  trial  by  jury  in  all  cases  in  which  it  has 
been  heretofore  used  shall  remain  inviolate  forever;  but  a  jury 
trial  may  be  waived  by  the  parties  in  all  civil  cases  in  the  manner 
to  be  prescribed  by  law.

Freedom  of  Worship;  Keligious  Liberty.  The  free  exer- 
cise and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession  and  worship,  without 
discrimination  or  preference,  shall  forever  be  allowed  in  this  state 
to  all  mankind;  and  no  person  shall  be  rendered  incompetent  to 
be  a  witness  on  account  of  his  opinions  on  matters  of  religious 
belief;  but  the  liberty  of  conscience  hereby  secured  shall  not  be 
so  construed  as  to  excuse  acts  of  licentiousness,  or  justify  practicas 
inconsistent  with  the  peace  or  safety  of  this  state.

Habeas  Corpus.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  in- 
vasion, the  public  safety  may  require  its  suspension.

Excessive  Bail  and  Fines.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  re- 
quired nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  shall  cruel  and  unusual 
punishments  be  inflicted,  nor  shall  witnesses  be  unreasonably 
detained.

Bill  of  Eights.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a 
capital  or  otherwise  infamous  crime  (except  in  cases  of  impeach- 
ment, and  in  cases  of  militia  when  in  actual  service,  and  the  land 
and  naval  forces  in  time  of  war,  or  which  this  state  may  keep  with 
the  consent  of  Congress  in  time  of  peace,  and  in  cases  of  petit 
larceny,  under  the  regulation  of  the  legislature),  unless  on  pre- 
sentment or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  and  in  any  trial  in  any 
court  whatever  the  party  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  appear  a&d 
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defend  in  person  and  with  counsel  as  in  civil  actions.  No  person 
shall  be  subject  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  for  the  same  offense; 
nor  shall  he  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness 
against  himself;  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property  with- 
out due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for 
public  use,  without  just  compensation.

Compensation  fob  Taking  Private  Property;  Private 
Roads;  Drainage  of  Agricultural  Lands.  When  private 
property  shall  be  taken  for  any  public  use,  the  compensation  to 
be  made  therefor,  when  such  compensation  is  not  made  by  the 
state,  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury,  or  by  not  less  than  three 
commissioners  appointed  by  a  court  of  record,  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  Private  roads  may  be  opened  in  the  manner 
to  be  prescribed  by  law;  but  in  every  case  the  necessity  of  the 
road  and  the  amount  of  all  damage  to  be  sustained  by  the  opening 
thereof  shall  be  first  determined  by  a  jury  of  free-holders  and  such 
amount,  together  with  the  expenses  of  the  proceeding,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  person  to  be  benefited.  General  laws  may  be  passed 
permitting  the  owners  or  occupants  of  agricultural  lands  to  con- 
struct ana  maintain  for  the  drainage  thereof,  necessary  drains, 
ditches  and  dykes  upon  the  lands  of  others,  under  proper  restric- 
tions and  with  just  compensation,  but  no  special  laws  shall  be 
enacted  for  such  purposes.

Freedom  of  Speech  and  Press.  Every  citizen  may  freely 
speak,  write  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being 
responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right;  and  no  law  shall  be  passed 
to  restrain  or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press.

Criminal  Prosecutions  for  Libel.  In  all  criminal  prose- 
cutions or  indictments  for  libels,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evi- 
dence to  the  jury;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury  that  the 
matter  charged  as  libelous  is  true,  and  was  published  with  good 
motives  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted;  and 
the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  detennine  the  law  and  the  fact.

Right  to  Assemble  and  Petition;  Divorce;  Lotterhcs;

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thereof;  nor  shall  any  divorce  be  granted  otherwise  than  by  due 
judicial  proceedings;  nor  shall  any  lottery  or  the  sale  of  lottery 
tickets,  pool-selling,  book-making,  or  any  other  kind  of  gambling 
hereafter  be  authorized  or  allowed  within  this  state;  and  the 
legislature  shall  pass  appropriate  laws  to  prevent  offenses  against 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section.

Escheats.  The  people  of  this  state,  in  their  right  of  sov- 
ereignty, are  deemed  to  possess  the  original  and  ultimate  property 
in  and  to  all  lands  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state;  and  all 
lands  the  title  to  which  shall  fail,  from  a  defect  of  heirs,  shall 
revert,  or  escheat  to  the  people.

Feudal  Tenueb  Abolished.  All  feudal  tenures  of  every 
description,  with  all  their  incidents,  are  declared  to  be  abolished, 
saving,  however,  all  rents  and  seiTices  certain  which  at  any  time 
heretofore  have  been  lawfully  created  or  reserved.

Damages  for  Injuries  Causing  Death.  The  right  of  action 
now  existing  to  recover  damages  for  injuries  resulting  in  death 
shall  never  be  abrogated ;  and  the  amount  recoverable  shall  not  be 
subject  to  any  statutory  limitation.

Qualification  of  Voters.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  citizen  for  ninety  days, 
and  an  inhabitant  of  this  ,state  one  year  next  preceding  an  election, 
and  for  the  last  four  months  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  for  the 
last  thirty  days  a  resident  of  the  election  district  in  which  he  may

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not  elsewhere,  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be

Civil  Sekvioe  Appointments  and  Promotions.  Appoint- 
ments and  promotions  in  the  civil  service  of  the  state,  and  of 
all  the  civil  divisions  thereof,  including  cities  and  villages,  shall 
be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness,  to  be  ascertained,  so  far 
as  practicable,  by  examinations,  which,  so  far  as  practicable,  shall 
be  competitive;  provided,  however,  that  honorably  discharged 
soldiers  and  sailors  from  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States 
in  the  late  Civil  War,  who  are  citizens  and  residents  of  this  state, 
shall  be  entitled  to  preference  in  appointment  and  promotion 
without  regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such 
appointment  or  promotion  may  be  made.  Laws  shall  be  made 
to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section.

Common  Schools.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  a  system  of  free  common  schools,  wherein 
all  the  children  of  this  state  may  be  educated*

Name.  There  has  been  much  difficulty  in  selecting  the  proper 
term  to  be  applied  to  the  group  of  statutes  assembled  in  this  law. 

The  term  **  Bill  of  Rights  Law  "  has  been  suggested,  but  this 
term  has  come  to  have  a  somewhat  restricted  meaning  and  like 
the  terms  "  Petition  of  Rights "  and  "  Declaration  of  Rights  " 
has  an  historical  and  political  association  that  will  hardly  justify 
grouping  under  it  some  of  the  general  legal  rights  which  are  here 
brought  together. 
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The  term  "  Personal  Rights  Law  "  has  also  met  with  favor,  but 
as  the  term  "  Bill  of  Rights  Law  "  is  too  narrow,  so  the  term 
"  Personal  Rights  Law  '^  is  rather  too  broad  and  besides  it  is  not 
at  all  suggestive  of  the  material  found  in  this  law. 

In  selecting  a  title  for  a  Consolidated  Law  the  following  points 
should  be  observed: 

1.  The  title  should  be  short  for  easy  reference. 

2.  It  should  be  broad  enough  to  cover  the  material  assigned  to 
it  and  any  additional  matter  that  may  be  inserted  appropriately. 

3.  It  should  be  suggestive  of  the  character  of  the  law  and  the 
material  in  it. 

4.  It  should  be  some  catch  words  if  possible  by  which  the  stat- 
utes grouped  under  it  are  generally  known. 

5.  It  should  be  singular  rather  than  plural  except  where  catch 
words  are  selected  which  are  referred  to  usually  in  the  plural. 

After  some  examination  of  the  use  by  legal  authorities  of  the 
term  "  Civil  Rights ''  it  has  been  decided  finally  to  adopt  the 
expression  "  Civil  Rights  Law  "  as  applicable  to  the  statutes  hero 
brought  together.  This  term  is  general  enough  to  embrace  all 
the  matter  assigned  to  the  law  and  such  as  may  be  assigned  appro- 
priately hereafter  and  it  suggests  the  character  of  the  law  and  its 
contents. 

Bouvier  says  that  "  Civil  Rights  are  those  which  have  no  rela- 
tion to  the  establishment,  support  or  management  of  the  govern- 
ment. These  consist  in  the  power  of  acquiring  and  enjoying 
property  or  exercising  paternal  and  marital  powers  and  the  like. 
*  *  *  These  latter  rights  of  mankind  may  be  reduced  to  three 
principal  or  primary  articles ;  the  right  of  personal  security,  which 
consists  in  a  person's  legal  and  uninterrupted  enjoyment  of  his 
life,  his  limbs,  his  body,  his  health,  and  his  reputation ;  the  right 
of  personal  liberty,  which  consists  in  the  power  of  locomotion,  of 
changing  situation  or  removing  one's  person  to  whatsoever  place 
one's  inclination  may  direct,  without  any  restraint  unless  by  duo 
course  of  law ;  the  right  of  property,  which  consists  in  the  free  use, 
enjoyment,  and  disposal  of  all  his  acquisitions,  without  any  con- 
trol or  diminution  save  only  by  the  laws  of  the  land.  The  rela- 
tive rights  are  public  or  private;  the  first  are  those  which  subsist 
between  the  people  and  the  government ;  as,  the  right  of  protection 
on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  the  right  of  allegiance  which  is  due 
by  the  people  to  the  government;  the  second  are  the  reciprocal 
rights  of  husband  and  wife,  parent  and  child,  guardian  and  ward, 
master  and  servant."     (Bouvier's  Law  Diet.,  Right,  p.  929.) 

In  the  "American  and  English  Encyclopedia  of  Law,"  in  an 
article  on  "  Civil  Rights,"  by  Archibald  R.  Watson,  the  term  id 
defined  as  follows :     "  Civil  Rights  may  be  broadly  defined  as 
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those  rights  which  appertain  to  the  person  by  virtue  of  his  citizen- 
ship in  a  state  or  community." 

In  an  article  in  the  "  Cyclopedia  of  Law  and  Procedure "  on 
"  Civil  Eights,"  by  James  Beck  Clark,  the  term  is  defined  as  fol- 
lows: ^*  Civil  rights  are  those  which  appertain  to  "citizenship, 
and  which  may  be  enforced  or  redressed  by  a  civil  action.  They 
have  no  relation  to  the  establishment,  support,  or  management  of 
government.  Also  a  term  applied  to  certain  rights  secured  to  all 
citizens  of  the  United  States  by  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth 
amendments  to  the  federal  constitution  and  by  congressional 
action  thereunder,  and  by  state  legislation."  (7  Cyc,  160.)  In 
this  article,  under  the  topic  "  Civil  Rights,"  the  following  rights 
are  discussed :  As  to  property  rights,  employment,  public  schools, 
public  conveyances,  accommodations  in  inns,  restaurants  and  bar- 
ber shops,  places  of  amusement,  jury  service,  punishment  for 
crime. 

The  term  "  Civil  Rights  "  is  very  generally  employed  as  one 
of  the  topics  in  digests.  It  forms  the  subject  of  articles  in  the 
encyclopedias  and  appears  in  Brightley's,  Abbot's,  General  and 
other  state  and  federal  digests.  The  Cyclopedia  of  Pleading  and 
Practice  has  an  article  by  Malcolm  Taylor  on  the  "  Civil  Rights 
Act,"  and  the  Century  Dictionary  refers  to  the  "  Civil  Rights 
Act,"  ''  Civil  Rights  Bill,"  "  Civil  Rights  Cases."  Many  of  the 
acts  enunciating  rights  similar  to  those  incorporated  in  this  law 
use  the  term  "  Civil  Rights."  The  New  York  Statute  of  1873 
(Ch.  186)  is  an  act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  citizens  in 
their  "  Civil  and  Public  Rights."  The  New  York  Statute  of  1895 
(Ch.  1042)  is  entitled  "An  act  to  protect  all  citizens  in  their  civil 
and  legal  rights."  The  United  States  Statute  of  1875  (Ch.  114) 
is  an  act  to  protect  all  citizens  in  their  "  civil  and  legal  rights." 
These  illustrations  are  sufficient  to  show  how  commonly  the  term 
"  Civil  Rights  "  is  used  to  cover  the  principles  of  law  embraced 
within  the  proposed  law. 

The  following  is  an  analysis  of  the  topic  "  Civil  Rights "  as 
it  appears  under  the  headings  and  subheadings  in  the  "  Index  to 
the  Statutes  "  prepared  by  the  law  library  under  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  June  30,  1906,  and  recently  submitted  to  the  public  for 
criticism :

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GENERAL  NOTE 

Scope  of  JjSlw.  The  County  Law  provides  for  the  manage- 
ment and  administration  of  the  internal  affairs  of  the  counties  of 
the  State. 

It  treats  of  the  boards  of  supervisors,  clerks  of  boards  of  super- 
! visors,  county  jails,  the  oflScers  elected  and  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose'' of  conducting  the  public  business  of  the  county,  and  such 
other  subjects  as  are  necessary  and  incidental  to  the  existence  of 
a  county  as  a  municipal  corporation  and  as  a  political  or  civil 
division  of  the  State.  The  County  Law  is  made  applicable  to  all 
the  counties  of  the  State  with  the  exception  of  the  county  of  New 
York  and  with  such  other  specific  exceptions  as  appear  in  the 
body  of  the  act.  The  exception  oi  the  county  of  New  York  is 
made  in  the  old  county  law  passed  in  1892  and  is  preserved  in 
this  consolidated  county  law.  This  exception  was  made  undoubt- 
edly because  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  provisions  applicable 
to  other  counties  relating  to  boards  of  supervisors  and  the  like 
were  inapplicable  to  the  county  of  New  York  and  had  not  been 
applicable  for  more  than  half  a  century  and  because  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  consolidating  the  numerous  special  acts  relating  to  the 
county  of  New  York  on  other  subjects.  Therefore  when  the  old 
county  law  was  prepared  the  statutory  revision  commission  ex- 
cepted the  county  of  New  York  from  the  provisions  of  the  law 
by  providing  that  "  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  the  county  of 
New  York."

Historical  Note.  The  Countiks  of  the  State. —  In 
1G83,  by  an  act  passed  November  1,  the  governor,  council  and 
representatives  enacted  that  the  province  be  divided  into  twelve 
counties:  Albany,  Cornwall,  Dukes,  Kings,  New  York,  Orange, 
Queens,  Richmond,  Suffolk,  The  Dutchess's,  Ulster  and  West- 
chester. Metes  and  bounds  were  not  used  in  the  description  of 
the  counties  thus  erected,  but  they  were  distinguished  by  a  state- 
ment of  the  towns  included  in  them.  Dukes  county  contained 
the  islands  of  "  Nantuckett,  Martins  Vinyard,  Elizabeth  Island 
and  no  mans  Land  ^' ;  the  county  of  Cornwall  "  to  conteine  Pema- 
quid,  &  all  his  Royall  Highnesses  Territoryes  in  those  parts  with 
the  Islands  adjacent." 

Colonial  Laws  of  N.  Y.  v.  1,  p.  122. 

By  an  act  of  October  1,  1091,  the  counties  above  named  were 
made  more  definite  as  to  their  boundaries,  the  preamble  of  the 
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act  reciting:  "  Forasmuch  as  mistakes  may  arise  about  ihi 
limitts  and  bounds  of  the  respective  Countyes  within  this  Prov 
ince,  for  Prevention  whereof,  bee  it  cnact^^  *  *  *." 

Colonial  Laws  of  N.  Y.  v.  1,  p.  267. 

By  act  of  July  3,  1766,  a  new  county  by  the  name  of  Cumber- 
land was  erected. 

Colonial  Laws  of  N.  Y.  v.  4,  p.  903. 

This  county  was  the  northeastern  county  of  the  province,  its 
easterly  bounds  being  the  Conneeticut  river.  Van  Schaack,  who 
printed  this  act  by  title  only,  states  that  it  was  repealed  by  the 
king  June  26, 1767. 

By  an  act  passed  March  12,  1772,  which,  reciting  that  "  the 
lands  within  the  counties  of  Albauv  are  more  extensive  than  all  the 
other  counties  of  this  Colony  taken  together,"  erects  two  coun- 
ties, Tryon  and  Charlotte,  to  be  taken  from  Albany  county. 

In  1772,  on  March  24,  an  act  for  the  better  ascertaining  the 
boundaries  of  the  counties  of  Cumberland  and  Gloucester,  recites 
the  erection  of  the  county  of  Cumberland  by  royal  letters  patent, 
dated  March  19,  1768,  and  the  creation  of  Gloucester  county  by 
royal  authority  by  letters  patent  under  date  of  March  16,  1770. 

The  county  of  Cornwall  and  Dukes  county  were  claimed  by 
Massachusetts  as  a  part  of  the  territory  of  that  Colony,  and  shortly 
after  1691  they  ceased  to  be  counties  of  the  colony  of  New  York. 

When  the  State  of  New  York  came  into  being  its  boundaries 
embraced  fourteen  counties. 

The  counties  of  Cumberland  and  Gloucester  were  ceded  to  Ver- 
mont by  deed  of/  cession  of  October  7,  1790,  in  the  settlement  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Grants  controversy.

The  City  and  County  of  New  York. —  On  November  1, 
1683,  two  days  after  the  passage  of  "THE  CHARTER  of 
Libertyes  and  privilcdges  granted  by  his  Eoyall  Highnesse  to 
the  Inhabitants  of  New  Yorke  and  its  Dependencyes  "  it  was 
enacted,  "  Thatt  the  said  province  be  divided  into  twelve  countyg 
as  followeth: 

"  The  Citty  &  Connty  of  New  York,  to  containe  all  the  Island 
commonly  called  Manhatans  Island,  Mannings  Island,  and  the 
two  Bame  Islands,  the  Citty  to  bee  called  as  itt  is.  New  York,  and 
the  Islands  above  specifyed  the  Connty  thereof.  " 

Colonial  Laws  of  N.  Y.  v.  1,  p.  121. 

On  April  27,  1686,  the  so  called  Dongan  Charter  was  granted 
to  the  city  of  New  York,  whereby  all  "  Libertyes  Privilidges  and 
ffranchizes  Rights  Royaltyes,  flfree  Customes  Jurisdiccons  and  Im- 
munityes,"  held,  used  and  enjoyed  theretofore  nnder  various 
grants  and  charters,  were  confirmed.  Further  and  other  powers 
and  rights  were  conferred  on  the  "  Mayor  Aldermen  and  Com- 
onalty." 

This  charter  further  declared,  "  that  the  said  Citty  of  New 
Yorke  and  the  Compasse  Precincts  and  Limittes  thereof  and  the 
Jurisdiocon  of  the  same  shall  from  henceforth  extend  and  Reach 
it  selfe  and  may  and  shall  be  able  to  Reach  forth  and  extend  it 
selfe  as  well  in  Length  and  in  Breadth  as  in  Circuite  to  the  fur- 
thest extend  of  and  in  and  throughout  all  the  said  Island  Man- 
hattans and  in  and  upon  all  the  Rivers  Rivolotts  Coves  Creeks 
Waters  and  Water  Courses  belonging  to  the  same  Island  as  far 
as  Low  Water  marke." 

It  thus  appears  that  the  city  of  New  York,  under  the  "  Dongan 
Charter,"  was  not  coterminous  with  the  county  of  New  York, 
"  Mannings  Island  and  the  two  Bame  Islands  "  being  outside  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  city. 

Colonial  Laws  of  N.  Y.  v.  1,  p.  181. 
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The  next  legislation  relating  to  the  boundaries  of  New  York 
county  was  the  act  of  October  1,  1691,  which  recites:  "Foras- 
much as  mistakes  may  arise  about  the  limitts  and  bounds  of  the 
respective  Countyes  within  this  Province,  for  Prevention  whereof, 
Bee  it  Enacted  By  the  Commander  in  Cheife  and  Council  and 
Representatives  *  *  *  *.  The  Citty  and  County  of  New  Yorke 
to  containe  all  the  Island  comonly  called  Manhattans  Island  Man- 
nings Island  the  two  Bame  Islands  and  the  three  Oyster  Islands 
Manhattans  Island  to  be  called  the  City  of  New  Yorke  and  the 
rest  of  the  Islands  the  County/' 

Colonial  Laws  of  N.  Y.  v.  1,  p.  267. 

The  territorial  relations  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York 
remained  as  above  until  1730,  when  John  Montgomerie,  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  province  of  New  York,  by  direction  of  George  II, 
granted  to  the  city  of  New  York  the  charter  known  as  the  "  Mont- 
gomerie Charter."  In  that  charter  it  was  recited  that,  "  Said 
City  of  New  York  and  the  Compass  precincts  Circuit  Bounds 
Liberties  and  Jurisdictions  of  the  same  do  reach  extend  and 
Streatch  forth  and  Shall  and  may  reach  extend  and  Stretch  forth 
as  well  in  length  as  in  breadth  and  Circuit  in  and  through  the 
Limitts  and  Boundarys  ffoUowing  to  witt  To  Begin  at  the  River 
Creek  or  Run  of  Water  called  Spyt  Den  Duyvel  over  which 
Kitigs  Bridge  is  built  where  the  Said  River  or  Creek  Empties  it 
Self  into  the  North  river  on  Westchester  Side  thereof  at  Low 
water  mark  and  So  to  run  along  the  Said  River  Creek  or  Run 
on  Westchester  Side  at  low  water  mark  unto  the  East  River  or 
Sound  and  from  thence  to  cross  over  to  Nassaw  Island  to  low  water 
mark  there  Including  great  Barn  Island  little  Bam  Island  and 
Mannings  Island  and  from  thence  along  Nassaw  Island  Shore 
at  low  water  mark  imto  the  South  Side  of  the  red  Hook  and 
from  thence  to  run  a  Line  across  the  North  River  So  as  to  In- 
clude Nutten  Island  Bedlows  Island  Bucking  Island  And  the 
Oyster  Island  to  low  water  mark  on  the  west  Side  of  the  North 
river  or  so  far  as  the  Limitts  of  our  Said  Province  Extend  there 
and  so  to  run  up  along  the  west  Side  of  the  Said  River  at  low 
water  mark  or  along  the  Limitts  of  our  Said  province  untill  it 
come  directly  opposite  to  the  first  mentioned  river  or  Crook  and 
thence  to  the  place  when  the  Said  Boimdaries  flSrst  began." 

Colonial  Laws  of  N.  Y.  v.  2,  p.  599. 

These  general  bounds  do  not  appear  to  have  been  altered  in  any 
manner  during  the  remainder  of  the  colonial  period.  In  1775  the 
boundary  line  between  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  township  of 
Ilaerlem  was  settled. 

Colonial  Laws,  v.  5,  p.  841. 
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After  the  change  in  government  and  in  1788,  by  chapter  63  of 
the  laws  of  that  year,  "An  Act  for  dividing  this  State  into  coun- 
ties," the  bounds  of  New  York  were  described :  "  The  county  of 
New  York  to  contain  the  islands  called  Manhattans  island.  Great 
Bam  island,  Little  Bam  island,  Mannings  island,  Nutten  island, 
Bedlows  island.  Bucking  island,  and  the  Oyster  islands,  and  all 
the  land  under  the  water  within  the  following  bounds ;  beginning 
at  Spyten  Duyvel  creek  when  the  same  empties  itself  into  Hud- 
son's river,  on  the  West  Chester  side  thereof,  at  low  water  mark, 
wherever  the  same  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be,  and  so  running 
along  the  said  creek  at  low  water  mark  as  aforesaid,  on  the  West 
Chester  side  thereof,  unto  the  East  river  or  Sound,  and  from  thence 
to  cross  over  to  Nassau  island,  to  low  water  mark  there  as  afore- 
said, including  Great  Bam  island.  Little  Barn  island,  and  Man- 
nings island,  and  from  thence  along  Nassau  island  shore,  at  low 
water  mark  as  aforesaid,  unto  the  south  side  of  the  Red  Hook,  and 
from  thence  across  the  North  river,  so  as  to  include  Nutten  island, 
Bedlows  island.  Bucking  island  and  the  Oyster  islands,  to  low 
water  mark  on  the  West  side  of  Hudson's  river,  or  so  far  as  the 
bounds  of  this  State  extend  there,  and  so  up  along  the  west  side 
of  Hudson's  river,  at  low  water  mark,  or  along  the  limits  of  this 
State,  until  it  comes  directly  opposite  the  first  mentioned  creek, 
and  thence  to  the  place  when  the  said  boundaries  first  began." 

In  1801,  an  act  to  divide  this  state  into  counties  was  passed. 
L.  1801,  Ch.  123 ;  Kent  and  Redcliff  Revised  Acts,  v.  2,  p.  1. 

Again,  and  in  1813,  Revised  Laws,  Ch.  39;  Van  Ness  and 
Woodworth,  v.  2,  p.  31,  an  act  to  divide  this  state  into  counties 
w^  passed. 

In  the  three  last  mentioned  acts:  L.  1788,  Ch.  63;  L.  1801, 
Ch.  123 ;  R.  L.  Ch.  39,  the  description  of  the  bounds  of  New  York 
county  are  identical. 

The  Revised  Statutes,  Part  1,  Ch.  2,  Title  1  [in  effect  Jan.  1, 
1830],  under  the  caption,  "  Of  the  various  Counties  of  the  State,'* 
§  2,  T  5,  describe  the  extents  and  limits  of  the  county  of  New 
York  as  the  same  are  given  by  the  preceding  statutes,  the  variation 
in  language  in  no  way  affecting  the  identity  of  the  territory  de- 
scribed. 

The  supervision  and  government  of  the  local  affairs  of  New 
York  county  and  the  difference  in  the  methods  in  which  the  in- 
ternal affairs  of  the  other  coimties  in  the  state  are  administered 
may  be  directly  traced  to  the  political  form  in  which  New  York 
city  and  county  were  organized. 

The  grant  of  the  States  General  to  the  West  India  Company  in 
1021,  followed  by  the  institution  of  a  government  by  Wouter  Van 
Twilter,  in  Jiin«>  1629,  at  Fort  Amsterdam,  mark  the  political

beginning  of  New  York  county.  The  style  of  the  patents  granted 
by  Van  Twiller  was:  "We,  director  and  council,  residing  in  New 
Netherlands  on  the  island  Manhattans,  under  the  government  of 
their  high  mightinesses,  the  lords  states  general  of  the  united 
Netherlands,  and  the  privileged  West  India  company."  The 
political  organizartion  of  New  Amsterdam,  the  residence  of  the 
director  and  council  on  the  island  Manhattans,  placed  the  admin- 
istration of  local  affairs  in  the  "  Schout,  burgomasters  and 
schepens."  This  administration  continued  until  the  English  came 
into  possession  of  New  Amsterdam,  imder  the  capitulation  of  Au- 
gust 27,  1664.  Kichard  Nicolls,  governor  of  the  province  under 
the  commission  of  the  Duke  of  York,  by  proclamation  of  June  12, 
1665,  under  the  title  of,  "  The  Governors  Revocation  of  ye  fforme 
of  Government  under  ye  style  of  Burgomasters  &  Schepens,"  re- 
voked the  government  by  sellout,  burgomasters  and  schepens,  and 
instituted  one  to  "  bee  knowne  and  called  by  the  Name  &  Style  of 
Mayor  Aldermen  &  Sherriffe,  according  to  the  Custome  of  Eng- 
land in  other  of  his  Majesties  Corporacons." 

Eight  years  later,  when  the  Dutch  came  again  into  possession 
of  New  York,  the  "  Benckes  and  Everstcn's  Charter,"  under  date 
of  August  17,  1673,  restored  the  "  form  of  Government  of  this 
City  to  its  previous  character  of  Schout,  Burgomaster  and  Schep- 
ens as  is  practised  in  all  the  Cities  of  our  Fatherland."  This 
was  followed  by  "  Colve's  Charter,"  dated  January  15,  1674, 
whereby  the  duties  of  the  schout,  burgomasters  and  schepens  were 
defined  and  their  powers  stated.  On  February  9,  1674,  the  gov- 
ernment of  New  York  passed  to  the  English. 

In  the  year  1686,  Thomas  Dongan,  as  lieutenant  governor, 
granted  a  charter  to  the  city  of  New  York.  It  is  recited  in  the 
charter  that,  "  the  Citty  of  New  Yorke  is  an  antient  Citty  within 
the  said  Province  And  the  Cittizens  of  the  said  Citty  have  antiently 
been  a  Body  Politique  and  Corporate  and  the  Cittizens  of  the  said 
Citty  have  held  used  and  Enjoyed  as  well  within  the  same  as  else 
where  in  the  said  Province  Diverse  and  Sundry  Rights  Libertyes 
Privilidges  ffranchiscs  ffree  Customes  Preheminences  Advantages 
Jurisdiccons  Emoluments  and  Immimitycs  as  well  by  prcscripcon 
as  by  Charter  Letters  Pattcnts,  Grants  and  Confirmacons  *  *  *." 
The  charter  grants,  ratifies  and  confirms  to  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  which 
they  "by  the  Name  of  the  Mayor  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  or 
otherwise  have  Antiently  had  held  used  or  Enjoyed."  This 
Charter  is  printed  in  Colonial  Laws  of  New  York,  v.  1,  p.  181, 
and  the  original  is  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of 
New  York. 
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It  may  be  remarked  that  the  city  of  Albany  received  a  like 
charter  in  the  same  year. 

Following  the  granting  of  these  charters  and  until  the  granting 
of  the  "  Montgomerie  Charter/'  there  is  found  in  various  statutes 
and  especially  those  imposing  taxes,  directions  like  the  follow- 
ing: "*  *  *  that  for  the  better  assessing,  raising  and  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  *  *  *  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  within  the 
city  of  New  York,  the  Mayor  and  sJdennen  of  the  city  of  Albany 
with  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  city  and  county  of  Albany 
for  the  time  being  and  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  time  being 
for  the  several  and  respective  counties  aforesaid  for  the  several 
counties  respectively    *    *    *." 

This  is  taken  from  First  Assembly,  second  session,  Ch.  15. 

The  "  Montgomerie  Charter,"  granted  January  15,  1730,  and 
confirmed  October  14,  1732,  is  given  in  full  in  Colonial  Laws  of 
New  York,  v.  2,  p.  575.  It  confirms  all  the  rights  given  under 
the  "  Dongan  Charter,"  and  specified  the  oflficers  of  the  local  gov- 
ernment as  follows :  "  There  Shall  be  forever  hereafter  within  the 
Said  City  a  Mayor  and  Recorder  Town  Clerk  and  Six  Aldermen 
and  Six  Assistants  *  *  *  who  Shall  be  forever  hereafter  called 
the  Mayor  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New  York 
and  that  there  Shall  be  for  ever  one  Chamberlain  Treasurer  One 
Sheriff  one  Coroner  One  Clerk  of  the  Market  one  high  Constable 
seven-subconstables  and  one  Marshall  or  Serjeant  at  Mace  *   *   *." 

It  has  already  been  shown  that  the  city  and  county  of  New  York 
were,  at  the  granting  of  the  "  Montgomerie  Charter,"  coterminous, 
and  that  they  remained  so  until  the  title  of  the  territory  known 
as  the  city  of  New  York  was  changed  to  the  Borough  of  New 
York  by  the  Greater  New  York  Charter. 

New  York  city  and  county  appear  never  to  have  had  local 
officers  by  the  name  of  supervisors.  The  "  Dukes  Laws,"  which 
were  put  in  force  by  the  order  to  Governor  Andros,  August  6, 
1674,  contained  among  the  various  local  officers  named  "  Over- 
seers," whose  duties  and  powers  are  not  concisely  defined.  The 
change  in  name  from  "  overseer "  to  "  supervisor "  is  a  natural 
transition. 

Under  an  act  passed  June  19,  1703,  it  was  enacted  that  there 
should  be  elected  once  every  year,  in  each  respective  town  in  the 
province  *  *  *  one  of  their  freeholders  *  *  *  to'compute, 
ascertain,  examine,  oversee  and  allow  the  contingent,  public  and 
necessary  charge  of  each  county.  It  was  also  provided  that  there 
should  be  chosen  in  each  county  "  two  Assessors  and  one  Collector 
which  Supervisors,  Assessors  and  Collectors  shall  be  Annually 
Chose  in  every  Town  *  *  *  which  Supervisors  *  *  * 
shall  Annually  meet  at  the  County  Town  *  *  *  to  Examine 
&  Compute  all  Such  Publick,  necessary  &  Contingent  Charges  as 
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they  shall  find  their  respective  Countys  properly  Chargeable  with

The  ofiice  of  supervisor  thus  created  continued,  with  additional 
powers  from  time  to  time  given,  until  the  institution  of  the  state. 
In  the  first  Constitution  of  the  State  adopted  in  1777,  by  section 
29  it  was  provided  that  the  town  clerks,  supervisors,  assessors 
*  *  *  and  all  other  officers,  heretofore  eligible  by  the  people, 
shall  always  continue  to  be  so  eligible,  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  present  or  future  acts  of  legislature.  During  the  war  of  the 
Revolution  the  legislative  measures  adopted  in  relation  to  county 
affairs  do  not  deal  with  or  apply  to  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York,  that  territory  being  in  possession  of  the  British.  In  1784 
[L.  1784,  Ch.  58]  an  act  was  passed  providing  for  the  raising  of 
£100,000  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  and  the  counties 
of  Suffolk;  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond.  The  act  provides  that 
the  quotas  assigned  to  the  said  counties,  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York  excepted,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  supervisors  of 
those  counties.  In  New  York  the  proceedings  for  the  levy  and 
collection  of  the  tax  are  delegated  to  the  "Mayor,  recorder  and 
aldermen."  This  follows  the  procedure  of  L.  1784,  Ch.  43, 
enabling  the  "  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York"  to  raise  certain  money  by  taxation.  L. 
1788,  Ch.  65,  an  act  for  defraying  the  public  and  necessary  charge 
in  the  respective  counties  of  this  State,  provides  for  the-  audit  of 
accounts  and  fixing  the  amount  of  taxes,  but  expressly  provides 
that  the  act  shall  not  extend  to  the  city  and  county  of  New  York. 
L.  1797,  Ch.  93,  an  act  authorizing  the  raising  of  money  by  tax 
in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  provides  "  That  the  Mayor, 
recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  the  super- 
visors of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  *  *  *."  L.  1798, 
Ch.  39,  contains  the  same  recitation,  and  it  is  repeated  in  L.  1799, 
Ch.  91,  and  L.  1800,  Ch.  20.  1  R.  A.  [1801]  Ch.  178,  §  28, 
p.  557  [L.  1801,  Ch.  179],  provides  that  the  mayor,  recorder  and 
aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall,  in  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York,  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  the  act;  and  this 
is  repeated  in  2  R.  A.  [1801]  Ch.  179,  §  1,  p.  144.  The  same 
provision  appears  in  2  R.  L.  [1813]  Ch.  86,  §  150,  p.  399.  Re- 
vised Statutes,  Pt.  1,  Ch.  12,  Title  2,  Art.  1,  "  Of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,"  relates  to  the  meetings  of  the  boards  of  supervisors 
in  the  several  counties  of  the  state,  and  the  powers  of  the  board, 
and  section  17  of  this  article  reads  as  follows: 

"  The  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
shall  be  the  supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York ;  and 
all  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to 
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them  respectively,  except  when  special  provisions  inconsistent 
therewith,  are  or  shall  be  made  by  law,  in  relation  to  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York." 

NOTES  TO  TEXT 

!•  §  2.  The  exception  of  the  county  of  New  York  from  the 
County  Law  as  contained  in  this  section  was  in  the  old  County 
Law  in  section  1  except  the  provision  "  except  as  hereinafter  spe- 
cifically provided."  This  modification  is  inserted  because  several 
sections  of  the  County  Law  contain  express  provisions  making 
them  applicable  to  the  county  of  New  York.  The  exception  in- 
serted in  section  2  will  preserve  any  other  provisions  in  the  County 
Law  making  specific  provisions  applicable  to  the  county  of  New 
York. 

2.  Art.  3.  Boards  of  Supervisors. —  Some  of  the  provisions 
of  this  article  cannot  be  applied  to  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens 
and  Richmond,  but  it  has  been  deemed  best  not  to  make  any  spe- 
cific exception  and  to  make  only  such  changes  as  were  obviously 
necessary.  When  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond 
were  taken  into  the  city  of  New  York  the  boards  of  supervisors 
in  these  counties  were  abolished  and  all  their  powers  and  duties 
not  transferred  to  other  ofiicers  were  vested  in  the  board  of  alder- 
men of  the  city  of  New  York.  [Charter  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
§  1586.]  This  devolution  was  made  pursuant  to  article  3,  section 
26,  of  the  State  Constitution.  Wherever  powers  are  vested  in  the 
boards  of  supervisors,  therefore,  by  this  article,  so  far  as  the  coun- 
ties of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond  are  concerned,  the  board  of 
aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York  must  be  substituted,  except 
where  the  powers,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  boards  of  super- 
visors have  been  devolved  upon  some  other  city  ofiicer.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  article  must  be  construed  in  conjunction  with  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  New  York.  It  is  deemed  best  to  leave  the 
question  as  to  the  application  of  the  various  provisions  to  these 
counties  to  be  determined  by  judicial  construction  in  the  light 
of  their  practical  application  rather  than  attempt  to  take  the 
chances  of  the  confusion  that  mi2:ht  result  from  an  effort  to  make 
specific  exception  and  the  possibility  of  repealing  some  provision 
that  is  applicable.  This  confusion  arises,  not  from  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  old  County  Law,  but  from  the  manner  in  which  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  New  York  was  prepared,  which  instead  of 
transferring  to  the  board  of  aldermen  such  powers  as  were  deemed 
advisable,  formerly  vested  in  boards  of  supervisors,  transferred 
them  by  a  reference  which  in  some  cases  would  require  judicial 
construction  to  determine  tlicir  application. 

3.  §  !©•   New  matter  is  written  without  change  of  substance 
or  effect  from  L.  1904,  Ch.  574,  §  1,  pt.,  adding  §  6  to  L.  1903, 
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Ch.  266,  providing  for  the  appointment  and  compensation  of 
clerks  of  boards  of  supervisors  in  counties  of  not  less  than  50,000 
nor  more  than  54,000  inhabitants,  according  to  the  last  Federal 
enumeration. 

4.  §  12,  SuBD.  5.  Authorizes  the  boards  of  supervisors  to 
fix  the  salary  and  compensation  of  county  treasurers  and  super- 
intendents of  poor  of  their  respective  counties.  This  provision 
can  have  no  application  to  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and 
Richmond  as  the  office  of  county  treasurer  in  these  counties  was 
abolished  by  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  their  powers, 
duties  and  obligations  were  devolved  upon  the  comptroller  of  the 
city  of  New  York.  [Charter  of  the  city  of  New  York,  §  1587.] 
There  are  no  superintendents  of  poor  in  the  counties  of  Kings, 
Queens  and  Richmond,  and,  therefore,  the  board  of  aldermen 
as  the  successors  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  in  these  counties 
have  no  salary  of  superintendents  of  the  poor  to  determine.  The 
imderscored  matter  in  subdivision  5  is  taken  from  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  §  2508.  The  first  portion  of  the  section  provides  for 
the  appointment  by  the  surrogate  of  such  clerks  as  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  his  county,  or  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York 
the  board  of  aldermen,  may  authorize.  The  provision  herein  in- 
serted relates  to  the  fixing  of  the  compensation  of  these  clerks.  As 
the  board  of  aldermen  are  authorized  to  fix  the  compensation  of 
clerks  of  surrogates  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  this  pro- 
vision has  not  been  inserted  in  the  County  Law,  but  has  been  re- 
served for  insertion  in  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York.  The 
provision  inserted  here  can  have  no  application  to  the  county  of 
New  York  as  the  entire  county  is  excepted  from  the  application 
of  this  chapter. 

SuBD.  6.  The  last  three  lines  of  this  subdivision  can  have  no 
application  to  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Queens  and  Rich- 
mond as  there  are  no  towns  in  any  of  those  counties. 

SuBD.  13.  This  subdivision  was  amended  in  1906,  and  the 
question  arises  whether  the  provision  in  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  New  York  which  transferred  the  powers  and  duties  of  boards 
of  supervisors  in  the  city  of  New  York  upon  the  board  of  alder- 
men was  intended  to  apply  to  amendments  of  the  County  Law 
made  since  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York  went  into  effect 
No  attempt  is  made  to  pass  upon  this  question  but  it  is  left  for 
the  courts  to  determine  whether  the  provision  of  the  charter 
applied  only  to  such  statutes  as  were  in  existence  at  the  time  that 
the  provision  went  into  effect  or  whether  or  not  it  extended  to 
subsequent  amendments.  The  amendment  in  this  particular  case 
was  made  to  the  statute  without  any  reservation  and  became  a 
part  of  the  County  Law  which  excepted  from  its  provisions  the 
county  of  New  York. 
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SuBD.  18.  The  powers,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  countv 
treasurers  of  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond  have 
been  devolved  upon  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  'New  York. 
[Charter  of  the  city  of  New  York,  §  1587.] 

SuBD.  20.  L.  1859,  Ch.  254,  §  1.  Statute  cited  directs  super- 
visors to  fix  fees  for  conveyance  of  juvenile  delinquents  to  houses 
of  refuge,  and  of  lunatics  to  the  insane  asylums.  Insanity  Law, 
§  85,  now  provides  that  the  cost  of  transporting  insane  persons 
to  State  hospitals  shall  be  a  State  charge.  Hence  the  consolida- 
tion is  made  in  this  form. 

SuBD.  21.  The  exception  contained  at  the  end  of  this  subdi- 
vision as  to  the  coimty  of  New  York  is  unnecessary  as  the  coimty 
of  New  York  is  excepted  from  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Coimty 
Law.  The  exception  of  Kings  is  preserved  for  the  reason  that  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that  this  particular  sub- 
division should  not  apply  to  the  county  of  Kings.  No  exception 
is  made  of  the  counties  of  Queens  or  Richmond  as  the  application 
of  the  subdivision  to  these  counties  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1586  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York  is  a  matter  for 
judicial  determination. 

SuBD.  22.  The  repealing  provision  at  the  end  of  this  subdi- 
vision is  preserved  as  showing  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature  not  to  modify  any  special  provisions  applicable  to 
the  counties  of  Kings  and  Monroe,  relating  to  the  subject-matter 
of  this  subdivision.  The  last  section  of  this  subdivision  was  un- 
doubtedly at  the  request  of  the  local  legislators  to  make  sure  that 
the  subdivision  would  not  effect  local  legislation.  The  subdivision 
has  no  application  to  the  county  of  New  York,  and  its  application 
to  the  counties  of  Queens  and  Richmond  and  the  other  counties 
of  the  State  in  the  light  of  any  special  provisions  applicable  to  any 
of  these  counties  is  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  the  courts. 

SuBDS.  23,  24  and  25.  These  subdivisions  are  provisions  taken 
from  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  some  of  which  were  enacted 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York 
and  some  of  which  were  passed  after  that  time.  Wherever  the 
board  of  supervisors  appears  in  any  of  these  sections  it  would 
seem  as  though  they  had  no  application  to  the  city  of  New  York 
whether  passed  before  or  after  the  enactment  of  the  charter  of  the 
city  of  New  York  of  1901,  for  the  county  of  New  York  for  over  a 
century  had  had  no  board  of  supervisors  like  the  other  counties  of 
the  State.  So  far  as  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond 
are  concerned,  which  counties  have  had  no  boards  of  supervisors 
since  the  enactment  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York  in 
1897,  the  provisions  are  applicable  or  not  as  the  courts  may  de- 
termine. It  does  not  lie  within  the  fimction  of  this  board  to 
attempt  to  clarify  matters  where  two  constructions  are  possible. 
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Where  these  subdivisions  vested  powers  in  boards  of  supervisors 
before  the  passage  of  the  charter  for  the  city  of  New  York  in 
1897  these  powers  will  be  devolved  upon  the  board  of  aldermen 
under  the  charter ;  where  they  vested  powers  in  the  board  of  super- 
visors by  enactment  made  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  charter 
for  the  city  of  New  York  it  is  an  open  question  whether  they  ap- 
ply. They  are  inserted,  however,  in  the  County  Law,  leaving 
their  application  to  subsequent  determination  according  to  all  the 
local  provisions  applicable  to  each  case. 

5.  §  13.  The  changes  made  in  this  section  are  necessary  be- 
cause of  article  8,  section  10,  of  the  Constitution,  which  limits  the 
amount  of  indebtedness  of  counties.  The  Constitution  provides 
that  "no  county  or  city  shall  be  allowed  to  become  indebted  for 
any  purpose  or  in  any  manner  to  an  amount  which  including  exist- 
ing indebtedness  shall  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  real  estate  of  such  county  or  city  subject  to  taxation 
as  it  appeared  by  the  assessment-rolls  of  said  county  or  city  on  the 
last  assessment  for  State  or  county  t^xes  prior  to  the  incurring 
of  such  indebtedness ;  and  all  indebtedness  in  excess  of  such  limi- 
tation except  such  as  now  may  exist  shall  be  absolutely  void  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided."  So  far  as  section  13  author- 
izes an  indebtedness  by  a  county  in  excess  of  ten  per  centum  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate  of  the  county  where  the 
assent  of  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  county  is  obtained,  it  is 
in  conflict  with  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  above  referred 
to  and  is  void. 

6.  §  17.  The  words  "  Such  resolutions  shall  be  "  have  been 
inserted  in  the  last  clause  of  this  section  in  order  to  limit  the 
provision  in  this  section  to  publication  of  concurrent  resolutions. 
The  publication  of  acts  passed  by  boards  of  supervisors  is  pro- 
vided for  by  §  18.    See  note  6a. 

6a.  §  18.  This  section  is  taken  from  L.  1892,  Ch.  715,  §  6. 
This  section,  passed  at  the  same  session  as  the  County  Law,  super- 
seded the  provisions  of  County  Law,  §  17,  as  to  publication  of 
acts  of  boards  of  supervisors.  See  Statutory  Construction  Law, 
§  33,  and  94  App.  Div.  620. 

7.  §  20.  The  last  sentence  has  been  transferred  to  Legislative 
Law,  §  48. 

8.  Former  §  20  of  County  Law  has  been  omitted  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons:  (1)  First  sentence  do\vn  to  semicolon  was  super- 
seded by  L.  1892,  Ch.  715,  §  4.  See  94  App.  Div.  520  and  Statu- 
tory Construction  Law,  §  33 ;  (2)  Remainder  of  first  sentence  has 
been  consolidated  in  Legislative  Law,  §  48;  (3)  The  second  sen- 
tence is  now  covered  by  Legislative  Law,  §  48,  subd.  4. 
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8a.  The  material  contained,  in  former  §  21  has  been  omitted 
from  County  Law  because  superseded  by  L.  1892,  Ch.  715,  §  2, 
which  has  been  consolidated  in  Legislative  Law,  §  48.  See  Stat- 
utory Construction  Law,  §  33,  and  94  App.  Div.  520.  The  new 
matter  inserted  as  section  21  is  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  in 
County  Law  a  reference  to  the  manner  in  which  the  publication  of 
local  laws  shall  be  paid. 

9.  §  22*  The  exception  of  the  county  of  Kings  is  not  omitted 
from  this  section  because  the  Legislature  intended  when  the 
County  Law  was  passed  in  1892  to  except  the  county  of  Kings 
from  the  provisions  of  this  section.  This  exception  continues 
up  to  the  present  time.  Whatever  powers  the  boards  of  supervisors 
had  under  this  section  in  the  counties  of  Queens  and  Richmond 
were  devolved  upon  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New 
York  under  the  provision  of  section  1586  of  the  charter  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  but  no  such  devolution  occurred  in  the  case 
of  the  county  of  Kings  as  this  county  was  expressly  excepted  from 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

10.  §  23.  Contrary  to  the  usual  rule  adopted  in  preparing 
the  consolidated  County  Law  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and 
Eichmond  are  bracketed  out  in  this  section.  The  section  provides 
for  the  compensation  to  be  paid  supervisors  in  counties.  There 
are  no  supervisors  in  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Rich- 
mond and,  therefore,  the  provisions  of  this  section  can  have  no 
possible  application.  The  aldermen  who  are  elected  to  represent 
the  wards  in  these  counties  receive  such  compensation  as  the  State 
provides,  which  would  undoubtedly  cover  any  services  that  they 
may  perform  as  supervisors. 

New  matter  at  the  end  of  the  section  is  rewritten  without  change 
of  substance  or  effect  from  L.  1904,  Ch.  574,  §  1  pt.,  adding  §  5 
to  L.  1903,  Ch.  266,  providing  for  the  compensation  of  super- 
visors in  counties  of  not  less  than  50,000  nor  more  than  54,000 
inhabitants,  according  to  the  last  Federal  enumeration. 

11.  §  24.  iN'o  change  is  made  in  this  section  so  far  as  its  ap- 
plication to  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond  is  con- 
cerned, where  no  superintendent  of  the  poor  exists.  So  far  as 
the  auditing  of  any  account  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  is 
concerned'  it  can  have  no  application  to  these  counties  by  reason 
of  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  Greater  New  York  which  es- 
tablished a  department  which  contains  provisions  superseding 
superintendents  of  the  poor. 

12.  §  29.  The  reference  to  §  845  of  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
was  a  typographical  error  for  §  855. 

13.  §  31.  The  exception  in  this  section  of  the  county  of 
Kings  is  not  disturbed  as  it  indicates  an  intention  on  the  part  of 
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the  Legislature  that  the  provisions  of  the  section  should  not  apply 
to  the  county  of  Kings.  Therefore,  when  the  powers  and  duties 
of  boards  of  supervisors  were  devolved  upon  the  board  of  alder- 
men under  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Isew  York,  there  was  no 
devolution  so  far  as  the  county  of  Kings  is  concerned  as  to  the 
powers  of  boards  of  supervisors  contained  in  section  31.  Such 
transfer,  however,  occurred  in  the  case  of  Queens  and  Richmond 
which  are  not  excepted. 

14.  §  34.  Xew  section  inserted,  being  L.  1891,  Ch.  5.  Statute 
cited  amended  L.  1885,  Ch.  160,  §  6,  "  to  read  as  follows."  The 
original  law  was  all  repealed  by  L.  1892,  Ch.  GSOy  §  238,  but 
this  amendment  was  not  repealed,  and  is  consolidated  into  County 
Law.  The  exception  at  the  end  of  this  section  has  been  omitted 
by  striking  out  the  county  of  New  York,  as  the  county  of  Xew 
York  is  excepted  from  the  entire  County  Law.  The  exception  of 
Kings  county  is  retained  as  it  indicated  an  intention  on  the  part 
of  the  Legislature  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  Kings  county.  Therefore,  when  the  charter  of  Greater 
>few  York  was  passed  the  provisions  of  this  section  were  not 
transferred  to  the  board  of  aldermen  so  far  as  Kings  county  is 
concerned  under  the  provisions  of  section  1586  of  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  New  York  which  transferred  the  powders  of  boards 
of  supervisors  of  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond  to  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

15«  §§  35,  36,  37,  38,  39.  These  sections  have  no  applica- 
tion to  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond 
because  there  are  no  towns  in  any  of  those  counties.  No  specific 
exception,  however,  is  made  as  the  application  of  the  section  must 
be  determined  in  the  light  of  other  statutes  relating  to  the  coun- 
ties of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond. 

16,  §  41.  The  obligations  which  are  required  by  this  section 
to  be  signed  by  the  county  treasurer  would  bo  signed  by  the  comp-. 
troller  of  the  city  of  New  York  under  the  provisions  of  the  charter 
of  Greater  New  York  transferring  the  powers,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of 
New  York.     See  Greater  New  York  Charter,  §  1587. 

17.  §  42.  This  section  was  last  amended  by  L.  1899,  Ch.  67. 
This  was  subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the  Greater  New  York 
charier  of  1897.  It  contains  a  reservation  that  in  the  city  of  New 
York  the  municipal  assembly  must  observe  the  provisions  of  the 
section.  This  portion  has  been  bracketed  out  for  insertion  in  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  New  York  if  not  already  contained  therein. 
The  "  municipal  assembly  "  will  be  changed  to  "  board  of  alder- 
men." The  provision  applies  to  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and 
Richmond  except  that  the  powers  vested  in  the  boards  of  super- 
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visors  have  been  devolved  upon  the  board  of  aldermen  under  the 
provisions  of  section  1586  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Xew  York.. 
18,  §  52*  The  provisions  in  this  section  are  made  applicable 
expressly  to  the  county  of  New  York,  although  in  that  county 
there  is  no  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and  there  are  no 
towns,  cities,  villages  or  school  districts.  Nevertheless  the  section 
has  been  allowed  to  stand  as  it  is  for  judicial  interpretation  in 
connection  with  other  special  legislation  affecting  New  York.  It 
may  be  applicable  so  far  as  certifying  the  indebtedness  of  the 
county  of  New  York  is  concerned.  It  has  an  application  to  the 
counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond  before  the  Greater  New 
York  charter  was  enacted,  which  charter  transferred  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  in  these  counties  to  the 
board  of  aldermen.  [Charter  of  city  of  New  York,  §  1586.] 
Although  there  is  no  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  these 
counties  by  that  name  and  although  there  are  no  towns,  cities, 
villages  or  school  districts  in  those  counties,  the  section  has  been 
allowed  to  stand  unamended,  except  in  one  particular,  as  to  its 
application  to  the  indebtedness  of  each  county  as  the  courts  may 
determine.  The  only  amendment  made  is  the  insertion  of  the 
word  "  state  "  before  the  word  "  comptroller,"  to  make  clear  what 
the  Legislature  evidently  intended. 

19.  §  53*  The  words  "  county  treasurer  "  in  this  section,  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond 
counties,  must  be  read  "  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York." 
[Charter  of  the  city  of  New  York,  §  1587.] 

20.  Art*  5.  Duties  of  boards  of  supervisors  relating  to  high- 
ways and  bridges.  This  article  has  been  allowed  to  remain  sub- 
stantially unamended  for  reasons  stated  more  at  length  in  previous 
notes.  The  article  expressly  provides  that  it  "  shall  not  apply  to 
bridges  on  the  Hudson  river  below  Waterford,  or  on  the  East 
river,  or  over  the  waters  forming  a  part  of  the  boundaries  of  the 
state."     Various  sections  contain  specific  exceptions.     The  whole 

*  article  is  excepted  so  far  as  the  county  of  New  York  is  concerned 
by  section  2.  It  has  such  application  to  the  counties  of  Kings, 
Queens  and  Richmond,  as  the  courts  may  decide  after  a  construc- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  article  in  conjunction  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York  of  1901,  trans- 
ferring the  powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  supervisors  to  the  board 
of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York  [§  1580],  and  the  powers, 
duties  and  obligations  of  county  treasurers  to  the  comptroller  of 
the  city  of  New  York  [§  1587].  This  article  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
towns  obviously  has  no  application  to  the  counties  comprised  within 
the  city  of  New  York,  as  there  are  no  towns  in  any  of  these 
counties. 
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21.  §  65.  New  matter  added  from  L.  1890,  Ch.  287.  This 
statute  providing  for  the  apportionment  of  the  expense  of  building 
and  maintenance  of  certain  bridges,  also  provides  that  bridges 
erected  under  the  provisions  of  L.  1881,  Ch.  439,  shall  be  main- 
tained as  directed  by  the  last  statute  cited. 

22.  §  70.  L.  1892,  Ch.  289.  Relates  to  powers  of  boards 
of  supervisors  in  counties  containing  an  incorporated  city  of 
100,000  inhabitants  or  upwards,  over  streets  and  avenues.  The 
*'  old  "  County  Law  [L.  1892,  Ch.  686,  §  71]  contained  similar 
provisions.  The  difference  between  statute  cited  and  the  provi- 
sions of  County  Law,  §  71,  is  in  the  requirement  relating  tc 
certificate  of  propriety  and  necessity.  Under  L.  1892,  Ch.  289, 
this  certificate  is  to  be  made  by  the  "  supervisors,  justices  of 
the  peace  and  commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town,  or  two-thirds 
of  such  officers;"  under  the  provisions  of  County  Law,  §  71,  the 
certificate  is  required  to  be  made  by  the  town  board  and  com- 
missioners of  highways.  Under  the  provisions  of  Statutory  Con- 
struction Law,  §  33,  the  enactment  of  County  Law,  §  71,  did  not 
repeal  or  supersede  L.  1892,  Ch.  289.  The  provisions  of  L,  1892, 
Ch.  289,  have  been  consolidated  with  those  of  County  Law,  §  71, 
and  constitute  §  70,  County  Law. 

The  words  "  except  the  towns  of  Flatbush  and  New  Lots  in  the 
county  of  Kings,"  are  omitted  because  no  such  towns  now  exist. 

23.  Art.  6.  County  jails.  Under  chapter  14  of  the  char- 
ter of  the  city  of  New  York,  the  commissioner  of  correction  has 
charge  of  all  institutions  for  the  care  and  custody  of  criminals 
and  misdemeanants  which  belong  to  the  city  of  New  York.  The 
provisions  of  this  article  like  the  other  articles  of  the  chapter  are 
excepted  in  their  application  to  the  county  of  New  York. 

24.  §  90.  The  words  excepting  New  York  county  are  omitted 
because  the  county  of  New  York  is  excepted  from  the  entire  chap- 
ter and  no  special  exception  of  the  county  of  New  York  is  neces- 
sary in  any  section  or  subdivision. 

25.  §  97.  Change  of  wording  made  necessary  by  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  the  Court  of  Sessions 
by  the  Constitution  of  1894. 

26.  §§  98y  99.  These  sections  have  been  assigned  to  the  Code 
of  Criminal  Procedure.  Their  assignment  to  the  County  Law  is 
erroneous. 

27.  §  99.  The  exception  of  the  county  of  Kings  is  preserved 
in  this  section  as  showing  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  make  a  different  rule  as  to  that  coimty.  The  powers  and 
duties  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  counties  of  Queens  and 
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Richmond,  under  this  section,  have  been  devolved  upon  the  board 
of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York.  [Charter  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  §  1586.] 

28.  Airt.  7.  The  provisions  of  this  article  have  been  preserved 
without  any  changes  made  necessary  by  the  establishment  of  the 
boards  of  supervisors  of  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Rich- 
mond, leaving  the  question  of  the  application  of  the  provisions  of 
the  article  to  these  counties  through  the  board  of  aldermen  to 
judicial  determination.  The  provisions  of  sections  128—136  of 
this  article  do  not  apply  to  an  incorporated  city.     See  §  136. 

28a.  §§  110,  111.  The  new  matter  is  inserted  in  §  110  in- 
asmuch as  L.  1902,  Ch.  294,  provides  for  the  taxation  of  dogs  in 
cities  of  the  second  class.  The  reference  to  the  exception  of  the 
city  of  Albany  is  omitted  from  §  111  for  the  reason  that  Albany 
is  a  city  of  the  second  class. 

29.  §  125.  L.  1890,  Ch.  203.  Statute  cited  amends  R.  S., 
Pt.  1,  Ch.  20,  Tit.  17,  §  17,  "  of  dogs,"  "  so  as  to  read  as  follows." 
The  whole  of  this  title  is  repealed  by  L.  1892,  Ch.  686,  §  238, 
but  this  amendment  was  not  repealed.  It  is  therefore  consolidated 
in  this  section  of  the  County  Law. 

29a.  Art.  8.  The  county  treasurers  of  the  various  counties 
are  not  constitutional  officers  and  the  office  may  be  abolished  by 
legislative  enactment.  The  office  of  county  treasurer  in  each  of 
the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond  was  abolished  by 
section  1587  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  all  the 
powers,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  county  treasurers  of  these 
counties  were  devolved  upon  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New 
York.  Wherever  the  words  "  county  treasurer,"  therefore,  appear 
in  the  sections  of  this  article  the  words  "  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  New  York  "  must  be  understood. 

29b.  §  140.  This  section  provides  for  the  election  of  county 
treasurers  and  as  there  are  no  county  treasurers  to  be  elected  in 
the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond,  reference  to  these 
counties  has  been  eliminated  from  the  section. 

29o.  §  142.  The  powers  and  duties  devolved  upon  county 
treasurers  under  this  section  have  been  transferred  to  the  comp- 
troller of  the  city  of  New  York  by  the  charter  of  that  city. 
[§  1587].  The  word  "state"  should  be  inserted  before  the 
word  "comptroller,"  in  the  fourth  subdivision  of  this  section  to 
make  the  reference  to  the  "  state  comptroller "  and  not  to  the 
"city  comptroller"  plain.  The  substance  of  subd.  10  was  added 
to  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  by  L.  1902,  Ch.  575.  All  of  the 
provisions  in  the  title  referred  to  in  the  section  have  been  dis- 
tributed to  the  Judiciary  Law. 
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29d.  §  161,  subds.  7,  8,  These  subdivisions  are  inserted 
here  from  the  (^ode  of  Civil  Procedure.  As  they  appear  in  the 
Code  they  are  applicable  to  the  county  of  Xew  York,  and  as  this 
chapter  is  excepted  in  its  application  to  the  county  of  Xew  York 
it  is  necessary  to  preserve  its  application  to  the  county  of  New 
Y'ork  by  inserting  the  words  **  this  subdivision  applies  to  the 
county  of  New  York." 

ZOe.  §  167.  The  words  "  city  and  "  are  omitted  because  the 
officer  formerly  known  as  the  "register  of  deeds  of  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York  "  is  now  known  as  the  "  register  of  deeds  of 
the  county  of  New  York." 

29g«  §  205.  This  section  was  not  intended  by  the  Legislature 
to  apply  to  the  county  of  New  York  as  the  last  sentence  provides 
that  "  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,"  etc.  At  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  the  act  in  1883  there  was  no  board  of  super- 
visors in  the  county  of  New  York,  It  has  an  application,  how- 
ever, to  the  coimties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond,  where 
boards  of  superviaors  existed  and  whose  powers  and  duties  have 
now  been  transferred  so  far  as  the  latter  counties  are  concerned 
to  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

29h«  §  220.  The  office  of  superintendent  of  the  poor  does  not 
exist  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  therefore  an  exception  is 
necessary  in  this  section  so  far  as  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens 
and  Richmond  are  concerned.  The  county  of  New  York  has  been 
generally  excepted  from  the  entire  chapter,  and  therefore  no  spe- 
cial exception  is  necessary  in  this  section. 

29i.  §  230.  Subdivision  4  stricken  out  as  court  was  abolished 
by  Constitution. 

29 j.  §  231.  The  exception  in  this  section  of  the  county  of 
Kings  has  been  allowed  to  stand  as  it  seems  to  have  been  the  in- 
tention of  the  Legislature  that  a  different  rule  should  prevail. 
The  power  vested  in  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Queens  or  Richmond  by  this  section  would  be  performed  by  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York  under  section  1586  of 
the  charter  of  that  city.

The  section  is  workable 
as  it  stands,  as  under  section  1587  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
New  York  the  city  comptroller  performs  the  duties  theretofore 
vested  in  the  county  treasurer.  It  was  evidently  the  intention 
of  the  Legislature  by  excepting  the  CA)unty  of  Kin^  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  such  salary  by  that  county  by  some  special 
act. 
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29-1.  Art.  12.  County  Attorneys. —  The  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  this  article  has  an  application  to  the  counties  of 
Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond  where  no  boards  of  supervisors  exist 
must  be  determined  by  the  courts.  There  is  no  board  of  super- 
visors for  the  county  of  New  York,  but  the  powers  and  duties  of 
boards  of  supervisors  of  the  counties  of  Kings,  Queens  and  Rich- 
mond have  been  devolved  upon  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city 
of  New  York.  Whether  the  provision  in  the  charterf  of  the  city 
of  New  York  vesting  these  powers  in  the  board  of  aidermen  in- 
cluded powers  which  might  subsequently  be  created  in  the  board 
of  supervisors  is  doubtful. 

29n«  §§  245,  248.  The  matter  incorporated  in  these  sections 
has  been  applied  to  New  York  county  inasmuch  as  this  is  the 
present  application  of  the  material. 

'29o.  §  260.  Section  2  of  the  County  Law,  as  it  apnears  in 
this  report,  excepts  the  coimty  of  New  York  from  *'  tms  chap- 
ter." The  question  occurs  whether  this  exception  applies  to  the 
schedule  of  repeals.  On  the  face  of  the  chapter  it  would  seem 
that  the  acts  repealed  in  the  schedule  were  left  standing  as  to  New 
York  county  because  of  this  exception.  However,  there  are  acts 
in  the  schedule  which  apply  only  to  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York.  See  L.  1875,  Ch.  480.  If  the  schedule  was  not  intended 
to  apply  to  New  York  coimty  what  object  was  sought  by  the  in- 
sertion of  such  an  act? 

The  f  ramers  of  the  "  old  "  County  Law  evidently  drew  a  dis- 
tinction between  the  text  of  the  law  and  the  schedule  of  repeals 
and  by  the  first  section  intended  to  except  New  York  county  from 
the  provisions  of  the  text  of  the  law  only.  This  conclusion  has 
been  arrived  at  after  a  study  of  the  acts  contained  in  the  schedule. 

All  the  repeals  inserted  in  the  County  Law  schedule  by  this 
board  are  intended  to  be  absolute  repeals,  unless  otherwise  stated 
in  the  schedule.  The  repeals  in  the  "  old  "  County  Law  schedule 
are  also  treated  as  absolute  repeals.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 

Scope  of  the  Law.  The  "Debtor  and  Creditor  Law*'  ia 
proposed  as  a  new  chapter  of  the  Consolidated  Laws.  This  law 
was  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  there  existed  independent 
statutes  not  contained  in  the  General  Laws  or  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure, as  for  instance,  L.  1877,  Ch.  466;  L.  1893,  Ch.  697,  and 
K.  S.,  Pt.  2,  Ch.  5,  Tit.  1,  Art.  8,  which  could  not  be  assigned 
to  any  present  General  Law.  It  was  deemed  expedient  and  con- 
venient to  place  these  in  this  new  law  with  the  relevant  proceed- 
ings now  in  the  Code,  some  of  which  are  little  used  as,  for 
instance,  "  Insolvent's  discharge  from  debts,^  "  Insolvent's  ex- 
emption from  arrest  and  imprisonment "  and  "  Judgment  debtor's 
discharge  from  imprisonment."  "Debtor  and  Creditor"  is  a 
well-recognized  head  in  digests  and  was  adopted  because  the  ma- 
terial included  in  the  law  related  to  both  debtors  and  creditors^ 
not  merely  insolvent  debtors. 

It  is  made  up  of  matter  from  three  sources: 

1.  Revised  Statutes. 

2.  Session  Laws. 

3.  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

The  matter  from  the  Eevised  Statutes  will  be  found  in  Article 
7,  relating  to 

(1)  trustees  of  insolvent  and  imprisoned  debtors.  Thi«  article 
embraces  unrepealed  matter  now  found  in  the  Revised  Statutes, 
Pt.  2,  Ch.  5,  Tit.  1,  Art.  8.  When  the  Code  was  enacted  the 
provisions  for  the  appointment  of  trustees  of  insolvent  debtors 
were  included  therein,  but  the  powers  and  duties  of  such  trustees 
wore  left  unrepealed  in  the  Revised  Statutes  and  by  reference 
made  applicable  to  the  trustees  appointed  under  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure. 

The  matter  from  the  Session  Laws  is  to  be  found  in  Articles 
2  and  9.    Article  2  contains  the  act  relating  to 

(1)  general  assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors.  This 
article  consists  of  the  so-called  *^  General  Assignment  Act,"  being 
L.  1877,  Ch.  466,  as  amended. 

Article  9  relates  to  the 

(2)  payment  of  debts  of  incompetent  persons.  L.  1893,  Ch, 
697,  which  contains  the  matter  forming  this  article^  relates  to 
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the  settlement  of  claims  against  the  property  of  a  lunatic,  idiot 
or  habitual  drunkard  by  a  committee  of  such  incompetent  person. 
The  matter  from  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  ^ill  be  found  in 
Articles  3,  4,  5,  6  and  8.  Article  3  embraces  §§  2149-2187  of 
the  Code  xelating  to 

(1)  insolvent's  discharge  from  dehts.  This  article  is  the  so- 
called  "  T'wo-Thirds  Act." 

Article  4  relates  to 

(2)  ixfflolvent's  exemption  from  arrest  and  imprisonment.  This 
article  is  a  proceeding  whereby  an  insolvent  by  surfendering  his 
property  to  nil  his  creditors  mav  secure  exemption  from  arrest 
on  discharge  from  imprisonment  hecause  of  debts.  The  article 
consists  of  €ode,  §§  2188-219«. 

Article  5  is  made  up  of  S§  220O-2218  of  the  Code  and 
relates  to 

(3)  a  judgment  debtor's  discharge  from  imprisonment.  This 
proceeding  provides  a  method  whereby  a  judgment  debtor  not 
necessarily  insolvent  may  be  discharged  from  imprisonment  under 
an  execution  by  surrendering  his  property  to  his  judgment  creditor. 

Article  6  is  §  12  66  of  the  Code  relating  to  the 

(4)  discharge  of  a  bankrupt  from  judgments.  This  article 
provides  a  proceeding  whereby  a  bankrupt  at  any  time  after  ono 
year  has  elapsed  since  his  discharge  may  apply  for  the  cancellation 
of  judgments. 

Article  8  consists  of 

(5)  the  substantive  portion  of  Code,  §§  1942,  1944,  relating 
to  compositions  by  joint  dehtors  generally. 

^vtorioal  Nete.  The  legislation  in  this  State  for  the 
relief  of  insolvent  debtors  may,  for  the  sake  of  clearness  and 
continuity,  be  classed  under  the  subjects  of  articles  2,  3,  4,  5  of 
the  Debtor  and  Creditor  Law. 

Article  2.  General  assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors. 

This  article  applies  to  cases  where  an  insolvent  debtor  without 
the  concurrence  of  his  creditors  assigns  his  property  for  the  benefit 
of  his  creditors  for  the  purpose  of  being  discharged  from  his  debts. 

Article  3.  Insolvent's  discharge  from  his  debts.  This  article 
applies  to  a  debtor's  discharge  from  his  debts  upon  his  petition 
made  with  the  consent  of  the  creditors  representing  two-thirds,  in 
amount,  of  the  insolvent's  indebtedness,  and  the  assignment  of  his 
properly  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors. 

Article  4.  Insolvent's  exemption  from  arrest  and  imprisonment. 
This  relates  solely  to  either  the  exemption  from  arrest,  or  the  dis- 
charge from  imprisonment,  of  an  insolvent  upon  his  making  an 
assignment  of  his  property  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors.    Under 
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this  proceediog  the  benefit  to  the  debtor  is  entirely  personal,  hia 
estate  remaining  liable  for  his  debts. 

Article  5.  Judgment  debtor's  discharge  from  imprisonment. 
This  applies  to  the  discharge  of  a  person  imprisoned  by  virtue  of 
an  execution  to  collect  a  sum  of  money,  issued  in  a  civil  action  or 
special  proceeding.  It  is  purely  personal,  and  relates  only  to  the 
discharge  of  the  person  and  his  exemption  from  being  imprisoned 
again  by  virtue  of  an  execution  upon  the  same  judgment  under 
which  he  was  imprisoned,  or  to  be  arrested  upon  an  action  upon 
that  judgment. 

This  article  of  the  Debtor  and  Creditor  Law  is  from  L.  1880, 
Ch.  178,  §§  2200-2218  [Code  Civil  Procedure],  which  contains 
the  provisions  of  Eevised  Statutes,  Pt.  2,  Ch.  6,  Tit,  1,  Art,  6, 
as  amended  and  modified  by  the  legislation  of  the  period  between 
the  enactment  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  cited  and  of  L,  1880, 
CL  178.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 

1.  Upon  examining  tha  revised  statutes  it  was  found  that  there 
were  certain  provisions  relating  to  wills  that  had  never  been  con- 
solidated in  any  "  General  Law."  They  could  not  be  assigned 
appropriately  to  any  of  the  present  general  laws.  They  were 
substantive  in  character  and  there  was  an  obvious  objection  to 
inserting  them  in  the  code  which  was  already  overburdened  with 
provisions  of  a  substantive  nature.  Some  new  "  Consolidated 
Law  "  was  therefore  necessary.    A  "  Wills  Law  "  had  been  sug- 
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gested)  but  this  term,  while  adequate  for  ihe  matter  coming  from 
the  revised  statutes  was  not  broad  enough  to  oorer  substantive 
provisions  of  a  related  character  that  should  be  removed  from  the 
code.  The  term  "  Decedent  Estate  Law  "  was  selected  therefore 
both  as  suggestive  of  the  contents  of  the  new  law  and  general 
enough  in  its  terms  to  include  matter  relating  to  wills  as  well  aa 
executors  and  administrators  and  kindred  topics  of  a  aubstan- 
tive  character  here  assembled. 

Throughout  this  chapter  references  in  aections  have  been 
changed  where  necessary  to  preserve  the  original  application  of 
the  sections  as  they  existed  in  the  Bevised  Statutes,  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  or  in  other  statutes.  The  reason  for  every  such 
diasge  is  seen  at  a  glance  and  hence  a  separate  note  is  not  made 
in  each  instance.

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GENEBAL.  NOTE 

Seope  of  lanr.  Domestic  Relations  Law  is  tlie  result  of  an 
examination  of  the  various  general  statutes  upon  the  subject  of 
domestic  relations  from  and  including  L.  1788,  CL  15,  and  end- 
ing with  the  session  of  1907. 

Domestic  Kelations  Law  embraces  provisions  relating  to  mar- 
riages ;  husband  and  wife ;  custody  and  wages  of  childr^i ;  guard- 
ians ;  adoption  and  apprentices  and  servants. 

All  live  provisions  of  general  statutes  which  relate  to  the  sub- 
jects above  defined  have  been  consolidated  herein,  and  all  dead, 
inactive  and  obsolete  general  statutes  pertaining  to  the  subject 
matter  are  recommended  for  repeal  by  a  schedule  of  repeals. 

Historical  note.  Legislation  on  subjects  coming  within  the 
term  "  domestic  relations,"  as  used  herein  began  at  an  early  date, 

The  first  general  statute  relating  to  apprentices  was  L.  1788, 
Ch.  16,  followed  by  L.  1801,  Ch,  11. 

Provision  was  made  for  the  custody  of  children  whose  parents 
had  separated  by  L.  1815,  Ch.  221. 

The  next  legislation  on  this  subject  was  R.  S.,  Pt  2,  Qi.  1, 
Tit.  1,  and  Ch.  8,  Tits.  1,  3,  4. 

By  L.  1840,  Ch.  80,  a  married  woman  was  permitted  to  insure, 
or  cause  to  be  insured,  the  life  of  her  husband  for  her  own  benefit. 

L.  1845,  Ch.  11,  enabled  a  married  woman  to  receive  a  patent 
for  her  own  invention  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  hold  and  enjoy  the  same. 

A  married  woman,  by  L.  1848,  Ch.  200,  was  empowered  to 
hold  property  for  her  sole  and  separate  use  as  if  she  were  a 
single  female. 
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This  was  followed  by  legislation  enlarging  the  rights  of  mar- 
ried women  at  each  successive  stage. 

The  first  general  statute  authorizing  the  adoption  of  minor 
children  was  L.  1873,  Ch.  830.  Prior  to  this  all  adoptions  were 
made  or  had  by  contract. 

By  L.  1880,  Ch.  472,  husband  and  wife  holding  any  lands  as 
tenants  in  common,  joint  tenants,  or  as  tenants  by  entireties,  were 
empowered  to  make  partition  or  division  of  the  same  between 
themselves. 

L.  1887,  Ch.  537,  permitted  a  husband  and  wife  each  to  make 
a  transfer  or  conveyance  of  real  estate  direct  to  eadi  other  with- 
out the  intervention  of  a  third  party. 

All  illegitimate  children  whose  parents  should  intermarry  were 
to  be  considered  as  legitimate,  for  all  purposes  by  L.  1805,  Ch. 
531. 

Most  of  the  laws  pertaining  to  this  subject,  then  existing, 
were  revised  by  L.  1896,  Ch.  272,  being  chapter  48  of  the  general 
laws,  and  known  as  the  Domestic  Relations  Law. 

Li  the  consolidation  of  this  law  an  examination  of  upwards 
of  one  hundred  general  statutes,  exclusive  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
has  been  made. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  much  time,  care  and  attention  was 
devoted  to  the  examination  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  the 
amendments  thereto  relating  to  the  subjects  contained  in  this  law.

This  chapter  is  the  result  of  a  careful,  examination  cf  all  stat- 
utes on  the  subject  of  education  enacted  during  the  one  hundred 
and  thirty  years  of  legislation,  beginning  with  the  first  chapter 
enacted  in  1777  and  ending  with  the  last  of  1907. 

The  law  as  presented  herewith  is  a  consolidation  in  the  main 
of  live  provisions  of  the  Consolidated  School  Law  and  the  Uni- 
versity Law,  as  amended,  together  with  a  large  number  of 
independent  general  statutes  relating  to  institutions  which  are 
directly  or  indirectly  under  the  supervision  of  the  Education 
Department;  also  independent  statutes  relating  to  institutions, 
law  libraries  for  instance,  which  while  not  directly  of  an  educa- 
tional character  relate  so  closely  to  the  subject  as  readily  fall 
within  the  general  scheme  of  the  chapter. 

The  schedule  of  repeals  to  the  law  contains  all  statutes  which 
relate  to  the  subjects  treated  in  the  body  of  the  law  heretofore 
repealed  either  specifically  or  by  construction;  or  recommended 
for  repeal  because  inoperative,  superseded,  or  consolidated  in  the 
law. 

Among  the  topics  treated  are  school  districts  and  school  neigh- 
borhoods with  their  formation,  dissolution  and  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  their  officers;  school  taxes,  bonds  and  moneys; 
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trusts  for  schools,  induding  gospel  and  school  lots;  fines,  pen 
alties  and  forfeitures;  compulsory  education,  including  that  o. 
Indians;  teachers,   their  contracts  and  duties;  text-books;  con 
tract  system;  trailing  classes  and  schools  with  teachers'  insti 
tutes;  normal  schools;  the  flag;  fire  drills;  arbor  day;  physiology 
and  hygiene ;  special  instruction  by  graphic  illustration ;  drawing 
and   vocal    music;    industrial   training;    kindergartens;    orphan 
schools;  Indian  schools  and  the  compulsory  education  of  Indian 
children ;  schools  for  the  instruction  of  deaf-mutes  and  the  blind ; 
colored   schools;    school   census;    libraries;    the    University   and 
regents;  Cornell  University;  New  York  State  School  of  Agri- 
culture at  St.  Lawrence  University. 

Made  up  as  it  is  of  independent  general  statutes  enacted  during 
different  legislative  periods  and  under  widely  different  conditions, 
this  chapter,  read  as  a  general  law,  necessarily  presents  many 
rough  places  and  many  incongruities  which  could  be  eliminated 
by  revision.  Much  might  also  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of 
shortening  and  simplifying,  but  the  Board  is  restricted  in  scope 
by  the  act  which  created  it,  and  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  do 
more  than  to  present  the  statute  law  as  it  exists  to-day  with 
such  elimination  as  could  be  made  without  the  risk  of  revision.

The  school  district  is  a  separate  and  distinct  corporation 
and  the  board  of  education  is  in  no  way  connected  with  the  village. 
It  seems  advisable  to  correct  this  matter  by  providing  that  in  every 
union  free  school  district  the  board  shall  appoint  a  clerL  ThU 
will  not  bar  the  board  of  the  district  whose  boundaries  are  tho 
same  as  the  boundaries  of  an  incorporated  village  from  appoint- 
ing the  village  clerk  if  they  desire  to  do  so.  If  this  change  ia

The  law  is  rearranged  and  collected  in  this  article  in  one  sec- 
tion, without  change  in  present  provisions.  This  section  requires 
the  same  procedure  and  the  same  conditions  as  the  provisions 
above  cited  require  for  each  of  the  three  classes  of  school  districts.

New  matter  in  regard  to  the  school  register  added 
for  the  reason  that  the  department  now  furnishes  the  register  in 
order  to  have  a  uniform  system  of  keeping  the  record. 

New  matter  "  for  the  last  month  of  a  term ''  added  for  the  rea- 
son that  Consolidated  School  Law,  tit.  8,  §  15  (§  567  hereof),  re- 
quires that  teachers  shall  be  paid  montMy. 

Provision  inserted  allowing  verification  before  the  trustee,  as 
well  as  the  clerk,  because  school  commissioners  and  trustees 
possess  the  general  power  to  administer  oaths. 

25.  §§  562-S68.  The  Consolidated  School  Law  contains 
separate  provisions  defining  the  powers  of  a  board  of  trustees  in 
a  common  school  district,  in  relation  to  contracting  with  and 
employing  teachers  (tit.  7,  §  47,  subds.  9,  10),  and  in  relation 
to  boards  of  education  performing  the  same  duties.  (Tit.  8,  §  15, 
subd.  11.)  There  is  much  unnecessary  repetition  of  language 
involving  the  same  provisions,  and  these  sections  are  a  rearrange- 
ment and  simplification  of  this  matter  with  no  change  of  sub- 
stance.

Consolidated  School  Law,  tit  15,  §  14,  authorizes  school  disr 
tricts  to  contract  with  other  districts,  villages  or  cities  for  the 
education  of  its  children.  Normal  schools  maintain  practice  de- 
partments in  which  pupils  of  all  grades  are  instructed  and  the 
work  of  these  departments  is  the  equivalent  of  the  work  of  public 
schools.  In  some  sections  of  the  state  school  districts  for  various 
reasons  may  contract  more  advantageously  with  normal  schools 
than  with  school  districts. 

26*  §  641.  A  change  in  the  apportionment  to  training  classes 
is  suggested.

Whenever  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  commissioner  of  education  that  any  pupil  Jittending  such  class 
has  been  prevented  from  attending  the  same  for  the  full  term  of 
sixteen  weeks,  or  has  attended  the  first  full  term,  but  not  the  full 
time  in  the  second  term,  during  any  one  year;  or  that  for  any 
reason  satisfactory  to  such  commissioner,  said  class  has  not  been 
held  for  the  full  term  of  sixteen  weeks,  such  commissioner  mav 
excuse  such  default  and  allow  to  the  trustees  of  the  academy 
or  union  free  school  in  which  said  class  shall  have  been 
instructed  proportionate  compensation  for  the  number  of  pupils 

instructed  or  for  the  period  of  time  which  such  class  was  main- 
tained. The  commissioner  of  education  shall  prescribe  the  con- 
ditions of  admission  to  the  classes,  the  course  of  instruction  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  under  which  said  instruction  shall  be 
given,  and  shall,  in  his  discretion,  determine  the  number  of  classes 
which  may  be  formed  in  any  one  year,  in  an  academy  or  union 
school,  and  the  length  of  time  exceeding  sixteen  weeks  during 
which  such  instruction  may  be  given. 

27.  §  660.  Besides  the  N^ormal  Schools  enumerated  in  this 
section  and  the  New  York  State  Normal  College  mentioned  in 
§  680,  there  is  a  normal  college  in  the  city  of  New  York  and 
various  training  schools  in  various  localities,  which  have  no  place 
here  because  maintained  by  local  authorities.  The  normal  school 
at  Jamaica  was  transferred  to  the  city  of  New  York  by  L.  1905, 
Ch.  524. 

27a.  §  866.  Part  bracketed  covered  by  §§  313,  336,  except 
last  sentence,  which  is  unnecessary  as  the  section  now  applies  to 
all  normal  schools. 

28.  §  679.   This  section  relates  to  the  New  York  State  Normal 
•College  at  Albany,  which  was  established  as  the  New  York  State 

Normal  School  by  L.  1844,  Ch.  311,  and  continued  by  L.  1848, 
Ch.  318.  The  Eegents,  under  date  of  March  13,  1890,  incorpo- 
rated the  institution  as  the  New  York  State  Normal  College 
and  changed'  the  ''  executive  committee  "  to  the  "  board  of  trus- 
tees."

Certain  provisions  relating  to  elections  in  towns,  villages  and 
school  districts,  appearing  heretofore  in  the  Town,  Village  and 
School  Laws,  and  closely  involved  in  provisions  of  those  laws  more 
analogous  to  certain  parts  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Legislative 
Law  than  to  the  Election  Law,  have  been  left  in  the  Town,  Village 
and  School  Laws  where  they  were.  The  penal  provisions  already 
in  the  Election  Law  have  been  allowed  to  remain,  instead  of  being 
placed  in  the  Penal  Code  with  the  considerable  body  of  provisions 
there  concerning  crimes  against  the  elective  franchise.  But  others 
wise,  and  excepting  also  the  constitutional  provisions,  all  the  exist- 
ing statute  law  of  a  general  nature  relating  to  elections,  including 
certain  exceptions  to  the  general  scheme,  which  are  in  one  sense 
special  or  local,  but  without  which  the  general  law  would  be  in- 
complete, e.  g.  the  special  provisions  for  a  board  of  elections  in 
Xe\5  York  City,  and  for  the  commissioners  of  elections  in  Erie  and 
Westchester  counties,  are  included. 
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Abbanqement  of  Law 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  follow  the  chronological  order  of 
the  election  process  so  far  as  a  fairly  close  adherence  to  the  form 
of  the  old  law  permitted,  beginning  with  the  primaries  and  enroll- 
ment in  parties,  continuing  through  registration  for  elections, 
the  proceedings  in  preparation  for  and  upon  election  day,  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  boards  of  canvassers,  and  coming  finally  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  presidential  electors  in  presidential  years.  To 
these  have  been  added  the  provisions  which  have  no  special  relation 
to  the  others  in  order  of  time,  or  which  are  incapable  of  adaptation 
to  such  an  arrangement  without  fundamental  change  in  the  form 
of  the  law.  The  several  laws  here  consolidated  were  themselves 
more  or  less  consistently  arranged  upon  the  chronological  plan, 
and  accordingly  the  various  main  divisions  of  this  consolidated  law 
will  be  found  to  conform  within  themselves  in  greater  or  less  degree 
to  the  chronological  principle. 

Editing 

• 

The  rearrangement  incidental  to  the  consolidation  has  made  nec- 
essary an  entire  renumbering  of  the  sections  of  the  law.  Advan- 
tage has  been  taken  of  this  opportunity  to  simplify  the  arrangement 
by  eliminating  the  "  subdivisions  "  of  sections  wherever  they  oc- 
curred in  the  old  laws,  the  division  here  being  into  sections  only. 
At  the  same  time  many  of  the  old  sections  and  subdivisions,  some- 
times of  inordinate  length  and  not  wholly  homogeneous  in  char- 
acter, have  been  cut  into  two  or  more  sections.  The  sectional 
numbers  nm  consecutively  within  the  articles,  but  gaps  are  left 
between  the  articles  for  new  sections.  It  is  conceivable,  indeed, 
that  subdivision  of  sections  may  be  wisely  resorted  to  in  certain 
instanccc)  in  making  further  amendments,  rather  than  renumber- 
ing; but  it  was  deemed  advisable,  especially  in  a  law  which  ia 
subject  to  such  continual  amendment  as  this,  to  begin  with  a  clean 
slate. 

For  convenience  of  consultation,  many  of  the  sections  have 
been  divided  into  paragraphs,  but  without  numbers  or  other  desig- 
nation. No  notice  of  this  is  taken  in  the  special  notes  relating  to 
the  sections. 

The  consolidation  of  several  laws  herein  and  the  renumbering  of 
the  sections  have  necessitated  changes  in  many  references  through- 
out the  law,  e.  g.  "  the  Election  Law  "  becomes  "  this  chapter," 
"  this  act "  frequently  becomes  "  this  article."  New  section  head- 
ings have  been  supplied  where  necessary,  and  the  old  ones 
amended ;  new  analyses  have  likewise  been  prefixed  to  the  articles 
where  necessary,  and  the  old  ones  amended. 
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"  Elector/*  "  electors/'  "  an  elector,"  have  been  changed  through- 
out to  "  voter,"  "  voters,"  "  a  voter,"  except  when  used  of  presi- 
dential electors.  The  several  laws  consolidated  herein,  like  the 
constitution,  use  both  terms  indiscriminately  —  sometimes  both 
appear  in  the  same  section  —  although  "  elector  "  largely  predom- 
inates. The  impossibility  of  any  confusion  arising  out  of  the 
use  of  the  word  "  voter,"  the  everyday  use  of  the  word  by  every- 
body outside  of  legal  circles,  and  particularly  the  desirability  of 
having  a  distinctive  word  for  presidential  electors,  determined  the 
consolidators  in  favor  of  "  voter  "  rather  than  "  elector,"  it  having 
been  previously  determined  that  the  usage  should  be  made  uniform 
throughout,  whichever  word  was  adopted. 

The  consolidators  of  this  law  have  spent  a  large  amount  of  time 
in  merely  editing  the  text.  It  may  be  justly  charged  that  such 
work  yields  but  superficial  results  in  a  case  where  thorough  re- 
vision is  demanded.  The  consolidators  freely  concede  that  such 
a  course  was  a  mere  tithing  of  mint,  anise  and  cummin,  while 
letting  go  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law.  But  under  the  limita- 
tions imposed  upon  the  present  work  there  was  no  alternative. 
In  no  instance  has  the  intent  of  the  law  been  changed  in  making 
these  verbal  changes. 

1.  §  2.  Words  "  two  and  three  "  inserted  after  word  "  article  " 
to  make  application  of  definitions  clear.  The  word  "  public "  is 
supplied  before  *' office,"  to  make  express  what  is  implied;  the  word 
"  other  "  is  supplied  before  "  conventions ;"  and  the  words  "  or  in- 
dependent"  are  supplied  before  "  organizations,"  to  make  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  definition  conform  to  the  earlier. 

2.  §  3.  The  provision  relating  to  the  publication  of  notice  of 
primaries  in  cities  and  in  villages  having  five  thousand  inhabitants 
is  omitted,  because  it  has  been  in  effect  repealed  by  the  provisions 
relating  to  the  same  subject  constituting  §§  60-51  of  Election  Law. 

3.  §  4.  The  purposes  of  a  primary  having  been  refeiTed  to  in 
its  definition  in  §  2,  their  repetition  here  is  omitted.  When  this 
provision  was  originally  put  into  L.  1896,  Ch.  909  and  made  to 
apply  to  "every  primary,"  the  Primary  Election  Law,  L.  1898, 
Ch.  179,  had  not  been  adopted;  but  in  re-enacting  the  provision 
here,  the  limitation  "  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law  "  is  required 
to  make  the  expression  correct.  All  cities  and  all  villages  of  five 
thousand  inhabitants  and  over  are  made  the  subject  of  special  pro- 
visions relating  to  primaries ;  the  form  of  reference  here  to  the  class 
is  harmonized  with  the  expressions  used  elsewhere  in  this  law. 

4.  §  5.  The  provisions  of  §  5  were  intended  to  apply  only  to 
primaries  for  the  purpose  of  making  nominations.  The  former 
expression,  "  Xo  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  primary 
unless  he  may  bo  qualified  to  vote  for  the  oflScers  to  be  nominated 
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thereat  on  the  day  of  election,"  on  Us  face  implied  (1)  that 
primaries  could  not  be  held  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  mak- 
ing nominations,  although  by  definition,  §  2,  they  could  be ;  and 
(2)  that  the  officers  were  to  be  nominated  thereat  on  election  day. 
The  new  expression  avoids  both  faults. 

6.  Art.  3.  L*  1899,  Ch.  473,  as  amended  to  date,  slightly 
rearranged,  but  without  change  of  substance  except  that  §  14-a 
relating  to  enrollments  in  the  year  1906  in  oertain  cities  of  the 
second  class;  §  15,  containing  a  repealing  dauae,  and  also  con* 
taining  special  provisions  relating  to  the  year  1900,  and  §  16, 
providing  that  the  act  of  1899  should  take  effect  immediately,  are 
omitted,  being  obsolete. 

6«  §  21.  Conventions  and  primaries  having  been  already 
defined  for  the  whole  act  in  §  2,  those  definitions  are  made  use  ot, 
in  defining  a  "  conv^ition  "  and  a  "  primary  "  under  this  article, 
the  surplusage  being  omitted 

7.  §  25.  The  provision  relating  to  the  delivery  of  books^ 
which  has  already  been  taken  into  §  22,  is  omitted.  ^*  Ballot  box'' 
is  changed  to  "  enrollment  box  ",  to  harmonize  with  §  81.  "  Of 
the  kind  "  is  changed  to  "  similar  to  the  ballot  boxes  '*,  as  there  are 
no  enrollment  boxes  "  prescribed  to  be  used  at  a  general  election  ". 

8.  §  26.  "  Cross  (X)  mark  *'  is  here  printed  "  cross  X  mark  ^\ 
for  the  reason  that  the  old  method  of  printing  similar  instructions 
relating  to  the  voting  marks  on  the  ballot  sometimes  leads  voters, 
when  marking  their  ballots,  to  add  the  parentheses  to  the  X,  or  the 
horizontal  lines  at  the  ends  of  the  arms  of  the  X,  or  both,  with  the 
consequence  that  their  ballots  become  liable  to  rejection  as  having 
invalidating  marks  in  the  one  case,  and  to  protest  as  marked  for 
identification  in  the  other.  While  such  an  effect  would  not  follow 
here  in  the  enrollment,  the  law  obviously  intended  to  prescribe  the 
same  voting  mark  for  enrolling  and  voting  —  certainly  lack  of  uni- 
formity would  be  likely  to  mislead  the  voter  when  he  comes  to  mark 
his  ballot  —  and  accordingly  the  instruction  here  is  given  in  the 
same  form  as  later  concerning  the  ballot. 

9.  §  27.  The  words  "  in  any  event "  have  been  inserted  to 
make  the  third  sentence  say  what  it  means,  and  *^  or  "  made  "  nor  ". 
"  The  first  column  in  said  hook  "  made  "  books  ". 

The  law  as  it  stands  requires  the  higJiest  number  of  tamsed 
blanks  to  be  handed  to  a  voter  requiring  a  second  set  The  pur- 
pose of  the  provision  and  the  actual  practice  require  the  lowest. 
The  word  is  accordingly  changed. 

10.  §  28.  *' Ballot  box"  changed  to  "  enrollment  box  "to 
correspond  with  §  31.  The  reference  to  "  the  preceding"  section 
is  required  by  the  new  arrangement. 
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11.  §  29.  "Ballot  box^  changed  to  "enrollment  box^  and 
"said  ballot  boxes  "  to  " said  boxes  ^\  to  harmonize  with  §  31. 

12.  §  33.  The  provision  at  the  end  of  the  section  that  enroll- 
ments already  made  are  legalized,  is  omitted  as  obsolete,  and  the 
provision  that  nothing  in  the  section  shall  apply  to  certain  cities 
is  also  omitted,  as  it  is  already  enacted  in  the  first  sentence. 

13.  §  34.  Reference  to  cities  rearranged.  Instead  of  de- 
scribing in  fnll  the  officers  authorized  to  administer  the  oath, 
reference  is  made  to  §  32,  just  as  one  is  referred  to  that  section  for 
the  form  of  oath.  The  provision  at  the  end  of  the  section  that 
nothing  in  it  shall  apply  to  certain  cities  is  omitted.  It  is  already 
enacted  in  the  first  sentence. 

14.  §  35.  Reference  to  cities  rearranged ;  express  permission 
to  make  the  required  acknowledgment  herein  provided  for  before 
the  same  officers  as  those  authorized  to  authenticate  statements 
made  under  §§  32  and  34  is  supplied ;  and  the  provision  at  the  end 
of  the  section  that  nothing  in  it  shall  apply  to  certain  cities  is 
omitted.     It  is  already  enacted  in  the  first  sentence. 

15.  §  36.  References  to  cities  rearranged.  "Any  election 
district  of  a  city  or  village  '*  is  made  to  read  "  any  election  district 
to  which  this  article  is  applicable  ",  for  the  article  does  not  apply 
to  villages  of  less  than  five  thousand  inhabitants.  The  first  part 
of  the  same  sentence  uses  the  correct  expression.  Error  was  made 
in  printing  one  line  of  §  36  in  the  copy  of  the  law  as  furnished 
by  'the  secretary  of  state.  The  words  "  or  the  portion  thereof 
required  to  be  copied  if  in  a  city  of  "  in  the  last  sentence  of  §  36 
are  taken  from  the  official  engrossed  copy  of  the  law. 

16.  §  41.  The  provision  relating  to  acknowledgments  is 
omitted,  being  already  included  in  the  part  of  this  section  which 
has  been  made  §  32 ;  also  the  provision  prohibiting  enrollments  in 
another  party  before  the  next  registration  days,  which  has  been 
included  in  new  §  39 ;  also  the  provision  limiting  special  enroll- 
ments to  electors  "who  registered  as  electors  in  the  same  city  or 
village  in  the  last  preceding  year,  or  who  have  become  of  age  after 
the  last  preceding  general  election,  and  whose  names  are  not  already 
on  the  rolls  of  any  party  ",  this  provision  being  inconsistent  with 
that  part  of  old  subdivision  4  of  §  3  which  is  here  made  §  33,  and 
which  permits  special  enrollments  in  territory  formerly  not  sub- 
ject to  this  article  but  which  shall  have  been  annexed  to  cities  or  vil- 
lages subject  to  it. 

17.  §  47.  The  "old"  law  is  inconsistent  in  providing  (1) 
that  in  presidential  years  the  congressional  primary  shall  be  held 
on  an  additional  primary  day;  and  (2)  that  (without  limitation  or 
exception)  congressional  primaries  shall  be  held  on  the  annual 
primary  day.  The  latter  provision  is  accordingly  here  limited  by 
inserting  the  words  "  in  other  years  ". 
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18.  §  53.  Section  12  of  L.  1896,  Ch.  909  (herein  mad-: 
§  303)  originally  provided  for  the  appointment  of  election  officers 
on  or  before  September  first.  This  subdivision  2  of  §  5  of  L.  1899, 
Ch.  473  followed,  and  required  such  officers  in  the  localities  to 
which  the  act  applied  to  be  appointed  and  take  office  "  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  first  day  of  October  ",  i.  e.  September  first. 
Then  §  12  was  itself  amended  and  the  date  made  September  first, 
but  the  recital  in  L.  1899,  Ch.  473  of  that  section  was  incorrectly 
loft  ^'  October  ".  The  recital  is  here  corrected  to  *^  September  ". 
The  expression  is  awkward,  amounting  to  this:  that  the  officers  re- 
juired  to  be  appointed  by  September  first  shall  in  certain  localities 
be  appointed  and  take  office  by  September  first.  In  view  of  its  in- 
herent obscurity,  the  obvious  error  in  the  provision  has  been 
eliminated,  but  otherwise  it  is  allowed  to  stand  without  effort  to 
improve  it. 

19.  §  60.  "  Objected  to  because  marked  for  identification  " 
ehanged  to  "  protested  as  marked  for  identification ",  and  "  ob- 
jected to  "  changed  to  "  protested  ",  to  be  uniform  with  §§  370, 
373,  376,  377,  378. 

20.  §  66.  The  expression  ''  eadsting  system  of  representa- 
tion "  has  been  changed  by  the  insertion  of  the  date  when  the  orig- 
inal act  took  effect,  as  otherwise  the  word  "  existing  "  might  be 
held  to  refer  to  the  date  when  the  consolidated  law  goes  into  effect. 

21.  §  68.  The  sentence  relating  to  oaths,  coming  in  the 
original  between  this  section  and  the  next,  is  of  so  general  a  char- 
acter that  it  has  been  made  the  last  section  in  the  article,  §  74. 

22.  Sections  14-a,  15  and  16  of  L.  1899,  Ch.  473,  omitted. 
See  note  to  Art.  3. 

23.  Art.  4,  Ij.  1902,  Ck.  195,  commonly  called  the  Town 
Enrollment  Act,  as  amended  by  L.  1906,  Ch.  498,  except  that 
§  15.  containing  special  provisions  for  the  year  1902,  and  §  16, 
providing  that  the  original  act  should  take  effect  immediately, 
are  omitted,  being  obsolete. 

24.  §  91.  The  provision  in  the  original  section  of  L.  1902, 
Ch.  195,  that  that  act  may  become  applicable  to  any  county  other 
than  those  "  embraced  within  Greater  New  York ''  is  inconsistent 
with  the  other  provision  of  the  same  section  that  it  shall  not  apply 
to  certain  counties  named.  Accordingly  "embraced  within  Greater 
New  York ''  is  changed  to  "  specified  in  section  ninety  hereof ". 
The  words  "  to  such  party  "  are  inserted  after  "  the  application 
of  this  article ''  near  the  end.  As  it  stood,  literally,  any  political 
party  might  put  an  end  to  the  application  of  the  article  to  all 
the  other  parties,  because  by  taking  the  action  specified  the  ap- 
plication of  the  act  ceased  "  in  such  county ".  Obviously  the 
effect  of  any  party's  action  in  the  premises  should  be  limited  to 
itself. 
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25.  See  Note  24. 

26.  §  120.  Section  56  of  L.  1896,  Ch.  909,  as  amended  by 
L.  1898,  Ch.  335,  and  L.  1901,  Ch.  654,  that  section  being  here 
divided  into  §§  120-121,  124r-126.  The  arrangement  has  been 
improved.  Old  §  57,  relating  to  independent  nominations,  here 
divided  into  two  sections,  follows  the  equivalent  two  sections  re- 
lating to  party  nominations,  while  the  provisions  relating  to  em- 
blems, rival  claims  upon  party  names  and  emblems,  and  failure 
to  select  an  emblem,  which  provisions  are  common  to  both  kinds 
of  nominations,  but  which  were  formerly  injected  into  §  56, 
although  equally  pertinent  to  §  67,  are  left  to  follow  separately 
as  §§  124r-126. 

27.  §  123.  The  sentence  requiring  the  adoption  of  an  emblem 
by  independent  bodies  is  omitted,  for  the  reason  that  this  require- 
ment is  amply  covered  by  §  124,  which  now  relates  by  position 
as  well  as  in  express  terms  to  emblems  of  parties  and  of  inde- 
pendent bodies  equally. 

28.  §  124.  "A  certificate  signed  and  duly  executed  by  the 
proper  parties  authorized  for  that  purpose '^  at  the  end  of  the 
sentence  imposing  the  duty  of  selecting  an  emblem  on  an  inde- 
pendent body,  is  changed  to  "  such  certificate  of  nomination  '\ 
for  the  reason  that  there  can  be  no  "  proper  parties  authorized 
for  that  purpose  ",  but  the  emblem  is  included  in  the  original 
nominating  petition.  The  expression  may  have  been  intended 
to  include  the  case  of  action  by  a  committee  designated  "  for  the 
purposes  specified  by  section  sixty-six"  (new  §§  135  and  136). 
The  exceptional  case  is  fully  guarded  in  the  sections  governing  it. 

29.  §  131.  The  last  clause  of  the  section,  "  one  of  which  shall 
be  at  each  polling  place  ",  made  to  read  "  one  of  which  lists  shall 
be  so  posted  at  each  polling  place  ",  which  is  the  intent,  but  not 
clearly  expressed. 

30.  §  135.  The  words  "  or  the  attempt  to  nominate  at  a  pri- 
mary results  in  a  tie  "  were  inserted  in  this  section  by  L.  1905, 
Ch.  49,  but  the  draftsman  of  Ch.  643  of  the  same  year  (which 
amended  this  and  a  number  of  other  sections  to  harmonize  the 
machinery  of  the  Election  Law  with  the  new  office  of  commis- 
sioner of  elections  of  Erie  County  created  by  L.  1904,  Ch.  394, 
§§  210-221  of  this  consolidated  act)  omitted  them,  presumably 
in  ignorance  of  the  pendency  of  the  earlier  amendment,  and 
both  bills  passed  the  legislature  without  being  harmonized.  The 
result  is  that  the  original  omission  to  cover  the  case  of  a  tie  vote, 
once  cured,  has  been  recreated. 

31.  §  150.  The  registration  of  voters  was  provided  for  by 
statute  earlier  than  their  enrollment  in  parties  imder  L.  1898, 
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Ch.  179,  and  we  accordingly  find  the  words  "  enrollment "  and 
^^  enrolled  "  occajsionallj  used  in  the  sense  of  ^*  registration ''  and 
^'  registered  ".  In  view  of  their  subsequent  use  in  the  different 
sense,  ''  enrollment "  and  the  like  have  been  changed  throughout 
this  article  to  "  registration ''  and  the  like. 

32.  §  153.  The  expression  relating  to  notice  of  application  to 
the  court  has  been  slightly  rearranged  in  two  places,  without 
change  of  words^  in  the  interest  of  clearness ;  in  '^  any  of  his 
deputies  when  duly  directed  by  the  state  superintendent  of  elec- 
tions for  that  purpose  ",  "  directed  "  is  changed  to  "  deputed  "; 
and  in  ^'  that  investigation  was  made  by  them  *\  ^^  them "  is 
changed  to  '"  him  ",  as  its  antecedent  is  singular. 

The  final  clause  of  the  section,  providing  that  the  presumption 
raised  by  the  affidavit  of  the  superintendent  or  a  deputy  "  may 
be  rebutted  only  by  the  oral  testimony  under  oath  or  affidavit  of 
the  elector  whose  name  is  sought  to  be  stricken  from  the  register  ", 
is  omitted,  having  been  held  to  be  unconstitutional  in  Matter  of 
the  Application  of  Morgan  as  to  name  of  Bolle,  114  App,  Div.  45. 

33.  §  155.  *^  The  register  shall  be  arranged  in  nineteen  col- 
umns "  changed  to  "  twenty ".  L.  1905,  Ch.  675,  inserted  an 
additional  column  but  failed  to  change  "  nineteen  "  to  "  twenty  ". 

34.  §  157.  The  requirement  that  the  police  captain  shall 
report  any  case  of  false  registration  "  to  his  commanding  officer  and 
to  the  board  of  elections  and  to  the  said  commissioner  of  elections  ", 
has  been  changed  to  "  to  his  commanding  officer  and  in  cities  of  the 
first  class  to  the  board  of  elections  or  to  the  commissioner  of  elec- 
tions ".  Xew  York  City  has  a  board  of  elections,  and  Buffalo  a 
commissioner  (the  commissioner  of  Erie  County).  There  are  no 
other  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  no  other  city  has  either  a  board 
or  commissioner  of  elections. 

35.  8  158.  According  to  the  last  sentence  of  the  section,  the 
inspectors  are  required  "  t#  register  the  names  of  persons  known 
who  are  or  will  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  of  persons  proven  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  inspectors  who  are  or  will  be  entitled  to  vote." 
On  its  face  the  provision  is  meaningless.  The  intention  is  to  re- 
quire the  inspectors  to  register  the  names  of  person?  "  known  or 
proven  to  their  satisfaction  to  be  then  or  thereafter  entiile<J  to  vote  " 
at  the  coming  election,  and  the  expression  has  been  made  to  read  so. 

36.  §  160.  On  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  removal 
from  one  district  to  another,  subdivision  3  required  the  inspectors  to 
note  on  the  register  "  the  fact  of  such  certificate  of  removal  " ;  the 
intent  is  to  require  notation  of  the  fact  of  removal,  and  "  certificate 
of  "  has  been  omitted. 

37.  §  169.  The  last  sentence  of  the  new  section,  relating  to 
the  entry  of  the  word  "  affidavit "  in  the  register  in  the  old  section 
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followed  what  is  now  §  170,  and  is  unchanged  in  substance.  The 
sentence  relating  to  false  statements,  here  omitted,  is  placed  in  new 
§  184  with  other  provisions  relating  to  penalties. 

38.  §  170.  Two  sentences  are  omitted  after  the  matter  in

42*.  §  193.  Election  Law,  §  11,  subd.  2,  f  c.  Heading 
new.  The  old  paragraph  required  the  mayor  to  appoint  commis- 
sioners within  ten  days  after  the  act  took  effect,  to  hold  office  until 
noon  of  January  1,  1903,  and  to  again  appoint  "  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  office  of  the  commissioners  first  appointed  and 
every  two  years  thereafter  ".  The  new  section  defines  the  term  of 
office  generally  by  referring  to  "  each  odd  numbered  year  ",  also 
omitting  the  matter  relating  to  the  qualifications  of  the  first  board, 
which  was  merely  a  duplication  of  the  general  provision  retained.

obsolete. 

47.  §  201,     The  matter  in  brackets,  consisting  of  subdivision 

1,  is  omitted  as  obsolete. 

48.  §  211.  The  temporary  pravisions  requiring  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  commissioner  within  ten  days  after  the  act  shall  take 
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effect,  requiring  him  to  take  office  May  1,  1904,  and  specially  defin- 
ing the  first  term,  are  rewritten  so  as  to  be  of  general  and  con- 
tinuous application. 

49.  §  212.  The  requirement  that  the  commissioner  shall  com- 
municate with  certain  officers  within  ten  days  after  his  appointment 
is  omitted  as  temporary. 

50.  §  216.  In  the  provision  that  all  certificates  of  nomina- 
tion, etc,  "required  by  law  to  be  filed  with  any  officer  of  the 
county  of  Erie  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof  or  therein  ", 
''by  law"  obviously  refers  to  other  laws  than  this;  accordingly 
"  otherwise  "  is  inserted  before  "  required  ". 

51.  §  218.  "  Spreading  taxes  levied  "  made  "  Spreading  upon 
the  assessment  rolls  the  taxes  to  be  levied." 

52.  §  220.  The  repealer  is  obsolete  and  is  omitted.  ''AH 
such  notices  of  such  elections  as  are  required  "  is  changed  to  "All 
notices  of  elections  to  which  this  article  applies  which  are  re- 
quired ". 

53.  §  270,  This  section  is  rewritten  so  as  to  be  of  general 
and  continuous  applici|tion. 

54.  §  271.     See  note  to  §  240. 

55.  g  272.     See  note  to  §  240. 

56.  §  278.  See  note  to  §  240.  The  last  clause  is  omitted  as 
surplusage :  it  merely  duplicates  the  inunediately  preceding  clause, 

57.  §  281.  The  words  "  where  elections  are  held "  are 
omitted,  because  the  sentence  as  it  stands  would  nuUifv  the  whole 
act.  Elections  are  held  in  all  cities,  towns  and  villages  at  other 
times  than  at  the  time  when  general  elections  are  held,  and  if  the 
article  were  not  to  apply  to  such  cities,  towns  or  villages,  it  could 
not  apply  at  all.  The  omission  preserves  the  obvious  meaning  of 
the  sentence. 

The  words  "  but  this  article  shall  apply  to  all  other  elections, 
anything  in  this  chapter  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing "  are  added.  When  the  acts  creating  boards  of  elections  in 
cities  of  the  first  class  (L.  1901,  Ch.  95),  and  the  commissioner  of 
elections  in  Erie  county  (L.  1904,  Ch,  394),  were  passed,  all  the 
relevant  sections  of  the  Election  Law  were  specifically  amended 
so  that  there  should  be  no  inconsistency  in  the  law.

1903,  Ch.  644,  §  1 ;  L.  1905,  Ch.  643,  §  3,  and  Ch.  675,  §  1 ; 
L.  1906,  Ch.  570,  §  1;  1907,  Ch.  472,  §  1.  A  provision  as  to 
the  bipartisan  character  of  the  board  similar  in  effect  to  that 
omitted  from  new  §  419  is  here  changed  in  a  similar  manner  and 
for  this  same  reason. 

61.  §  297.  Two  provisions  as  to  the  bipartisan  character  of 
the  board  similar  in  effect  to  that  omitted  from  new  §  419  aro 
here  changed  in  a  similar  manner  and  for  the  same  reason. 

62.  §  302.  Until  L.  1901,  Ch.  95  the  matter  in  subdivision  1 
constituted  the  whole  section.  That  act  added  a  new  subdivision 
2  creating  the  board  of  elections  in  New  York  City,  and  also 
corrected  a  defective  expression  in  subdivision  1  that  had  heen 
put  in  by  L.  1899,  Ch.  630,  which  had  provided  that  no  inspector, 
etc.  should  be  appointed  "who  is  not  a  qualified  elector  of  the 
county,  if  within  the  city  of  New  York  or  of  any  other  city  or 
of  the  election  district  of  the  town  in  which  he  is  to  serve  ^^  L.

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65.  §  338.     Instead  of  including  the  form  at  kngth  three 

separate  times,  to  indicate  that  the  return  of  the  votes  for  all 
officers  is  to  be  inade  in  the  same  way,  the  new  section  gives  the 
form  but  once  and  adds  below  it  the  following  instruction:  '^  (Re- 
peat the  foregoing  form  for  a  return  of  the  votes  for  each  addi- 
tional office. )'' 

66.  §  339..  The  requirwnent  of  the  printing  of  the  blanks  in 
the  form  prescribed  is  made  to  conform  to  §§  337  and  338,  the 
title  to  the  form  being  supplied. 

67.  §  340.  The  provision  for  the  number  of  ballots  in  dis- 
tricts where  but  two  meetings  are  held  can  be  and  is  omitted. 

68.  §  343.  In  the  last  sentence,  "  and  the  board  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  the  commissioner  of 
elections,  required  to  provide  the  same  for  elections  held  therein, 
respectively,"  is  omitted.  ^'  Eequired  to  provide  "  etc.  is  doubly 
unnecessary,  and  the  whole  provision  is  mere  repetition,  as  the 
previous  provisions  governing  the  distribution  of  ballots  and 
stationery  in  Xew  York  City  and  Buffalo  are  broad  enough  to 
include  special  elections. 

68.  §  358.  Election  Law,  §  105,  as  amended  by  L.  1898, 
Ch.  335.  The  voting  mark  printed  X  not  X  (see  sections  26  and 
331,  and  notes  thereon) ;  in  "  if  a  voter  deface  or  tear  a  ballot 

or  wrongly  maris  the  same  ",  "  marks  "  made  "  mark  '' ; 

"  voter  "  substituted  and  punctuation  improved  (see  note  1). 

In  its  old  form  Rule  7  has  given  rise  to  some  unnecessary  con- 
fusion, for  voters  have  sometimes  thought  that  the  requirement 
that  the  mark  should  be  "  within  a  circle "  required  them  to 
mark  a  "  circle  "  around  iheir  voting  mark.  The  occasional  print- 
ing of  the  cross  in  parentheses,  thus  (X),  has  added  to  the  con- 
fusion. Accordingly  **  within  a  circle "  has  been  changed  to 
*'  within  a  party  circle  "  to  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  the  party 
circle  printed  on  the  ballot  is  the  "  circle  "  referred  to. 

70.  §  366.  The  body  of  the  subdivision  is  here  divided  into 
§§  3G6  and  367,  but  thc"^  last  sentence,  providing  that  the  chair- 
man only  shall  unfold  bullots,  has  been  put  into  §  369  with  other 
provisions  governing  the  canvass  of  the  ballots. 

71.  §  373.  Part  of  §  111  of  L.  1896,  Ch.  909,  which  is  here 
divided  into  §§  373  and  374. 

The  direction  to  endorse  ballots  which  have  been  protested  as 
marked  for  identification  is  omitted,  this  direction  having  been 
already  given  fully  in  §  370.  The  expression  here  omitted,  "^pro- 
tested as ",  is  better  than  the  expression  used  in  §  370,  "  ob- 
jected to  as  ",  and  is  accordingly  transi)lauted  to  that  section. 

72.  §  378.  The  requirement  that  the  police  shall  return  the 
package  of  stubs,  etc.,  in  Xew  York  City  to  the  "  bureau  of  elec- 
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*ions  of  the  borough  "  is  changed  to  ^'  board  of  e3eetions  or  to  the 
chief  derk  of  the  branch  office  of  the  board  of  eleotions,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  the  borough,"  the  former  superintendent  and  bu- 
reau of  elections,  with  branch  bureaus,  in  the  police  department, 
having  been  succeeded  in  1901  by  the  board  of  elections  and 
its  branches. 

73.  §  379.  "  Superintendent  of  elections  of  such  city  and 
with  the  chief  of  the  branch  bureaus  of  elections ''  changed  to 
"board  of  elections  of  such  city  or  with  the  chief  clerks  of  the 
branch  offices  thereof  ".     See  §  378. 

T4.  §  300.  Rewritten,  but  substance  unchan^d.  The  origi- 
nal section  continued  the  voting  machine  eommissioners  appointed 
under  L.  1897,  Ch.  450,  until  December  81,  1902,  and  provided 
for  their  successors.  The  new  section  provides  for  a  series  of 
five  year  terms  dating  from  January  1,  1903  (the  beginning  of 
the  existing  tenures),  each  term  ending  December  81. 

75.  §  392.  The  provision  that  a  machine  "  may  "  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  provide  facilities  for  seven  different  parties  is  made 
"  must ",  like  the  rest  of  the  specifications. 

76.  §  419.  The  provision  that  alter  a  redistricting  of  elec- 
tion districts  in  a  town  two  of  the  inspectors  of  election  ^  shall  be- 
long to  and  be  of  the  same  political  faith  and  opinion  on  state  and 
national  issues  as  one  of  the  two  political  parties  whidi  at  the  last 
preceding  general  election  for  state  officers  shall  have  cast  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  in  said  town,  and  the  other  two  '*  in- 
spectors ^^  shall  belong  to  and  be  of  the  same  political  faith  and 
opinion  on  state  and  national  issues  as  the  other  of  said  two  polit- 
ical parties  ",  is  omitted  as  unconstitutional. 

The  constitutional  requirement  (Art.  II,  §  6)  is  that  "  all 
laws  creating,  regulating  or  affecting  boards  of  officers  charged 
with  the  duty  of  registering  voters,  or  of  distributing  bal- 
lots at  the  polls  to  voters,  or  of  receiving,  recording  or  counting 
votes  at  elections,  shall  secure  equal  representation  of  the  two  polit- 
ical parties  which  at  the  general  election  next  preceding  that  for 
which  such  boards  or  officers  are  to  serve,  cast  the  highest  and 
the  next  highest  number  of  votes".  The  provision  in  qTie8.tion 
seems  to  violate  this  constitutional  requirement  in  that  it  adopts 
the  vote  in  the  town  rather  than  in  the  slate,  as  the  test.  The  con- 
stitution, it  should  be  noted,  lays  down  no  rule  for  determining 
how  the  highest  and  next  highest  number  of  votes  are  .to  be  de- 
termined,—  whether  the  vote  upon  a  single  office  shall  be  taken 
as  the  basis  of  comiparison  between  all  parties,  and  if  so,  what  office, 
or  whether  the  vote  for  the  candidate  who  polls  the  great- 
est vote   shall   be   deemed   the   vote   of  the  party,   or 'whether 
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only  straight  ballots  shall  be  included  in  estimating  the  number 
or  whether  some  split  ballots  shall  be  included  and  some  excluded, 
or  how  it  is  to  be  determined  whether  any  given  vote  is  cast  by 
the  "  political  party  ".  It  is  obvious  that  the  vote  for  any  given 
candidate  cannot  be  an  exact  measure  of  a  party  vote,  nor  can  the 
vote  on  any  particular  office  be  an  exact  measure,  though  in  default 
of  any  better  measure  it  is  conceivable  that  either  might,  for 
practical  purposes,  be  adopted  as  such.  But  whatever  the  meas- 
ure, and  however  the  nuralxer  of  votes  cast  by  any  given  "  political 
party  "  is  to  be  determined,  the  constitution  would  seem  to  re- 
quire, ex  vi  ierminorum,  that  every  vote  cast  by  the  party  any- 
where throughout  the  state  be  counted,  in  deciding  whether  its 
vote  was  either  the  highest  or  the  next  highest.  Suppose  in  any 
election  the  vote  in  the  whole  state  was  in  this  order,  parties  A, 
B,  and  C,  but  in  any  given  town  using  voting  machines  and 
redistricted  under  the  section  under  review  the  party  vote  stood 
A,  C,  B;  the  constitution  would  seem  to  divide  the  inspectorships 
between  A  and  B;  this  section  says  they  must  go  to  A  and  C. 

In  place  of  this  provision,  accordingly,  the  expression  used  in 
the  earlier  section  (Election  Law,  §  13,  new  §  311)  is  resorted 
to,  and  it  is  here  providt^l  that  the  inspectors  "  shall  be  equally 
divided  between  the  two  parties  entitled  to  representation  on  said 
boards  of  inspectors." 

It  may  be  added  that  the  statute  as  it  stands  i?  ificoneistent 
with  the  provision  relating  to  the  qualification  of  election  in- 
spectors generally  (Election  Law,  §  11,  subdivision  1,  new 
§  302),  which  provides  for  election  officers  '^  in  every  election 
district  of  this  state  "  and  substantially  follows  the  language  of 
the  constitutional  provision  already  quoted,  omitting,  like  it,  any 
provision  as  to  how  the  "  highest  and  next  highest  number  of 
votes  "  are  to  be  determined,  but  making,  like  it,  the  vote  in  the 
state  the  test.  It  is  also  inconsistent  with  the  general  provision 
relating  to  inspectors  in  towns  (Election  Law,  §  13,  new 
§  311),  which  provides  that  appointments  are  to  be  made  from 
the  nominees  of  "  the  two  political  parties  entitled  to  representa- 
tion on  a  board  of  election  officers  ",  and  which  thus  refers  by 
inference  to  the  general  requirements  of  the  constitution  and  of 
§  11,  subd.  1,  and  adopts  the  same  test,  i.  e.,  the  vote 
in  the  state.  Why  the  legislature  adopted  a  basis  of  selection  for 
towns  which  use  voting  machines  different  from  that  adopted  for 
other  towns,  or  adopted  a  different  basis  in  the  same  town  before 
and  after  redistricting  (which  is  what  the  old  section  does)  does 
not  appear. 

The  statutory  provision?  referred  to  may  be  read  in  connection 
with  the  definiti(VQ  of  a  party  as  found  in  Election  Law,  §  32  (Pri- 
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niary  Election  Law,  §  3,  subdivision  4)  and  Election  Law,  §  120 
(Election  Law,  old  §  5o),  and  with  new  §§  48,  49,  52,  66, 
72  and  73  (Primary  Election  Law,  §  4,  subdivisions  3  and  4, 
§  5,  subdivision  1,  §§  10,  13  and  14,  respectively),  and  new 
<;§  130,  194,  196,  295,  301,  303  (Election  Law,  §§  61,  11,  sub- 
division 2,  paragraphs  d  and  e,  §§  7,  10,  12,  respectively),  and 
new  §  473  (Metropolitan  Elections  District  Law,  §  4),  and 
new  §  509  (Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Election  Law,  §  10).  In  the 
definition  of  a  party  and  in  several  of  the  other  sections  just  cited, 
the  vote  for  governor  is  adopted  as  the  test,  but,  with  one  exception, 
the  provisions  based  thereon  do  not  relate  to  officers  in  charge  of 
registration,  the  polls  and  the  canvass  (the  extent  of  the  constitu- 
tional requirement).  The  exception  referred  to  is  Primary  Elec- 
tion Law,  §  5,  subdivision  1  (new  §  52),  as  to  which  it  is  to  be 
said  that  if  it  is  to  be  construed  not  as  containing  a  mis- 
description of  the  election  officers,  but  as  adding  something  to  the 
Election  Law  and  as  requiring  the  election,  officers  to  represent 
the  two  parties  who  cast  the  largest  and  next  largest  votes  for 
governor  in  the  last  preceding  guberruUorial  election,  it  would 
seem  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitutional  requirement  that 
the  vote  at  the  last  pieceding  general  election  shall  be  taken. 

T7.  §  420.  The  old  election  contained  two  sentences,  the  first 
providing  that  '^  the  list  of  candidates  used  or  to  be  used  on  the 
front  of  the  voting  machine  shall  be  deemed  official  ballots  ",  etc., 
and  the  second  being  the  following  —  which  purports  to  be  itself 
a  complete  definition :  "  The  word  '  ballot '  as  used  in  this 
article,  (except  when  reference  is  made  to  independent  balota) 
means  that  portion  of  the  cardboard  or  paper  or  other  material 
within  the  ballot  frames  containing  the  name  of  the  candidate 
for  office,  or  a  statement  of  a  proposed  constitutional  amendment, 
or  other  question  or  proposition  with  the  word  '  for '  or  the  word 
^  against '."  Long  as  this  definition  is,  it  is  defective  in  omitting 
the  party  names,  emblems  and  color-stripes  and  the  list  of  offices, 
besides  being  in  part  a  mere  repetition  of  the  first  sentence.  Ac- 
cordingly there  is  here  inserted  after  "  list  of  candidates  *'  in 
the  first  sentence,  "  and  all  other  matter  printed  upon  the  card- 
board, paper  or  other  material,"  and  the  entire  second  sentence 
is  omitted. 

78.  §  430.  In  the  Election  Law  of  1896,  this  section  consti- 
tuted the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  the  county  board  of 
canvassers  for  the  county,  exception,  however,  being  made  of  the 
counties  of  New  York  and  Kings,  where  the  boards  of  aldermen  of 
the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn  were  made  the  county  can- 
vassers, these  counties  having  under  the  constitution  (Art.  Ill, 
§   26)   no  supervisors  whatever,   as  their  boundaries  coincided 
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with  those  of  the  cities.  When  in  1897  both  cities  were  merged 
in  the  *'  greater  New  York  ",  the  coincidence  of  city  and  county 
lines  ceased,  and  the  two  counties  thereby  lost  their  constitutionsLl 
immunity  from  supervisors,  and  at  the  same  time  by  L.  1897, 
Ch.  880,  the  constitutional  requirement  "was  complied  with  by 
providing  that  members  of  the  municipal  assembly  should  be 
elected  "  as  such  and  also  as  supervisors  **  from  the  several  coim- 
ties  within  the  city;  but  their  powers  ^'as  supervisors'^  were  re- 
stricted to  (1)  acting  as  county  canvassers;  and  (2)  subdividing 
their  counties  into  assembly  districts  (a  constitutional  function). 
At  the  same  time  L.  1897,  Ch.  379,  amended  this  section  by 
eliminating  the  exceptional  provisions  for  New  York  and  Kings 
counties,  and  made  the  supervisors  the  county  ^canvassers  in  every 
cuunty. 

In  1899,  Art.  Ill,  §  26  of  the  constitution  was  amended  so 
as  to  abolish  the  office  of  supervisor  in  counties  within,  and 
less  than,  a  city,  and  to  permit  the  functions  of  the  office  to  be 
devolved  upon  the  local  municipal  legislature;  and  later,  L.  1901, 
Ch.  4r66,  amended  §  1586  of  the  New  York  CSty  charter 
by  vesting  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  several  boards  of  super- 
visors of  the  counties  within  the  city  in  "  the  board  of  alder- 
men ^\  which  board,  by  virtue  of  legislation  concurrent  with  the 
foregoing,  succeeded  to  the  former  "municipal  assembly'*.  It 
should  be  noted  that  from  1897  until  1900,  when  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  went  into  effect,  the  aldermen  and  members  of 
the  common  council  of  the  city  of  New  York  were  actually  also 
elected  as  supervisors,  the  ballots  reading  "for  Alderman  (or 
Councilman)  and  Supervisor",  but  that  since  1900  they  have 
been  elected  only  as  aldermen  (or  councilmen). 

This  situation  has  given  rise  to  two  claims:  (1)  Aat  the  duties 
of  the  county  canvassers  were  devolved  upon  "  the  board  of  alder- 
men", i.  e.  the  whole  board;  and  (2)  that  they  were  devolved 
upon  ordy  those  members  of  the  hoard  who  were  elected  within 
the  county,  in  spite  of  the  language  of  the  statute  that  they  "  are 
vested  in  the  board  of  aldermen  ".  In  another  aspect  the  question 
is  whether  L.  1897,  Ch.  380  was  in  effect  repealed  or  not  by  the 
constitutional  amendment  of  1899,  with  or  without  the  subse- 
quent act  of  1901.  For  the  complete  argument  on  both  sides  of 
the  question  reference  is  made  to  the  briefs  of  counsel  in  Matter 
of  Scofield  v.  Board  of  Aldermen,  reported  in  102  App.  Div., 
358,  also  to  the  conflicting  opinions  of  successive  corporation 
counsels  and  to  the  communications  addressed  to  the  corporation 
counsel,  forming  a  part  of  the  record  of  that  case.  The  Supreme 
Court  at  Special  Term,  in  an  unconvincing  opinion  by  Marean,  J., 
held  that  the  county  canvassers  were  only  the  aldermen  elected 
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from  the  county.  The  Appellate  Division  of  the  Second  Depart- 
ment did  not  pass  on  the  question^  disposing  of  the  case  on  the 
ground  that  the  party  initiating  the  proceedings  had  not  the 
right  to  maintain  them«  The  question  may  therefore  fairly  be 
said  to  be  an  open  one.  At  all  events  the  case  exhibits  a  serious 
omission  by  the  legislature. 

That  omission  is  here  supplied  by  changing  the  sentence  read- 
ing "  The  county  board  of  canvassers  of  counties  wholly  or  partly 
within  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  tie  city  board  of  canvassers 
of  the  city  of  New  York  within  their  respective  counties",  to 
"  The  oonnty  board  of  canvassers  of  each  county  within  the  cily  of 
New  York  shall  consist  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of 
the  city  of  New  York  elected  as  such  within  the  county.  The  said 
county  boards  of  canvassers  shall  also  within  their  respective 
counties  be  the  city  board  of  canvassers  of  such  city  ". 

The  effect  of  this  change  is,  briefly,  to  give  express  warrant  for 
what  is  now  the  actual  practice  and  to  supply  the  legislative  sanc- 
tion, presumably  omitted  by  mistake,  for  a  continuance  of  the 
former  method  of  canvass,  in  line  with  Mr.  Justice  Marean's 
opinion;  also  to  settle  the  dispute  in  the  Scofield  case,  but 
not  passed  upon  by  the  Appellate  Division,  whether  the  presidents 
of  the  boroughs  are  members  of  the  canvassing  boards,  since  they 
are,  for  son  e  purposes  at  least,  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen.

NOTES  TO  TEXT 


General  note.    When  the  statutes  which  had  been  classified 
to  the  Domestic  Commerce  Law,  during  the  preliminary  examina- 
tion, were  taken  up  for  consolidation,  a  large  number  of  inde- 
pendent statutes  were  found  relating  to  such  subjects  as  peddlers, 
pawnbrokers,  private  detectives,  public  accountants,  employment 
agencies  and  warehousemen.     Other  provisions  were  found  of  a 
miscellaneous  nature  such  as  regulating  the  cutting  of  ice  in  the 
Hudson  river;  preventing  monopolies;  providing  for  the  disposi- 
tion of  unclaimed  freight  and  baggage ;  regulating  the  plugging  of 
abandoned  oil  wells ;  regulating  the  publishing  of  periodicals ;  pro- 
viding for  the  purity,  power  and  pressure  of  gas,  and  a  number 
which  can  best  be  grouped  under  the  general  head,  "  interest  and 
money."     Many  of  the  foregoing  provisions  could  not  be  regarded 
as  coming  under  the  head  of  "  commerce,"  and  the  prefix  "  domes- 
tic "  is  not  applicable  as  in  some  of  the  provisions  matters  relating 
to  exportation  and  foreign  commerce  are  made  subject  to  the  stat- 
ute.   Therefore  it  became  necessary  either -to  broaden  the  scope  and 
change  the  name  of  the  Domestic  Commerce  Law  or  to  recommend 
additional  general  laws.     The  former  course  was  deemed  best  and 
the  name  "  General  Business  Law  "  was  adopted  as  more  descrip- 
tive than  the  old  name,  "  Domestic  Commerce  Law." 

This  chapter  as  presented  contains  all  provisions  of  the  Domes- 
tic  Commerce  Law  as  amended  to  date,   and  various  statutes 
^relating  to  business  generally. 

1.  Chapter  analysis.  The  chapter  analysis  of  the  Domestic 
Commerce  Law  has  been  bracketed  following  the  analysis  of  the 
General  Business  Law.  Many  new  articles  were  necessary  in  this 
law  to  embrace  the  statutes  consolidated,  and  these  articles  have 
been  arranged  under  what  is  considered  as  workable  an  arrange- 
ment as  is  possible  with  acts  of  such  varied  natures. 

2.  §§2,  10.  In  connection  with  the  subject  of  weights  an  J 
measures  see  TJ.  S.,  K  S.,  Tit.  37,  §  3569,  and  also  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  Art.  1,  §  8,  which  reserves  to  Congress  the 
right  to  "  coin  money  *  *  *  and  fix  the  standards  of  weights 
and  measures."

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*•  8§  30,  35.  Owing  to  the  insertion  of  new  §  32,  relating  ta 
soldiers  and  sailors,  it  became  necessary  to  qualify  these  sections 
by  inserting  the  exception. 

5.  §  41.  Transferred  to  §  62. 

6.  Article  9.  Warehousemen.  This  article  embraces  the 
provisions  of  L.  1907,  Ch.  732,  which,  by  its  title,  is  "  an  act  in 
relation  to  warehouse  receipts."  This  law  was  prepared  prior  to 
its  introduction  in  this  State  under  the  direction  of  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  by  the  various  states  for  the  promotion  of  imi- 
form  legislation  in  the  United  States,  known  as  the  Commissioners 
on  Uniform  State  Laws.  The  act  was  drawn  at  the  request  of 
the  said  commissioners  by  Prof.  Samuel  Williston,  professor  of 
law  in  the  Harvard  Law  School,  and  Mr.  Barry.  Mohun  of  the  Bar 
of  Washington,  D.  C.  Tho  commissioners  had  this  act  in  prepara- 
tion for  three  years  and  distributed  copies  of  it  throughout  the 
country  inviting  criticism  and  suggestion  with  the  hope  of  pre- 
senting the  law  in  the  best  possible  form.  The  act  as  thus 
prepared  has  been  adopre  1  and  is  now  the  law  on  the  subject  of 
warehouse  receipts  in  Connecticut,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Massachusetts, 
Montana  and  New  Jersey.  No  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
statute  as  here  incorporated  except  such  as  were  necessary  by 
reason  of  consolidation.

§  360  reading  "  and  he  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  the  proprietor 
of  such  name,  mark  or  device  and  of  every  vessel  or  receptacle 
upon  which  it  may  be  branded,  stamped,  engraved,  etched,  blown, 
impressed  or  otherwise  produced."  This  provision  was  not  in 
L.  1896,  Ch.  933,  and  being  consistent  with  the  other  provisions 
thereof,  has  been  preserved  in  article  24.  L.  1904,  Ch.  648,  re- 
lates to  trade  marks  on  certain  articles  not  included  in  L.  189(3, 
Ch.  933  and  has  therefore  been  consolidated  in  this  article.  Be- 
cause of  certain  differences  between  the  provisions  of  these  two 
statutes  they  could  not  be  combined  without  a  change  of  substance 
and  both  statutes  have  therefore  been  given  at  length.

Relates  to  the  licensing  of  dogs  in 
cities  having  a  population  of  between  20,000  and  800,000  in  which 
there  is  a  duly  incorporated  society  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty 
to  animals.  The  statute  has  been  before  the  Court  of  Appeals  on 
the  question  of  its  constitutionality  and  that  oourt  held  it  to  be 
unconstitutional  in  certain  particulars.  The  decision  was  of  such 
a  character  that  the  statute  has  no  life  or  value  left.  See  165 
K  Y.  517.

NOTES  TO  TEXT 


Name*  It  was  necessary  to  change  the  name  of  this  law  from 
"  Statutory  Construction  Law  "  to  "  General  Construction  Law  " 
to  make  its  designation  broad  enough  to  cover  provisions  in  the 
law  relating  to  the  construction  of  contracts  and  other  instruments, 
such  as  sections  25,  31  and  58.  The  name  of  a  similar  law  in 
England  is  the  Interpretation  Act,  but  the  word  "  Interpretation  " 
is  not  as  broad  a  word  as  "  Construction.'^  The  ordinary  mean- 
ing that  attaches  to  "  Interpretation  "  is  the  discovery  of  the  mean- 
ing of  language  from  the  words  themselves,  while  *^  Construction  " 
involves  the  discovery  of  the  meaning  as  applied  to  certain  facts, 
conditions  and  circumstances.  One  writer  defines  the  terms  as 
follows :  "  Interpretation  is  the  art  of  finding  out  the  true  sense 
of  any  form  of  words;  that  is,  the  sense  which  their  author  in- 
tended to  convey ;  and  of  enabling  others  to  derive  from  them  the 
same  idea  which  the  author  intended  to  convey.  Construction  is 
the  drawing  of  conclusions  respecting  subjects  that  lie  beyond  the 
direct  expression  of  the  text,  from  elements  known  from  and 
given  in  the  text  —  conclusions  which  are  in  the  spirit  though  not 
within  the  letter  of  the  text." 

[Dr.  Lieber  —  Legal  and  Political  Hermeneutics,  3d  ed.,  1880, 
by  Hammond,  pp.  11,  44.] 

While  this  distinction  between  these  two  terms  doubtless  exists, 
it  is  rarely  observed  in  the  actual  use  of  the  words  and  really  has 
but  little  practical  value.  Thus  Endlich  uses  the  expression  "  In- 
terpretation "  as  the  title  for  his  book,  while  Sutherland  employs 
"  Construction.'^  The  terms  are  used  interchangeably  by  the 
courts  and  text-book  writers  without  drawing  any  distinction  in 
their  application;  still  there  is  a  difference  logically,  and  as  the 
present  law  relates  to  contracts  and  public  and  private  instru- 
ments as  well  as  statutes,  and  the  profession  has  become  accus- 
tomed to  the  broader  term,  it  has  been  retained  as  the  name  for 
this  law. 

Scope  of  the  law.  This  law  was  intended  to  contain  general 
provisions  relating  to  the  construction  of  statutes.  It  contains, 
however,  some  provisions  relating  to  the  construction  of  contracts, 
public  and  private  instruments.  The  law  was  made  applicable 
to  "  every  statute  unless  its  general  object,  or  the  context  of  the 
lan^age  construed,  or  other  provisions  of  law  indicate  that  a 
different  meaning  or  application  was  intended  from  that  required," 
by  the  law.      (§   110.)     While  this  provision  applies  only  to 
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statutes,  the  law  itself  was  intended  to  apply  to  contracts  and 
public  or  private  instruments.  Section  25,  for  instance,  applies 
wholly  to  contracts,  while  sections  31,  68  and  other  sections  applj 
to  "  a  contract  or  public  or  private  instrument." 

While  the  Statutory  Construction  Law  was  intended  to  provide 
general  rules  for  construing  statutes  and  contracts,  there  were 
attached  to  many  of  the  general  laws  construction  clauses  in  most 
cases  identical  with  those  contained  in  the  Statutory  Construction 
Law.  This  repetition  obviously  is  not  necessary,  and  in  framing 
the  General  Construction  Law  the  duplication  has  been  avoided 
as  far  as  possible.  So  far  as  there  are  any  construction  clauses 
in  any  of  the  general  laws  similar  to  those  in  the  Greneral  Construc- 
tion Law,  they  have  been  repealed.  The  rule  followed  in  framing 
the  General  Construction  Law  was  to  have  each  provision  embrace 
all  of  the  construction  clauses  applicable  to  the  consolidated  laws 
and  to  insert  in  the  consolidated  laws  only  such  special  construc- 
tion clauses  as  were  peculiar  to  the  law. 

In  twenty-nine  of  the  general  laws  there  were  no  saving  or 
construction  clauses,  in  ten  of  them  there  were  substantially  the 
same  saving  clauses,  in  &ye  there  were  different  saving  clauses, 
in  six  there  were  construction  clauses  which  were  substantially 
the  same.  This  want  of  system  has  been  remedied  in  compiling 
the  Consolidated  Laws  and  no*  construction  clauses  will  be  found 
in  the  separate  consolidated  law6  except  where  they  are  peculiar 
to  the  law. 

The  following  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  construction 
clauses  in  the  General  Laws,  the  references  given  being  to  the 
sections  as  they  appeared  before  this  consolidation : 

Civil  Sebvice  Law,  §  29  pt.  :  "All  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts, 
whether  general,  special  or  local,  and  all  rules,  regulations  and 
classifications  for  appointment  or  promotion  in  the  civil  service  of 
the  state  or  any  civil  division  thereof,  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed ;  provided,  however,  that  any 
act  done  or  right  accruing,  accrued  or  acquired,  or  liability, 
penalty,  or  punishment  incurred  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act  shall  not  be  affected  or  impaired;  but  the  same  may  be  as- 
serted, enforced,  prosecuted  or  inflicted  as  fully,  and  to  the  s^me 
extent,  as  if  the  several  acts  herein  referred  to  had  not  been 
amended  or  repealed." 

The  portion  of  §  29  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  quoted  above, 
from  "AH  other  acts  '^  down  to  the  proviso,  has  been  omitted,  its 
purpose  having  been  accomplished.  The  remainder  of  the  poiv 
tion  quoted  is  covered  by  §§  93  and  94  of  the  General  Construc- 
tion Law. 

FoBEST,  Fish  and  Game  Law,  §  234 :  "  The  laws  or 
parts  thereof  mentioned  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed  and  all 
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acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental  thereto  or  inconsistent 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed ;  but  such  repeal  shall  not  affect 
chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight  and  chapter 
siz  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-nine,  or  affect  ox  impair  any  right  accruing,  accrued  or 
acquired,  or  any  liability,  penalty  or  forfeiture  incurred  under 
or  by  virtue  of  any  law  so  repealed,  prior  to  the  time  when  this 
act  takes  effect.  And  such  right,  liability,  penalty  or  forfeiture 
may  be  asserted  or  enforced  by  action,  and  any  criminal  act  may 
be  prosecuted  and  punishment  inflicted  in  the  same  manner  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  law  had  not  been  repealed.  All 
actions  and  proceedings,  civil  or  criminal,  commenced  under  any 
act  either  before  or  after  this  act  takes  effect,  may  be  prosecuted 
and  defended  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed." 

This  section  has  been  omitted  from  the  Forest,  Fish  and  Game 
Law  as  unnecessary. 

The  first  clause  of  this  section  down  to  the  semicolon  is  un- 
necessary, as  the  "  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  supplemental 
thereto "  have  been  expressly  repealed  by  the  "  Consolidated 
Laws "  and  "  inconsistent "  legislation  is  also  repealed,  if  not 
expressly,  then  by  reason  of  the  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Law  being 
a  codification  of  all  the  statutes  of  the  state  on  that  subject.  (168 
N.  Y.  399 ;  183  N.  Y.  157.)  The  balance  of  the  sentence  and  the 
following  sentence  are  provided  for  in  §§  93,  94  of  the  General 
Construction  Law.  The  statutes  specifically  mentioned  have  been 
provided  for  in  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Law. 

Geneeai.  CiTi'  Law,  §  170 :  "  The  repeal  of  a  law  or  any 
part  of  it  specified  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed  shall  not  afiect 
or  impair  any  act  done  or  right  accruing,  accrued  or  acquired,  or 
liability,  forfeiture  or  penalty  incurred  prior  to  October  first, 
nineteen  hundred,  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  law  so  repealed,  but 
the  same  may  be  asserted,  enforced,  prosecuted  or  inflicted  as  fully 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  law  had  not  been  repealed ;  and 
all  acts  and  proceedings,  civil  or  criminal,  commenced  under  or

the  language  employed  in  this  chapter,  and  not  as  new  enactments ; 
a  reference  in  laws  not  repealed  to  provisions  of  laws  incorporated 
into  this  chapter  and  repealed  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to 
the  provisions  so  incorporated ;  and  nothing  in  this  chapter  ^all 
be  construed  to  amend  or  repeal  any  provision  of  the  criminal 
or  penal  code."

General  Corpokation  Law,  §  36  pt. :  "The  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  and  of  the  stock  corporation  law,  the  railroad  law, 
the  transportation  corporations  law,  and  the  business  corporations 
law%  so  far  as  they  are  substantially  the  same  as  those  of  laws 
existing  on  April  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  shall 
be  construed  as  a  continuation  of  such  laws  modified  or  amended 
according  to  the  language  employed  in  this  chapter,  or  in  the 
stock  corporation  law,  the  railroad  law%  the  transportation  cor- 
porations law,  or  the  business  corporations  law,  and  not  as  new 
enactments. 
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"  References  in  laws  not  repealed  to  provisions  of  laws  incor- 
porated into  the  general  laws  hereinbefore  enumerated  and  re- 
pealed, shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  the  provisions  so  incor^ 
porated. 

"  Nothing  in  this  chapter  or  in  the  other  general  laws  herein- 
before specified  shall  be  construed  to  amend  or  repeal  any  pro- 
vision of  the  criminal  or  penal  code." 

The  portion  of  §  36  of  the  General  Corporation  Law  above 
quoted  has  been  omitted,  being  covered  by  §§  80,  96,  101  of  the 
General  Construction  Law. 

Highway  Law,  §  201 :  "  The  repeal  of  a  law,  or  any  part 
of  it  specified  in  the  annexed  schedule,  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  act  done,  or  right  accruing,  accrued,  or  acquired,  or  penalty, 
forfeiture,  or  punishment  incurred  prior  to  the  time  when  this 
act  takes  effect,  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  so  repealed,  but 
the  same  may  be  asserted,  enforced,  prosecuted,  or  inflicted,  as 
fully  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  if  such  laws  had  not  been  repealed ; 
and  all  actions  or  proceedings,  civil  or  criminal,  commenced  under 
or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  so  repealed  and  pending  February  twenty- 
eight,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  may  be  prosecuted  and 
defended  to  final  effect  in  the  same  manner  as  they  might  under 
the  laws  then  existing,  imless  it  shall  be  otherwise  specially  pro- 
vided by  law."

Highway  Law,  §  202 :  "  The  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
so  far  as  they  are  substantially  the  same  as  those  laws  existing  on 
February  twenty-eight,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  shall 
be  construed  as  a  continuation  of  such  laws,  modified  or  amended, 
according  to  the  language  employed  in  this  chapter,  and  not  as 
new  enactments ;  and  references  in  laws  not  repealed  to  provisions 
of  law  incorporated  into  this  chapter  and  repealed,  shall  be  con- 
strued as  applying  to  the  provisions  so  incorporated.

hundred  and  ninety-two,  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  so  re- 
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pealed,  but  the  same  may  be  enjoyed,  asserted,  enforced,  prose- 
cuted or  inflicted,  as  fully  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  lawd 
had  not  been  repealed;  and  all  actions  or  proceedings,  civil  or

Uniform  Charteb  of  Cities  of  the  Second  Class,  §  229: 
"  The  provisions  .  of  this  act  so  far  as  they  are  substan- 
tially the  same,  or  cover  the  same  subject  matter,  as  those  of  an7 
law  repealed  hereby,  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuance  of  such 
repealed  law,  modified  or  amended,  according  to  the  language 
employed  herein  and  not  as  new  enactments.  Eeferences  in  a  law 
not  repealed  to  the  provisions  of  any  law  incorporated  into  thi.-a 
act  or  repealed,  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  the  provisions  so 
incorporated.  The  meaning  and  effect  of  the  terms  and  language 
used  herein  shall  be  construed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  statutory  construction  law." 

This  section  has  been  omitted,  being  covered  by  the  General 
Construction  Law.  Tlie  first  sentence  is  covered  by  §  95,  the 
second  by  §  80  and  the  third  is  unnecessary. 

University  Law,  §  53 :  "  The  repeal  of  a  law  or  any  part 
of  it  by  this  act  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  act  done  or  right 
accruing,  accrued  or  acquired,  or  liability,  penalty,  forfeiture,  or 
punishment  incurred  prior  to  such  repeal,  under  or  by  virtue  of 
any  law  so  repealed,  but  the  same  may  be  asserted,  enforced, 
prosecuted,  or  inflicted  as  fully  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such 
law  had  not  been  repealed ;  and  all  actions  and  proceedings,  civil 
or  criminal,  commenced  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws  so  repealed 
and  pending  at  the  time  of  such  repeal,  may  be  prosecuted  and 
defended  to  final  effect  in  the  same  manner  as  they  might  under 
the  laws  then  existing,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  specially  pro- 
vided by  law." 

This  section  has  been  omitted,  being  covered  by  §§  93,  94  of 
the  General  Construction  Law. 

University  Law,  §  54  pt.  :  "  The  provisions  of  this  act, 
so  far  as  they  are  substantially  the  same  as  those  of  the  laws  herein 
repealed,  shall  be  construed  as  a  continuation  of  such  laws,  modi- 
fied or  amended  according  to  the  language  employed  in  this  act, 
and  not  as  new  enactments.  Repeals  in  this  act  shall  not  revive 
any  law  repealed  by  any  law  hereby  repealed,  but  shall  include 
all  laws  amendatory  of  the  laws  hereby  repealed.  References  in 
laws  not  repealed  to  provisions  of  law  incorporated  in  this  chapter 
and  repealed  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  the  provisions  so 
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incorporated.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  any 
provision  of  the  criminal  or  penal  code." 

The  quoted  portion  of  §  64  of  the  University  Law  has  been 
omitted,  being  covered  by  §§  80,  90,  91,  95  and  101  of  the  Gen- 
eral Construction  Law. 

1.  §  !•  The  reason  for  the  change  in  the  name  of  this  chapter 
appears  in  the  preceding  general  note.  The  omitted  portion  of 
this  section  has  been  made  §  110  of  the  General  Construction  Law. 

2*  Article  2.  The  provisions  in  this  article  have  been  ar- 
ranged in  alphabetical  order  for  convenience  of  reference. 

3.  §  12.  This  is  but  another  way  of  saying  what  "  swearing 
to  an  affidavit"  consists  of  and  the  provision  is,  therefore, 
definitive  and  belongs  in  the  General  Constniction  Law, 

4.  §  13.  When  a  statute  provides  for  an  "  adjournment ''  this 
provision  steps  in  and  defines  how  it  may  be  taken  and  in  a  broad 
sense  is  a  definition  of  terms. 

5.  §  18.  It  was  necessary  to  give  the  compilation  of  the  stat- 
utes prepared  by  the  board  a  distinctive  name.  Without  it  there 
would  be  confusion  in  referring  to  previous  revisions.  The  com- 
pilation of  the  board,  being  complete  in  itself,  without  reference 
to  previous  revisions,  it  will  be  convenient  to  refer  to  it  as  the 
"  Consolidated  Laws  '^  to  distinguish  the  work  from  previous  re- 
visions and  compilations  like  the  Jones  &  Varick  Revision  of 
1786,  the  Kent  &  RadclifF  Revision  of  1801,  known  as  "  Revised 
Acts,"  the  Van  Ness  &  Woodworth  Revision  of  1813,  known  as 
''  Revised  Laws,''  the  "  Revised  Statutes  "  of  1828  and  the  "  Gen- 
eral Laws ''  of  the  Statutory  Revision  Commission. 

6.  §  24.  The  third  and  fourth  sentences  in  Statutory  Con- 
struction  Law,  §  24,  relate  to  the  "  transaction  of  business  in  the 
public  offices  of  this  state  or  counties  of  this  state,''  The  third 
sentence  is  covered  by  Public  Officers  Law,  §  61.  The  fourth 
sentence  has  been  included  in  said  section. 

7.  §  25.  This  provision  relates  solely  to  contracts.  Hence  the 
inapplicability  of  the  former  name  of  this  law  «  Statutory  Con- 
struction  Law,"  and  the  necessity  for  the  change  to  "  General 
Construction  Law." 

8.  §  31.  This  provision  includes  "  a  statute,  contract  or 
public  or  private  instrument,"  hence  the  necessity  for  the  change  of 
name  from  "  Statutory  Construction  Law  "  to  "  General  Construc- 
tion Law."  The  section  cannot  be  divided  as  there  is  no  place  for 
general  matters  relating  to  contracts  or  public  or  private  instru- 
ments. 

0.  §  32.  This  is  but  a  definition  of  terms  making  plural 
mean  singular. 
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10.  §  33.  This  is  really  a  definition  of  the  term  "  notice  '^  and 
as  such  has  been  allowed  to  remain  in  this  chapter.  It  is  so  gen- 
eral that  there  is  no  other  Consolidated  Law  to  which  it  can  be 

assigned  appropriately. 

11.  §  41.  This  section  provides  what  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
or  majority  where  not  expressly  stated  and  in  this  sense  is  a 
definition  of  terms.  The  last  sentence  of  §  19  of  the  Statutory 
Construction  Law  has  been  assigned  to  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure as  relating  entirely  to  the  subject  of  evidence. 

12.  §  42.  For  certain  purposes  this  provision  making  "  reg- 
ister of  the  county  '^  synonymous  with  "  county  derk  "  is  a  defini- 
tion of  terms  and  is^  therefore^  retained  in  the  Oeneral  Construo* 
tion  Law. 

13.  §  45.  This  is  but  another  way  of  providing  that  in  cer- 
tain cases  private  seals  shall  answer  for  a  corporate  seal  where  the 
corporation  has  not  adopted  a  seal. 

14.  §  58.  This  provision  is  another  illustration  of  the  appli- 
cation of  the  "  Statutory  Construction  Law ''  to  contracts  and 
public  or  private  instruments  as  well  as  statutes. 

15.  §  80.  This  provision  would  seem  to  cover  all  cases  where 
there  is  a  reference  to  a  statute  which  has  been  re-enacted  in  the 
Consolidated  Laws  and  repealed.  The  section  applies  to  all 
references  to  the  "  General  Laws  "  and  will  require  them  to  he 
construed  as  references  to  the  ^^  Consolidated  Laws  "  as  the  gen- 
eral laws  are  repealed  by  the  Consolidated  Laws  and  re-enacted  in 
them.  The  provision  also  applies  to  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
which  may  be  repealed  and  re-enacted  with  changes  of  chapter, 
title,  article  and  section  numbers.  The  provision  is  broad  enough 
to  cover  all  cases  of  erroneous  references  where  the  reference  is 
made  to  a  statute  which  has  been  re-enacted  in  the  Consolidated 
Laws  and  repealed.  Similar  language  will  be  found  in  the  Uni- 
versity Law,  §  54 ;  G^eneral  City  Law,  §  171 ;  General  Corporation 
Law,  §  36  pt.;  Highway  Law,  §  202;  Insurance  Law,  §  332; 
Town  Law,  §  242 ;  Transportation  Corporations  Law,  §  162,  and 
the  provision  in  these  sections  has  been  repealed. 

16.  Article  5.  In  the  preparation  of  the  Consolidated  Laws 
many  statutes  that  had  been  amended  "  so  as  to  read  as  follows '' 
have  been  recommended  for  repeal  upon  the  authority  of  the  fol- 
lowing cases,  whenever  it  appeared  to  be  the  intention  of  the  legis- 
lature to  accomplish  such  a  repeal : 

*'  It  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin  in  Goodno 
V.  Oshkosh  (31  Wis.  ^27),  that  the  repeal  of  a  statute  amending 
a  former  statute  by  making  the  same  to  read  as  recited  at  length 
in  the  later  act,  did  not  work  a  revival  of  the  first  act;  but  the 
decision  proceeded  upon  the  effect  of  a  statute  in  that  state^  the 
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same  as  the  English  statutf^,  twelfth  and  thirteenth  Victoria  (chap. 
21,  §  5),  enacting  that  no  act  or  part  of  an  act  repealed  by  a 
subsequent  act  of  the  legislature  shall  be  revived  by  the  repeal 
of  such  repealing  act,  unless  express  words  be  added  reviving  such 
repealed  act.  With  us  the  amendment  of  a  statute  or  part  of  a 
statute,  by  making  the  same  read  as  prescribed  by  the  amendatory 
statute,  thus  incorporating  all  that  is  deemed  desirable  to  retain 
of  the  did  law  in  the  new,  is  not  regarded  as  a  repeal  of  the  parts 
thus  transferred,  but  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  new 
statute  the  whole  force  of  the  enactment  rests  upon  the  later 
statute.  Although  the  former  act  remains  upon  the  statute  book 
and  is  not  repealed,  either  expressly  or  by  implication,  it  is  no 
longer  the  law  of  the  land  in  respect  to  new  cases  that  may  arise." 
People  V.  Supervisors,  67  N.  Y.  117. 

"  The  claim  as  we  imderstand  it  is  that  a  statute  which  amends 
a  prior  statute  in  some  particulars  under  the  formula,  ^  so  as  to 
read  as  follows,'  operates  as  a  repeal  of  the  whole  prior  statute, 
unless  provisions  intended  to  be  retained  are  incorporated  in  the 
amended  statute  in  the  precise  words  of  the  former  statute,  without 
change  of  phraseology,  and  that  it  makes  no  difference  although 
the  same  provision  in  substance  is  contained  in  the  amending, 
as  in  the  original  statute,  nor  although  the  transposition  and  col- 
location of  words  in  the  amending  act  was  for  the  purpose  of 
adjusting  the  new  features  brought  in  by  the  amendment  so  as 
to  make  the  new  and  old  provisions  harmonious  in  their  relation 
and  expression."     Matter  of  Estate  of  Prime,  136  N.  Y.  352. 

"  It  was  there  distinctly  decided  that  an  earlier  statute  which 
was  amended  and  re-enacted  in  the  shape  of  an  amendment,  so  as 
to  read  as  prescribed  in  the  later  amendatory  statute,  was  there- 
by wholly  annulled  as  to  all  future  cases  and  became  merged  and 
incorporated  into  the  later  statute.  -It  was  further  held  that  when 
the  statute  accomplishing  an  amendment  in  this  manner  is  itself 
repealed,  the  repealing  act  as  effectually  annihilated  the  earlier  act 
which  was  amended  as  if  it  had  been  expressly  mentioned  in  such 
repealing  act."     People  v.  Wilmerding,  136  N.  Y.  369. 

17.  §  90.  This  section  is  in  derogation  of  the  common  law 
rule  which  still  prevails  where  it  has  not  been  abrogated  by  statute, 
that  where  an  act  is  repealed,  and  the  repealing  enactment  is  re- 
pealed by  another,  which  manifests  no  intention  that  the  first  shall 
continue  repealed,  the  repeal  of  the  second  act  revives  the  first 
and  revives  too,  ab  initio,  and  not  merely  from  the  passing  of  the 
reviving  act. 

[Endlich  "  Interpretation  of  Statutes  "  p.  677.] 

It  embraces  not  only  repeals  "By  this^hapter"  but  every 
''repeal  hereafter"  and  is  therefore  a  general  rule  in  the  con- 
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struction  of  statutes.  Such  a  rule  has  prevailed  in  England  since 
1860  and  it  is  in  force  in  many  of  the  states  of  this  country. 
Even  the  common  law  rule,  if  it  still  prevails,  might  not  apply  to 
the  "  Consolidated  Laws,"  which  are  re-enactments  of  existing 
laws  in  consolidated  form.  The  common  law  rule  did  not  apply 
to  such  cases. 

"  The  repeal  of  a  statute  which  was  a  revision  of,"  and  which 
was  intended  as  a  substitute  for  a  former  act  to  the  same  effect, 
will  not  revive  the  latter,  such  a  result  being  manifestly  contrary 
to  the  intent  of  the  legislature;  and  that,  for  the  same  reason,  the 
repeal  of  an  act  amending  another  "  so  as  to  read  in  a  given  man- 
ner, which  operates  as  a  total  merger  of  the  amended  in  the 
amending  one,  cannot  revive  the  original  statute." 
[Endlich  "  Interpretation  of  Statutes  "  p.  678.] 
Provisions  similar  to  this  section  are  contained  in  the  Military 
Code,  §  189,  last  paragraph.  Liquor  Tax  Law,  §  44,  and  Univer- 
sity Law,  §  54.  They  have  been  repealed  as  covered  by  §  90  of 
the  Generfd  Construction  Law. 

18.  §  91.  This  provision  is  contained  in  many  of  the  former 
"  General  Laws."  It  has  been  removed  from  those  laws  and  is 
inserted  here  as  a  new  section  applicable  to  all  the  ^^  Consolidated 
Laws."  It  is  merely  expressive  of  the  "  Consolidated  Laws " 
which  expressly  repeal  such  amendatory  acts. 

19.  §  93.  The  words  underscored  in  this  section  have  been 
taken  from  other  general  laws.  The  words  "  offense  committed  " 
come  from  the  Military  Code,  §  189,  last* paragraph,  and  the  word 
"  enjoyed  "  from  the  Insurance  Law,  §  331.  These  two  general 
laws  contain  provisions  similar  to  §  93,  except  that  they  contain 
the  additional  words  inserted  in  this  section.  To  save  any  ques- 
tion the  words  "  offense  committed  "  and  "  enjoyed  "  have  been 
inserted.  This  section  is  broad  enough  to  protect  any  grants, 
franchises  or  rights  heretofore  existing,  particularly  as  the  Con- 
solidated Laws  are  to  be  construed  as  a  continuation  of  prior  laws 
and  not  as  new  enactments.  Provisions  similar  to  §  93  are  found 
in  the  Civil  Service  Law,  §  29;  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Law, 
§  234 ;  General  City  Law,  §  170 ;  General  Corporation  Law,  §  35 ; 
Highway  Law,  §  201;  Liquor  Tax  Law,  §  44;  Insurance  Law, 
§  331;  Military  Code,  §  189;  Town  Law,  §  241;  Transportation 
Corporations  Law,  §  162.  See  Cameron  v.  N.  Y.  &  M.  O.  W.  Co., 
133  N.  Y.  336. 

20.  §  94.  The  new  words  "  unless  otherwise  specially  provided 
by  law  "  are  found  in  the  University  Law,  §  53 ;  General  City 
Law,  §  170;  Highway  Law,  §  201;  Insurance  Law,  §  331;  Town 
Law,  §  241 ;  Transportation  Corporations  Law,  §  161 ;  General 
Corporation  Law,  §  35,  and  are  inserted  so  as  to  avoid  tiie  repeti- 
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tion  of  this  section  in  these  laws.  Provisions  similar  to  §  94,  may 
he  found  in  the  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Law,  §  234 ;  General  City 
Law,  §  170;  General  Corporation  Law,  §  35;  Highway  Law, 
§  201 ;  Insurance  Law,  §  331 ;  Liquor  Tax  Law,  §  44 ;  Military 
Code,  §  189;  Town  Law,  §  241;  Transportation  Corporations 
Law,  §  162. 

21.  §  95.  This  is  an  important  provision  making  the  Con- 
solidated Laws  a  continuation  of  the  general  laws  and  other  laws 
incorporated  in  the  Consolidated  Laws,  and  not  new  enactments. 
The  words  "  modified  or  amended  according  to  the  language  em- 
ployed "  are  found  in  the  construction  clauses  of  some  of  the  gen- 
eral laws  and  have  heen  inserted  so  that  these  clauses  might  be 
repealed  in  separate  Consolidated  Laws.  The  section  is  broad 
enough  to  avoid  the  creation  of  any  vacancies  in  public  offices 
or  employments  and  will  preserve  any  rule,  regulation  or  ordi- 
nance adopted  pursuant  to  laws  incorporated  in  the  Consolidated 
Laws  unless  otherwise  expressly  stated.  The  Consolidated  Laws 
are  merely  a  continuation  of  former  laws  and  all  rights  acquired 
under  those  laws  and  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  adopted 
thereunder  are  preserved.  The  new  matter  inserted  in  the  sec- 
tion, and  the  section,  can  be  found  in  the  University  Law,  §  64 ; 
General  City  Law,  §  171 ;  General  Corporation  Law,  §  36 ;  High- 
way Law,  §  202 ;  Insurance  Law,  §  332;  Transportation  Corpora- 
tions Law,  §  162 ;  Town  Law,  §  242. 

"  It  seems,  indeed,  to  be  the  general  understanding  that  the  re- 
enactment  of  an  earlier  statute  is  a  continuance,  not  a  repeal  of 
the  latter,  even  though  the  later  act  expressly  repeals  the  earlier. 
The  mere  re-enactment  of  an  existing  law,  in  the  same  or  sub- 
stantially the  same  terms,  without  words  of  repeal,  and  in  the 
absence  of  conflict,  or  an  intention  to  supersede,  does  not,  of  course, 
necessarily  repeal  the  old  law.  But  even  a  repealing  act  re-enact- 
ing the  provisions  of  the  repealing  statute,  in  the  same  words,  is 
construed  to  continue  them  in  force  without  intermission ;  the  re- 
pealing and  re-enacting  provisions  taking  effect  at  the  same  time. 
So,  it  was  held,  that,  where  an  act  repealing  another  which  pro- 
vided for  the  appointment  of  certain  officers,  instantly,  by  the  sec- 
ond section,  re*enacted  the  repealed  act,  the  repeal  was  rendered 
inoperative,  the  former  law  left  in  force,  and  the  officers  appointed 
under  the  same,  whose  terms  of  office  had  not  expired,  remained 
in  office.  So  the  repeal  of  a  general  corpoj'ation  law  by  a  statute 
substantially  re-enacting  and  extending  its  provisions,  does  not 
terminate  the  existence  of  corporations  formed  under  it,  but  is  to 
be  regarded  as  a  continuance  with  modifications  of  the  old  law. 
The  principle  has  been  applied  also  to  a  revision  which  repealed 
the  acts  collated  and  consolidated,  but  immediately,  in  its  own 
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provisions,  re-enacted  them  literally  or  in  substance,  so  that  there 
was  never  a  moment  when  the  repealed  acts  were  not  practically 
in  force.  So,  the  repeal  and  re-enactment,  in  a  revision  of  laws, 
of  a  statutory  provision  authorizing  a  town  to  make  a  certain  by- 
law was  held  not  to  affect  the  validity  of  the  by-law.  And  it  has 
been  applied  to  criminal  statutes,  so  as  to  permit  a  conviction  for 
an  offence  against  the  re-enacted  old  law,  even  where  the  re-enact- 
ing law  undertook  to  repeal  it;  the  re-enactment  being  construed 
a  continuance." 

[Endlich  "Interpretation  of  Statutes,"  p.  677.] 

'^  When  a  statute  amends  a  former  statute  ^  so  as  to  read  as 
follows,'  it  operates  as  a  repeal  by  implication  of  inconsistent 
provisions  in  the  former  law  and  of  provisions  therein  omitted 
in  the  latter.  Where  the  amendatory  act  re-«iacts  provisions  in 
the  former  law,  either  ipsissimis  verbis  or  by  the  use  of  equivalent 
though  different  words,  the  law  will  be  r^arded  as  haying  been 
continuous,  and  the  new  enactment,  as  to  such  parts,  will  not 
operate  as  a  repeal,  so  as  to  affect  a  duty  accrued  under  the  prior 
law,  although,  as  to  all  new  transactions,  the  latter  law  wUl  be 
referred  to  as  the  ground  of  obligation."  Matter  of  Estate  of 
Prime,  136  N.  Y.  347. 

22.  §  96.  This  section  is  inserted  in  order  that  no  doubt  can 
exist  as  to  the  intent  of  a  repeal,  when  sections  are  connected  by  a 
hyphen. 

Z3.  §  100.  No  section  has  been  inserted  in  the  General  Con- 
struction Law  relating  to  special,  private  and  local  acts  which  may 
conflict  with  the  Consolidated  Laws.  These  have  been  left  for  the 
determination  of  the  courts.  This  was  the  course  pursued  with 
reference  to  the  general  laws  and  the  effect  of  those  laws  upon 
special,  private  and  local  acts  has  been  defined  by  the  Court  of 
Appeals  in  several  cases.  The  rule  is  well  understood  and  applies 
to  the  "  Consolidated  Laws "  as  well  as  to  the  "  General  Laws." 
There  seems  to  be  no  necessity  therefore  for  any  section  with 
reference  to  special,  private  or  local  statutes.  The  Consolidated 
Laws  contain  extensive  repealing  clauses  and  are  intended  to  in- 
clude in  the  text  or  in  the  schedule  of  repeals,  all  statutes  of  a 
general  nature.  There  are  some  statutes  which  apply  to  localities 
which  are  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Consolidated  Laws, 
but  it  is  evident  from  the  context  that  the  law  was  not  intended 
to  be  a  codification  of  all  the  statutes  upon  the  subject  and  there- 
fore should  not  be  construed  to  repeal  such  special,  private  antf 
local  acts. 

The  following  is  the  substance  of  two  interesting  cases  bear- 
ing upon  the  effect  of  the  "  General  Laws  "  and  effect  of  the  "  Con- 
solidated Laws  "  upon  special,  private  and  local  statutes.  i 
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"  The  provisions  of  subdivision  7  of  section  4  of  article  1  of 
the  Tax  Law  (L.  1896,  Ch.  908),  exempting  the  property  of  char- 
itable corporations  and  associations  from  taxation,  supersede  and 
by  implication  repeal  the  provisions  of  all  special  acts  exempting 
the  property  of  such  corporations  and  associations,  and  legacies 
to  them,  as  well  as  to  all  such  corporations  and  associations 
claiming  exemptions  under  subdivision  7,  vesting  after  chap- 
ter 382  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  amending  article  10  of  the  Tax 
Law,  relating  to  the  tax  upon  transfers  of  property,  took  effect, 
are  subject  to  the  transfer  tax,  since  such  8l:atute  provides  that 
the  exemptions  enumerated  in  section  4  of  the  Tax  Law  shall 
not  be  construed  as  applicable  in  any  manner  to  the  provisions 
of  article  10,  imposing  such  transfer  tax."  Matter  of  Hunting- 
ton, 168  N.  Y.  399. 

"An  educational  corporation  is  not  exempt  from  local  taxation 
upon  its  leased  real  estate,  the  rents  of  which  are  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  corporate  purposes,  although  its  charter,  granted  by 
special  act  in  1887,  expressly  exempted  such  real  estate  from  local 
taxation;  since  the  General  Tax  Law  (L.  1896,  Ch.  908,  §  4, 
subd.  7,  as  amended),  exempting  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of 
educational  institutions  as  is  used  exclusively  for  carrying  out 
thereupon  one  or  more  of  the  corporate  purposes,  impliedly  repeals 
the  provisions  of  the  special  act  relating  to  such  exemption." 

"  It  is  a  codifying  act,  designed  to  reduce  all  statutes  relating 
to  taxation  into  a  complete  and  harmonious  system.  A  codifying 
act  is  presumed  to  exhaust  the  subject  to  which  it  relates,  unless 
.  a  different  intention  appears  on  the  face  of  the  statute,  or  is  an 
irresistible  inference  from  special  circumstances.  The  new  enact- 
ment is  substituted  in  the  place  of  all  statutes  previously  existing 
and  becomes  the  sole  rule  of  action."

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


General  Note.  Various  matters  from  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  and  independent  statutes  have  been  added  to  the  Gen- 
eral Corporation  Law  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  so  far 
as  possible  the  provisions  relating  generally  to  corporations.  Most 
of  the  added  matter  is  in  the  nature  of  actions  and  proceedings 
relating  to  corporations.  The  provisions  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure relating  to  changing  the  name  of  a  corporation  and  the  sale 
of  corporate  real  property  have  been  inserted  as  well  as  the  various 
articles  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to  the  judicial 
supervision  of  corporations  and  officers  and  members  thereof  and 
actions  for  sequestration,  for  dissolution,  for  annulment  and  pro- 
ceedings for  voluntary  dissolution. 

The  provisions  in  the  Stock  Corporation  Law  relating  to  the 
voluntary  dissolution  of  a  stock  corporation  have  been  consolidated 
in  this  chapter  as  well  as  those  relating  to  the  dissolution  of 
moneyed  corporations  which  are  now  in  the  form  of  an  independ- 
ent statute. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  law  as  a  separate  article  the  pro- 
visions relating  to  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  receivers 
of  corporations. 

This  material  was  formerly  scattered  along  the  road  of  legisla- 
tion from  1829  down  to  the  present  time.  The  provisions  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  were  found  in  two  separate  chapters,  one  relating 
to  receivers  appointed  in  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution 
of  a  corporation  and  the  other  relating  to  trustees  of 
insolvent  debtors.  These  were  made  applicable  by  the  repealing 
act  of  1880,  Ch.  245.  From  1829  down  to  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  and  after  the  adoption  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  various  independent  statutes  were  enacted 
upon  the  subject  of  insolvent  corporations  and  receivers.  All  the 
statutory  provisions  applicable  to  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities 
of  receivers  as  found  in  this  legislation  have  been  consolidated  in 
one  article  and  by  a  suitable  reference  have  been  made  applicable 
to  actions  and  proceedings  as  now  provided  by  law.  The  follow- 
ing independent  acts  have  thus  been  disposed  of:  L.  1880,  Ch.  537 ; 
L.  1883,  Ch.  378;  L.  1884,  Ch.  285;  L.  1898,  Ch.  522;  L.  1898, 
Ch.  534;  L.  1904,  Ch.  754.  L.  1852,  Ch.  71  has  been  treated 
in  the  Insurance  Law.  L.  188G,  Ch.  271  was  repealed  by  L. 
1892,  Ch.  687,  and  L.  1886,  Ch.  310  has  been  repealed  herein  as 
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unconstitutional  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  People  v.  O'Brien, 
111  N.  Y.  1. 

1.  §  2.  The  proposed  amendments  to  this  section  relating 
to  classification  of  corporations  are  made  necessary  in  order 
to  conform  its  provisions  to  the  present  classification  of  corpora- 
tions. This  section,  when  enacted,  was  intended  to  indicate  the 
classification  into  which  all  corporations  were  to  be  divided.  The 
revisers,  however,  did  not  adhere  to  the  classification  as  laid  down, 
and  as  new  general  laws  were  enacted,  the  original  classification 
was  in  great  part  abandoned.  Thus,  there  is  no  "  mixed  cor- 
poration "  known  to  our  laws,  and  all  matter  relating  to  such  a 
class  of  corporations  has  been  omitted.  The  words  "  railroad  or 
other  "  relating  to  transportation  corporations  have  been  inserted 
so  as  to  make  the  application  of  the  language  plainer..  This  will 
make  unnecessary  further  sub-classifications  of  either  "  moneyed  '' 
or  "  transportation  "  corporations. 

The  words  "  Any  corporation  other  than  a  stock  corpora 
tion  "  have  been  inserted  as  descriptive  of  all  non-stock  corpora 
tions  authorizAl  by  laws  other  than  the  Religious  and  Member 
ship  corporation  laws.  This  classification  of  non-stock  corpora- 
tions corresponds  to  the  actual  classification  now  in  use.  It  will 
include  corporations  organized  under  the  proposed  "  Education 
Law,'*  under  the  Health  Law,  and  all  other  general  or  special 
laws. 

The  different  chapters  of  the  general  laws  relating  to  the  or- 
ganization and  regulation  of  corporations  for  purposes  peculiar 
to  themselves  suflSciently  define  and  describe  such  corporations. 
Therefore,  an  enumeration  of  all  the  corporations  organized  for 
all  kinds  of  purposes  under  all  existing  laws,  as  was  attempted 
in  the  section,  is  unnecessary  and  only  tends  to  confuse.  The 
number  and  variety  of  such  corporations  has  greatly  increased 
since  the  section  was  enacted,  and  will  probably  further  increase 
in  the  future  and  make  constant  amendment  of  the  section 
necessary. 

In  fact  the  section  has  been  open  to  much  criticism  for  some 
years. 

The  paragraph  providing  that  membership  corporations  shall 
include  benevolent  orders  has  been  omitted  for  the  reason  that 
benevolent  orders  are  now  governed  by  a  separate  chapter  of  the 
general  laws,  and  fire  and  soldiers'  monument  corporations  are 
expressly  provided  for  in  the  Membership  Corporations  Law. 
This  paragraph,  therefore,  is  obsolete  and  unnecessary,  as  the 
nature  of  such  corporations  are  suflSciently  described  in  the  laws 
referred  to. 
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2.  §  5.  This  section .  relates  to  filing  of  certificates  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state  by  corporations  generally,  and  it 
also  contains  exceptions.  Thus,  except  in  the  case  "  of  a  religious, 
cemetery,  moneyed,  municipal  or  fire  department  corporation." 
The  wording  of  the  exception  has  been  changed  in  the  proposed 
section  to  "  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law."  This  change 
is  necessary  because  the  exceptions  referred  to  are  incorrect. 

(a)  In  the  case  of  religious  corporations  it  is  provided  by  the 
Eeligious  Corporations  Law  (L.  1895,  Ch.  723,  §  3),  that  in  some 
cases  the  certificate  should  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  so  the  exception  of  this  class  of  corporations  is  too  broad. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  cemetery  corporations  it  is  now  provided  by 
the  Membership  Corporations  Law  (L,  1895,  Ch.  559,  §  41)  that 
the  certificates  of  such  corporations  should  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state.    This  exception,  therefore,  is  erroneous. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  moneyed  corporations  the  Insurance  Law 
(L.  1892,  CL  690,  §  263)  provides  that  the  certificates  of  town 
and  county  co-operative  insurance  companies  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state.  The  exception  of  moneyed  corpora- 
tions is,  therefore,  not  entirely  correct. 

(d)  As  to  the  exception  of  fire  department  corporations,  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  there  are  none  such  now  provided  for.  Fire 
companies  are  included  in  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  (L. 
1895,  Ch.  559),  and  they  do  not  belong  in  the  exception. 

(e)  There  are  also  district  dental  societies  whose  certificates 
must  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  State  Dental  Society 
(Public  Health  Law,  L.  1893,  Ch.  661,  §  162)  and  library  cor- 
porations which  may  be  chartered  by  the  Regents.  (University 
Law,  L.  1892,  Ch.  378,  §  27.)  So  to  make  the  exception  accurate 
it  would  have  to  include  these  and  there  may  be  others. 

All  these  peculiar  provisions  and  exceptions  are,  however,  pro- 
vided for  by  the  phrase  "  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,'* 
and  it  will  be  less  confusing  if  the  specific  exceptions  are  not  set 
forth  in  full.  Under  the  section  as  proposed,  it  will  not  have  to 
be  amended  every  time  the  legislature  creates  an  exception  to 
the  general  law  providing  for  the  filing  of  certificates  in  the  office 
of  the  secretary  of  state. 

4.  §  15.  The  matter  omitted  is  provided  for  by  the  first  sen- 
tence of  this  section.  It  has  now  served  its  purpose,  and  there  is 
no  necessity  for  its  retention. 

The  following  is  submitted  as  a  substitute  for  §  15  as  consoli- 
dated : 

"  §  15.  Certificate  of  authobity  of  a  foreign  corpora- 
tion;    REMOVAL    OF     CAUSE     TO     FEDERAI.    COITRTS.        No    foreign 

stock  corporation  other  than  a  moneyed  corporation,  shall  do  busi- 
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11CS8  in  this  state  without  having  first  procured  from  the  secretary 
of  state  a  certificate  that  it  has  complied  with  all  the  requirements 
of  law  to  authorize  it  to  do  business  in  this  state,  and  that  the 
business  of  the  corporation  to  be  carried  on  in  this  state  is  such 
as  may  be  lawfully  carried  on  by  a  corporation  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  state  for  such  or  similar  business,  or  if  more  than 
one  kind  of  business,  by  two  or  more  corporations  so  incorporated 
for  such  kinds  of  business  respectively.  The  secretary  of  state 
shall  deliver  such  certificate  to  every  such  corporation  so  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  law.  [No  such  corporation  now  doing 
business  in  this  state  shall  do  business  herein  after  December 
thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  without  having  pro- 
cured such  certificate  from  the  secretary  of  state,  but  any  lawful 
contract  previously  mad6  by  the  corporation  may  be  performed 
and  enforced  within  the  state  subsequent  to  such  date.J  No 
foreign  stock  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state  shall  main- 
tain any  action  in  this  state  upon  any  contract  made  by  it  in  this 
state  unless  prior  to  the  making  of  such  contract  it  shall  have  pro- 
cured such  certificate.  This  prohibition  shall  also  apply  to  any 
assignee  of  such  foreign  stock  corporation  and  to  any  person  claim- 
ing under  such  assignee  or  such  foreign  stock  corporation  or  under 
either  of  them.  No  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  granted  to  any 
foreign  corporation  having  the  same  name  as  an  existing  domestic 
corporation,  or  a  name  so  nearly  resembling  it  as  to  be  calculated 
to  deceive,  nor  to  any  foreign  corporation,  other  than  a  moneyed 
or  insurance  corporation,  with  the  word  ^  trust,'  '  bank,'  '  banking/ 
^  insurance,'  '  assurance,'  ^  indemnity,'  *  guarantee,'  ^  guaranty,' 
*  savings,'  ^  investment,'  '  loan,'  or  ^  benefit,'  as  a  part  of  its  name. 
If  any  such  corporation,  having  authority  to  do  business  in  this 

state,  shall  apply  to  remove  into  the  United  State  Court  any  action 
brought  against  it  in  any  court  of  this  state,  by  a  domestic  corpora- 
tion or  a  resident  of  this  state,  where  the  cause  of  action  arose 
within  this  state,  its  authority  to  transact  buainesa  in  this  state 
shall  cease,  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  revoke  the  certificate 
of  authoritv  of  any  such  corporation  to  do  business  in  this  state, 
nnd  notify  such  corporation  to  discontinue  transacting  business  in 
this  state  when  it  shall  appear  to  him  that  the  corporation  has 
made  such  application,  and  thereafter  such  corporation  shall  dis- 
continue  transacting  business  in  this  state." 

(Matter  in  brackets  to  be  omitted  and  the  matter  underscored 
is  new.) 
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5-  §  23.  This  section  was  added  to  L.  1890,  Ch.  563,  by 
L.  1892,  Ch.  687.  This  section  as  amended  contained  provisions 
that  could  well  be  placed  in  separate  sections,  and  in  furtherance 
of  clearness  and  so  as  to  enable  the  different  provisions  to  be 
more  readily  found,  this  has  been  done.  Thus,  the  matter  relat- 
ing to  cumulative  voting  commencing  with  the  words  "  The  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation ''  and  ending  "  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,"  has  been  taken  out  of  §  23,  "old"  §  20, 
and  placed  in  the  consolidated  law  as  §  24. 

Again,  the  matter  relating  to  voting  trust  agreements,  which 
was  added  to  the  section  by  L.  1901,  CL  355,  commencing  with 
the  words  '*A  stockholder  may,  by  agreement "  and  ending  with 
the  words  "  daily,  during  business  hours,"  has  also  been  taken  out 
of  §  23  and  placed  in  the  consolidated  law  as  §  25.  These 
changes  work  no  change  of  substance  but  will  result  in  bringing 
these  important  provisions  into  a  form  where  they  will  be  readily 
seen  and  found. 

6.  §  34.  The  words  "  by  law  "  appear  in  the  section  in  paren- 
theses. We  have  marked  them  for  omission,  as  they  were  un- 
doubtedly left  in  by  inadvertence.  It  was  probably  intended  that 
the  words  "  by  law "  were  to  be  stricken  out  when  the  section 
\fSL8  amended  by  L.  1904,  Ch.  737,  and  parentheses  were  used  to 
indicate  that  such  was  the  intent,  instead  of  brackets. 

7.  §  37.  This  section  has  been  repeatedly  amended.  (L.  1892, 
Ch.  687;  L.  1900,  Ch.  177;  L.  1901,  Ch.  359  and  L.  1906,  Ch. 
256.)  As  a  consequence  it  has  become  very  long,  involved 
»nd  difficult  to  understand.  In  order  to  obviate  this  difficulty 
the  section  has  been  divided  into  five  sections  with  appropriate 
Leadings.  Section  37  contains  the  matter  heretofore  induded  in 
the  first  sentence  of  §  32,  together  with  the  matter  added  to  the 
&3ction  by  the  amendment  of  1905  (Ch.  256),  which  constitutes 
tlhe  second  paragraph  of  the  section.  This  change  works  no  change 
0^,  substance  and  is  made  so  that  the  section  may  be  more  easily 
understood. 

8.  §  38,  This  section  is  taken  without  change  from  §  32, 
^'  old "  General  Corporation  Law.  The  matter  .contained  in  it 
was  introduced  into  this  section  by  L.  1892,  Ch.  G87,  and  relates 
to  the  revival  of  a  corporation  after  corporate  existence  has 
expired. 

9.  §  39.  This  section  is  also  taken  from  §  32,  "old"  Gen- 
eral Corporation  Law,  without  chanp;e' except  necessary  change  of 
phraseology  in  order  to  fit  the  language  into  a  separate  section. 

10.  §  40..  The  matter  contained  in  this  section  is  also  taken 
from  §  32,  "  old  "  General  CoriX)ration  Law  without  change. 

11.  §  41,  The  matter  contained  in  this  section  is  also  taken 
from  §  32,  '*  old"  General  Corporation  Law,  without  change. 
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12.  Article  3.  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  2411  to  2416  have 
been  consolidated  in  this  article  so  far  as  they  relate  to  change 
of  name  of  a  corporation.  The  portions  of  these  sections  relat- 
ing to  the  change  of  the  name  of  an  individual  have  been  left  in 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  last  sentence  has  been  omitted 
from  §  63,  because  consolidated  in  County  Law,  §  161,  subd.  6. 

13.  Article  4.  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  3390-3396,  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  proceedings  for  the  sale  of  the  real  property  of  a 
corporation,  have  been  consolidated  in  this  article,  and  the  por- 
tion rolatinor  to  the  sale  of  the  real  property  of  a  joint-stock  asso- 
ciation has  been  consolidated  in  Joint-Stock  Association  Law,  §  8. 

14.  Article  5.  This  article  is  made  up  of  the  provisions  of 
Ch.  15,  Tit.  2,  Art.  2  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  entitled 
"  Judicial  supervision  of  a  corporation  and  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers thereof."  It  has  been  incorporated  in  the  General  Corpora- 
tion Law  as  a  separate  article  without  change. 

15.  Article  6.  This  article  consists  of  Ch.  15,  Tit.  2,  Art.  3 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  entitled  "Actions  to  procure  the 
dissolution  of  a  corporation  and  actions  to  enforce  the  individual 
liability  of  the  officers  or  members  of  a  corporation  with  or  without 
a  dissolution  thereof.''  It  has  been  inserted  in  the  General  Cor- 
poration Law  without  change.  One  or  two  provisions  have  been 
inserted  in  this  article  from  other  statutes,  attention  to  which  will 
be  called  by  appropriate  notes. 

16.  §  106.  This  section  was  formerly  a  part  of  §  1788  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  original  section  provided  that  a 
permanent  receiver  should  have  all  the  powers,  duties  and  liabili- 
ties of  receivers  appointed  in  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolu- 
tion of  a  corporation.  The  powers,  doties  and  liabilities  of  such 
receivers  have  been  consolidated  in  Art.  11  of  this  chapter  and  the 
reference  in  this  section  has  been  changed  accordingly. 

17.  §  107.  This  section  of  the  Revised  Statute^s  was  made 
applicable  to  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corpo- 
ration by  L.  1880,  Ch.  245,  §  1,  p.  308,  which  preserved  it  from 
repeal  and  made  it  applicable  in  the  following  language:  "  §  42 
which  is  hereby  made  applicable  to  a  permanent  receiver  appointed 
as  prescribed  in  §  1788  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.''  Sec- 
tion 42  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  was  amended  by  L.  1858,  Ch.  348 
by  adding  to  the  original  section  certain  provisions  relating  to  re- 
ceivers. These  provisions  have  been  preserved  in  the  text.  It  be- 
comes no  longer  necessary  to  retain  the  first  sentence  of  this  section 
as  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  receivers  have  been  made  a 
separate  article  in  this  chapter  and  by  an  appropriate  reference 
these  provisions  have  been  made  applicable  to  this  article. 

18.  §  108.  A  more  general  provision  than  the  one  found  in 
the  text  has  been  inserted  as  §  314  in  Art  12  relating  to  provisions 
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applicable  to  two  or  more  of  the  actions  or  proceedings  incorporate 
in  this  chapter. 

19.  Article  7.  This  article  consists  of  Ch.  15,  Tit.  ^,  Art.  1 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  has  been  transferred  to  the 
General  Corporation  Law  as  Art.  7,  without  change  in  substance. 

20.  §  134.  This  section  which  is  in  the  language  of  §  1801 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  does  not  seem  to  confer  upon  the 
receiver  appointed  under  the  judgment  in  an  action  to  annul  a 
corporation  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  receivers  generally 
under  the  Revised  Statutes  and  subsequent  enactments  as  newfound 
in  Art.  11  of  this  chapter.  Section  134  simply  states  that  the 
judgment  must  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  etc.,  a? 
where  a  corporation  is  dissolved  upon  its  voluntary  application. 
The  intention  probably  was  to  preserve  the  practice  of  the  earlier 
statutes.  Revised  Statutes,  Pt.  3,  Ch.  9,  Tit.  2,  Art.  1,  §  27  pro- 
vided that  whenever  a  judgment  should  be  rendered  for  the  vacat- 
ing and  annulling  any  act  of  incorporation  the  court  of  chancery 
should  have  the  same  powers  to  appoint  a  receiver,  etc.,  as  were 
given  in  the  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corpo- 
ration. This  section  was  carried  into  the  old  Code  of  Procedure, 
§  444  of  which  provided  that  the  court  should  have  the  same  powers 
to  appoint  a  receiver  of  the  property  of  a  corporation  whose  charter 
was  annulled,  and  to  take  an  account  and  to  make  distribution 
thereof  among  its  creditors  as  were  given  in  the  proceedings  for 
the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation  under  the  Revised 
Statutes.  Whether  or  not  these  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  are 
conferred  upon  receivers  in  actions  to  annul  a  corporation  the  court 
in  any  event  has  the  authority  to  confer  them  in  a  proper  case. 

20a.  §§  136,  179,  250,  269,  275.  The  references  in  these 
sections  to  the  "  State  paper "  arid  the  "  newspaper  printed  at 
Albany,  in  which  legal  notices  are  required  to  be  published,"  have 
been  omitted  for  the  reason  that  the  State  paper  referred  to  has 
been  abolished  and  there  is  no  newspaper  in  Albany  in  which 
legal  notices  generally  are  required  to  be  published.  See  Execu- 
tive Law,  §  83,  which  abolishes  the  "  old  "  State  paper. 

21.  Article  8.  This  article  embraces  L.  1902,  Ch.  60,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  simplify  the  procedure,  facilitate  the  settlement 
and  reduce  the  expense  of  receivers  on  dissolution  of  a  monied 
corporation,"  and  L.  1904,  Ch.  754,  entitled  "An  act  to  simplify 
the  settlement  of  accounts  of  receivers,  on  dissolution  of  a  monied 
corporation."  By  its  language,  L.  1902,  Ch.  60,  superseded  and 
repealed  all  provisions  inconsistent.  Both  acts  have  been  inserted 
in  this  chapter  as  Art.  8  in  order  to  bring  together  in  the  chapter 
so  far  as  possible  all  provisions  relating  to  the  dissolution  of  corpo 
rations  which  are  now  scattered  in  many  independent  acts  and 
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also  to  bring  the  acts  mentioned  in  juxtaposition  with  other  pro- 
visions applicable  to  the  subject. 

22.  Article  9.  This  article  consists  of  Ch.  17,  Tit.  11  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  entitled  "  Proceedings  for  the  voluntary 
dissolution  of  a  corporation."  It  has  been  inserted  in  this  chap- 
ter as  Art  9  without  change  but  with  the  addition  of  one  or  two 
provisions  not  now  found  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  but  ap- 
plicable to  the  subject. 

23.  §  182.  This  section  provides  for  the  powers  and  duties 
of  a  temporary  receiver  and  makes  applicable  to  a  temporary  re- 
ceiver appointed  in  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a 
corporation  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  temporary  receiver  ap- 
pointed in  an  action  for  sequestration  and  for  the  dissolution  of  a 
corporation.  This  was  accomplished  by  the  reference  to  §  1788  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  reference  has  been  changed  to 
§  104  of  this  chapter  where  §  1788  of  the  Code  has  been  incor- 
porated in  this  chapter.  The  powers  and  duties  of  a  temporary  re- 
ceiver are  not  defined  to  any  large  extent  by  statute,  but  are 
mainly  matters  of  judicial  discretion.  The  powers,  duties  and 
liabilities  of  receivers  consolidated  in  Art.  11  of  this  chapter  apply 
only  to  permanent  receivers.  Fov  sl  note  on  the  subject  see  19 
Abbott's  New  Cases,  359. 

24.  §  183.  The  statute  of  1883,  a  portion  of  which  is  here 
consolidated,  applies  to  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of 
a  corporation.  People  v.  Seneca  Lake  Grape  &  Wine  Co.,  52  Hun, 
175.  See  also  U.  S.  Trust  Co.  v.  N.  Y.,  W.  S.  &  B.  K.  R.  Co., 
101  N.  Y.  478 ;  McNabb  v.  Porter  Air  Lighter  Co.,  44  App.  Div. 
103;  Matter  of  Broadway  Insurance  Co.,  23  App.  Div.  282.  A 
more  general  provision  relating  to  applications  for  the  appointment 
of  receivers  and  otherwise  will  be  found  in  §  314  under  the  head  of 
provisions  applicable  to  more  than  two  of  the  actions  or  proceedings 
incorporated  in  this  chapter. 

25.  §  191.  In  the  title  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relat- 
ing to  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation 
there  will  be  found  no  statement  •">!  the  powers,  duties  and  liabili- 
ties of  receivers  who  may  be  appointed  in  such  proceedings.  There 
is  not  even  a  reference  in  the  proceedings  conferring  upon  the  re- 
ceivers appointed  in  the  proceedings  the  powers,  duties  and  lia- 
bilities of  receivers.  The  omission,  however,  is  supplied  by  L. 
1880,  Ch.  245,  §  1,  subd.  3,  p.  369,  which  provides  as  follows: 
"  §§  Q6  to  89  (Revised  Statutes,  Pt.  3,  Ch.  8,  Tit.  4,  Art.  3),  both 
inclusive,  which  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  a  receiver  appointed 
as  prescribed  in  §  2429  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure." 
These  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes  comprise  in  themselves  or 
by  reference  the  provisions  in  the  Revised  Statutes  relating  to  the 
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powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  receivers.  The  provisions  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  referred  to  have  been  consolidated  in  Art.  11  of 
this  chapter  and  have  been  incorporated  in  this  article  relating  to 
proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation  by  a 
reference  at  the  end  of  §  191  as  follows:  *^A  receiver  appointed 
under  this  section  shall  have  all  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities 
of  receivers  under  Art.  11  of  this  chapter." 

26.  §  192.  This  section  is  the  same  as  the  following  pro 
vision  in  the  Revised  Statutes  which  latter  provision  therefore 
has  been  repealed: 

"Any  of  the  directors,  trustees  or  other  officers  of  such  corpora- 
tion, or  any  of  its  stockholders,  may  be  appointed  receivers." 
[R.  S.,  Pt.  3,  Ch.  8,  Tit.  4,  Art.  3,  §  66.] 

27.  §  193.  This  section  is  the  same  as  the  following  section 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  which  latter  section  therefore  has  been 
repealed : 

"All  sales,  assignments,  transfers,  mortgages  and  conveyances  of 
any  part  of  the  estate  real  or  personal,  including  things  in  action, 
of  every  such  corporation,  made  after  the  filing  of  the  petition 
for  a  dissolution  thereof,  in  payment  of,  or  a  security  for,  any 
existing  or  prior  debt,  or  for  any  other  consideration,  and  all 
judgments  confessed  by  such  corporation  after  that  time,  shall 
be  absolutely  void  as  against  the  receivers  who  may  be  appointed 
on  such  petition,  and  as  against  the  creditors  of  such  corporation." 

[R.  S.,  Pt.  3,  Ch.  8,  Tit.  4,  Art.  3,  §  71.] 

28.  Article  10.  These  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  disso- 
lution of  stock  corporations  have  been  transferred  to  the  Gen- 
eral Corporation  Law  from  the  Stock  Corporation  Law  in  order 
to  bring  together  so  far  as  possible  all  proceedings  and  actions 
relating  to  the  winding  up  of  a  corporation. 

29.  Article  11.  This  article  relates  to  the  powers,  duties 
and  liabilities  of  receivers  of  corporations  and  unless  otherwise 
provided  in  specific  sections  it  is  made  applicable  to  receivers 
appointed  under  Art.  6  relating  to  actions  for  sequestration,  ac- 
tions for  dissolution  and  actions  to  enforce  the  individual  liability 
of  officers  and  members  of  corporations  and  Art.  9  relating  to 
proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation.  The 
article  consists  of  the  live  matter  in  §§  66-89  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  (Pt.  3,  Ch.  8,  Tit.  4,  Art.  3),  the  sections  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  relating  to  the  powers,  duties  and  obligations  of  trustees 
of  insolvent  debtors  (Pt.  2,  Ch.  5,  Tit.  1,  Art.  8)  which  were 
made  applicable  h}  reference  in  §§  66  to  89  above  referred  to, 
provisions  from  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  finally  pro- 
visions from  independent  statutes  not  found  in  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes or  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to  the  subject  of  re- 
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ceivQrrs.  The  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  were  made  ap- 
plicable by  L.  1880,  Ch.  245,  §  1,  subd.  3,  p.  368.  Section 
42  of  the  Revised  Statutes  being  made  applicable  to  permanent 
receivers  appointed  in  actions  for  sequestration,  actions  for  dis- 
solution, etc.,  under  §  1788  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and 
§§  66  to  89,  both  inclusive,  being  made  applicable  to  receivers 
appointed  in  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  cor- 
poration under  §  2429  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The 
provisions  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to  receivers 
and  of  independent  statutes  have  been  incorporated  according  to 
their  context  and  judicial  construction  making  them  applicable. 
For  convenience,  the  provisions  relating  to  the  powers,  duties  and 
liabilities  of  receivers  of  corporations  have  been  placed  in  a 
separate  article  where  by  reference  they  have  been  made  appli- 
cable to  such  actions  and  proceedings  as  they  are  now  applicable 
to  by  law. 

30.  §  230.  This  section  is  new.  It  makes  the  provisions  of 
this  article  applicable  to  receivers  appointed  under  §  106  or 
§  191  of  this  chapter.  This  merely  carries  out  the  present  law. 
Section  107  of  this  chapter  was  formerly  a  part  of  §  1788  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  provided  that  a  permanent  re- 
ceiver should  have  all  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  imposed 
upon  a  receiver  appointed  in  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dis- 
solution of  a  corporation. 

31.  §  231.  This  section  covers  the  same  ground  as  the  fol- 
lowing provision  in  Revised  Statutes  which  latter  provision 
therefore  has  been  omitted : 

"All  assignees  and  trustees,  appointed  imder  any  authority, 
conferred  by  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  articles  of  this 
title,  in  the  several  cases  therein  contemplated,  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  trustees  of  the  estate  of  the  debtor,  in  relation  to 
whose  property  they  shall  be  appointed,  for  the  benefit  of  his 
creditors;  and  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  authority 
hereinafter  specified,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  control,  obliga- 
tions and  responsibilities  hereinafter  declared,  in  respect  to 
trustees."

The  receiver  of  a  voluntarily  dissolved  corporation  is,  by  force 
of  the  statute,  a  trustee  of  the  property  of  the  corporation  for  the 
benefit  of  all  its  creditors ;  and  the  six  years'  statute  of  limitations 
does  not  run  in  his  favor  against  claims  not  barred  at  the  time  of 
his  appointment,  so  long  as  the  trust  is  open  and  continuing,  and 
has  not  been  repudiated  or  denied.  Ludington  v.  Thompson,  153 
N.  Y.  499.    See  Matter  of  Coleman,  174  N.  Y.  383. 
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32.  §  232.  This  section  relates  to  the  same  subject  as  the 
following  provision  of  the  Revised  Statutes  which  is  not  appli- 
cable and  therefore  has  been  omitted : 

"  The  trustees  taking  such  oath,  shall  be  deemed  vested  with 
all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  such  debtor  (except  such  as 
is  exempted  by  the  preceding  articles),  as  follows: 

1.  In  proceedings  under  the  first  article  of  this  title,  from  the 
first  publication  of  the  notice  to  the  non-resident,  absconding  or 
concealed  debtor: 

2.  In  proceedings  under  the  second  article,  from  the  appoint- 
ment of  trustees: 

3.  In  proceedings  under  the  third,  fifth,  and  sixth  article?*, 
from  the  execution  of  the  assignment,  in  these  articles  directed: 

4.  In  proceedings  under  the  fourth  article,  when  the  assign- 
ment was  voluntary,  from  the  time  of  its  execution;  when  ex- 
ecuted by  an  ofiicer  as  therein  directed,  from  the  time  of  the 
first  publication  of  the  notice  in  that  article  required  to  be  given 
to  creditors/'

33.  §  233.  There  is  some  difference  between  this  section  and 
'he  preceding  section  and  it  has  therefore  been  preserved. 

34.  §  234.  The  provisions  of  §  715  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  have  not  been  inserted  in  this  article  for  the  reason 
that  the  section  provides  that  they  shall  not  apply  to  "  a  case 
where  special  provision  is  made  by  law  for  the  security  to  Iw 
given  by  a  receiver."  This  treatment  of  the  matter  does  not 
affect  the  provisions  in  §  715  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  re- 
lating to  bonds  of  fidelity  or  surety  companies.  See  Jones  v. 
Blum,  145  N.  Y.  338,  and  Nealis  v.  American  Tube  and  Iron 
Co.,  76  Hun,  223. 

35.  §  230.  This  section  couies  from  the  chapter  in  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  relating  to  the  powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of 
trustees  of  insolvent  debtors  (Revised  Statutes,  Pt.  2,  Ch.  5,  Tit. 
1,  Art.  8).  It  was  made  applicable  to  receivers  appointed  in 
proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation  by  the 
following  provision  in  the  Revised  Statutes  relating  to  the  volun- 
tary dissolution  of  a  corporation. 

**  Such  receivers  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority,  con- 
ferred by  law  upon  trustees  to  whom  an  assignment  of  the  estate 
of  insolvent  debtors  may  be  made;  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  fifth  chapter  of  the  second  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,"

SuBD.  1.  Some  of  the  provisions  relating  to  trustees  of  insolvent 
debtors  which   were  made    applicable  to  receivers   in  proceed- 
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ing8  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation  cannot  be  a])- 
plied  to  such  receivers.  An  illustration  is  found  in  the  bracketed 
matter  in  this  subdivision. 

"  The  rights  of  the  receiver  become  fixed  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment;  the  rights  of  creditors  of  the  bank  represented  by 
him  then  attach;  and  it  would  not  be  equitable  to  countenance 
any  subsequent  arrangement  to  give  any  one  of  them  an  undue 
preference  over  the  others.  Parties  must  stand  or  fall  by  the 
condition  of  things  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  appointment 
of  the  receiver,  unless  special  equities  exist."

The  Court  of  Appeals  citing  above  case  says  in  a  unanimous 
decision  in  Van  Dyck  v.  McQuade,  85  N.  Y.  616  [617]. 

"  If,  under  the  authority  derived  from  the  statute,  the  receiver 
in  this  case  had  the  power  to  allow  a  set-off,  that  power  did  n«>t 
extend  to  a  case  where  no  mutual  debts  subsisted  at  the  date  of  the 
appointment  of  the  receiver." 

SuBD.  6.  The  words  "not  exceeding  18  months"  have  been 
bracketed  out  because  a  receiver  is  required  to  report  withiii  a 
year  unless  his  time  is  extended.  For  the  same  reason  the  words 
"  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  "  have  been  inserted. 

36.  §  240.  The  statute  inserted  here  is  entitled  "An  act  to 
facilitate  the  collection  and  recovery  of  the  assets  of  corporations 
for  which  receivers  have  been  appointed."  It  applies  to  receivers 
appointed  in  proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  cor- 
poration and  to  actions  to  dissolve  corporations.  Appropriate 
changes  in  references  have  been  made  to  carry  out  the  intent  of 
the  statute.  The  statute  is  a  complete  scheme  for  the  recovery 
of  assets  by  receivers  and  supersedes  the  following  provisions  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  which  for  that  reason  have  been  omitted : 

"And  all  the  provisions  of  law,  in  respect  to  trustees  of  insol- 
vent debtors,  the  collection  and  preservation  of  the  property  of 
such  debtors,  the  concealment  and  discovery  thereof,  and  tho 
means  of  enforcing  such  discovery,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  re- 
ceivers so  appointed,  and  to  the  property  of  such  corporation."

"  Whenever  the  trustees  shall  show  by  their  own  oath  or  other 
competent  proof,  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  officer  named  in  the  first 
section  of  the  seventh  article  of  this  title,  or  of  any  judge  of  a 
county  court,  that  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  debtor, 
his  wife,  or  any  other  person  has  concealed  or  embezzled  any  part 
of  the  estate  of  such  debtor  vested  in  said  trustees;  or  that  any 
person  can  testify  concerning  the  concealment  or  embezzlement 
thereof;  or  that  any  person  who  shall  not  have  rendered  an  ac- 
count as  above  required,  is  indebted  to  such  debtor,  or  has  prop- 
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erty  in  his  custody  or  possession,  belonging  to  such  debtor;  sucb 
ofBcer  or  judge  shall  issue  a  warrant  commanding  any  sheriff  or 
constable,  to  cause  such  debtor,  his  wife,  or  other  person,  to  br 
brought  before  him  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  shall  appoint, 
for  the  purpose  of  being  examined. 

"The  officer  issuing  such  warrant,  shall  examine  every  person 
so  brought  before  him,  on  oath,  in  the  presence  of  the  trustees  or 
any  of  them,  touching  all  matters  relative  to  the  debtor,  his  deal- 
ings and  estate,  and  touching  the  detention  or  concealment  of  any 
part  of  his  property,  and  touching  the  indebtedness  of  any  person 
to  such  debtor;  and  shall  reduce  the  examination  to  writing; 
which  the  person  so  examined  is  hereby  required  to  sign,  and 
which  shall  be  attested  by  the  oflSoer. 

"If  any  person  so  brought  before  such  officer,  shall  refuse  to 
be  sworn,  or  to  answer  satisfactorily,  all  lawful  questions  put  to 
him,  or  shall  refuse  to  sign  the  examination,  not  having  a  reason- 
able objection  thereto,  to  be  allowed  by  such  officer,  the  said  officer 
shall  by  warrant  commit  such  person  to  prison,  there  to  remain 
without  bail,  until  he  shall  submit  to  be  sworn  or  to  answer  as  re- 
quired, or  to  sign  such  examination;  in  which  warrant,  the  par- 
ticular default  of  the  person  committed  shall  be  specified;  and  if 
it  be,  in  not  answering  any  question,  such  question  shall  also  be 
specified  therein. 

"  If  any  person  so  committed,  shall  bring  a  writ  of  habeas  cor- 
pus, he  shall  not  be  discharged  by  reason  of  any  insufficiency  in  the 
form  of  the  warrant  of  commitment ;  but  the  court  or  officer  before 
whom  such  person  shall  be  brought,  shall  re-commit  such  person, 
unless  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  he  hath  answered  all  lawful 
questions  put  to  him,  or  had  sufficient  reason  for  refusing  to  sign 
the  examination,  as  the  case  may  be ;  or  unless  such  person  shall 
then  answer,  on  oath,  the  questions  so  put  to  him. 

"Any  sheriff  or  jailer  wilfully  suffering  any  person  so  com- 
mitted or  re-committed,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  sections,  to  es- 
cape, shall  be  liable  to  indictment  for  a  misdemeanor ;  and  on  con- 
viction thereof,  in  addition  to  any  other  punishment  the  court  may 
inflict;  shall  forfeit  to  the  trustees  a  sum  equal  to  the  wholu 
amount  of  debts  due  to  the  creditors  of  such  debtor,  not  exceed- 
ing twK)  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

"  The  person  so  examined,  and  answering  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  officer,  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  penalty  imposed  in  this  article 
for  concealing  and  not  delivering  any  property,  or  paying  any 
debt;  but  his  answers  on  such  examination,  may  be  given  in  evi- 
dence in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  like  effect,  as  if  they  had 
been  made  in  answer  to  a  bill  in  equity  filed  by  such  trustees,'' 
[R.  S.,  Pt.  2,  Ch.  5,  Tit.  1,  Art  8,  §§  12-17.] 
See  also  §  239,  subd.  8. 
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37.  §  241.  This  section  was  made  applicable  by  the  following 
provision  of  the  Revised  Statutes  which  latter  provision  therefore 
has  been  omitted: 

"  Such  receivers  shall  have  the  same  power  to  settle  any  con- 
troversy that  shall  arise  between  them  and  any  debtors  or  creditors 
of  such  corporation  (by  a  reference),  as  is  given  by  law  to  trustees 
of  insolvent  debtors;  and  the  same  proceedings  for  that  purpose 
shall  be  had,  and  with  the  like  effect ;  and  application  for  the  aii- 
pointment  of  referees  may  be  made  to  any  officer  authorized  to 
appoint  such  referees  on  the  application  of  trustees  of  insolvent 
debtors,  who  shall  proceed  therein  in  the  same  manner,  and  the 
referees  shall  proceed  in  like  manner,  and  file  their  report  with 
the  like  effect  in  all  respects."

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


Scope  of  IsLw.  The  General  Municipal  Law  relates  to  coun- 
ties,  towns,  cities  and  villages,  defining  and  declaring  their  rights, 
privileges,  limitations  and  liabilities  as  municipal  corporations. 

In  contradistinction  to  the  other  laws  pertaining  to  each  of  the 
above  named  political  divisions  of  the  state,  the  General  Municipal 
Law  is  confined  to  such  legislation  and  statutes  as  relate  to  more 
than  one  division. 

Historical  note.  The  earliest  statute  classified  to  this  sub- 
ject is  L.  1840,  Ch.  318,  which  provides  that  real  and  personal 
estate  may  be  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  corporation  of  any 
city  or  village,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  certain  purposes. 

The  public  officers  having  the  care  and  custody  of  town,  village 
or  city  buildings  were  authorized  to  insure  the  same  by  L.  1847, 
Ch.  294. 

A  city  or  county,  under  certain  conditions,  was  made  liable  for 
property  destroyed  or  injured  in  consequence  of  any  mob  or  riot 
therein  by  L.  1855,  Ch.  428. 

L.  1869,  Ch.  727,  authorized  cities  and  villages  to  acquire  title 
to  certain  lands  for  burial  purposes  and  to  levy  taxes  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same. 

L.  1869,  Ch.  907,  known  as  the  "  General  railroad  bonding  act," 
authorized  certain  cities,  towns  or  villages  to  issue  bonds  and  invest 
the  same  or  the  proceeds  thereof  in  the  stock  or  bonds  of  a  certain 
railroad  corporation. 

In  the  first  instance,  this  act  did  not  apply  to  the  whole  state, 
but  by  frequent  amendments,  the  scope  of  this  law  was  increased 
to  a  very  great  extent. 

The  first  legislation  providing  for  a  "  taxpayer's  action,"  was 
L.  1872,  Ch.  161.  This  remedy  was  subsequently  improved  by 
later  legislation. 

L.  1878,  Ch.  75,  authorized  any  village,  city,  town  or  county 
to  pay  and  retire  its  then  present  indebtedness  by  the  issuance 
of  bonds  of  the  same  amount. 

The  investigation  of  the  expenditures  of  towns  and  villages  was 
authorized  by  L.  1879,  Ch.  307. 

By  L.  1892,  Ch.  685,  nearly  all  of  the  statutes  pertaining  to 
this  subject  were  revised  and  incorporated  therein,  and  the  act 
was  kno^vn  as  "  The  Greneral  Municipal  Law." 
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Subsequent  to  tlie  year  1892,  a  number  of  acts  relating  to  munic- 
ipal corporations  were  passed  by  the  legislature.  One  of  the 
most  important  of  these  is  L.  1905,  Ch.  705,  which  provides  for 
annual  reports  by  and  the  examination  of  the  accounts  of  certain 
counties,  cities  and  villages  and  the  tabulation  of  statistics. 

This  act  with  the  others  has  been  consolidated  in  the  law  sub- 
mitted herewith.

street,  avenue,  or  public  place  in  an  incorporated  city  or  village, 
or  as  may  prescribe  methods  of  procedure  for  such  condemnation 
for  any  public  use,  for,  by,  on  behalf,  on  the  part,  or.  in  the  name 
of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York  *  *  *."  The  new 
matter  inserted  refers  to  Chapter  23,  title  1,  Code  Civil  Procedure 
[Condemnation  Law]. 

3.  The  portion  of  L.  1898,  Ch.  543,  which  is  bracketed  applies 
provisions  of  statute  cited  to  membership  corporations  and  to 
religious  corporations  and  is  not  necessary  as  a  part  of  this  chap- 
ter.

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5.  §§  220-225.  By  amendment  to  the  Constitution  in  1884 
and  continued  in  the  Constitution  of  1894,  aid  to  railroads  by 
municipal  corporations  was  prohibited.  Information  obtained  at 
the  office  of  the  state  railroad  commissioners  shows  a  number  of 
municipal  corporations  are  still  indebted  on  bonds  issued  prior  to 
the  constitutional  prohibition.  It  has  been  considered  proper  to 
include  in  the  General  Municipal  Law  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  whi^b  legalized  the  issue  of  railroad  aid  bonds.

[)rovisions  of  the  statute  of  1869  and  its  amendments  have  been 
provided  for  and  all  of  the  statutes  have  been  repealed  in  their 
respective  consolidated  laws.

NOTES  TO  TEXT 


Scope  of  laiv*.  The  Indian  Law,  although  a  part  of  the 
scheme  of  general  laws,  is  but  a  collection  of  special  statutes  relat- 
ing to  the  several  tribes  of  Indians  remaining  in  the  State.  Fol- 
lowing this  plan  an  examination  has  been  made  of  all  statutes 
relating  to  Indians,  and  such  as  were  found  to  be  unrepealed  but 
superseded  or  obsolete  have  been  placed  in  the  schedule  for  repeal, 
and  those  remaining  have  been  added  to  the  law  under  the  article 
relating  to  the  particular  tribe  to  which  they  apply. 

1.  §  4Z*  Slight  rearrangement  of  the  first  sentence  for  the  pur- 
pose of  eliminating  matter  which  applied  to  the  year  nineteen 
hundred.

GENERAL  NOTE 


All  statutes  relating  to  the  insane  have  been  examined  and  a 
large  number  have  been  added  to  the  schedule  of  repeals  because 
either  heretofore  repealed  either  specifically  or  by  construction, 
or  because  inoperative,  superseded  or  obsolete.  Provisions  relating 
to  Dannemora  State  Hospital  for  Lisane  Convicts  and  the  Patho- 
logical Hospital  and  Institute  in  the  city  of  Kew  York,  both  of 
which  have  been  established  since  the  enactment  of  the  old  insanity 
law,  have  been  added  to  this  chapter,  together  with  all  amend- 
ments, including  those  of  the  session  of  1907.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


General  note.  Insurance  Law  is  the  result  of  an  examina- 
tion of  the  various  general  statutes  upon  the  subject  of  insurance 
companies  and  their  regulation,  and  includes  legislation  beginning 
with  L.  1814,  Ch.  49,  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  foreigners  from 
becoming  insurers  in  certain  cases  in  this  state/'  and  including 
ihat  passed  at  the  session  of  1907. 

The  scope  of  Insurance  Law  extends  to  the  various  classes  cf 
insurance,  viz.,  life,  health  and  casualty;  fire;  marine;  life  and 
casualty  associations  upon  the  co-operative  or  assessment  plan ; 
insurance  on  domestic  animals;  also  to  title  and  credit  guaranty 
corporations ;  fraternal  beneficiary  societies,  orders  or  associations, 
and  town  and  county  co-operative  insurance  companies.  The 
intention  of  the  board  has  been  to  embody  in  the  consolidation 
all  the  live  provisions  of  statutes  which  relate  to  the  subjects  above 
defined  and  to  eliminate,  by  a  comprehensive  schedule  of  repeals, 
all  the  dead  and  inactive  general  statutes  which  apply  to  those 
subjects.  The  provisions  of  L.  1867,  Ch.  739,  have  been  included 
in  this  consolidation  for  the  benefit  of  the  companies  organized 
under  said  act  and  existing  at  the  time  of  its  repeal,  which  were 
excepted  from  such  repeal  and  which  still  continue  to  exist. 

Historieal  note.  The  laws  of  the  State  in  relation  to  the 
subject  of  insurance  have  been  quite  numerous.  The  earlier  stat- 
utes consisted  of  charters  to  individual  companies,  acts  relating 
to  their  dissolution  and  prohibiting  foreign  companies  from  doing 
business  in  this  state.  The  first  general  statute  in  relation  to  the 
incorporation  of  insurance  companies  was  passed  in  1849,  (L. 
1849,  Ch.  308),  and  related  only  to  insurance  on  vessels,  fire  insur- 
ance and  health  and  life  insurance.  In  1853  general  laws  were 
passed  relating  to  life  and  health  insurance  (Ch.  463)  and  fire 
insurance  (Ch.  466).  In  1857  a  law  was  passed  authorizing  the 
formation  of  town  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  (L.  1857, 
Ch.  739).  This  act  was  repealed  by  L.  1862,  Ch.  847,  §  1,  but 
the  companies  which  were  in  existence  at  the  time  of  such  repeal 
were  excepted  from  the  effect  thereof  and  have  been  continued  in 
existence  by  subsequent  amendments  of  the  original  act. 

County  and  town  co-operative  companies  were  authorized  by 
L.  1879,*^ Ch.  287,  and  L.  1880,  Ch.  362,  which  were  revised  and 
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consolidated  by  L.  1886,  Ch.  573,  and  now  form  article  9  of  the 
present  general  law. 

By  L.  1883,  Ch.  175,  the  formation  of  life  and  easnalty  com- 
panies on  the  co-operative  or  assessment  plan  was  authorized. 

The  formation  of  companies  to  insure  against  breakage  of 
plate  glass  was  provided  for  by  L.  1877,  Ch.  439,  which  class  of 
insurance  is  now  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to 
life  and  casualty  companies. 

In  1885  an  act  (L.  1885,  Oh.  538)  for  the  organization  and 
regulation  of  title  guaranty  companies  was  enacted,  and  in  tho 
following  year  (L.  1886,  Ch.  611)  the  formation  of  credit  guar- 
anty companies  was  authorized.  These  laws  were  revised  and 
appear  in  article  5  of  the  present  law. 

L.  1889,  Ch.  454,  provided  for  the  organization  and  regulation 
of  co-operative  or  assessment  companies  for  insurance  of  domestic 
animals,  which  are  now  regulated  by  article  8  of  the  present  law. 
The  formation  and  regulation  of  fraternal  beneficiary  societies, 
orders  or  associations  as  a  separate  and  distinct  class  was  provided 
for  by  L.  1889,  Ch.  520,  and  is  now  governed  by  article  7  of 
the  present  law.  Prior  thereto  they  were  recognized  by  the  act  of 
1883,  Ch.  175. 

Prior  to  1859  the  supervision  of  insurance  companies  was 
vested  in  the  State  comptroller,  but  in  that  year,  by  L.  1859,  Ch. 
366,  the  department  of  insurance  and  superintendent  thereof  were 
created,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  comptroller  in  relation 
to  the  subject  of  insurance  were  transferred  to  the  superintendent 
of  insurance.

holders. 

In  the  consolidation  of  this  law  an  examination  of  upwards  of 
290  general  statutes  has  been  made,  and  the  schedule  of  repeals 
has  been  extended  to  cover  296  dead  general  statutes  *as  against 
162  repeals  contained  in  the  schedule  of  repeals  by  t%e  "  old  " 
Insurance  Law.

NOTES  TO  TEXT 


General  note.  The  "  Judiciary  Law  "  is  proposed  as  a  new 
chapter  of  the  "  Consolidated  Laws/'  It  is  composed  for  the 
greater  part  of  substantive  material  taken  from  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  relating  to  the  organization  of  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
the  Appellate  Division,  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  County 
Court,  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  members  and  oflScers 
thereof.  IMany  independent  statutes  relating  to  these  courts  have 
been  included  and  here  will  also  be  found  under  the  respective 
heads  tlie  salaries  to  be  paid  to  the  judges  of  the  courts  and 
to  the  other  officers  connected  therewith,  which  are  now  scattered 
through  numerous  statutes  passed  during  the  last  forty  years. 

The  material  inserted  in  this  law  has  been  classified  with 
care  in  order  to  bring  related  matters  together;  for  example, 
under  the  heading  "  Court  of  Appeals ''  will  be  found  sections 
outlining  the  organization  of  the  court,  fixing  the  salaries  of  the 
judges  and  stating  the  general  functions  of  the  judges,  including 
their  powers  and  duties  as  to  the  appointment  and  removal  of 
the  clerks,  reporter,  attendants  and  other  ofiicers.  The  provisions 
pertaining  to  the  powers,  duties  and  compensation  of  these  various 
officers  will  be  found  under  their  respective  articles. 

The  first  article  of  the  law  is  the  uniform  article  relating  to 
short  title.  The  second  article  contains  general  provisions  re- 
lating to  courts  and  judges,  and  this  is  followed  by  articles  relat- 
ing re.«i>eotively  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  the  Appellate  Division, 
the  Supreme  Court  and  the  County  Court.  Then  will  be  found 
an  article  containing  general  provisions  relating  to  officers  of 
courts  followed  by  articles  relating  respectively  to  derks,  stenog- 
raphers, attendants  and  messengers,  criers,  interpreters,  sheriffs 
and  constables,  reporters  and  attorneys  and  counselors.  The  Code 
provisions  relating  to  the  selection  of  trial  jurors  for  a  term  and 
procuring  their  attendance  have  been  placed  in  this  law,  also  the 
Code  material  relating  to  civil  and  criminal  contempts  and  the 
procedure  for  the  collection  of  fines  imposed  by  courts  of  record. 

The  former  second  judicial  district  of  the  Supreme  Court  was 
divided  into  two  districts,  namely,  the  second  and  ninth,  by  L. 
1906,  Ch.  294.  It  has  been  considered  since  that  time  that  tlie 
statutes  then  in  existence  relating  to  the  second  district  became 
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applicable  to  the  ninth  district  upon  its  establishment.  The 
Legislature  of  1907  recognized  this  application  of  the  statutes  by 
its  appropriation  acts  at  the  session  of  1907,  in  which  acts  the 
members  and  officers  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  ninth  district 
were  allowed  the  compensation  to  which  they  were  entitled  by 
law  prior  to  the  division  of  the  former  second  district  This 
construction  of  the  statutes  mentioned  has  also  been  made  by  the 
Attorney-General,  and  is  followed  by  the  Comptroller  in  appor- 
tioning and  paying  salaries.  Because  of  the  above  facts  the 
statutes  which  have  been  consolidated  in  the  Judiciary  Law  and 
which  in  terms  now  relate  only  to  the  second  district  have  been 
applied  to  the  ninth  district.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


Scope  of  la'W.  The  Labor  Law  is  the  result  of  an  examina- 
tion of  the  various  general  statutes  relating  to  the  regulation  of 
labor  and  the  duties  of  employers  with  respect  to  the  health  and 
welfare  of  their  employees,  and  includes  legislation  beginning 
with  L.  1863,  Ch.  641,  entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  hours  of 
labor  on  public  works,"  and  embracing  that  passed  at  the  ses- 
sion of  1907. 

The  scope  of  the  Labor  Law  covers  the  organization  of  the 
department  of  labor,  its  powers  and  duties,  -and  the  regulations 
for  all  employments  and  trades  which  come  within  its  supervision, 
viz. :  Factories,  tenement  manufactures,  bakeries  and  confection- 
ery establishments,  mines,  tunnels  and  quarries,  mercantile  estab- 
lishments, employment  of  children  in  street  trades  and  also  the 
law  in  relation  fo  employers'  liability. 

The  intention  of  the  Board  has  been  to  embody  in  the  consoli- 
dation all  the  live  provisions  of  statutes  in  relation  to  the  subject 
of  labor  and  to  eliminate,  by  a  comprehensive  schedule  of  repeals, 
all  the  defunct  and  obsolete  general  statutes  which  relate  to  that 
subject. 

Historical  note.  Legislation  on  the  subject  of  labor  in 
this  State  began  with  the  regulation  of  the  hours  of  labor,  the 
earliest  general  statute  in  relation  thereto  having  been  enacted  in 
1853,  chapter  641.  In  1881  an  act  was  passed  [chapter  298] 
requiring  that  seats  be  provided  for  female  employees  in  mer- 
cantile and  manufacturing  establishments.  Thereafter  laws  were 
passed  for  the  protection  of  employees  working  on  scaffolds  [L. 
1885,  Ch.  314;  L.  1892,  Ch.  617];  to  secure  the  payment  of 
wages  [L.  1885,  Ch.  376;  L.  1889,  Ch.  381;  L.  1890,  Ch.  388; 
L.  1895,  Ch.  899]  ;  the  protection  of  labels  of  labor  unions  [L. 
1889,  Ch.  385;  L.  1893,  Ch.  219];  for  the  safety  of  workmen 
in  mines  [L.  1892,  Ch.  667]  and  other  laws  for  the  protection  and 
health  of  workmen,  women  and  children. 

In  1883,  by  chapter  356,  a  bureau  of  labor  statistics  was  estab- 
lished. By  section  3  of  L.  1886,  Ch.  409,  the  Governor  was 
empowered  to  appoint  a  factory  inspector  and  assistant,  and  by 
L.  1886,  Ch.  410,  a  State  board  of  arbitration  to  settle  disputes 
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between  employers  and  employees,  to  be  appointed  by  the  parties 
in  dispute,  was  provided  for;  which  was  subsequently  changed 
to  a  permanent  board  appointed  by  the  Governor.  By  L.  1901, 
Ch.  9,  these  oiBces  were  merged  and  a  department  of  labor  created, 
to  be  under  the  control  of  an  officer  to  be  known  as  the  oommis- 
sioner  of  labor. 

In  the  consolidation  of  this  law  an  examination  of  upwards  of 
100  general  statutes  has  been  made  and  the  schedule  of  repeals 
has  been  extended  to  cover  111  laws  or  portions  thereof,  as  against 
60  repeals  contained  in  the  schedule  of  repeals  in  the  "old" 
Labor  Law.

Scope  of  lanr.  The  lien  law  contains  all  provisions  of  the 
law  as  enacted^  with  amendments  to  date^  except  Article  9,  relat- 
ing to  the  conditional  sale  of  goodS;  which  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Personal  Property  Law. 

Code  Civil  Procedure,  Chapter  14,  Title  2,  Article  2,  providing 
for  the  enforcement  of  liens  on  personal  property;  Chapter  23, 
Titles  3  and  4,  providing  respectively  for  the  enforcement  of  liens 
on  real  property  and  on  vessels,  have  been  consolidated  in  this  law. 

To  the  schedule  of  repeals  has  been  added  all  statutes  relating 
to  liens,  either  because  heretofore  repealed  or  because  recom- 
mended for  repeal  as  inactive,  obsolete  or  superseded.

The  Liquor  Tax  Law  is  a  consolidation  of  L.  1896,  Ch.  112, 
with  its  amendments  to  and  inclusive  of  the  legislation  of  1907; 
two  independent  statutes  on  local  option,  and  an  independent 
statute  which  restricts  the  traffic  in  liquors  by  certain  municipal 
officials. 

The  chapter  as  here  presented  contains  a  number  of  changes 
for  the  sake  of  better  reading,  but  no  change  of  meaning.

tion of  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  person  concerning 
whom  the  notice  was  given  is  an  habitual  drunkard.  All  and  more 
than  is  provided  in  the  Revised  Statutes  can  be  accomplished 
under  sections  of  the  Liquor  Tax  Law  referred  to. 

Section  29  of  the  Liquor  Tax  Law  contains  a  prohibition  not 
only  against  selling,  delivering  or  giving  away  liquors  to  an 
habitual  drunkard  but  to  any  person  concerning  whom  a  notice 
may  be  given,  as  provided  in  subdivision  5.  The  notice  concern- 
ing an  habitual  drunkard  under  section  29  of  the  Liquor  Tax  Law 
may  be  given  by  any  person  and  the  notice  provided  for  in  sub- 
division 5  may  be  given  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  town, 
provided  the  person  concerning  whom  the  notice  is  given  is 
wholly  or  partly  a  charge  upon  the  town,  and  by  the  mayor  or 
chief  of  police  of  a  city  with  respect  to  a  person  who  has  been 
convicted  of  a  felony  or  misdemeanor  five  or  more  times. 
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Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Liquor  Tax  Law  provides  for  a 
notice  not  only  concerning  habitual  drunkards  but  concerning  other 
persons  not  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  Kevised  Statutes. 
While  a  portion  of  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  relates 
to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  a  city,  the  Liquor  Tax  Law  abro- 
gates these  provisions  by  requiring  the  notice  to  be  given  by  the 
mayor  or  chief  of  police  of  a  city. 

There  is  no  express  provision  in  the  Liquor  Tax  Law  with 
reference  to  the  giving  of  notice  except  under  subdivision  5  of 
section  29,  and  any  person  not  merely  the  overseer  of  the  poor 
may  give  a  notice  under  the  section  which  will  be  just  as  effectual 
as  any  notice  provided  for  in  the  Revised  Statutes,  for  section  35 
contains  the  provisions  for  a  violation  of  the  Liquor  Tax  Law 
and  in  any  prosecutions  under  this  provision  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  the  person  concerning  whom  the  notice  was  given 
is  an  habitual  drunkard  can  be  determined  where  that  question  is 
at  issue. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  all  that  could  be  accomplished  by 
the  Revised  Statutes  can  now  be  secured  under  the  Liquor  Tax 
Law  and  the  former  provisions  having  been  superseded  by  the 
latter  are  recommended  for  repeal.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


Scope  of  laiv.  The  Membership  Corporations  Law  is  the 
result  of  an  examination  of  the  various  general  statutes  upon 
the  subject  of  the  incorporation,  powers  and  duties  of  such  cor- 
porations, and  includes  legislation  beginning  with  L.  1796,  Ch.  43, 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  such  persons  as  may  officiate  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  and  erecting  public  libraries  in  this 
state  '^  and  including  that  passed  at  the  session  of  1907. 

The  scope  of  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  is  given  by  sec- 
tion 2  of  the  chapter  which  applies  the  law  to  all  corporations 
organized  under  any  general  statute  except  stock  or  moneyed 
corporations  or  those  subject  to  the  insurance  law,  transportation 
corporations,  railroads  and  religious  corporations.  The  intention 
of  the  board  has  been  to  embody  in  the  consolidation  all  the  live 
provisions  of  statutes  which  relate  to  the  subject  above  defined 
and  to  eliminate,  by  a  comprehensive  schedule  of  repeals,  all  the 
defunct  and  obsolete  general  statutes  in  relation  to  corporations 
coming  within  the  above  definition. 

Historical  note.  Legislation  in  relation  to  corporations  in 
this  state  has  been  extensive,  but,  with  the  exception  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Revised  Statutes  relating  to  toll  roads,  banks  and 
insurance  companies  prior  to  1890,  it  was  confined  to  general 
statutes  relating,  respectively,  to  a  particular  class  of  corporations. 
The  commissioners  appointed  under  L.  1889,  Ch.  289,  to  revise 
the  general  statutes  made  a  reclassification  of  the  laws  relating 
to  corporations  and  proposed  several  general  laws  on  that  subject 
which  have  been  adopted  and  have  become  laws,  among  which  is 
the  Membership  Corporations  Law,  which  was  passed  May  8, 1895. 

In  perfecting  this  consolidation  of  this  law  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  include  statutes  relating  to  medical  societies,  alumni 
corporations  [L.  1882,  Ch.  268],  veterinary  associations  [L.  1890, 
Ch.  286],  consolidation  of  library  corporations  in  New  York  city 
[L.  1892,  Ch.  641],  agricultural  and  other  corporations  author- 
ized to  construct  tunnels  [L.  1903,  Ch.  523],  and  corporations  for 
breeding  and  improving  the  breed  of  horses  [L.  1895,  Ch.  570]. 

In  the  consolidation  of  this  law  an  examination  of  upward  of 
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250  general  statutes  has  been  made,  and  the  schedule  of  repeals 
has  been  extended  to  cover  266  laws  or  portions  thereof,  as  against 
132  repeals  contained  in  the  schedule  of  repeals  in  the  "  old ''

NOTES  TO  TEXT 


General  note.  Navigation  Law  is  a  consolidation  of  the 
live  provisions  of  "Navigation  Law/'  L.  1897,  Ch.  592  [chap- 
ter 30  of  the  "  General  Laws"],  as  amended  to  the  close  of  the 
session  of  1907.  To  this  has  been  added  such  provisions  of  gen- 
eral statutes  which  come  within  the  classification  and  scope  of 
"  Navigation  Law,"  as  above  cited. 

The  "  Navigation  Law  "  [chapter  30  of  the  "  General  Laws  "] 
brought  together  the  general  statutory  provisions  relating  to  the 
navigation  of  the  waters  under  state  control,  except  the  canals. 
The  term  "  navigation  "  was  used  in  the  broadest  sense  and  was 
made  to  include  not  only  the  regulation  of  vessels  passing  over 
the  waters,  but  also  the  subjects  of  obstructions  to  navigation,  the 
use  of  streams  as  public  highways,  tidewater  navigation  and  the 
pollution  of  waters.  Many  of  the  provisions  are  special  in  their 
nature,  while  others  might  be  placed  otherwise  than  in  a  "  naviga- 
tion" law.  To  do  this,  however,  and  to  reform  the  law  would 
require  a  revision  and  make  the  work  beyond  the  scope  permitted 
by  the  statute  creating  the  Board  of  Statutory  Consolidation. 
Within  the  few  years  last  past  the  use  of  the  waters  of  the  state 
has  been  much  increased  by  the  use  of  motor  boats  which,  bearing 
the  same  relation  to  waterways  that  the  automobile  does  to  high- 
ways, require  clear  and  uniform  regulation.  A  competent  and 
complete  revision  of  the  Navigation  Law  appears  advisable.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


General  Note.  The  Penal  Code  was  first  reported  to  the 
Legislature  in  1865,  and  was  revised  in  1879  by  the  coinmis- 
sionera  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  David  Dudley  Field, 
James  Emott  and  Benjamin  K.  Phelps. 

It  was  passed  in  1881  as  Ch.  676  of  the  laws  of  that  year,  and 
was  published  as  volume  three  of  the  session  laws  of  1881,  under 
the  authority  of  L,  1881,  Ch.  680. 

This  is  the  only  ofiicial  publication  of  the  Penal  Code,  all  sub- 
sequent compilations  being  the  result  of  individual  effort  and 
enterprise. 

The  "  old  '^  Penal  Code,  so  called  to  distinguish  it  from  the 
Consolidated  Penal  Law  which  is  herewith  presented,  consists 
of  the  La^vs  of  1881,  Chapter  676,  with  the  additions  and  amend- 
ments made  thereto  and  less  the  eliminations  therefrom  resulting 
from  legislative  repeal  and  provisions  declared  unconstitutional 
by  the  court  of  last  resort.  The  "  old  "  Penal  Code,  as  enacted 
in  1881,  consisted  of  727  sections.  The  changes  made  thereto 
by  legislative  action  in  the  years  1882-1907  are  shown  by  the 
Table  of  Amendments,  Repeals  and  Additions  following  this  note. 

The  "  old  "  Penal  Code  is  divided  into  Titles  and  Chapters, 
and  the  sections  are  numbered  consecutively.  This  leaves  no  room 
for  expansion,  and  as  sections  have  been  added  they  have  been 
distinguished  by  a  letter  suffixed  to  them.  The  resnlt  of  this  is 
shown  in  Title  V,  Crimes  Against  the  Elective  Franchise,  in 
which  the  sections  commencing  with  41  exhaust  the  alphabet 
in  suffixes  and  close  with  41zzz.  Of  the  eighteen  Titles  inte 
which  the  "  old  "  Penal  Code  is  divided,  four  are  subdivided 
into  Chapters,  the  remaining  Titles  being  without  other  subdi- 
visions than  sections.  That  this  arrangement  is  not  practically 
suited  to  the  subject  is  proved  by  the  necessity  of  using  Title  XI, 
Of  Other  Offenses,  embracing  §§  356-384q,  covering  offenses 
nmning  from  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  without  a  license 
to  the  issue  and  redemption  of  trading  stamps;  and  of  Title 
XVII,  Miscellaneous  Crimes,  containing  §§  670-676,  and  dealing 
with  tv^elve  distinct  topics. 

In  Consolidated  Penal  T/aw^,  herewith  submitted,  there  has  been 
no  effort  to  "  revise.''     In  a  few  instances  sections  have  been 
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divided,  but  these  are  invariably  cases  where  a  single  section  of 
the  Penal  Code  has  embraced  distinct  topics  or  subjects.  An 
example  of  this  is  found  in  Penal  Code  §  675,  consolidated  in 
Penal  Law  §§  43,  720,  In  some  cases  two  or  more  sections  have 
been  combined.  Section  2,  Definitions,  is  an  instance  in  which 
definitions  applying  to  the  whole  chapter  have  been  brought 
together. 

In  rearranging  the  "  old  ^'  Penal  Code  in  the  consolidation  of 
the  Penal  Law  herewith  submitted,  the  Articles  appear  in  alpha- 
betical sequence  under  headings  which  indicate  the  subject  or 
the  object  of  the  matter  which  follows  the  heading.  This  ar- 
rangement is  shown  by  the  Article  analysis. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  preserve  the  form  of  expression  and 
the  punctuation  of  the  original  statutes. 

In  only  one  instance  has  the  punctuation  been  changed.  That 
is  in  the  cases  whore  prefatory  matter  is  followed  by  two  or  more 
subdivisions,  to  all  of  which  the  prefatory  matter  refers.  An 
instance  is  that  of  Penal  Law,  §  2,  Definitions : 

Crime.  A  "  crime ''  is  an  act  or  omission  forbidden  by  law, 
and  punishable  upon  conviction  by: 

1.  Death;  or, 

2.  Imprisonment;  or, 

3.  Fine;  or, 

4.  Removal  from  ofiice;  or, 

6.  Disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  trust,  honor  or  profit 
under  the  state;  or, 

6.  Other  penal  discipline. 

All  forms  of  punctuation,  in  sections  like  the  preceding,  are 
to  be  found  in  the  Penal  Code.  The  above  has  been  adopted  to 
secure  uniformity.

2.  §  2.  Penal  Code,  §§  3,  4,  5,  6,  29,  30,  34,  combined  in 
this  section  without  other  change. 

3.  §  3.  Subdivisions  9-15.  These  subdivisions,  which"  were 
a  part  of  Penal  Code,  §  718,  were  repealed  by  Statutory  Construc- 
tion Law  [L.  1892,  Ch.  677,  §  35]  ;  subdivision  16,  therefore,  is 
renumbered  9. 

4.  Art.  2f  As  sho^Ti  by  the  foot-notes,  this  article  is  a  con- 
solidation of  the  general  provisions  contained  in  the  Penal  Code. 
In  the  rearrangement  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  substance  of 
the  consolidated  sections,  and  such  changes  in  form  as  were  neces- 
sitated by  the  consolidation  and  rearrangement  are  shown  by 
bracketing  and  underscoring. 
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5.  §  43.  This  provision  which  is  a  part  of  Penal  Code, 
§  675,  being  general  in  scope,  has  been  consolidated  in  F^ial  Law, 
§  43,  the  only  change  being  a  substitution  of  the  word  "  chapter  " 
for  the  word  "  code/^  The  remainder  of  Penal  Code,  §  676,  is 
consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  §  720. 

6.  §  71.  In  consolidating  Penal  Code,  §  283,  in  this  article 
the  words  applying  the  section  to  compulsory  marriage  and  to  rape 
have  been  bracketed,  making  the  section  relate  solely  to  abduction. 
Section  283  also  appears  as  §  533,  Coercion,  and  as  §  2013,  Eape, 
with  the  words  which  do  not  relate  to  the  subjects  of  those  articles 
bracketed.  It  also  appears  in  its  original  form  in  §  611,  Convic- 
tion. 

7.  Art.  8.  L.  1907,  Ch.  583,  consists  of  two  sections,  §  1 
adding  §§  280a  and  280b  to  Penal  Code,  and  §  2  stating  when  act 
takes  effect.  Section  1  has  been  rearranged  but  without  change  in 
wording,  except  change  of  word  "  act "  to  "  article,"  and  in  §  103 
the  change  of  "  section  "  to  "  article."  Section  headings  have  been 
added. 

2 
amended  by  L.  1895,  Ch.  890,  §  1.  The  section  has  been  divided 
into  sections  which  take  the  place  of  the  subdivisions  in  the  original 
s3ction.  The  only  changes  made  are  shown  by  bracketing  and 
underscoring.  The  date  of  the  passage  of  the  act  consolidated  is 
used  in  place  of  the  words  "  the  passage  of  this  act." 

9.  §  163.  The  reference  to  Penal  Code,  §  468,  contained  in 
this  section  is  an  obvious  error,  as  said  §  468  relates  to  discharging 
firearms.  Section  468d,  consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  §  162,  which 
relates'  to  the  assemblages  of  anarchists,  is  evidently  intended. 
The  reference  to  Penal  Law  has  been  changed  to  §  162. 

10.  §§  180,  195,  196.  Word  "title"  for  which  "article" 
is  substituted  referred  to  Title  XVI,  of  the  Penal  Code,  Cruelty 
to  Animals.  This  title  consisted  of  §§  655-669,  all  of  which  are 
consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  Article  16,  Animals. 

11.  §  182.  Words  inclosed  in  brackets  in  body  of  section 
are  surplusage.  "  Definitions,"  §  180,  subd.  1,  defines  the  word 
•'  animal "  as  not  including  the  human  race,  but  including  every 
other  living  creature. 

12.  §  185.  Penal  Code,  §  655,  with  L.  1867,  Ch.  375,  §  10, 
added  as  new  matter.  L.  1867,  Ch.  375,  an  act  for  more  effectual 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals,  consisted  of  ten  sections.  The 
following  sections  were  carried  into  and  covered  by  Penal  Code: 
Section  1  in  §  665;  §  2  in  §  665;  §  3  in  §  657;  §  6  in  §  659; 
§  7  in  §  656;  §  8  in  §  668.  These  sections  of  the  Penal  Code 
are  consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  Article  16,  Animals.  All  of  L. 
1867,  Ch.  375,  except  §§  4  and  10,  was  specifically  repealed  by 
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L.  1886,  Ch.  593,  §  1,  1  42.  Section  4  excepted  from  repeal  is 
not  a  penal  provision  and  §  10,  also  excepted  from  repeal,  applies 
directly  and  is  in  qualification  of  the  penal  provision  contained  in 
Penal  Code,  §  655,  and  has  been  added  thereto  and  consolidated 
in  Penal  Law,  §  185. 

13.  §  220.  Penal  Code,  §§  492,  493,  494,  combined  in  one 
section  under  heading  "  Definitions."  No  change  made  in  sub- 
stance or  form  other  than  the  substitution  of  word  "  article,"  for 
"  chapter."  The  chapter  referred  to  is  Ch.  I  of  Tit.  XV,  Penal 
Code,  Arson,  consisting  of  §§  486-495,  all  of  which  are  consoli- 
dated in  Penal  Law,  Art.  18,  Arson. 

14.  §  273.  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  70,  71,  having  been 
classified  to  Penal  Law  and  taken  out  of  the  Code  Civil  Procedure, 
the  reference  to  them  has  been  bracketed  out  of  Penal  Code,  §  148, 
which  becomes  §  273,  Penal  Law. 

15.  §  274-276.  These  sections  are  consolidated  from  Penal 
Code,  §§  136,  139,  140,  and  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  73-77. 
The  sections  of  the  Code  Civil  Procedure  thus  consolidated  have 
been  classified  to  Penal  Law  and  taken  out  of  Code  Civil  Pro- 
cedure, thus  making  reference  in  the  Penal  Law  to  the  cited  sec- 
tions of  Code  Civil  Procedure  improper  and  unmeaning.  Section 
136,  Penal  Code,  has,  therefore,  been  bracketed  and  its  provisions, 
together  with  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  73,  74,  75,  are  consolidated 
in  Penal  Law,  §  274.  The  provisions  of  Code  Civil  Procedure, 
§  75,  have  been  used  as  the  last  paragraph  of  §  274.  The  sub- 
stance of  Penal  Code,  §  139,  is  entirely  included  in  the  language 
of  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §  75.  Cited,  §  139,  Penal  Code,  is  as  fol- 
lows :  "  A  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  three  pre- 
ceding sections,  in  addition  to  the  punishment,  by  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, prescribed  therefor  by  this  code,  forfeits  his  office/' 

Of  the  "  three  preceding  sections  "  [§§  136,  137,  138,  Penal 
Codo],  referred  to  in  §  139,  Penal  Code,  §  136  refers  solely  to  at- 
torneys, and  §§  137,  138  entirely  to  justices  of  the  peace  and  con- 
stables, and  these  last  two  sections  have  been  consolidated  in  Art. 
172,  Public  Offices  and  Officers,  §§  1852,  1853.  Penal  Code, 
§  139,  is  also  consolidated  therein,  §  1854. 

§  275.  Is  a  consolidation  of  Penal  Code,  §  140,  and  Code 
Civil  Procedure,  §  76.  The  wording  of  the  section,  in  the  first 
line,  "  three  sections  do,"  has  been  changed  to  "  section  does,"  for 
the  reason  that  the  "  three  sections  "  referred  to  [§§  73,  74,  75] 
are  consolidated  in  §  274,  Penal  Law,  which  is  the  section  referred 
to  in  §  275,  Penal  Law.  This  section  [275]  includes  Penal  Code, 
§  140,  so  far  as  it  is  applicable  to  attorneys.  The  reference  in 
Penal  Code,  §  140,  to  the  "  four  preceding  sections,"  is  to  Penal 
Code,  §§  136,  137,  138,  139.     Of  these  sections,  §  136  applied 
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solely  to  attorneys ;  §§  137,  138  applied  entirely  to  justices  of  the 
peace  and  constables,  and  §  139  to  attorneys,  justices  of  the  peace 
and  constables.  Sections  137,  138,  139  and  140  have  been  con- 
solidated in  Art.  172,  Public  Offices  and  Officers,  §§  1852,  1853, 
1854  and  1855. 

§  276.  Is  consolidated  from  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §  77.  The 
only  change  made  is  that  shown  by  the  bracketing  of  the  word 
"  four  "  in  the  first  line,  and  the  insertion  of  the  word  "  two ''  in 
place  thereof.  The  "  four "  sections  referred  to  in  Code  Civil 
Procedure  are  §§  73-76.  Of  these  sections,  §§  73,  74,  75  are 
found  in  §  274  and  §  76  in  §  275,  Penal  Law. 

16.  §  278.  Penal  Code,  §  670  without  change.  This  covers 
same  substance  as  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  78-80. 

17.  §  279.  The  provisions  of  Code  Civil  Procedure,  §§  78- 
80,  having  been  consolidated  in  §  278,  as  shown  by  the  last  note, 
the  reference  to  them  has  been  bracketed.  The  reference  to  Codt 
Civil  Procedure,  §  81,  has  also  been  included  in  the  bracketed 
portion  as  its  provisions  are  covered  by  §  279,  Penal  Law. 

19.  §  367.  Penal  Code,  §  634a.  Reference  to  Domestic 
Commerce  Law  changed  to  §  398,  General  Business  Law,  that 
being  the  title  of  the  Consolidated  Law  which  covers  the  "  old  " 
Domestic  Commerce  Law. 

20.  §  370.  Penal  Code,  §  81,  with  reference  to  "chapter" 
changed  to  "article."  The  "chapter"  referred  to  is  Ch.  I,  Tit. 
VIII,  Penal  Code,  §§  71-81.  These  sections  are  consolidated  in 
Art.  34,  Penal  Law,  except  §  76,  which  is  consolidated  in  Art.  116, 
Juries  and  Jurors,  as  §  1231,  and  §  77,  which  is  consolidated  in 
Art.  168,  Public  Justice,  §  1792. 

21.  §  372.  Penal  Code,  §  72,  consolidated  without  change, 
except  bracketing  words  "  Titles  VI  and  VII  of  this  Code,"  and 
inserting,  as  new  matter,  the  proper  references  to  the  Penal  Law. 
Penal  Code,  Tit.  VI,  Of  Crimes  Against  the  Executive  Power  of 
the  State,  consisted  of  §§  42-48,  48a,  48b,  48c,  49-58.  Of  these 
sections,  §§  42-48a,  48b,  49-58  are  consolidated  in  Penal  Law, 
Art.  170,  Public  Offices  and  Officers,  §§  1820-1837;  and  §  48c 
is  consolidated  in  Art.  206,  Taxes,  §  2320.  Penal  Code,  Tit. 
VII,  Of  Crimes  Against  the  Legislative  Power,  consisted  of  §§ 
59-70,  which  are  consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  Art.  124,  Legis- 
lature, §§  1320-1331.

XV,  Of  Crimes  Against 
Property,  and  consisted  of  §§  496-508.  These  sections  are  con- 
solidated in  Penal  Law,  Art.  38,  Burglary,  §§  400-408. 

24.  §  420.  Penal  Code,  §  365,  without  change,  except 
bracketing  word  '*  title,"  and  inserting,  as  new  matter,  the  word 
"article."  The  word  "title"  referred  to  Penal  Code,  Tit.  XI, 
Of  Other  Offences.  The  sections  in  that  title  in  which  "the 
expression  ^  articles  of  merchandise ' "  is  used  are  §§  364,  364a, 
364b,  364c,  364d,  364e,  364f,  364g,  364h,  364j  (all  of  which 
are  consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  Art.  40,  Business  and  Trade),  and 
in  §§  366,  367.  The  last  two  sections  have  been  consolidated 
in  Penal  Law,  Art.  208,  Trade-Marks,  §§  2350,  2351,  and  the 
definition  of  "  articles  of  merchandise  "  has  there  been  repeated. 

Penal  Code,  §  384d,  consolidated  without  change, 
except  the  insertion  of  the  proper  reference  to  General  Business 
Law,  that  being  the  title  of  the  Consolidated  Law  which  covers 
the  "  old  "  Domestic  Commerce  Law. 

26.  §  440,  8ubd.  2.  Changes  shown  by  bracketing  and  the 
insertion  of  new  matter  made  necessary  to  preserve  the  penalty 
against  offenders  who  have  violated  the  provisions  of  the  section 
between  September  1,  1900,  and  the  enactment  of  Penal  Law. 

27.  §  480.  Changes  shown  in  first  paragraph  by  bracketing 
and  underscoring  made  to  provide  proper  reference  to  sections 
of  Penal  Law.

which  are  consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  Art.  44,  Children.

Subdivision  7  has  been  made  into  a  section 
under  the  heading  Children's  Courts.  Penal  Code,  §  291,  which 
is  §§  486,  487,  Penal  Law,  as  shown  by  the  foot  notes,  was 
several  times  amended  and  added  to.

V,  Of  Crimes  Against  the  Elective  Franchise,  all  of 
which  is  consolidated  in  Penal  Law,  Art.  74,  Elective  Franchise, 
?enal  Code,  §  41zzz,  is  the  last  section  in  Tit.  V,  and  the  words

NOTES  TO  TEXT 


!•  §  !•  Bracketed  matter,  together  with  balance  of  "  old " 
article  1,  is  transferred  to  article  2  of  Consolidated  Personal  Prop- 
erty Law. 

2.  8  11.  In  the  technical  language  of  the  common  law,  which 
by  constitutional  limitation  is  expressly  binding  on  the  Judiciary, 
in  the  absence  of  Legislative  changes,  a  "  will "  refers  to  real 
property;  a  ^Hestament"  refers  to  personal  property.  This  sec- 
tion refers  to  a  testament  and  the  usual  technical  langua^  should 
be  employed. 

3.  §  11.  The  rule  against  perpetuities  expressed  in  this  section 
has  been  lately  held,  since  L.  1903,  Ch.  701,  to  have  no  further 
application  to  charitable  uses: 

Allen  V.  Stevens,  161  N.  Y.  122 ; 

Matter  of  Griffin,  167  id.  71,  81. 
This  being  so,  it  should  be  plainly  stated  in  a  statute  consolidating 
the  laws  relating  to  charities.  At  common  law,  charitable  or  pub- 
lic uses  were  not  subject  to  the  rule  against  perpetuities,  except  ai 
to  the  time  of  vesting  in  possession,  which  could  not  be  postponed 
beyond  the  legal  limit. 

Marsden  on  Perpetuities,  24,  295; 

Challis  on  Real  Property,  157. 
This  was  a  wise  exception,  recognized  in  this  state,  and  should  bo 
continued. 

Rose  V.  Rose,  4  Abb.  Ct.  App.  Dec.  108. 
The  phrase  "  except  as  to  the  time  of  vesting  in  possession  "  is  the 
technical  one  employed  in  the  law  relating  to  charitable  uses  to 
express  that  such  usee  must  vest  within  the  time  limit  prescribed 
by  the  rule  against  perpetuities. 

The  following  should  be  added  to  section  11: 
"  But  this  section  does  not  app'!y  to  the  charitable  or  other  uses 
mentioned  in  sections  twelve,  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  this  article, 
except  as  to  the  time  of  vesting  in  possession." 

4.  §  12.  This  is  a  consolidation  of  L.  1893,  Ch.  701,  §§  1,  2, 
as  amended  by  L.  1901,  Ch.  291,  §  1.  No  change  is  made  in  the 
language  of  the  statutes,  further  than  to  limit  their  application  to 
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personal  property.    The  same  laws,  in  so  far  as  applicable  to  real 
property,  are  transferred  to  section  113,  Real  Property  Law. 

5.  §  13.  This  section  is  intended  to  consolidate  L.  1840,  CL 
318,  §§  1-^,  as  amended  by  L.  1841,  Ch.  261,  §  1,  in  so  far  as 
those  laws  relate  to  personal  property.  The  same  acts  in  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  real  property  are  made  section  114  of  the  Real 
Property  Law. 

6.  §  13.  The  compulsory  record  of  deeds  of  gift  of  personalty 
to  charitable  uses  is  in  the  interest  of  both  the  public  and  the  in- 
dividual citizen.  The  attorney-general>  by  L.  1893,  Ch.  701,  as 
amended  by  L.  1901,  Ch.  291,  is  charged  with  enforcing  most 
'haritable  uses.  Publicity  is  requisite  to  enable  him  to  fully  per- 
form this  duty.  The  Legislature  should  also  be  enabled  to  ascer- 
tain the  amounts  donated  to  charitable  uses. 

A  new  subdivision  should  be  added  to  section  13,  to  be  known 
as  subdivision  5,  as  follows: 

"  V.  Every  settlement,  gift,  grant  or  conveyance  of  personal 
property  made  under  this  section,  or  purporting  so  to  be  made, 
^hall  be  in  writing,  and,  if  not  a  last  will  and  testament,  shall  be 
acknowledged  or  proved,  in  the  manner  required  to  entitle  grants 
or  conveyances  of  real  property  to  be  recorded. 

"  Every  such  deed  of  settlement,  gift,  grant  or  conveyance,  in 
order  to  entitle  it  to  the  benefits  of  this  section,  shall  be  recorded 
ill  the  county  where  the  donor  resides,  or  if  a  non-resident  in  the 
county  or  counties  where  the  uses  are  to  be  performed  and  exe-

GENERAL  NOTE 


TKe  ^'  Prison  Law  "  is  proposed  as  a  new  law  to  embraee  the 
general  statutes  now  in  existence,  not  incorporated  in  any  ^^  O^i* 
eral  Law"  relating  to  state  prisons,  penitentiaries  and  reforma* 
tories  as  well  as  certain  provisions  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
relating  to  jails  and  jail  liberties.  These  statutes  have  been  con* 
solidated  with  only  such  changes  as  were  found  to  be  necessary  in 
order  to  combine  them  in  the  form  of  the  consolidated  laws.  No 
change  has  been  made  in  the  legal  effect  The  term  ^^  Prison 
Law''  is  not  used  in  a  restricted  sense  but  in  the  broad  sen?e 
as  applying  to  a  place  for  the  detention  of  persons  by  law  whether 
in  prisons,  penitentiaries,  reformatories  or  jails.

This  chapter 
of  R.  S.  is  repealed.  This  section  therefore  has  now  no  force  and 
ifr  abrogated  axid  obsolete.  Sections  3-5  superseded  by  L.  1893, 
Ch.  661,  §  217. 

eO.  L.  184Q,.  Ch.  10.  Relates  to  the  public  health.  Amends 
R»  S.y  Pt  1,  Ch.  14,  Tit  1,  §  8,  in  certain,  particulars  therein 
^deified  and  states  the  effect  of  such  amendment.    That  section  of 
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R.  S.  was  repealed  by  L.  1893,  Ch.  661,  §  209,  and  it  follows 
that  the  statute  cited  should  now  be  repealed  as  it  is  without  force 
and  inoperative. 

61  •  L.  1844,  Ch.  316.  Sections  2-6  relate  to  collection  of 
certain  moneys  by  health  commissioner  which  are  paid  under  pro- 
test, and  to  the  disposition  thereof  by  him.

1«  §  !•  Bracketed  matter  relating  to  definitions  and  construc- 
tion of  chapter  has  been  divided  into  two  new  sections  and  placed 
in  its  appropriate  place  in  the  chapter  as  §§  2  and  461. 

2.  §  2.  This  amendment  proposed  restores  the  usage  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  which  confined  the  definition  of  this  section  to 
the  matter  contained  in  the  first  eight  articles.  Observe  that  Art 
9  of  this  chapter  (§  240,  new  §  290)  contains  its  own  definitions, 
slightly  at  variance  with  that  in  §  2.  Therefore  the  definition 
of  §  2  is  not,  as  it  now  stands,  correct. 

The  "  nor  "  in  the  second  part  of  the  section  is  not  grammatical. 

3.  §  15.  The  section  should  be  made  more  clearly  futuritive  in 
operation,  as  was  originally  intended  by  the  revisers. 

4*  §  39.  The  amendment  of  this  section  conforms  to  the 
revisers'  intention,  which  failed  of  expression. 

5.  §  42.  The  authors  of  the  General  Laws  unfortunately 
changed  the  Revised  Statutes.  By  their  transpositions  and  omis- 
sion of  the  provisions  of  the  statutes,  fviure  estates  only  were 
made  void  when  in  conflict  with  the  rule.  A  trust  estate,  in  the 
case  of  an  executed  trust,  is  always  a  present  estate,  and  not  a 
-future  estate,  and  although  it  may  offend  against  the  spirit  of  the 
rule  against  perpetuities  there  is  no  provision  now  on  the  statute 
books  avoiding  it.  Subdivision  2  (old  1  R.  S.  723,  §  15)  con- 
trolled it  formerly.  But  the  revisers  of  the  General  Laws,  in  their 
revision  of  the  statutes,  failed  to  incorporate  this  subdivision. 
The  profession  has  been  anxiously  expecting  some  case  which 
would  involve  this  omission.  The  courts  would  possibly  rectify  it 
by  a  violent  assumption,  deciding  that  no  change  in  the  Revised 
Statutes  was  intended. 

It  is  suggested  that  this  omission  might  be  corrected  by  restor- 
ing the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  inserting  the 
following : 

"  Suspension  of  Poweb  of  Alienation. 

1.  Every  future  estate  which  shall  suspend  the  absolute  power 
of  alienation  for  a  longer  period  than  is  prescribed  in  this  article 
shall  be  void  in  its  creation.     Such  power  of  alienation  is  sua- 
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pended,  when  there  are  no  persons  in  being,  by  whom  an  absolub 
fee  in  poeeession  can  be  conveyed. 

2.  The  absolute  po-wer  of  alioiation,  shall  not  be  8napende< 
by  any  limitaticm  or  condition  whatever,  for  a  longer  period  thai 
during  the  continuance  of  not  more  than  two  lives  in  being  at  th( 
creation  of  the  estate,  except  in  the  single  case  mentioned  in  tlw 
next  subdivision. 

3.  A  contingent  remainder  in  fee,  may  be  created  on  a  prioi 
remainder  in  fee,  to  take  effect  in  the  event  that  the  persona  t<i 
whcmi  the  first  remainder  is  limited,  shall  die  imder  tie  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  or  upon  any  other  contingency,  by  which  the 
estate  of  such  persons  may  be  determined  before  they  attain  their 
full  age. 

4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  a  minority  is  deemed  a 
part  of  a  life,  and  not  an  absolute  term  equal  to  the  possible  dura- 
tion of  such  minority." 

6.  §  42.  The  rule  against  perpetuities,  expressed  in  this  sec- 
tion has  been  lately  held,  since  L.  1903,  ch.  701,  to  have  no  far^ 
ther  application  to  charitable  uses :  Allen  v.  Stevens,  161  N.  Y. 
122 ;  Matter  of  Griffin,  167  N.  T.  71,  81.  This  being  so,  it  should 
he  so  plainly  stated  in  a  statute  consolidating  the  laws  relating  to 
charities.  At  common  law,  charitable,  or  public,  uses  were  not 
subject  to  the  rule  against  perpetuities,  except  as  to  Uie  time  of 
vesting  in  possession,  which  could  not  be  postponed  beyond  the 
legal  limit.  Marsden  on  Perpetuities,  24,  295 ;  Challis  on  Real 
Property,  157.  This  was  a  wise  exception  recognized  in  this 
state,  and  it  should  be  continued.  Bose  v.  Eose,  4  Abb.  Ot.  App. 
Dec  108.  The  phrase  "  except  as  to  the  time  of  vesting  in  posses- 
sion "  is  the  technical  one  employed,  in  the  law  relating  to  chari- 
table uses,  to  express  that  such  uses  must  vest  within  the  time  limit 
prescribed  by  the  rule  against  perpetuities. 

It  is  su^ested  that  this  exception  might  be  stated  by  inserting 
the  following : 

"  But  this  section  does  not  apply  to  the  uses  mentioned  in  sec- 
tions one  hundred  and  thirteen,  one  hundred  and  fourteen  and 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  this  chapter,  except  as  to  the  time  of 
vesting  in  possession." 

7.  §§  67,  70,  107,  116.  These  sections  require  that  every 
person  in  being,  having  an  estate,  vested  or  contingent,  in  revei> 
sion  or  remainder,  in  the  real  property  in  question,  shall  either  be 
served  with  notice  or  shall  execute  a  conveyance.  These  sections 
cannot,  in  the  minds  of  experienced  conveyancers,  be  safely  applied 
in  the  large  class  of  cases  in  which  the  remainder  goes  to  the  heirs 
of  a  living  person.  In  such  a  case,  the  heirs,  of  course,  are  not 
ascertainable  at  the  time  when  the  proceeding  is  taken  and  may 
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include  collateral  relatives  to  the  remotest  d^ree.  It  seemSy  that 
in  such  cases  it  should  be  enough  to  regard  the  heirs  presumptive 
as  representing  the  remainder.  In  many  cases  these  useful  sec- 
tions cannot  be  resorted  to  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  bringing 
in  all  of  the  possible  heirs  of  a  living  person. 

The  sections  should  also  be  made  applicable  to  remainders 
'^  which  open  to  let  in/'  even  though  not  classed  as  contingent 
remainders. 

9.  §  91.  The  language  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  much  more 
exact.  As  §  91  now  stands,  it  contains  two  principal  errors :  Uses 
and  trusts  were  sub  modo  abolished  by  1  R.  S.  727,  §  45.  But 
IKS.  727,  §  45,  was  repealed  by  L.  1896,  Ch.  547,  §  300,  so 
that  as  the  law  now  stands,  there  is  no  plain  enactment  abrogating 
the  old  law  of  uses  and  trusts,  as  it  stood  before  1829.  It  seems 
very  clear  that  uses  and  trusts,  except  as  authorized  and  modified 
by  our  present  article  on  Uses  and  Trusts,  should  be  directly 
abolished  by  a  plain  enactment,  present  in  point  of  time,  but 
futuritive  in  action.  There  is  no  need  to  refer  the  abolition  back 
to  1829.  Uses  and  trusts,  between  1829  and  1896,  depend  on  the 
Revised  Statutes,  and  even  uses  executed  by  that  statute  are 
abundantly  protected  without  any  special  reference  in  the  present 
"  Real  Property  Law." 

The  language  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  concerning  estates  and 
interests  in  lands,  regarded  as  '^  legal  rights  cognizable  in  the 
courts  of  law "  should  also  be  restored.  The  present  language 
of  the  section  seems  to  imply  a  class  of  legal  rights  not  cognizable 
in  the  courts,  which  is  impossible,  under  the  established  maxim: 
^^  ubi  jiLS  ibi  remedium"  Its  literal  effect  is  also  to  abolish  equita- 
ble rights  in  real  property. 

In  their  desire  not  to  recognize  courts  of  law,  as  contradis- 
tinguished from  courts  of  equity,  the  late  revisers  ignored  the 
fact,  that  the  reform  of  1846  was  the  fusion,  and  not  the  abolition, 
of  courts  of  law  and  courts  of  equity,  and  that  in  this  state  a 
legal  right  is  still  cognizable  in  a  court  of  law  only.  Equitable 
rights  over  real  property  are  still  recognized  and  protected.  They 
should  not  be  turned  into  legal  rights  as  was  unintentionally  done 
by  the  late  revisers  in  this  section.  Equitable  rights  are  fixed 
and  protected  by  the  Constitution  of  the  state,  and  the  Legislature 
is  powerless  to  turn  them  into  legal  rights  vrithout  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution.  The  language  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is, 
therefore,  still  relevant  to  present  conditions  and  should  be  re-

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The  following  is  suggested  in  place  of  the  section  now  in  the 
statute : 

"  Uses  and  trusts,  except  as  authorized  and  modified  in  this 
article,  are  abolished ;  and  every  estate  and  interest  in  lands,  shall 
be  deemed  a  legal  right,  cognizable  as  such  in  the  courts  of  law, 
except  when  otherwise  provided  in  this  chapter." 

10.  §  96.  After  1830  and  prior  to  1893  it  is  well  known  that 
che  trustee  of  a  charitable  use  or  trust  in  this  state  was  only  the 
trustee  of  a  power,  and  the  legal  title  passed  to  heirs  or  devisees, 
subject  to  the  power  which  overrode  the  legal  estate.  The  reason 
for  this  was,  that  charitable  uses  were,  after  forty-three  years  of 

,  fierce  litigation,  held  to  be  within  the  purview  of  the  article  of 

.the  Revised  Statutes  relating  to  uses  and  trusts,  and  the  section 

on  express  trusts  did  not  class  charitable  uses  as  express  trusts. 

So  they  must,  where  tolerated,  be  classed  as  "  powers  in  trust.'' 

Now  that  charitable  uses  are  again  permitted  by  L.  1893,  Ch. 
701,  repeated  in  §  113  of  this  act  (which  act,  the  courts  also 
hold,  relieves  charitable  uses  from  the  operation  of  our  rule 
against  perpetuities,  except  as  to  the  time  of  vesting  in  possession) 
there  is  no  reason  why  charitable  uses  and  trusts,  when  to  be 
performed  by  natural  persons,  should  not  be  declared  to  be  express 
trusts,  so  that  the  trustee  may  take  and  hold  the  legal  title  to  real 
property  within  the  limits  allowed  by  law. 

These  amendments  enable  the  courts  to  deal  with  the  trustees 
of  charitable  uses,  without  the  necessity  of  making  the  heirs  and 
devisees  of  the  donor,  or  a  person  holding  the  naked  title,  parties 
to  a  judicial  proceeding  in  which  they  no  longer  have  any  interest. 

The  reform  proposed  by  this  amendment  is  orderly,  but  in  no 
way  affects  legal  or  equitable  rights  of  an^  person,  and  there 
need  be  no  hesitancy  on  that  score  in  adopting  it. 

There  is  now  no  real  difference  between  the  trustee  of  an  ex- 
press trust  and  the  trustee  of  a  "  power  in  trust,"  except  the 
sometimes  inconvenient  one  in  respect  of  his  legal  title. 

This  proposed  subdivision  would  obviate  this  inconvenience: 

"  5.  To  execute  and  perform  such  charitable,  religious,  educa- 
tional, and  benevolent  uses  and  trusts  as  are  authorized  by  law." 

11.  §  98.  The  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  (section  1391),  as  con- 
ceded, has  put  an  end  to  a  large  "  spendthrift  trust "  in  this  state. 
See  King  v.  Irving,  103  App.  Div,  420 ;  Sloane  v.  Tiffany,  103 
App.  Div.  540.  The  effect  of  section  1391  of  the  Code  is  to  per- 
mit certain  creditors  of  beneficiaries  of  trusts  created  under  the 
third  subdivision  of  §  76  of  the  old  Eeal  Property  Law,  to  have 
execution  on  their  judgments.  So  important  a  reform  in  our 
domestic  law  of  trusts  deserves  to  be  called  to  the  attention  of 
lawyers  and  laymen  reading  the  Statute  on  Uses  and  Trusts  and 
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such  a  clause  might  be  added  to  this  section.  It  ought  not  to  bo 
left  obscurely  contained  in  a  long  section  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure. 

12.  §  100.  Section  100  of  this  chapter  as  it  now  stands  misses 
the  entire  reform  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  The  intention  of  this 
section  of  the  Revised  Statutes  was  to  abolish  "  equitable  estates," 
which  in  the  development  of  jurisprudence  had  come  to  resemble 
legal  estates.  Thus  a  beneficiary  of  a  trust .  might  have  an 
equitable  fee  or  an  equitable  estate  tail.  If  an  estate  tail,  it 
might  be  barred  by  equitable  tenants  in  tail.  All  equitable  estates 
were  susceptible  of  the  same  limitations  as  legal  estates.  The 
revisers  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  with  a  profound  knowledge  of 
the  old  law,  intended  to  abolish  this  anomaly  of  "  equitable  es- 
tates "  of  trust  beneficiaries.  The  revisers  of  the  Real  Property 
Law,  with  great  infelicity,  missed  the  entire  point  of  this  reform. 
As  it  now  stands  §  100  is  incorrect,  for  the  beneficiary  of  a  trust 
never  does  take  a  legal  estate  or  interest,  and  its  possible  effect  is 
to  restore  the  old  law  relating  to  equitable  estates,  if  it  is  con- 
strued strictly.  The  language  of  the  Revised  Statutes  should, 
therefore,  be  restored. 

The  following  is  suggested  in  place  of  the  present  section: 
"  §  100.  Tel'stee  of  Express  Tudst  to  Have  Whole  Estate. 
Every  express  tnist,  valid,  as  such,  in  its  creation,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided,  shall  vest  the  whole  estate  in  the  trustees,  in 
law  and  in  equity,  subject  only  to  the  execution  of  the  trust.  The 
persons  for  whose  benefit  the  trust  is  created,  shall  take  no  estate 
or  interest  in  the  lands,  but  may  enforce  the  performance  of  the 
trust  in  equity." 

The  final  *'  him  "  should  be  "  them  "  as  it  was  m  the  original 
section  in  the  Revised  Statutes,  1  R.  S.,  729,  §  61. 

13.  §  103.  Section  83  of  the  "  old  "  Real  Property  Law  was 
intended  by  the  late  revisers  as  the  equivalent  of  1  R.  S.  730,  §  63. 
They  so  state.  The  old  section  63  prohibited  the  alienation  of  a 
beneficiary's  interest  in  any  trust  for  the  receipt  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  land,  thus  including  the  third  and  fourth  express  trusts. 
But  the  present  section  confines  it  to  the  third  trust  purpose,  thus 
allowing  the  transfer  of  accumulations  in  a  way  not  permitted  by 
the  Revised  Statutes.  It  is  true  that  the  beneiiciarv  of  the  fourth 
trust  is  necessarily  an  infant,  but  if  the  interest  is  assignable  it 
could  probably  be  reached  and  could  be  bequeathed  by  the  infant 
after  he  reaches  the  age  of  eighteen.  This  result  was  probably 
overlooked.  In  any  event  the  Revised  Statutes  should  )oe  restored, 
as  it  is  more  consonant  with  the  scheme  of  the  article  on  Uses  and 
Trusts, 
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The  following  is  suggested  in  plaee  of  the  present  section : 
"  What  Tkust  Iktebest  !May  be  Alienated.  No  person 
beneficially  interested  in  a  trust  for  the  receipt  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  lands,  can  assign  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of  such  inter- 
est ;  but  the  rights  and  interest  of  every  person  for  whose  benefit 
a  trust  for  the  payment  of  a  sum  in  gross  is  created,  are 
assignable." 

14.  §  107.  See  note  7  to  §  67. 

The  following  language  is  su^ested  for  insertion  in  §  107  after 
the  first  sentence: 

'^  But  if  the  remaindermen,  upon  the  determination  of  the  trust, 
shall  be  persons  the  identity  of  whom  can  not  be  definitely  ascer- 
tained until  the  trust  shall  have  determined,  the  court  may,  in 
its  discretion,  entertain  the  application  upon  proof  of  service  of 
notice  thereof  upon  all  persons  who  shall  then  be  presumptively 
entitled  to  the  remainder  or  some  interest  therein.'^ 

For  the  reasons  assigned  in  note  7  the  following  language  is 
suggested  for  insertion  at  the  close  of  §  107 : 
"  and  against  all  remaindermen  whose  identity  can  not  be  defi- 
nitely ascertained  until  the  trust  shall  have  determined." 

15.  §  112*  The  following  subdivisions  are  suggested  for  inser- 
tion as  a  part  of  §  112: 

"  4.  The  surrogates'  courts  in  each  county  shall  have  the  same 
powers  as  the  Supreme  Court,  in  respect  of  the  resignation,  re- 
moval, and  appointment  of  trustees,  where  the  trust  has  been,  or 
shall  be,  created  by  last  will  and  testament. 

5.  Where  title  to  real  property  is  vested  in  an  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator as  such,  the  same  vests  in  his  successor  upon  the  issu- 
ing of  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  to  such  successor," 

As  the  surrogate  now  has,  by  statute,  extensive  powers  over 
testamentary  trustees,  it  is  highly  desirable  to  make  this  con- 
formation of  the  Eeal  Property  Law,  in  order  to  complete  the 
analogy,  and,  therefore,  to  declare  that  his  powers  are  coextensive 
with  those  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  respects  denoted.  If  this 
addition  is  adopted  it  w^ill  be  necessary  to  add  to  §  182  words 
indicating  that  the  surrogate  may  not  appoint  a  person  to  execute 
a  power  in  trust  conferred  by  deed. 

It  has  been  suggested,  that  an  executor  or  administrator  acquir- 
ing lands,  for  example,  by  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage,  ns  not  the 
trustee  of  an  express  trust  within  the  meaning  of  §  112,  but 
is  trustee  of  an  implied  trust  which  will,  as  at  common  law, 
descend  to  his  heirs,  or  pass  to  his  devisees  upon  his  death.  It  is 
well  that  this  question  should  be  settled  by  statute  in  a  declaratory 
form. 

16.  §  113.  Section  93  of  the  "old"  Real  Property  Law  was 
nothing  but  a  paraphrase  of  L.  1893,  Ch.  701.    Instead  of  such 
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paraphrase  it  would  seem  best  to  re-enaot  L.  1893,  CL  701,  as 
amended  by  L.  1901,  Ch.  291,  and  then  to  repeal  both  L.  1893, 
Ch.  701,  and  L.  1901,  Ch.  291.  Otherwise  we  have  two  statutes 
on  the  statute  book,  both  relating  to  the  same  thing  and  both 
phrased  in  slightly  different  language.  By  this  course,  no  change 
whatever  will  be  made  in  the  substance  of  existing  law. 

17.  §  114.  The  following  subdivision  is  suggested  for  inser- 
tion at  the  close  of  §  114: 

"  V.  Every  such  deed  of  settlement,  grant  or  conveyance,  shall, 
in  order  to  entitle  it  to  the  benefits  of  this  eection  of  this  act,  be 
recorded  in  the  county  or  counties  where  the  real  property  is 
situated." 

It  seems  expedient  to  give  publicity  to  such  charitable  gifts  as 
are  inter  vivos.  It  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  L.  1904, 
Ch.  692.  Conveyances  not  recorded  are,  of  course,  void  as  to 
ba7ia  fide  purchasers  under  a  deed  first  recorded.  (Section  241, 
"  old "  Eeal  Property  Law.)  But  that  section  is  not  always 
adequate  to  compel  recording  in  the  case  of  a  vested  gift  or  grant 
to  a  charitable  use,  where  the  donee  is  in  possession. 

18.  §  116.  For  the  reason  assigned  in  note  7,  the  following  is 
suggested  for  insertion  between  the  words  "  as  the  court  or  a  jus- 
tice thereof  prescribes  "  and  "  The  court  shall  appoint " :

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cer  making  the  original  certificate  resides'^  is  very  troublesome. 
In  some  cases,  a  notary  is  a  state  officer.  In  Massachusetts,  for  ex- 
ample, a  notary  is  qualified  to  act  in  any  part  of  the  state.  Many, 
~Fho  have  their  offices  in  the  connty  of  Suffolk  (city  of  Boston), 
reside  in  the  suburbs  in  adjoining  counties,  but  they  always  pro- 
cure certificates  from  the  Suffolk  connty  clerk.  Under  this  sectiim 
as  it  stands,  these  certificates  are  not  good.  Even  in  cases  where 
the  notary  resides  in  Suffolk,  the  certificate  usually  does  not  state 
that  fact  and  inquiry  is  necessary. 

This  section  should  not  be  re-enacted  without  some  slight  change, 
curing  its  obvious  defects. 

The  authentication  should  be  sufficient  if  made  by  an  officer  of 
the  county  in  which  the  certificate  purports  to  be  made. 

Again,  as  the  law  now  stands  there  is  no  provision  for  an  au- 
thentication of  an  acknowledgment  by  a  notary  in  the  District  of 
Columbia.  Under  section  47,  of  the  General  Construction  Law, 
the  District  is  regarded  as  a  state,  but  there  is  no  secretary  of 
such  state,  no  county  clerk,  and  no  court  of  any  county  therein. 
Certificates  by  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  do 
not  comply  with  the  law. 

Furthermore,  it  is  often  difficult  to  determine  where  a  certificate 
of  authentication  purports  to  be  made  by  a  clerk  of  a  court,  whether 
the  court  is,  or  is  not,  a  court  of  a  county.  Formerly  the  law  only 
required  that  the  authenticating  officer  should  be  a  clerk  of  a  court 
of  record  in  the  proper  county.  For  example,  in  Virginia,  the 
county  courts  have  been  recently  abolished.  In  some  cities  and 
towns  there  are  corporation  or  hustings  courts,  whose  clerks  per- 
form the  same  duties  as  formerly  were  performed  by  the  clerks 
of  the  coimty  courts.  Thus  in  practice  difficult  questions  arise  un- 
der this  section  as  it  now  stands. 

All  these  difficulties  can  be  remedied  by  amending  subdivision  3 
so  that  it  shall  require  the  certificate  of  authentication  to  be  made 
by  "  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  state,  or  the  clerk,  register, 
recorder,  or  prothonotary  of  a  county  "  (in  the  state  or  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  as  the  case  may  be),  "or  by  the  clerk  of 
any  court  in  such  state  or  dominion  having  by  law  a  seal."  The 
proposed  changes  do  not  alter  the  law  in  any  material  respects  and 
add  to,  icathQr  than  detract  from,  the  security  of  owners  of  real 
pmperty.

34.  Former  Article  9.  Descent  of  real  property. 
This  article  has  been  removed  from  the  Real  Property  Law  and 
has  been  placed  in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law.  The  same  treatment 
has  been  made  of  the  statute  of  distribution  in  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  which  has  been  placed  in  the  Decedent  Estate  Law. 
It  has  always  been  confusing  to  have  the  statute  of  decedent  in 
the  Real  Property  Law  and  the  statute  of  distribution  in  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure.  The  latter  does  not  belong  In  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure.  The  statute,  like  much  of  the  other  material  in 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  is  substantive  in  character  and  should 
be  removed.  It  is  thought  that  the  placing  of  both  the  statute 
of  decedent  and  the  statute  of  distribution  in  the  Decedent  Estate 
Law  would  be  the  best  treatment  of  the  subject.

This  article  is  new.  It  contains  ipsissimis  verbis  the  substance 
of  L.  1862,  Ch.  365,  as  amended  by  L.  1868,  Ch.  798;  L.  1873, 
Ch.  551;  L.  1882,  Ch.  100;  L.  1882,  Ch.  278;  L.  1884,  Ch.  326; 
L.  1898,  Ch.  174;  and  L.  1901,  Ch.  287.  Something  must  be 
done,  in  consolidating  the  statutes,  with  these  acts  relating  to 
mortgages  and  their  discharge,  and  they  properly  belong  in  the 
Real  Property  Law. 

The  courts  stricken  from  subdivision  2  no  longer  exist. 

36.  Article  11.  Quieting  title  to  real  property. 
This  article  is  made  up  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  503  of  the 
Laws  of  1890,  entitled  "An  act  to  quiet  the  title  to  real  property 
in  certain  cases,  conveyed  pursuant  to  judicial  decree,  which 
decree  has  been  lost  or  destroyed."  This  proceeding  has  never 
found  its  wav  into  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  and  shows  the 
haphazard  manner  in  which  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has 
been  made  up.  It  is  a  proceeding  quite  as  important  as  other 
proceedings  in  the  Code  relating  to  real  property  and  yet  it  is 
found  in  an  independent  statute.  The  fact  is,  that  there  are  quite 
as  many  so-called  proceedings  out  of  the  Code  as  in.  The 
proceeding  given  in  this  article  finds  a  natural  place  in  the  Real 
Property  Law. 
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37.   §  461.    This  matter  has  been  transferred  from  former  §  1 
to  its  appropriate  place  in  the  chapter  in  accordance  with  the 
rangement  of  matter  followed  in  the  consolidated  laws.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


1.  §  8.  L.  1869,  Ch.  727,  was  an  act  entitled  "An  act  authoriz- 
ing cities  and  villages  to  acquire  titles  to  property  for  burial  pur- 
poses and  to  levy  taxes  for  the  payment  of  the  same.''     It  waa 
amended  by  L.  1870,  Ch.  760,  being  a  substantial  re-enactment  of 
the  statute  of  1869  and  adding  a  new  section,  §  8.    Section  1  of  L. 
1370,  Ch.  760,  was  amended  by  L.  1873,  Ch.  452,  which  latter 
statute  also  re-enacted  §  2  of  li.  1870,  Ch.  760.     This  series  of 
statutes  was  amended  finally  by  L.  1898,  Ch.  543,  by  adding  §§4 
and  5.    The  original  act  prior  to  the  amendment  of  1898  was  ap- 
plicable to  cities,  incorporated  villages  and  incorporated    rural 
cemetery  associations.    The  statute  therefore  has  been  consolidated 
in  the  General  Municipal  Law  covering  cities  and  villages  and  has 
been  considered  as  covered  by  the  provisions  of  the  Membership 
Corporations  Law.     The  act  of  1898  which  added  a  new  section  to 
the  original  statutes  made  that  section  applicable  to  cemetery  cor- 
porations mentioned  in  the  original  acts  and  to  cemetery  corpora- 
tions  provided   for  in  article  3   of  the  Membership   Corpora- 
tions Law,   and  cemeteries  belonging  to  religious  corporations. 
The  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  therefore,  have  been  con- 
solidated in  the  Membership  Corporations  Law  and  in  the  Re- 
ligious Corporations  Law.     Thus  all  of  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  of  1869  and  its  amendments  have  been  provided  for  and 
all  of  the  rtatutes  have  been  repealed  in  their  respective  consoli- 
dated laws. 

2.  §  181.  The  reference  to  the  statutes  mentioned  in  this 
section  has  been  allowed  to  remain,  although  the  acts  named  have 
been  repealed.  This  repeal  does  not  affect  the  references  in  the 
section.  Section  32  of  the  Statutory  Construction  Law  provides 
that  "  if  any  provision  of  a  law  be  repealed  and  in  substance  be 
re-enacted,  reference  in  any  law  to  such  repealed  provision  shall 
be  deemed  a  reference  to  such  re-enacted  provision."  The  statute* 
referred  to  in  the  section  have  been  substantially  repealea  in  the 
membership  and  other  consolidated  laws,  and  under  the  provision 
of  the  Statutory  Construction  Law  referred  to  the  references  in  the 
section  are  deemed  to  be  references  to  these  re-enacted 
provisions.  Under  the  common  law  rule  the  references  would 
not  be  destroyed  by  the  repeal  of  the  statutes  referred  to.  In 
the  matter  of  Phoenix  Iron  Co.,   62  Him,  263,  certain  costs 
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and  allowances  granted  by  an  act  of  1862  were  not  set  forth  bodily 
in  the  statute,  but  were  incorporated  by  a  reference  to  the  Codo 
of  Procedure  then  in  existence.  By  this  reference  it  was  held 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Code  referred  to  became  a  portion  of  the 
act  as  effectually  as  if  they  had  been  set  forth  in  words  and  that 
the  special  repeal  of  the  Code  of  Procedure  did  not  affect  the  act 
of  1862.  In  People  ex  rel.  vs.  Webster,  8  Misc.  133,  Wright,  J., 
says:  **A  special  statute  making  the  provisions  of  a  general  stat- 
ute applicable  to  a  local  court  is  not  affected  by  the  repeal  of  the 
general  statute.*'  In  Wick  vs.  Fort  Plain  and  Richfield  Springs 
Ry.  Co.,  27  App.  Div.  577,  the  court  held  that  "  a  statute  whidi 
refers  to  and  adopts  the  provisions  of  a  prior  statute  is  not  re- 
pealed by  the  subsequent  repeal  of  the  prior  statute,  but  the  pro- 
visions of  the  incorporated  statute  continue  in  force  so  far  as 
they  form  a  part  of  the  second  statute/'

entitled  'An  act  respecting  the  four.great  senatorial  districts  of  the 
State,'  passed  April  17,  1815  [L.  1815,  Gh.  208],  was  denomi- 
nated '  the  western  district,  rfiall  be  found  in  any  of  the  counties 
in  said  district,  and  which  barrels  or  casks  shall  not  be  marked  or 
branded  in  manner  directed  by  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
of  the  officers  or  persons  mentioned  in  this  section,  to  seize  all  such 
salt,  and  the  same  to  sell  for  the  use  of  the  people,  in  mauner 
before  directed,  unless  the  owner  of  said  salt,  or  the  person  having 
the  same  in  possession,  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  persons 
seizing  the  same  that  the  duties  thereon  have  been  actually  paid/' 

Section  14  provides  that  in  case  an  inhabitant  of  Onon- 
daga county  be  prosecuted  under  warrant  issued  by  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  said  county  for  aiding  in  the  removal  of  salt 
on  which  the  duties  are  not  paid,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
justice  to  adjourn  such  cause  on  the  prayer  of  the  defendant,  un- 
less the  defendant  consents  to  have  the  testimony  of  witnesses 
then  present  for  the  people,  and  who  reside  in  Onondaga  county, 
taken  and  reduced  to  writing.  And  further,  that  the  testimony 
so  taken  shall  be  received  in  evidence  on  the  trial  of  the  cause. 
L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  28,  re-enacts  the  same  provision. 

Section  15  provides  that  if  any  action  of  trespass  on 
the  case,  trover,  trespass,  battery,  or  false  imprisonment 
be  brought  against  the  superintendent  or  deputies  and  assistants,, 
the  action  must  be  laid  in  the  county  where  the  act  was  con*- 
mitted ;  that  the  pwsons  aforesaid  may  plead  the  general  issue  and 
give  the  special  matter  in  evidence ;  that  of  the  plaintiff  shall  not 
prove  that  the  act  was  committed  in  the  county  in  which  the  action 
is  laid,  the  jury  shall  find  the  defendant  not  guilty,  L.  1825,  Ch. 
326,  §  34,  re-enacts  the  same,  with  new  matter. 

Section  16  provides  that  no  action  shall  be  brought  against 
the  superintendent  or  assistants  for  destruction  of  poor  salt  un- 
less such  destruction  shall  be  proven  to  have  been  done  wilfully 
and  maliciously  and  without  just  or  probable  cause.  L.  1825, 
Ch.  326,  §  16,  re-enacts  same,  with  new  matter,  and  substituting 
inspectors  or  deputies  in  place  of  superintendent  and  assistants. 
L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  places  inspection  of  salt  in  inspectors  instead 
of  the  superintendent. 

Section  17  provides  that  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  penal- 
ties shall  be  printed  and  posted  in  certain  places.  L.  1825,  CL 
326,  §  33,  re-enacts  same,  omitting  the  words  "  and  in  the  cabins 

of  canal  boats.^' 

Section  18,  pt.  relating  to  the  Montezuma  salt  springs,  was 
revised  in  R  S.,  pt  1,  Ch.  9,  tit.  10,  art.  7,  "  Of  the  Salt  Springs 
of  Montezuma,"  and  was  therefore  repealed  under  the  provision  ? 
of  L.  1828,  Ch.  21,  §  1,  7  549,  2  meet 
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Section  20  provides  that  the  duty  on  coarse  salt  manufactured 
in  the  western  district  of  a  quality  equal  to  that  of  Cape  Cod  salt 
shall  be  estimated  on  the  measured  bushel  of  salt,  and  not  on 
the  bushel  of  56  pounds,  for  the  term  of  10  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act.     Temporary  and  now  obsolete. 

Section  21  authorized  individuals  and  corporations  to  erect 
works  for  manufacture  of  coarse  salt  on  land  of  the  state  re- 
served by  commissioners  of  land  oflSce  for  that  purpose,  and  that 
they  may  hold  the  land  so  occupied  for  said  purpose  for  the  term 
of  twenty  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  the  statute.  Ex- 
pired by  limitation  and  obsolete. 

Section    22    provides    that    it    shall    be    lawful    for     indi- 
viduals or  companies  erecting  manufactories  of  coarse   salt  to 
pump  surplus  water  from  the  salt  springs  at  Salina  and  carrj 
same  in   aqueducts  to   reservoirs  and  from  reservoirs   to   their 
manufactories ;  to  use  the  surplus  water  of  Erie  canal  on  the  Salina 
level  for  that  purpose,  and  to  enter  upon  lands  necessary  for 
erecting   pump   works,   reservoirs   and   aqueducts   on   paying  to 
proprietors  of  said  lands  the  value  of  the  damages  done  by  carry- 
ing such  aqueducts  across  lands  to  be  appraised  by  three  commis- 
sioners to  be  appointed  by  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court;  the  in- 
dividual or  company  erecting  said  pump  works  obligated  to  fur- 
nish salt  water  for  other  works  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  two  milb 
per  bushel  for  salt  manufactured  from  said  water,  where  there 
shall  be  sufficient  surplus  water  in  the  canal  and  in  the  salt  springs, 
for  the  term  of  20  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act      Pro- 
vided the  rights  hereby  granted  are  upon  the  condition  that  the 
people  may  take  possession  and  management  of  said  works  bv 
paying  the  fair  value  thereof.     L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  8,  provides 
that  the  engineer  of  the  pump  works  at  Salina,  pursuant  to  the  act 
of  April  3,  1821  (L.  1821,  Ch.  231,  §  22),  take  in  the  name  of 
the  people  the  pumps,  reservoirs,  houses,  buildings,  wells,  and 
machinery  in  the  village  of  Salina  constructed  by  the  Syracuse 
Salt  Company  and  the  Onondaga  Salt  Company  pursuant  to  said 
cited  act.     (L.  1821,  Ch.  231,  §  22.)    L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §§  9-11, 
further  provides  for  the  use  of  surplus  water  of  the  canal  and  the 
use  and  distribution  of  salt  water.    Said  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §§  8, 
9,  10,  11,  supersedes  and  abrogates  the  statute  affected.    (L.  1821, 
Ch.  231,  §  22.) 

S^'!tion  23  provides  that  the  superintendent  of  the  salt 
springs  may  in  case  he  shall  deem  it  for  the  interest  of 
the  State,  to  prevent  frauds  on  the  revenue,  charge  the  duties  on 
the  salt  water  manufactured  in  the  vats  or  pans  according  to  the 
quantity  of  salt  it  is  capable  of  producing;  duties  to  be  paid 
quarterly  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October.     Also  provides 
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for  the  sale  of  manufactories  in  case  of  nonpayment  of  duties. 
L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §§  23,  38,  provides  for  the  payment  of  duties 
on  salt  water  supplied  at  the  rate  of  two  mills  on  each  bushel  of 
salt  manufactured,  payable  quarterly;  also  provides  for  sale  of 
kettles,  pans  or  other  implements  used  for  manufacturing  salt  in 
case  of  nonpayment  of  salt  water  duties,  thereby  superseding  L. 
1821,  Ch.  231,  §  23. 

Section  24  provides  that  any  person  injuring  any  pump- 
works,  aqueducts  or  reservoirs  constructed  under  the  act 
shall  bo  liable  to  an  action  of  trespass  at  the  suit  of  the  owners, 
the  same  as  if  the  owners  were  the  owners  of  the  land,  and  the 
plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  consequential  damages.  L.  1825,  Ch. 
326,  §  40,  provides  that  if  any  person  *  *  *  shall  wilfully 
bum  or  destroy  any  of  the  buildings,  reservoirs,  pumps,  con- 
ductors or  water  conduits  belonging  to  the  people  of  the  state  used 
for  raising  salt  water  *  *  *  or  shall  wilfully  injure  the 
same  with  the  intention  to  prevent  or  retard  the  pumping  or  rais- 
ing of  salt  water  *  *  *  such  person  shall  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  felony  and  on  conviction  shall  be  sentenced  to  state  prison  for 
not  exceeding  five  years.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  51,  provides  that 
owners  of  salt  manufactories  may  enter  on  lands  of  others  and 
carry  water  across  such  lands  by  means  of  conduits  and  aqueducts 
and  that  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  injure  any  such  conduit  or 
aqueduct  or  any  cistern,  reservoir,  receiver,  vat  or  trough,  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of 
$50  and  also  be  subject  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three 
months  and  also  be  liable  for  trespass  to  the  party  injured  who 
shall  recover  treble  damages  and  costs. 

Section  25  provides  that  the  duty  on  salt  manufactured  west 
of  Seneca  lake  shall  be  paid  to  the  canal  commissioners.  Statute 
affected  was  revised  in  K.  S.,  pt.  1,  Ch.  9,  tit.  10,  art.  1,  §  3,  re- 
quiring duty  to  be  paid  to  state  treasurer,  and  therefore  was 
repealed  under  the  provisions  of  L.  1828,  Ch.  21,  §  1,  H  549,  2 
meet. 

Section  27  directs  commissioners  of  land  office  to  set 
apart  suitable  land  between  Salina  and  Erie  canal  for  the 
erection  of  manufactories  of  coarse  salt,  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act.  (L.  1821,  Ch.  231.)  Statute  affected  is  directory 
nnd  applies  to  commissioners  of  land  office.  It  has  no  bearing  on 
tlie  ma«iufacture  of  salt,  the  inspection  thereof  or  the  regulations- 
governing  the  use  of  the  water  or  of  the  land.  If  the  direction 
was  executed,  the  land  came  under  the  statute;  if  not  executed 
it  was  a  nullity.  In  either  case  the  statute  affected  (L.  1821,  Ch. 
231,  §  2T)  is  ofc8olet«5. 

27.  L.  1822,  Ch.  177.  Section  7  provides  for  a  bounty  of 
tliree  cents  on  coarse  salt  manufactured  in  the  western  district 
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which  shall  he  delivered  on  the  banha  of  the  Hudson  Trcer,  or  at 
Buffalo  or  which  shall  be  ahipped  from  Oswi^o  to  the  provinee 
of  Upper  Canada  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  flnd  after  tke 
ezpiratioai  of  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  time  of  passing 
this  act     (April  13,  1822.)     Expired  by  limitation  in  1S27. 

2&  !«•  18i22,  Cb«  194.  Exempts  from  duty  salt  made  prior 
to  March  1,  1822,  in  comities  of  Monroe,  Genesee  or  ^Niagara 
and  relieves  from  penalty  for  failure  to  pay  duty  peisons  who 
manufactured  same.     Temporary  and  obsolete. 

20«  lu  1823,  Ch«  2S5«  Section  I,  directing  the  inspection  of 
salt,  was  superseded  by  L.  1825,  Ch.  826,  §  13,  which  re-enacted 
the  same  with  new  matter. 

Section  2  provides  for  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  of  salt 
and  his  deputies;  the  giving  of  bonds  and  taking  oath  of  office 
by  these  officers.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §§  1,  6,  re-enacts  same 
together  with  new  matter. 

Section  3  specifies  the  manner  of  making  the  inspection  of  salt, 
marking  of  packages  and  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  the  quan- 
tity of  salt  inspected.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  14,  is  a  re-enactment 
of  the  statute  cited  with  slight  verbal  changes  and  new  matter. 

Section  4  providing  a  penalty  for  counterfeiting  the  mark  or 
brand  of  an  inspector,  superseded  by  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  15, 
which  enacts  same  with  slight  verbal  chants  and  additions. 

Section  6  provides  for  the  payment  of  the  inspector  for  his 
services  at  the  rate  of  three  mills  per  bushel  of  salt  inspected. 
L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  36,  re-enacts  same  together  with  new  matter. 
Section  6  provides  the  hours  during  which  the  offices  for 
the  receipt  of  public  nioneys  shall  be  kept  open;  that  no 
salt  shall  be  inspected  after  dark  and  before  daylight;  that  no 
manufacturer  shall  sell  or  deliver  any  salt  for  the  purpose  of  its 
being  transported  away  by  teams  or  boats  after  7  in  the  evening 
and  before  5  in  the  morning,  and  from  Oct.  1,  to  March  1,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  6  in  the  evening  and  7  in  the  morning;  pro- 
vides a  penalty  of  $25.00  for  every  offense.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326, 
§  31,  re-enacts  the  statute  affected  with  slight  changes. 

Section  7  provides  a  penalty  for  any  inspector  or  his 
assistant  consenting  to,  conniving  at,  aiding  or  abetting  in 
smuggling  of  salt  or  transporting  same  away  so  as  to  evade 
payment  of  duties.  L.  1825,  Ch.  826,  §  30,  re-enacts  same  with- 
out change  of  wording  except  "  assistant "  changed  to  "  deputy." 
Section  8  provides  for  keeping  the  book  of  entries 
(required  by  Lw  1823,  Ch.  235,  §  3),  that  it  shall  be  open 
for  examination  -during  office  hours.  Also  prorvides  for  a  report 
or  account  to  be  made  by  the  superintendent  monthly  to  the 
comptroller  and  ^he  payment  of  the  balance  shown  by  the  report 
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to  the  state  treasurer.  Also  that  as  often  as  the  superintendent 
shall  have  on  hand  the  stnn  of  $5,000  he  shall  trajissoit  same  to 
the  state  treasurer.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  35,  is  a  re-enactment  of 
statute  aflFected  together  with  new  matter. 

Section  9  provides  that  the  inspector  or  one  of  his  depn- 
tiGS  shall  visit  each  daj,  Sunidays  excepted,  the  mianufaetories 
and  if  any  bfld  salt  is  found  to  order  same  dissolved  aiad  if  the 
order  is  not  followed  then  the  inspcetoc  shall  destroy  same.  L. 
1825,  Ch.  32&,  §  16,  is  a  substantial  re-enaetment  of  the  subject 
matter  of  statute  affected. 

Section  10  provides  for  compensatiea  of  inspectors; 
that  they  shall  not  receive  the  duties  paid  on  salt  and  not 
be  interested  in  any  salt  maDLnfactory.  L.  1825,  Ch.  426,  §  36, 
provides  for  compensation  of  inspector  of  salt  and  forbids  any 
inspector  or  assistant  being  or  becoming  interested  in  manufac- 
ture of  salt,  and  is  a  substantial  re-enaetment  of  statute  affected 
with>  ne\v  matter. 

Section  11  provides  that  no  salt  shall  be  pla-ced  in  packages 
until  the  inspector  ha&  determined  the  same  to  be  fit  for  inspee- 
tion.  L..  1825,  Ch.  326,  $5  17,  is  a  re-enactment  thereof  without 
verbal  change  except  that  '^  assistants ''  la  changed  to  ''  dieputics." 

Section  12  gives  superintendent  power  ta  raaike  carders  and 
regulations  relating  to  the  manufacture  of  salt  and  to*  enforce 
same.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  12,  is  a  rerenactment  of  the  Mibject 
matter  of  statute  affected  with  verbal  chan^^  and  nei^  mraitt^r. 

Section  13  provides  a  penalty  for  the  defrandin^i^  of  the  rereniie 
of  the  state.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  2&,  is  a  re-euactnient  thereof 
with  the  exception  that  the  sontciice  '^  for  the  neaidue  of  tlie  term 
for  which  it  shall  be  leased  ""  is  omitted. 

Section  14  provides  for  the  marking  of  barrels  with  the  name 
of  the  manufacturer  of  the  salt  contained  therein  and  also  proWdes 
a  penalty  for  failure  to  mark  the  barrels.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  21, 
is  a  re-enactment  of  the  subject  matter  thereof  with  verbal  changes. 

Section  15  provides  a  penalty  for  the  removal  of  salt  before 
same  shall  have  been  inspected.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  22,  is  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  subject  matter  thereof  with  verbal  changes. 

Section  16  provides  for  the  inspection  of  salt  which  is  to  be 
kept  in  store  and  the  manner  in  which  it  shall  be  stored.  L.  1826, 
Ch.  326,  §  18,  is  a  re-enactment  of  statute  affected. 

Section  17  authorized  the  superintendent  to  lay  out  certain 
salt  manufacturing  lots  on  the  Salt  Springs  reservation  and  upon 
surrender  of  the  land  thus  laid  out  by  the  lessors  thereof,  provided 
for  the  prior  right  of  selection  of  salt  manufacturing  lots  by  such 
lessors*    Obsolete. 
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Section  18  directs  apportionment  of  the  lots  authorized  to  be 
laid  out  in  pursuance  of  §  17  thereof,  among  those  desiring  in 
June,  1823,  to  engage  thereon  in  the  manufacture  of  salt.  Tem- 
porary and  obsolete. 

Section  19  permits  persons  desiring  to  engage  in  manufacture  of 
salt  to  select  from  the  lots  authorized  to  be  laid  out  under  pro- 
visions of  §  17  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  building  salt  manu- 
factories thereon.     Temporary  and  obsolete. 

Sections  20,  21  permitting  owners  of  lots  on  the  canal  from  Elm 
street  to  Onondaga  lake  and  not  in  village  of  Salina,  to  manu- 
facture salt  thereon.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  46,  is  a  re-enactment 
thereof. 

Section  2'z  provides  for  a  daily  tax  for  the  use  of  salt  water  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  collection  of  duties  on  salt.  L.  1825, 
Ch.  326,  §  23,  is  a  re-enactment  of  the  same  except  as  to  the 
proviso  at  the  end  thereof. 

Section  23  is  a  provision  whereby  manufacturers  of  salt  may 
keep  their  works  in  operation  when  there  is  no  sale  for  the  salt 
and  also  provides  for  storing  the  salt  until  it  is  inspected.  L. 
1825,  Ch.  326,  §  24,  is  a  re-enactment  of  statute  affected. 

Section  24  requires  the  superintendent  to  report  to  the  legis- 
lature convening  in  1824  as  to  various  matters  connected  with  the 
salt  springs.    Temporary  and  obsolete. 

Section  26  authorizes  superintendent  of  salt  springs  to  increase 
the  number  of  lots  on  the  reservation  and  all  manufacturers  here- 
after locating  on  said  lots  shall  be  subject  to  a  daily  tax  on  kettle? 
set  therein.    Temporary  and  obsolete. 

Section  27  provides  for  furnishing  salt  water  to  the  works 
erected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  L.  1823,  Ch.  235.  Statute 
was  abrogated  by  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  12,  which  provides  for  the 
method  of  supplying  salt  water  to  the  various  manufactories  of 
salt. 

Sections  28,  29  authorize  the  construction  of  a  side  cut  in  th<» 
canal  by  private  parties  at  their  own  expense  on  route  designated 
by  canal  commissioners  and  direct  superintendent  of  Salt  Springs 
to  lay  out  lots  on  the  banks  of  said  canal.    Temporary  and  obsolete. 

Section  30  directs  superintendent  to  grant  lease  of  certain  lots 
directed  to  be  laid  out  by  this  act  to  persons  complying  with 
certain  conditions  as  to  structures  to  be  placed  on  said  lots.  Tem- 
porary aud  obsolete. 

Section  31,  providing  for  appointment  of  superintendent  of  Salt 
Springs,  was  abrogated  by  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  1,  which  directs 
the  method  of  the  appointment. 

Section  1^2  provides  for  a  duty  upon  salt  manufactured  in  town 
of  Salina  by  solar  evaporation  of  12J  cents  per  bushel  of  56 
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pounds;  that  the  inspector  shall  inspect  such  coarse  salt  at  the 
place  where  it  is  manufactured;  that  the  inspector  shall  not  be 
called  to  inspect  less  than  500  bushels  at  one  time ;  that  the  blanks, 
forms  and  books  shall  be  provided  by  the  superintendent.  L.  1825, 
Ch.  326,  §  56,  provides  that  the  duties  on  salt  shall  be  12^  cents 
on  the  bushel  of  66  pounds.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §§  13,  14,  pro- 
vide for  the  inspection  of  salt.  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  53,  .makes  it 
the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  provide  proper  blank  inspectors' 
bills,  books  of  entry  and  blank  returns. 

Section  33  was  abrogated  by  L.  1825,  Ch.  326,  §  8,  which  pro- 
vides for  the  taking  over  by  the  state  of  all  pump  works  and  ap- 
purtenances and  for  compensating  the  companies  or  persons  own- 
ing  such  works  for  the  same. 

Section  34  providing  a  penalty  for  causing  salt  water  to  run  to 
waste  was  abrogated  by  L.  1825,  Ch.  836,  §  20,  which  provides  a 
penalty  for  permitting  by  negligence  the  waste  of  salt  water. 

30.  I^.  18S5,  Ch.  5.  Provides  for  a  commission  to  examine 
into  and  report  to  the  legislature  the  condition  of  the  Salt  Springs. 
Temporary  and  obsolete. 

31.  I^.  1828,  Ch.  318.  Regulates  the  renewal  for  one  year 
of  the  leases  of  salt  lots  expiring  in  1828  and  the  covenants  to  be 
contained  in  such  renewals  and  the  recording  of  said  leases  in 
superintendent's  books.    Temporary  and  obsolete. 

32.  L.  1829,  Ch.  278,  §§  1-4,  6,  7.  Sections  1-4  author- 
ize superintendent  of  the  Salt  Springs  to  lease  for  term  of  thirty 
years  from  June  20,  1829,  lots  on  Salt  Spring  reservation  and  to 
sell  certain  buildings  on  certain  lots  on  said  reservation  and  to 
erect  a  fire-proof  building  for  his  office.  Also  that  leases  and 
assignments  of  leases  under  this  act  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  superintendent  instead  of  in  the  county  clerk's  office. 
Also  authorizes  superintendent  to  sell  so-called  state  house  on 
Salt  Springs  reservation  and  to  lease  certain  lots  near  said  house. 
Temporary  and  obsolete. 

Section  6,  relating  to  penalties  recovered  for  smuggling  salt, 
abrogated  by  L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  §  115,  which  is  a  literal  re-enact- 
ment thereof. 

Section  7  abrogated  by  L.  1869,  Ch.  846,  §§  104,  105,  which 
provide  that  persons  removing  salt  from  the  reservation  with 
intent  to  evade  payment  of  duty  shall  forfeit  five  dollars  for  every 
bushel  so  removed. 

33.  Tf  1831,  Ch.  174.  Provides  that  the  superintendent 
shall  deposit  moneys  received  by  him  once  a  week  in  a  bank  to  be 
specified  by  the  canal  board.  Superseded  by  L.  1843,  Ch.  229, 
§3. 
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34.  Ia.   1802,   Ck.   243.     Section   2   provided  that    MvhesD, 
owners  of  real  estate  adjoining  the  salt  lots  in  village  of  Liver- 
pool shall  lay  the  same  out  into  lots,  and,  after  obtaining'  per- 
mission of  the  superintendent  and  inspector,  shall  enter  into   a 
covenant  as  provided  for  by  H,  S.,  pt.  1,  Ch.  9,  tit.  10,  art  4r, 
§  97,  such  owner  shall  be  entitled  to  erect  a  Bsit  manufactory  and 
take  the  necessary  supply  of  salt  water  according  to  existing  laws 
in  that  respect.    Statute  affected  is  an  addition  to  R.  S.,  pt.  1, 
Ch.  9,  Tit.  10,  Art.  i,  §§  96-9&,  and  estmia  to  owners  of  real 
estate  near  the  salt  lets  in  visage  of  Liverpool,  iik  terms,  privi- 
leges which  the  R.  S.  cited  give  to  ownevs  of  real  estate  in  tlie 
town  of  Salina.    Liverpocd  is  induded  xb  the  town  of  Salina. 

L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  (an  act  concerning-  the-  Salt  Springs  and  the 
manfacture  of  salt)  by  §  144,  repeids:  B.  S.,  pt  1,  Ch.  9,  Tit 
10,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  addition  to  or  ank^&datory 
thereof. 

Section  1  provides  for  the  leasing  of  salt  lots,  leases  to  expire  at 
same  time  with  leases  authomod  by  L.  1&39,  Gk  278.  Statute 
affected  became  obsolete  in  1859,  and  was  supersedod  by  Li  1859, 
Clu  346,  §  28,  which  provided  thali  the  superintand^ait  mi^t  lease 
any  of  the  lots  and  lands  reserved  for  the  m«aufacture  of  salt  not 
held  for  that  purpose,  hvii  not  for  a  longer  period  than  three  years. 

Section  3  authorizes  superintendeB;t  to  sell  suoh.  personal  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  state  in  the  town  of  Salina  which  inspector 
shall  de^n  unnecessary  and  for  the  inierest  of  the  state  to  selL 
Temporary  and  obsolete.

Section  14  provides  for  the  compensation  of  the  deputy  super- 
intendent and  of  the  inspector  at  Liverpool.  L.  1846,  Ch.  188, 
§§  4,  5,  supersedes  statute  affected  by  providing  what  their  com- 
pensation shall  be. 

Section  15  provides  a  penalty  for  an  unreasonable  waste  of 
brine  at  salt  manufactories  either  from  overflowing  or  leakage  of 
cisterns,  aqueducts  or  conduits  or  in  any  other  manner.  Statute 
affected  superseded  by  L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  §§  67,  68,  which  provide 
that  the  superintendent  or  deputy  in  his  daily  examinations  shall 
examine  particularly  as  to  any  leaks  or  waste  of  salt  water  from 
cisterns,  attached  to  the  several  salt  manufactories,  or  from  logs 
or  conduits  leading  the  water  to  the  same ;  and  as  to  any  leak  or 
waste  of  salt  water  either  by  negligence  or  design;  and  to  order 
the  stopping  of  such  leak  or  waste.

Section  19  provides  that  the  snperinteiKient  of  Montezuma  Salt 
Springs  shall  sink  a  shaft  already  commenced  to  a  depth  of  600 
feet;  to  enlarge  and  complete  reservoir  and  machinery  already 
conmienced  and  to  cut  a  certain  ditch.    Obsolete. 

Sectiosi  20  appropriates  money  for  sinking  the  shaft  mentioned 
in  §  19  of  statute  affected.    Temporary  and  obsolete.

Section  3  provides  for  the  deposit  bj  tlie  fiFapermtendent  of 
moneys  reeeived  hy  him  in  certain  bankS)  asd  the  forwarding  to 
the  comptroller  of  a  statement  of  moner^  so  deposited.  L  1859, 
CL  846,  §  26,  re-enaets  and  supersedes  statute  affected. 

Section  4  provides  that  the  smperinteofleai^  before  any  expenses 
are  ineurred  by  him,  shall  make  an  estimate  fsv  the  neeessary 
expenses  for  two  months  from  and  after  May  1,  next  (1843) ; 
present  same  to  the  acting  canal  eoimnissioner  in  charge  of  the 
section  of  the  canal  from  which  water  is  drawn  f^r  the  salt 
works  and  obtain  his  certificate  that  the  expenditure  is  necessary ; 
that  a  duplicate  of  estimate  be  sent  to  the  comptroller.  Also  pro- 
vides that  no  new  stracture  the  oost  of  which  shall  exceed  $5,000 
shall  be  undertaken  without  first  obtaining  the  approval  of  the 
governor.  L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  §  36,  supersedes  the  first  part  of 
statute  affected  by  providing  the  method  by  which  the  superin- 
tendent shall  make  estimates  for  expenses  to  be  incurred ;  for  the 
approval  thereof  by  the  ccnnptroller  and  for  drawing  a  draft  there- 
for on  the  treasurer.

Section  6  provides  that  at  the  close  of  every  raxtf  dajw  tise  super- 
intendent shall  make  an  abstract  of  hia  vondierv  attaching  thereto 
an  affidavit,  the  form  of  which  is  given ;  that  be  riMill  also  nuake  a 
report  showing  his  expenditures  for  the  previ«ous  sixty  days  corre- 
sponding as  to  the  items  witk  the  estimate  pvesented  at  the  time 
the  advance  is  certified  by  the  canal  commissioners ;  provides  for 
the  approval  of  the  abstract  and  report  by  thef  canal  commissioner 
and  the  return  of  the  whole  to  the  comptroller  for  final  audit. 
L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  §  37,  supersedes  statute  affected  by  re-enacting 
same,  omitting  the  certificates  of  the  canal  comaaissioner* 

Section  7  provides  that  the  superintendent  shall  on  every  fourth 
Monday  send  to  the  comptroller  a  statement  of  the  revenue  col- 
lected during  the  previous  four  weeks  and  a  transcript  of  the 
receiver's  books  in  the  villages  of  Salina,  Syracuse,  Geddes  and 
Liverpool.    L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  §  ^,  supersedea  statute  affected. 

Section  8  provides  for  the  inspector  making  a  report  to  die* 
comptroller  on  every  fourth  Monday  of  the  number  of  bushels  of 
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salt  inspected  in  the  villages  of  Salina,  Syracuse,  Geddes  and 
Liverpool.  L.  1846,  CL  188,  §  2,  abolished  the  office  of  inspector 
and  makes  the  inspectors  appointees  of  the  superintendent.  L. 
1859,  Ch.  346,  §  13,  supersedes  statute  affected  by  requiring  an 
annual  report  by  the  superintendent  to  the  comptroller  showing, 
among  other  data,  the  quantity  of  salt  inspected  during  the  pre- 
vious fiscal  year. 

Section  9  provides  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  and 
inspector  to  regulate  the  size  of  the  furnaces  used  in  manufactur- 
ing salt  '^  that  saturation  may  not  be  effected  too  rapidly,  allowing 
the  bitterns  or  sulphate  of  lime  to  settle."  Superseded  by  L.  1859, 
Ch.  346,  §  9,  which  gives  the  superintendent  power  to  establish 
rules  and  regulations  respecting,  among  other  things,  the  manu- 
facture of  salt. 

Sections  10,  11  providing  for  the  inspection  of  salt  manu- 
factories and  the  salt  in  the  kettles  and  bins,  were  superseded  by 
L.  1859,  Ch.  846,  §  76,  which  covers  the  same  subject 

Section  12  provides  that  when  salt  blocks  are  cooled  for  the 
purpose  of  cutting  the  bitterns  from  the  kettles  and  pans,  the 
brine  remaining  in  the  kettles  shall  not  be  again  used.  Supers 
sedcd  by  L.  1859,  Ch.  846,  §  66. 

Section  13  providing  that  salt  shall  not  be  packed,  or  taken  from 
the  salt  works  until  it  has  remained  in  the  bin  at  least  fourteen 
days,  was  amended  bv  L.  1856,  Ch.  95,  §  9,  and  as  amended,  was 
superseded  by  L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  §  95. 

Section  14,  which  provides  a  penalty  for  putting  any  artide  or 
ingredient  in  the  brine  without  first  obtaining  the  approbation  of 
the  inspector,  was  superseded  by  L.  1859,  Ch.  346,  §  63. 

Section  15,  which  provides  for  the  annual  making  of  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  ensuing  year  by  the  superintendent  and  in- 
spector, superseded  by  L.  1859,  Ch.  846,  §  9,  which  authorizes 
superintendent  to  make  rules  and  regulations,  and  section  13, 
which  authorizes  him  to  print  and  post  the  same. 

Section  16,  providing  a  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  rules 
and  regulations,  was  superseded  by  L.  1869,  Ch.  346,  §  66. 

46.  Li.  1846,  Ch.  71,  §§  1,  2,  except  the  part  which  re- 
peals "  all  laws  prescribing  a  higher  rate  of  duty,"  provide  a 
duty  of  one  cent  a  bushel  of  fifty-six  pounds  weight  on  all  salt 
manufactured  in  this  state.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


1.  Article  2.  This  article  embraces  the  powers  of  the  "  State 
Water  Supply  Commission."  The  "River  Improvement  Com- 
mission '^  was  created  by  the  legislature  of  1904  with  power  to 
regulate  the  flow  of  water -in  rivers  and  water  courses  in  aid  of 
the  public  health  and  safety.  The  l^slature  of  1905  established 
the  "  State  Water  Supply  Commission "  with  certain  powers  as 
to  the  approval  of  sources  of  water  supply  of  municipal  corpora- 
tions.  During  the  session  of  1906  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
"  River  Improvement  Commission "  were  devolved  upon  the 
"  Water  Supply  Commission."  By  this  article  the  "  Water 
Supply  Commission"  is  continued  and  such  existing  legislation 
as  concerns  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  "River  Improvement 
Commission"  have  been  consolidated  herein  and  applied  to  the 
"  Water  Supply  Commission." 

2.  Section  5.  The  first  sentence  of  this  section  continues 
the  "  State  Water  Supply  Commission."  The  second  sentence 
is  a  paraphrase  of  the  bracketed  matter  following.  The  former 
"  River  Improvement  Commission  "  consisted  of  the  State  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor,  the  Attorney-General,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works,  the  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner  and  one 
civil  engineer  commissioner.  The  act  transferring  the  power  of 
this  commission  upon  the  "  State  Water  Supply  Commission," 
[L.  1906,  Ch.  418]  provided  that  "  the  term  of  office  of  the  civil 
engineer  member  of  the  river  improvement  commission,  shall  con- 
tinue under  his  original  appointment,  but  he  shall  thereafter  be 
known  and  be  a  member  of  Uie  state  water  supply  commission  and 
his  services,  duties  and  compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
other  members  of  the  state  water  supply  commission  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  no  services  shall  hereafter  be  performed 
by  the  state  engineer  and  surveyor,  the  attorney-general,  the 
superintendent  of  public  works  or  the  forest,  fish  and  game  com- 
missioner as  a  member  of  the  river  improvement  commission." 
The  act  mentioned  became  a  law  May  11,  1906,  and  the  then 
civil  engineer  member  acted  as  a  member  of  the  "  Water  Supply 
Commission  "  until  his  death,  December  15,  1906.  The  "  Water 
Supply  Commission  "  as  at  present  constituted  consists  of  mem- 
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bers  appointed  under  the  act  originally  establishing  said  com- 
mission. 

3.  §§  9,  10,  14,  18-21.  The  new  matter  inserted  in  this 
section  is  for  the  purpose  of  limiting  the  sentence  to  improvements 
contemplated  in  the  original  act. 

4.  §  16.  The  reference  in  this  section  to  sections  3371  and 
3373  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  have  been  changed  to  sections 
22  and  24  of  the  Condemnation  Law  inasmuch  as  these  sections 
of  the  Code  are  now  consolidated  in  the  Condemnation  Law. 

5  §  22.  The  reference  in  this  section  to  Article  71  of 
Chapter  20  of  the  Laws  of  1900  has  been  changed  to  Article  12 
of  the  Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Law,  which  alteration  preserves 
the  original  application  of  the  section. 

6.  §  23.  The  bracketed  portion  of  this  section  is  omitted  as 
the  duty  imposed  has  already  been  performed. 

7.  Article  3.  The  state  probation  commission  was  created 
by  L.  1907,  Ch.  430,  with  general  supervision  over  the  work  of 
probation  ofiScers  throughout  the  state.  The  Code  of  Criminal 
Procedure,  section  11a,  provides  for  the  appointment  of  probation 
officers  by  courts  having  jurisdiction  of  criminal  actions  and  de- 
fines the  powers  and  duties  of  such  officers.  Sections  483  and 
487  of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure  provide  when  the  court 
may  place  a  convicted  defendant  on  probation.  The  Criminal 
Code,  being  a  procedure  act,  would  be  an  improper  classification 
for  the  act  creating  the  State  Probation  Commission.  The  pro- 
visions of  law  relating  to  the  State  Probation  Commission  are 
therefore  consolidated  in  this  chapter  as  the  only  other  classifica- 
tion.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


Oeseral  note.  State  Charities  Law  is  the  result  of  an  exam 
ination  of  all  the  general  statutes  relating  to  the  organization, 
powers  and  duties  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  the  state  char- 
itable institutions  and  other  institutions  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  the  state  board  of  charities,  their  finances  and  the  acts  regulat- 
ing the  management  and  prescribing  the  treatment  and  control  of 
the  inmates  thereof,  and  including  the  legislation  passed  at  the 
session  of  1907.  In  cjonsolidating  this  law  we  have  included 
several  independent  acts  relating  to  the  care  of  inebriate  women; 
"New  York  State  Hospital  for  Crippled  and  Deformed  Children ; 
Kew  York  State  Hospital  for  Treatm^it  of  Incipient  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis;  Aged,  Decrepit  and  Mentally  Enfeebled  Persons; 
the  Anchorage  at  Elmira ;  Bumham  Industrial  Farm ;  Shelter  for 
Unprotected  Girls  at  Syracuse ;  Xew  York  State  Woman's  Eelief 
Corps  Home,  and  licenses  for  placing  out  destitute  children.

Conntiea  and  County  Bonndariea.  There  is  presented 
herewith  as  a  note  to  the  State  Law  a  collection  of  the  statutes 
relating  to  the  boundaries  of  the  counties  of  the  state.  Tliese 
statutes  have  not  been  consolidated  as  a  part  of  the  text  because 
of  the  impossibility  of  any  satisfactory  consolidation.  The  com- 
plete boundaries  of  the  counties  of  the  state  were  last  compiled 
and  presented  as  a  part  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  1829.  This 
presentation  of  the  boundaries  of  the  counties  of  the  state  was 
made  possible  by  the  fact  that  the  revisors  were  audiorized  to 
procure  a  survey  of  each  county  if  necessary  to  present  a  descrip- 
tion of  its  boundary.  Since  the  enactment  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
counties  have  been  divided,  boundary  lines  have  been  changed, 
names  of  towns  and  objects  of  boundaries  have  been  altered,  and 
towns  have  been  transferred  without  definite  description  of 
boundaries  from  one  county  to  another.  The  statutes  making 
changes  in  boundaries  of  counties  are  presented  herewith  with- 
out attempt  at  consolidation.  So  many  changes  have  been  made 
that  it  would  not  be  wise  for  the  Board  to  attempt  a  re-description 
of  boundary  lines  without  official  action  by  either  state  or  local 
officers.  The  state  engineer  and  surveyor  has  authority  to  re- 
quire the  supervisors  of  counties  to  present  to  him  boundaries  of 
their  respective  counties,  and  before  any  consolidation  of  the  stat- 
utes upon  this  subject  is  attempted  the  boundaries  of  each  county 
should  be  secured  from  the  local  authorities  and  verified  by  the 
state  engineer  and  surveyor.  For  this  reason  the  Board  has  not 
consolidated  the  boundaries  of  counties  in  the  text,  but  presents 
the  statutes  as  they  are  found  in  the  Session  Lav^s  for  such  action 
thereon  as  the  legislature  may  deem  best.

Revised  Laws,  1S13,  Ch.  39,  v.  2,  p.  31,  in  addition  to  the 
thirty  counties  named,  describes  the  following:  Allegany, 
Broome,  Cattaraugus,  Chautauqua,  Cortland,  Franklin,  Genesee, 
Jefferson,  Lewis,  Madison,  Niagara,  Putnam,  St.  Lawrence, 
Schenectady,  Seneca,  Sullivan,  Warren.  This  increased  the  num- 
ber of  counties  to  forty-seven.

military  tiuct;  then  east  along  the  north  bounds  thereof,  and  the 
north  bounds  of  township  number  two,  to  the  northeast  comer 
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thereof;  then  south  along  the  line  of  the  old  military  tract,  to  the 
middle  of  the  channel  of  the  north  branch  of  the  great  river 
Ausable ;  then  down  the  middle  of  the  channel  thereof,  to  the  upper 
forks  of  said  river ;  then  down  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  said 
river,  to  the  south  line  of  the  great  location ;  then  easterly  on  said 
line  to  Lake  Champlain ;  and  then  east  to  the  east  bounds  of  this 
state.

that  said  state  engineer  and  surveyor  upon  the  completion  of  his 
&aid  report  and  of  the  said  map  cause  true  copies  thereof  to  be 
fled  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  and  in  each  of  the  county 
clerk's  offices  of  the  counties  of  Saint  Lawrence,  Franklin,  Her- 
kimer, Hamilton,  Lewis  and  Essex  in  the  state  of  Xew  York;  that 
upon  filing  such  report  and  map  in  the  state  engineer  and  sur- 
veyor's office,  the  office  of  the  comptroller  and  in  the  county  clerks' 
offices  of  the  counties  of  Saint  Lawrence,  Franklin,  Herkimer, 
Hamilton,  Lewis  and  Essex,  the  same  shall  be  presumptive  evi- 
dence that  the  south  boundary  line  and  a  portion  of  the  southwest 
boundary  line  of  the  county  of  Saint  Lawrence  and  the  south 
boundary  line  of  tho-county  of  Franklin,  being  the  north  boundary 
line  of  the  counties  of  Herkimer,  Hamilton  and  Lewis  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  north  boundary  line  of  the  county  of  Essex  have  been 
and  are  regularly,  properly,  duly  and  legally  located,  established 
and  permanently  marked  upon  the  ground  as  shown  by  such  re- 
port and  map  filed  as  herein  provided,  and  it  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  thereof  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from 
the  date  of  such  filing.

aforesaid,  and  shall  cause  copies  thereof  to  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  respective  counties  aforesaid;  which  finding 
and  report  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

state,  until  it  comes  directly  opposite  to  the  first  mentioned  creek, 
and  then  to  the  place  where  the  said  boundaries  began.

the  county  of  Suffolk.     Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  section  five, 
title  six,  chapter  eight,  part  first  of  revised  statutes  of  this  state, 
I  do  hereby  determine  and  declare  that  the  line,  as  hereinafter 
particularly  set  forth  and  described,  is  the  line  by  law  intended 
and  established  as  the  dividing  line  between  the  aforesaid  towns 
of  Oyster  Bay  and  Huntington,  viz. :    Beginning  at  a  point  at  the 
head  of  Cold  Spring,  where  formerly  stood  a  white  oak  tree  with 
H  marked  on  one  side  and  O  on  the  other,  and  now  a  heap  of 
stones,    as    fixed    on    and    determined    by    Thomas    Townsend, 
Nathaniel  Coles  and  John  Wicks,  commissioners  appointed  on 
the  part  of  Oyster  Bay,  and  Thomas  Powell  and  Abiel  Titus, 
commissioners  on  the  part  of  Huntington,  in  the  year  sixteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four,  as  the  head  of  Cold  Spring ;  from  thence 
southerly  in  a  direct  and  straight  line  to  the  head  of  the  river,  on 
the  south  side  of  the  island,  called  by  the  Indian  name  of  Wanus- 
hetuc,  and  by  the  inhabitants  Latting  creek,  at  a  monument  there, 
and  on  which  part  of  the  line  monuments  have  been  erected  along 
the  whole  extent  thereof,  at  distances  of  one  mile  from  each  other, 
agreeable  to  a  map  made  thereof  by  William  J.  W^eeks,  a  surveyor, 
employed  for  that  purpose  by  David  R.  Eloyd  Jones,  a  com-

missioner  appointed  on  the  part  of  Queens  county,  and  Charles  A. 
Floyd,  a  commissioner  appointed  on  the  part  of  Suffolk  county, 
and  under  their  direction,  which  said  map  is  herewith  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  reference  thereto  will  more 
fully  and  at  large  appear.  And  from  said  monument  at  the  head 
of  said  river  or  creek,  southerly  through  the  middle  of  said  creek 
till  it  comes  opposite  the  southeast  point  of  Oyster  Bay,  south 
meadows ;  and  from  thence  westerly  to  the  southeast  point  of  said 
meadows,  at  a  monument  there  fixed  by  Richard  Hatfield,  Eb- 
enezer  Purdy  and  Elias  Newman,  of  Westchester  county,  commis- 
sioners appointed  under  an  act  of  the  legislature  to  settle  and  de- 
termine such  part  of  the  line  of  division  between  the  towns  of 
Oyster  Bay  and  Huntington,  as  is  therein  mentioned,  passed 
February  seventeenth,  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-seven;  an.l 
from  thence  southerly  to  the  northernmost  island  or  marsh  in  thi- 
south  bay,  called  Townsend's  island,  at  a  monument  erected  by 
said  commissioners,  on  the  north  side  thereof;  and  from  said  last 
mentioned  monument,  in  one  continued  straight  line  across  the 
said  bay  and  marshes  to  the  beach,  at  a  monument  there  erected 
by  said  commissioners;  and  from  thence  in  the  same  direction  to 
the  Atlantic  ocean;  and  again  beginning  at  the  heap  of  stones 
at  the  head  of  Cold  Spring,  and  from  thence  northerly  till  it  come> 
to  the  brook  or  flow  of  water;  and  thence  northerly  through  tho 
middle  of  the  brook  and  mill  ponds,  till  it  comes  to  a  monument 
on  the  lower  or  northernmost  mill  dam;  and  from  thence  north- 
erly along  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  bay  on  or  near 
the  eastern  shore,  until  it  comes  to  the  middle  of  the  channel,  be- 
tween Oyster  Bay  beach  and  Huntington  beach,  and  so  on  north- 
erly as  the  line  now  runs  to  a  spot  known  and  designated  as  Fleet*? 
Hole ;  "  and  thence  through  the  middle  of  Fleets  Hole  northerly 
till  it  comes  to  the  boundaries  between  Henry  Lloyd,  of  Queens 
village,  and  the  township  of  Huntington,  on  the  beach  as  estab- 
lished by  commissioners  in  seventeen  hundred  and  thirty-four; 
and  from  thence  easterly  the  middle  of  the  channel  to  be  the 
boimds  between  the  manor  of  Queens  village  and  the  town  of 
Huntington,  till  it  comes  to  a  certain  weir,  erected  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Huntington  for  the  taking  and  catching  of  fish ;  and  from 
thence  northerly  to  the  middle  of  the  inlet,  river  or  creek,  be- 
tween the  upland  of  Queens  village  and  the  upland  of  Hunting- 
ton west  neck ;  from  thence  running  easterly  along  the  middle  of 
said  inlet,  river  or  creek,  until  it  comes  against  a  point  on  Queens 
village  shore,  called  Conklin's  Point;  and  from  thence  upon  a 
straight  line  to  the  middle  of  that  part  of  the  river  or  creek  that 
runs  between  the  outward  point  of  the  east  beach  putting  off  from 
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Queens  village  shore  and  the  his^hest  land  upon  Huntington  shore." 
And  I  do  hereby  declare,  at  the  request  of  the  before  named 
gentlemen,  Jones  and  Floyd,  the  representatives  of  the  two  towns 
interested,  as  well  as  my  conviction  of  the  justice  thereof,  and  in 
conformity  to  the  statute  in  that  case  made  and  provided,  that 
the  line  established  as  aforesaid  shall  not  ailect  the  title  or  pos- 
session of  any  person  or  persons  along  the  said  line,  either  in  the 
confirmation  of  title  or  in  impairing  the  same,  but  for  the  pur- 
pose of  jurisdiction  only,  that  property  now  or  heretofore  bounded 
by  the  Suifolk  or  Queens  county  line  or  Oyster  Bay  or  Hunting- 
ton line,  shall  continue  to  be  bounded  by  the  line  as  heretofore 
supposed  to  exist,  and  not  by  the  line  herein  established.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


!•  Title  of  article  changed  by  leaving  out  words  "powers; 
reorganization/'  and  substituting  "  provisions."  This  article,  as 
heretofore  amended,  did  not  relate  solely  to  general  powers  and 
reorganization,  but  to  other  matters,  and  the  proposed  title  "  Gen- 
eral Provisions  '*  more  accurately  describes  the  matter  contained 
in  the  article  and  makes  the  title  uniform  with  other  statutes. 

2.  §  1.  Bracketed  matter  is  transferred  to  article  2  as 
"  old  "  article  1  to  which  it  relates  has  been  made  article  2  of 
the  consolidated  law. 

8.  §  5.  The  words  "  except  sections  8,  16,  16,  17  and  18 
thereof  added  for  the  reason  that  article  2  does  not  apply  to 
moneyed  corporations,  but  as  sections  8,  15,  16,  17  and  18  are 
general  in  scope  and  substance,  applying  to  moneyed  corporations 
as  well  as  others,  and  are  now  placed  in  article  2,  (where  they 
properly  belong),  they  have  been  excepted  from  the  limitation  of 
the  effect  of  the  article  in  regard  to  moneyed  corporations. 

Attention  is  here  called  to  the  fact  that  section  14  (former  sec- 
tion 7)  prohibiting  monopolies  and  unlawful  combinations  does 
not  apply  to  moneyed  corporations,  i.  e.,  banks,  trust  companies, 
insurance  companies,  etc.,  as  the  law  now  stands,  but  no  good 
reason  is  apparent  why  that  class  of  corporations  should  be  ex- 
cepted from  the  general  prohibition. 

4.  §  7.  This  section  was  formerly  section  8.  It  contained 
no  heading  and  so  the  heading  "  Validating  corporate  mortgages  " 
has  been  added.  It  was  made  section  7  so  that  it  would  foUaw 
the  other  matter  relating  to  corporate  mortgages  contained  in  sec- 
tion 6,  in  order  to  have  all  matter  relating  to  the  same  subject- 
matter  as  closely  together  as  possible.  The  advantage  of  such 
transpositions  is  readily  seen,  and  wherever  the  same  thing  could 
be  accomplished  in  other  portions  of  the  statute,  it  has  been  done. 

5.  §  8.  Portion  of  former  §  40  has  been  transferred  to  article 
2  because  it  is  a  general  provision  regulating  the  powers  of  stock 
corporations. 

6.  §  13.  Section  59  has  been  transferred  to  article  2^  where 
it  properly  belongs;  because  relating  to  general  powers. 
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T.  Former  section  67  has  been  transferred  to  Gremeral  Corpo- 
ration Law,  article  10.  It  has  therefore  been  omitted  from  the 
Stock  Corporation  Law. 

8.  Former  section  61  has  been  transferred  to  Q^ieral  Corpo- 
ration Law,  article  10,  and  is  therefore  omitted  from  the  Stock 
Corporation  Law.

Of  course, 
if  the  statutory  liability  which  the  section  limits  has  been  re- 
pealed, there  is  no  further  use  for  a  limitation  of  a  liability  which 
does  not  exist.  The  same  is  true  as  to  liability  to  creditors  for 
failure  to  file  an  annual  report.  There  is  no  longer  any  liability 
to  creditors  for  failure  to  file  an  annual  report,  and  there  is,  con- 
sequently, no  need  of  a  limitation  of  any  such  liability.  Section 
34  (former  section  30)  in  its  present  form  provides  only  for  a 
penalty  to  the  people  and  not  to  creditors,  and  that  only  after 
notice  to  file  a  report  has  been  served.  Thus,  the  liability  which 
this  limitation  was  intended  to  affect  has  been  repealed. 

16.  Article  4.  Former  section  40  has  been  divided  »nto 
three  sections  (sections  8,  50,  52).    The  places  of  other  sectioAS 
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in  the  article  have  been  rearranged  so  as  to  follow  according  to 
logical  sequence  and  subject-matter.

The  remaining  portions  of  section  40  have  been  made  sections  8 
and  52.

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NOTES  TO  TEXT 


General  note.     The  Town  Law  has  been  rearranged  with- 
out change  of  substance.     It  was  originally  passed  in  1890  and  so 
many  amendments  have  been  made  to  it  since  and  so  many  addi- 
tions have  been  inserted  that  it  was  desmed  best  to  rearrange  the 
material.     The  subject  of  "  wrecks  "  lias  been  transferred  to  the 
Navigation  Law  as  a  more  appropriate  classification.     The  of- 
ficers charged  with  the  care  of  wrecks  are  the  sheriffs,  coroners 
and  wreck  masters  of  the  counties  ["old"  Town  Law,  §  138] 
and  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  appoint  wreck  masters  for  C8^ 
tain  counties  ["old"  Town  Law,  §  150].     It  will  be  as  con- 
xonient  to  refer  to  this  subject  in  the  Navigation  Law,  which  is 
suggestive  of  the  material,  as  it  will  be  to  consult  the  Town  Law, 
where  the  matter  has  usually  been  found.     The  subject  of  wrecks 
heretofore  has  been  combined  in  the  Town  Law  with  "  Strays 
and    chattels    doing    damage,     floating    timbers."      The    sub- 
ject   of    "  strays "     has    been     allowed     to    remain    in    the 
Town  Law,  although  section  393  of  the  Town  Law  makes  this 
subject  applicable  to  villages  and  cities  and  makes  the  trustees 
of  villages  and  aldermen  of  cities  fence  viewers  for  the  purposes 
of  the  article.     There  is  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  matter  re- 
lating to  animals  straying  on  highways  [§§  3082,  etc.]  and  until 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  is  revised  and  this  material  is  re- 
moved and  combined  with  other  matter  on  the  subject  of  strays 
under  an  appropriate  heading  it  is  deemed  best  to  retain  the 
subject  of  strays  in  the  Town  Law.     There  has  also  been  added 
to  the  Town  Law  provisions  relating  to  town  meetings  in  certain 
pounties  of  the  State.     In  most  instances  these  statutes  apply 
only  to  a  single  county,  but  they  are  general  in  form  and  apply 
to  many  towns  in  each  case  and  therefore  have  been  consolidated 
in  the  Town  Law.     In  many  instances  sections  have  been  divided 
but  the  substance  of  the  law  has  been  preserved  in  each  case.

General  note.  The  Village  Law  is  the  result  of  an  exam< 
ination  of  all  the  general  statutes  relating  to  the  incorporation, 
government  and  finances  of  villages,  be^nning  with  L.  1847, 
Ch.  151,  entitled  ^'An  act  in  relation  to  firemen  in  incorporated 
villages,"  the  act  in  relation  to  cemeteries  in  such  villages  (Ch. 
209)  and  the  general  incorporation  act  of  that  year,  (L.  1847, 
Ch.  426)  and  including  the  legislation  of  the  year  1907. 

1.  §  26.  Belates  to  the  first  election  of  village  officers  after 
incorporation.  The  first  two  subdivisions  provide  that  it  shall  be 
held  "  after  the  lapse  of  ten  days  "  from  the  filing  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  election  showing  the  incorporation  or  from  the  filing  of 
the  decision  of  the  county  court.
